GRAND  MASTER’S  ADDRESS. 


The  Grand  Master  delivered  his  address,  which  on 
action  was  referred  to  a Special  Committee,  which  the 
Deputy  Grand  Master  announced  as  follows:  Past  Grand 

Master  F.  D.  Winston,  Past  Grand  Master  R.  J.  Noble  and 
Past  Grand  Master  S.  M.  Gattis. 
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To  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina : 

Fresh  from  the  inspirational  glow  of  that  influence 
which,  at  Christmas-tide  and  the  nativity  of  the  year,  fills 
the  hearts  of  men  with  the  uplift  of  better,  purer,  and  nobler 
sentiments,  we  have  assembled  in  another,  the -one  hundred 
and  twenty-fourth  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  and,  as  hand  clasps  hand  and  heart  meets  heart  in 
fraternal  affection,  we  feel  the  magnetizing,  thrilling  force 
of  human  friendship,  that  for  the  time  opens  the  channel 
through  which  heaven  flows  to  earth. 

There  are  with  us  many  familiar  faces,  a number  of 
brethren  whose  long,  continuous  attendance  make  them 
landmarks  in  our  annual  sessions ; there  are  many  new  ones, 
sent  to  represent  their  respective  lodges,  and  to  each  and 
every  one  I give  a God  bless  you,  and  a hearty  welcome  to 
our  fraternal  gathering  in  this  beautiful  temple,  the  home  of 
North  Carolina  Masonry. 

In  the  beginning*  let  our  hearts  be  filled  with  gratitude 
to  our  Heavenly  Master  for  the  many  blessings  which  have 
been  bestowed  upon  us,  and  those  of  us  who  at  times  have 
suffered  sadness  or  bereavement,  who  have  found  the  way 
rough  and  rugged,  dark  and  dreary,  who  have  felt  hopeless 
and  despairing,  or  in  any  way  have  been  beneath  the  chasten- 
ing rod,  let  us  not  be  unmindful  that  ’twas  Infinite  Love 
which  wielded  it,  Infinite  Pity  which  looked  upon  it,  Infinite 
Wisdom  which  directed  it,  and  Infinite  Power  which  can 
cause  it  to  work  out  for  us  a far  more  exceeding  and  eternal 
weight  of  glory. 

Let  us  pray  that  He  .will  so  direct  our  actions  and  de- 
liberations that  all  things  we  do  during  this  communication 
may  meet  with  His  commendation,  may  bring  our  hearts  in 
closer  touch  with  each  other  and  with  our  absent  brethren, 
and  may  redound  to  the  glory  of  Masonry  and  the  benefit  of 
humanity. 

In  making  this,  my  annual  report  for  this  Grand  Juris- 
diction, it  is  a pleasure  to  state  that  Masonry  is  still  moving 
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forward  in  the  march  of  progress,  and  though  the  past  one 
has  not  been  a record  year  in  point  of  gain  in  membership 
and  new  lodges;  yet,  in  many  parts  of  our  state  there  has 
been  such  enthusiasm  and  such  a fraternal  revival  that  the 
lodges  are  far  behind  in  the  work  of  receiving  the  numbers 
of  splendid  men  who  are  knocking  at  their  doors.  The  Spirit 
of  Masonry  too  has,  to  a great  extent,  prevailed,  and  though 
a very  few  instances  of  discord  have  been  brought  to  my 
knowledge;  yet,  I have  striven  to  settle  these  upon  the 
broad  principles  of  mutual  concession  and  brotherly  love, 
and  with  the  aid  of  District  Deputies  I am  happy  to  say 
these  principles  have  prevailed  and  almost  all  the  difficulties 
have  been  amicably  adjusted.  However,  there  have  come 
under  my  observation  a number  of  lodges  and  brethren  that 
might  so  act  as  to  materially  improve  themselves  in  Masonry 
and  bring  about  greater  fruits  of  fraternal  love  and  pros- 
perity in  their  respective  spheres  of  influence.  Of  this  I 
will  speak  later. 

FRATERNAL  DEAD. 

We  have  cause  for  extreme  thankfulness  that  Death,  the 
grim  reaper,  has  not  garnered  into  his  harvest  any  Grand  or 
Past  Grand  Official  of  this  Grand  Jurisdiction.  However, 
many  brethren  of  our  Subordinate  Lodges  and  many  distin- 
guished Masons  of  Sister  Grand  Jurisdictions  have  passed 
into  the  Great  Beyond. 

Among  the  deceased  of  our  own  immediate  brethren  I 
note  Past  District  Deputy  Grand  Master  Joseph  Boone  Clark, 
of  Blowing  Rock,  long  a familiar  figure  in  the  Grand  Lodge 
and  affectionately  known  as  “Uncle  Joe.”  Shortly  before  his 
death  he  tendered  his  resignation  as  District  Deputy  Grand 
Master  for  the  Twenty-fourth  District,  which  I reluctantly 
accepted.  He  was  a lovable  character  and  a friend  to  all. 

Another  prominent  Mason  in  North  Carolina,  and  a 
frequent  attendant  upon  the  sessions  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 
was  Rev.  H.  F.  Critzburg,  D.  D.,  who  has  been  called  to 
rest  since  our  last  Annual  Communication.

He  was  a wise  ruler 
and  the  name  he  won  among  sovereigns  of  earth,  “The 
Peacemaker,”  is  proof  that  he  realized  the  fundamental 
principles  and  put  in  practice  the  teachings  of  our  great 
Fraternity.

Temple,  A.  A.  O.  N.  M.  S,  at  Charlotte,  and  at  the  time  of 
his  death  was  one  of  the  principal  officers  of  the  Supreme 
Council  of  the  United  States  and  Canada.  Strong,  cour- 
ageous, tender  and  true,  of  high  impulses  and  splendid  in- 
tellect, he  was  one  of  nature’s  noblemen  and  love  for  him 
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was  bounded  only  by  his  acquaintance.  Peace  to  his  noble 
soul.

This  closes  the  list,  longer  than  usual,  of  those  Masons 
who  had  been  greatly  honored  by  their  brethren  on  earth 
and  have  received  the  summons  to  come  up  higher.  We 
reverence  their  memory,  mourn  with  their  immediate  breth* 
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ren  in  their  loss,  and  tenderly  sympathize  with  their  be- 
reaved ones  wherever  they  are. 

In  this  connection,  I desire  to  call  attention  to  the  fact 
that  recently,  while  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  high 
office,  Bro.  Charles  F.  Bahnson,  Grand  Lecturer,  was  stricken 
with  paralysis.  He  now  lies  upon  a bed  of  sickness  in 
Mocksville,  where  all  that  medical  skill  and  loving  tender- 
ness of  relatives  and  friends  can  accomplish,  is  being  done 
for  him.  It  is  fitting  that  this  Grand  Lodge  send  to  him  a 
message,  expressive  of  our  sympathy  and  hope  for  his  speedy 
recovery. 

DECISIONS. 

A large  number  of  questions  have  been  presented  to  me 
for  decision.  Since  my  first  connection  with  the  Grand 
Lodge,  about  nineteen  years  ago,  each  succeeding  Grand 
Master  has  in  his  annual  address  called  attention  to  the  fact 
that  answers  to  practically  all  questions  presented  for  de- 
cision could  be  found  by  proper  reference  to  the  Masonic 
Code  and,  much  more  so,  since  the  publication  of  Andrews’ 
Digest.  The  law  required  each  Subordinate  Lodge  to  pur- 
chase and  keep  three  copies  of  the  Code.  I recommend  that 
each  lodge  be  required  to  purchase  and  keep  at  least  one 
copy  of  Andrews’  Digest.  Then,  if  the  brethren  will  use 
these,  when  doubt  arises  as  to  the  law,  the  need  of  writing 
the  Grand  Master  will  be  very  infrequent. 

I submit  some  decisions  I have  rendered  concerning 
which  there  is  question  or  ambiguity  in  the  Code. 

1.  A brother  who  demitted  before  the  amendment  to 
the  By-laws  under  which  he  retains  his  membership  in  the 
lodge  granting  the  demit  to  join  another  lodge  until  his 
petition  is  acted  favorably  upon  by  the  other  lodge,  must 
regularly  petition  his  former  lodge  for  membership. 

2.  The  Grand  Master  has  no  power  to  grant  permission 
to  a lodge  to  elect  a brother  as  Master  until  he  has  served  a 
term  as  Warden. 
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3.  The  jurisdiction  to  try  a brother  for  a Masonic 
offense  is  in  the  lodge,  in  the  jurisdiction  of  which  the  offense 
is  committed. 

4.  A lodge  cannot  reconsider  the  vote  by  which  a peti- 
tion for  degrees  or  membership  was  rejected. 

5.  A dormant  lodge  may  be  resuscitated  by  dispensa- 
tion from  the  Grand  Master,  upon  petition  of  at  least  seven 
Masons  who  were  members  in  good  standing  of  said  lodge 
when  it  became  dormant,,  said  seven  Masons  being  non- 
affiliates and  said  petition  being  accompanied  bjr  their  demits 
or  certificates  from  the  Grand  -Secretary. 

6.  A brother  cannot  vote  by  proxy  in  a Subordinate 
Lodge. 

7.  A demit  cannot  be  granted  to  an  entered  apprentice. 

8.  A lodge  cannot  grant  a demit  to  an  officer  thereof, 
nor  can  it  accept  his  1'esignation  without  permission  from 
the  Grand  Master. 

9.  A lodge  has  no  right  to  move  its  place  of  meeting 
without  permission  of  the  Grand  Master  or.  the  Grand 
Lodge. 

10.  Several  lodges  have  asked  permission  to  send  out 
appeals  for  aid  in  building  halls  or  temples.  I have  felt  it 
proper  to  decline,  since  so  many  lodges  own  no  lodge  rooms 
and  have  a hard  time  paying  rents  and  I thought  it  best  not 
to  open  the  door  for  these  appeals. 

11.  I have  been  informed  a number  of  times  that  some 
brother  or  brothers  were  black-balling  good  men  from  purely 
personal  reasons,  and  have  been  asked  if  there  is  no  way  to 
stop  it.  There  is  not.  The  ballot  is  sacred  and  secret.  No 
brother  has  a right  to  inquire  who  cast  a black  ball.  The 
brethren  of  a lodge  have  no  right  to  discuss  the  matter,  or 
the  reasons,  and  no  Mason  has  a right  to  discuss  the  ballot  in 
any  way  with  a rejected  applicant  for  degrees  or  mem- 
bership. 

12.  I have  received  several  communications  relative  to 
the  method  by  which  a Mason  excluded  for  non-payment  of 
dues  can  regain  his  standing  in  the  lodg-e.  As  this  matter 
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seems  not  to  be  clearly  set  forth  in  the  decisions  and  legisla- 
tion, I recommend  that  the  Grand  Lodge  pass  a uniform 
By-law  for  government  of  the  lodges  in  this  respect  through- 
out this  Grand  Jurisdiction. 

13.  Dual  membership  is  not  recognized  in  this  Grand 
Jurisdiction,  nor  can  a member  of  a lodge  in  another  Grand 
Jurisdiction  be  an  honorary  member  of  one  in  this. 

14.  One  Mason  cannot  hold  two  offices  in  a lodge. 

15.  There  is  no  statue  of  limitation  barring  trials  for 
violation  of  Masonic  law. 

16.  Two  trials  may  be  held  on  the  same  day;  provided, 
it  was  so  stated  and  properly  set  forth  in  the  call  for  the 
Special  Communication  and  the  summons  for  members. 

17.  Where  a brother  employs  non-masonic  counsel  in 
a trial  he  cannot  hear  evidence  relative  to  any  of  the  secret 
parts  of  Masonry  or  sit  in  the  trial  while  the  lodge  is  open. 

18.  Two  Special  Communications  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
may  be  held  on  the  same  day  at  different  places;  provided, 
it  is  possible  for  the  Grand  Master,  or  his  representative, 
and  the  Grand  Tiler  with  regalia  and  jewels  to  reach  both.

During  the  past  year  the  twenty  lodges,  charters  to 
which  were  granted  at  the  last  annual  session  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  were  duly  instituted,  and  Dispensations  were  granted 
for  ten  additional  lodges,  as  will  be  fully  set  forth  in  the 
report  of  the  Grand  Secretary. 

MASONIC  TEMPLE. 

During  the  year  Grand  Secretary  Drewry  and  I met  and 
settled  the  debt  of  the  Temple  in  accordance  with  the  reso- 
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lution  passed  at  the  last  annual  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 
by  executing  ten  notes  of  $7,500  each,  due  one  each  year  for 
the  next  ten  years.  It  is  believed  the  debt  will  be-paid  off 
before  the  end  of  that  time. 

There  are  extant  and,  either  wholly  or  in  part  not  paid, 
a number  of  subscription  cards  to  the  Temple  Fund.  These 
are  debts  of  honor  and  Masons  are  in  honor  bound  to  pay 
them.  I would  suggest  that  each  Worshipful  Master  report 
if  any  brother  who  subscribed  to  this  fund  is  financially 
unable  to  pay,  and  that  as  to  those  who  can  and  haven’t  paid 
some  action  be  taken.  The  Temple  is  a magnificent  piece 
of  property;  a splendid  home  for  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  the 
causes  for  which  its  revenues  are  to  be  used  when  it  is  out  of 
debt  will  soon  be  in  need  of  them. 

MASONIC  AND  EASTERN  STAR  HOME. 

Pursuant  to  the  resolution  passed  in  the  last  Grand 
Lodge  a suitable  charter  was  obtained  for  “The  Masonic  and 
Eastern  Star  Home,  Inc.”  As  soon  thereafter  as  convenient 
the  Board  of  Directors  met  and  organized  for  business.  A 
number  of  places  throughout  the  state  offered  sites  for  the 
location  of  the  Home,  which  were  visited  and  inspected  by 
duly  authorized  committees,  from  the  Board  of  Directors. 

A proposition  from  the  Masons  of  Greensboro  to  donate 
twenty- five  acres  of  land  and  five  thousand  dollars  in  cash 
was  accepted  and  the  deed  to  the  property  has  been  executed. 
It  is  a beautiful  site  on  an  eminence,  near  the  railroad,  and 
will  be  connected  with  the  city  by  the  electric  car  line. 

It  is  proposed  to  erect  as  soon  as  possible,  a central 
building  to  cost  about  fifteen  or  twenty  thousand  dollars, 
and  I trust  the  representatives  from  lodges  throughout  this 
Grand  Jurisdiction  have  come  prepared  to  subscribe  liberally 
to  this  glorious  enterprise.  Surely  those  who  have  .fought 
through  this  life's  battles  and  have  no  better  bridge  on  which 
to  cross  the  valley  of  the  shadow  than  the  jagged  edge  of 
poverty,  deserve  our  best  efforts  to  enable  them  to  pass  their 
last  days  in  peace  and  amid  the  comforts  of  a home. 
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ORPHAN  ASYLUM. 

The  Oxford  Orphan  Asylum  is  the  brightest  jewel  that 
sparkles  in  the  diadem  of  North  Carolina  Masonry.  There 
throbs  the  great  heart  of  Masonry.  There  are  being 
moulded,  from  among  those  otherwise  left  hopeless  and 
bereft,  pure,  noble  characters  and  splendid  citizens.  These 
great  charities  constitute  the  best  investment  that  can  be 
made  by  State,  church,  fraternity,  or  society. 

The  reports  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  Superintendent 
and  other  officials  of  this  institution  should  be  read  by  every 
man  and  Mason. 

The  Oxford  Orphan  rksylum  shows  no  preference  to  any 
child  by  reason  of  kinship  with  Masons,  or  for  other  reason. 
That  he  is  an  orphan,  in  need  of  protection  and  help,  is 
enough.  In  fact,  only  a very  small  per  cent,  of  the  chil- 
dren cared  for  at  this  institution  are  in  any  way  connected 
with  Masons,  It  is  a State  institution,  and  the  State  should 
more  liberally  aid  in  extending  its  scope  of  influence  and 
providing  for  her  parentless  children. 

It  has  been  proposed  that  the  name  of  the  institution 
be  changed,  and  the  matter  was  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee.  Not  having  had  time  nor  access  to  the  neces- 
sary data,  I have  decided  to  place  this  matter  before  the 
Committee  on  Masonic  Jurisprudence  for  report  and  recom- 
mendation. 

At  the  December,  1910,  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors, Col.  W.  J.  Hicks  again  tendered  his  resignation  as  Su- 
perintendent, which,  with  great  reluctance,  was  accepted  to 
take  effect  February  1,  1911,  and  Bro.  R.  Lee  Brown  was 
elected  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

Since  that  time  Colonel  Hicks  has  agreed  to  stay  at  the 
institution  until  June  in  an  advisory  capacity,  much  to  the 
delight  of  the  Board,  the  new  Superintendent,  and  the  officers 
and  teachers  of  the  institution.  Surely  the  God  of  the 
fatherless  has  been  good  to  us  in  keeping  in  health  and 
strength  this  great  and  good  man  to  preside  over  the  desti- 
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mes  and  so  liberally  contribute  to  the  success  of  our  Orphan 
Asylum.  For  over  two  years  Col.  Flicks  has  been  donating 
his  entire  salary  to  the  institution,  and  during  the  remainder 
of  his  stay  his  labors  will  be  of  love  and  without  price. 

ORDER  OF  THE  EASTERN  STAR. 

More  than  ever  before  this  Order,  composed  of  mothers, 
wives,  sisters  and  daughters  of  Masons,  appeals  to  us  as 
worthy  of  our  support  and  encouragement.  They  bring 
into  closer  touch  the  Masons  wherever  a chapter  of  the 
Eastern  Star  exists,  and  they  have  assumed  the  burden  of 
two-fifths  the  cost  of  building  and  maintaining  the  Home  for 
Aged  and  Infirm. 

I commend  this  Order  to  the  brethren  throughout  this 
Grand  Jurisdiction. 

CUSTODIANS  AND  LECTURERS. 

The  Board  of  Grand  Custodians  and  Grand  Lecturers 
met  in  Winston  last  July  at  the  same  time  Brother  Cash, 
District  Deputy  Grand  Master,  had  the  meeting  for  his  dis- 
trict. The  work  was  gone  over  thoroughly  and  exemplified 
before  the  brethren  attended  upon  that  occasion.  The  work 
is  being  taught  uniformly,  and  the  lodges  throughout  the 
state  are  becoming  more  eager  for  instruction. 

DISTRICT  DEPUTY  GRAND  MASTERS. 

It  seems  hard  to  get  in  proper  touch  with  the  District 
Deputy  Grand  Masters.  Some  have  held  district  meetings, 
at  which  it  has  been  my  pleasure  to  be  present.  I was  de- 
lighted with  the  friendship  and  splendid  hospitality  accorded, 
and  I think  great  good  was  accomplished. 

Other  District  Deputies  held  Masonic  picnics,  and  I 
commend  these  as  being  productive  of  a more  fraternal  feel- 
ing and  a source  of  revenue  for  the  Orphan  Asylum.  I 
think  it  would  be  a good  idea  to  have  a picnic  in  each  dis- 
trict, and  have  all  the  District  Deputy  Grand  Masters  at- 
tend the  Annual  Communication  at  Oxford  on  June  24th 
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St.  John’s  Day,  and  that  this,  as  the  date  for  installation  of 
officers,  be  changed  and  it  be  made  a Regular  Communica- 
tion to  the  Grand  Lodge.  I believe  this  would  be  an  inspi- 
ration to  each  and  all  of  them  to  accomplish  greater  things 
for  Masonry  and  the  Orphan  Asylum. 

FOREIGN  RELATIONS. 

The  most  cordial  relations  have  existed  between  our 
own  and  Sister  Grand  Jurisdictions  during  the  year,  and  I 
know  of  not  a single  interruption. 

During  February,  1910,  an  action  was  begun  in  the  Su- 
perior Court  of  Forsyth  County  against  the  Grand  Lodge, 
in  which  “The  Supreme  Grand  Council,  Sovereign  Grand 
Inspectors  General,  thirty -third  and  last  degree,  Ancient 
■•and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  for  the  United  States  of  Amer- 
ica, their  territories  and  dependencies  ” was  plaintiff. 

These  plaintiffs,  are  what  are  known  as  the  Bayliss 
bodies,  and  were  refused  recognition  by  our  Grand  Lodge 
two  years  ago. 

I employed  Bro.  Charles  B.  Aycock  as  counsel  for  the 
Grand  Lodge,  and  when  I last  heard  from  the  suit  the  com- 
plaint had  not  been  filed. 

MEMORIAL  TO.  WASHINGTON  THE  MASON. 

I wish  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  invitations  last 
January  from  Jos.  W.  Eggleston,  Grand  Master  of  Virginia, 
and  Chas.  H.  Callahan,  Worshipful  Master  of  Alexandria- 
Washington  Lodge,  to  be  present  at  a meeting  of  Grand 
Masters  and  representatives  at  Alexandria-Washington 
Lodge,  No.  22,  Virginia,  on  February  22,  1910,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  organizing  an  association  to  erect  a suitable  memo- 
rial to  Washington  the  Mason.  I had  fully  intended  to  be 
present,  but  serious  illness  prevented. 

I afterward  received  a neat  brochure,  giving  a most  in- 
teresting account  of  the  proceedings  at  this  meeting.  I have 
recently  received  invitations  urging  me  to  be  present  on  the 
22nd  of  February,  1911,  at  a meeting  for  the  purpose  of 
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perfecting  this  organization,  and  asking  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
North  Carolina  to  participate  therein,  which  letters  are  as 
follows : 

October  17.  1910. 

Hon.  Richard  N.  Hackett , Wilkesboro , N.  C. 

Most  Worshipful  Sir  and  Dear  Brother:  — Sometime  prior  to 
February  22nd,  1910,  invitations  were  extended  to  all  the  Grand  Masters 
throughout  the  United  States  by  Alexandria-Washington  Lodge  No.  22, 
A.  F.  & A.  M , of  this  city,  to  assemble  here  on  that  date  and  assist  in 
organizing  a National  Masonic  Memorial  Association,  with  the  object  of 
erecting  a “Memorial  to  Washington,  the  Mason.”  In  compliance  with 
these  invitations,  twenty-three  Grand  Masters,  or  their  accredited  repre 
sentatives,  met  and  formulated  the  plan  set  forth  in  the  prospectus  en- 
titled “A  Memorial  to  Washington,  the  Mason,”  a copy  of  which  has 
been  forwarded  you  and  am  sending  another  under  separate  cover  today. 
Five  of  these  representatives,  however,  arrived  too  late  to  participate  in 
the  conference  or  sign  the  Resolutions,  but,  upon  ascertaining  the  object 
in  view,  subsequeutlv  endorsed  the  movement  to  their  Grand  Masters. 
For  fear  that  the  purpose  is  not  sufficiently  explained  in  the  short  space 
allotted  in  the  brochure,  I have  prepared  the  following  outline,  which, 
when  taken  in  conjunction  with  the  pamphlet,  I trust  will  serve  for 
your  intelligent  understanding  of  the  proposition. 

You  will  see  by  the  resolutions  adopted  on  the  22nd  of  last  Febru- 
ary and  contained  in  the  prospectus,  that  the  memorial  is  to  be  in  the 
form  of  a temple,  one  floor  of  which  is  to  be  set  apart  forever  as  a 
memorial  or  hall  of  fame,  to  be  under  the  absolute  and  perpetual  control 
of  the  Memorial  Association.  Each  Grand  Jurisdiction  identifying  itself 
with  and  constituting  a part  of  the  association  is  to  have  space  allotted 
in  this  hall  upon  which  to  erect  tablets  or  other  forms  of  commemoration 
to  their  illustrious  Masonic  dead.  It  is  further  proposed  that,  in  addi- 
tion to  this,  there  shall  be  a library  consisting  of  biographical  sketches 
of  all  who  are  awarded  a place  in  the  temple,  properly  catalogued  and 
scheduled  under  the  name  of  their  state  or  jurisdiction. 

The  National  Association  is  to  be  constituted  of  two  representatives 
from  each  Grand  Jurisdiction,  the  Grand  Master  and  one  other  elected 
by  the  Grand  Lodge  (see  resolutions) . These  will  constitute  the 
national  organization,  the  active  law-making  body,  who  will  meet 
annually  on  the  22nd  of  February  in  this  city,  the  first  meeting  to  take 
place  February  22d,  1911,  when,  under  the  plans  adopted,  the  regular 
administrative  officers,  such  as  President,  Vice-Presidents,  Secretary, 
Treasurer  and  such  others  as  the  association  may  deem  necessary  will 
be  elected  and  installed.  One  of  the  important  features  of  the  next 
meeting  will  be  the  framing  and  adoption  of  Constitution  and  By-laws 
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for  the  permanent  association  To  prepare  an  instrument  feat  will 
meet  the  exigencies  of  fee  organization,  to  prevent  future  entanglement 
and  guarantee  fee  rights  of  all  concerned,  is  a task  of  no  mean  proportions, 
and  will  undoubtedly  require  several  days  of  profound  consideration. 

The  task  of  collecting  the  funds  was  assigned  to  the  local  Memorial 
Committee  of  Washington  Lodge,  who  have  formulated  the  plan  briefly 
set  forth  in  fee  prospectus  and,  while  not  fully  covering  the  ground, 
will  I hope  convey  an  idea  of  our  proposed  method.  We  have  endeav- 
ored to  look  with  particular  care  to  the  safeguarding  and  accounting  fof 
all  monies  collected  in  any  jurisdiction,  either  from  Subordinate  Lodges 
or  private  individuals,  by  having  the  Grand  Master,  if  agreeable  to 
Mm,  appoint  suitable  field-workers  and  local  treasurer.  The  money 
collected  will  be  converted  first  into  the  hands  of  this  custodian,  thence 
into  the  treasury  of  the  Masonic  Memorial  Association  of  Alexandria, 
By  following  this  plan  and  a system  of  duplicate  receipts,  we  will  be 
enabled  to  give  to  each  individual  Mason,  Subordinate  Lodge  or  Grand 
Jurisdiction  proper  credits  for  amounts  collected  and,  what  is  just  as 
important,  safeguard  and  account  for  fee  collection.  We  do  not  ask  or 
expect  to  receive  appropriations  from  fee  treasuries  of  Grand  Lodges, 
relying  upon  our  efforts  to  collect  the  fund  by  contributions  from  indi- 
vidual Masons  and  Subordinate  Lodges.  We  do  a>k,  however,  that  the 
Grand  Masters  assist  us  by  endorsing  the  proposition  and  that  they 
otherwise  use  their  influence  to  promote  the  undertaking  in  their  Juris- 
diction. To  maintain  the  building  when  erected,  without  expense  to 
the  several  Grand  Lodges,  it  is  proposed  to  set  apart  a portion  of  the 
fund  as  an  endowment.  This  will  create  a perpetual  asset  and  must  be 
used  only  for  the  legitimate  expense  of  maintaining  the  structure. 

Each  Grand  Lodge  will  be  expected,  and  naturally  so,  to  bear  the 
expense  of  erecting  its  own  memorials,  etc.,  on  the  space  allotted  in 
the  memorial  hall,  the  character  of  such  memorials  to  be  left  entirely  to 
the  discretion  of  the  Grand  Lodges  supplying  them,  that  is,  each  Grand 
Lodge  will,  at  its  option  as  to  time,  place  such  memorials  in  the  hall  as 
they  feel  disposed. 

Much  of  the  detail  of  the  form  of  government  will  have  to  be 
worked  out  and  settled  upon  at  our  next  meeting,  February  22nd,  1911, 
but  I have  endeavored  to  define  the  proposition  as  far  as  possible  at  this 
stage  of  the  proceedings.  You  will  observe  that  it  is  essentially  national 
in  character,  each  Grand  Jurisdiction  enjoying  equal  rights,  privileges, 
powers  and  representation  in  the  governing  body  and  memorial  hall. 
Virginia,  taking  her  place  on  equal  footing  with  the  rest,  will  neither 
ask  or  expect  special  privilege  or  favor. 

I trust  that  by  aid  of  this  imperfect  outline  and  a reference  to  fee 
brochure,  as  above  stated,  that  yon  will  be  able  to  obtain  sufficient 
knowlege  of  the  movement  to  form  a favorable  opinion  and  that  your 
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state  will  be  duly  represented  at  the  formation  of  the  National  Associa- 
tion. Oar  correspondence  with  the  Grand  Jurisdictions  throughout 
the  country  is  encouraging  beyond  our  most  sanguine  expectations. 
Numbers  of  the  Grand  Lodges  who  have  already  held  their  Annual 
Communications  have  endorsed  the  proposition,  and  the  last  being 
Delaware,  on  the  5th  of  this  month,  and  from  everywhere  throughout 
the  county,  from  almost  every  Grand  Jurisdiction,  we  have  the  most 
gratifying  assurance  of  co-operation  and  support,  and  so  I repeat,  that 
from  information  at  hand,  we  have  no  longer  any  doubt  of  the  ultimate 
success  of  the  undertaking. 

After  careful  examination  and  comparison  of  the  brochure  and  this 
letter,  I will  thank  you  for  an  expression  of  your  opinion,  and  will  take 
great  pleasure  in  furnishing  any  information  on  the  subject  in  my 
power. 

Indulging  the  hope  that  I may  soon  hear  from  you  on  the  subject,

Most  Worshipful  Sir  and  Dear  Brother: — Your  very  cordial 
and  welcome  letter  of  November  the  15th  was  duly  received  and  we  are 
very  much  gratified  indeed  to  know  that  you  will  bring  the  subject  to 
the  attention  of  your  Grand  Lodge  at  its  next  Annual  Communication. 
The  interest  manifested  in  this  movement  and  the  endorsements  we 
have  received  from  the  Grand  Masters  throughout  the  country  has  far 
exceeded  our  expectations  to  begin  with.  About  forty  Grand  Jurisdic- 
tions in  all  have  signified  their  intention  to  be  represented  and  many 
of  the  Grand  Lodges  have  officially  endorsed  the  plan.  Since  I wrote 
you  on  October  the  17th,  Illinois,  Georgia,  Kentuckj'  and  Maryland 
have  held  their  Annual  Communications  and  have  officially  approved 
the  undertaking. 

It  may  be  of  interest  to  you  to  personally  know  our  program  as  at 
present  outlined  for  the  next  22nd  of  February.  We  desire  that  all  rep- 
resentatives arrive  in  this  city  on  the  evening  of  February  20th,  when 
an  informal  reception  will  be  held  in  Alexandria-Wasliington  Lodge 
room  at  eight  o’clock  p.  m.  to  map  out  a schedule  for  the  succeeding 
day’s  work  ; reassemble  in  the  lodge  at  nine  o’clock  on  the  morning  of. 
the  2 1st  and  begin  the  labor  incident  to  the  preparation  of  Constitution 
and  By-laws  for  the  permanent  association.  This  will  probably  consume 
the  entire  day  and  is  one  of  the  most  important  things  connected  with 
the  whole  movement.  O11  the  morning  of  the  22nd,  if  our  plans  carry, 
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we  will  elect  and  install  tlie  permanent  officers.  This  ceremony  we 
hope  to  conclude  by  twelve  o’clock  m.,  followed  by  a luncheon  and  a 
trip  to  Mount  Vernon.  On  returning  from  Mount  Vernon  the  Master 
Mason’s  degree  will  be  exemplified  in  Michigan  form  by  a degree  team 
from  that  Grand  Jurisdiction  brought  here  by  Grand  Master  Swift. 
President  Taft  has  accepted  an  invitation  to  be  present  and  witness  the 
conferring  of  this  degree  and  attend  the  annual  banquet  which  will 
follow. 

From  information  at  hand  we  have  no  doubt  of  the  successful  or- 
ganization of  the  permanent  association,  which  we  honestly  believe  will 
constitute  a national  societj’  unequalled  in  the  history  of  American 
Masonry.  An  organization  and  Sovereign  Grand  Bodies,  it  will  bring 
together  from  every  section  of  our  great  country,  annually  on  the  22nd 
of  February  with  conferential  powers  only,  the  great  intellectual  forces 
of  our  Craft  and  weave  together  from  every  rite  and  degree  a fraternal 
fabric,  which  we  hope  and  believe  will  be  as  lasting  and  as  beneficent 
to  American  Masons  as  the  life  of  him  we  seek  to  honor  was  glorious 
and  beneficent  to  mankind.  Without  drifting  from  the  ancient  land- 
marks of  the  institution,  trespass  upon  the  authority,  or  destruction  to 
the  powers,  rights,  and  prerogatives  of  the  several  Grand  Masters,  up- 
holding the  dignity  of  every  Grand  bodge,  it  will  exalt  our  institution 
in  the  eyes  of  the  world  and  perpetuate  the  fame,  not  only  of  Washing- 
ton, the  foremost  of  all  men  and  Masons,  as  a Mason,  but  such  others  as 
the  Grand  Jurisdictions  may  deem  worthy  of  a place  in  this  temple  of 
fame,  and  I earnestly  trust  that  it  may  be  your  pleasure  and  your  priv- 
ilege, whether  you  are  Grand  Master  or  not,  to  be  present  and  partici- 
pate in  the  establishment  of  the  permanent  institution. 

The  “Immortal  Lee”  was  once  asked  “why  are  there  so  many 
North  Carolinians  in  the  hospital?”  His  reply  is  characteristic  of 
the  man  and  to  the  point:  “Because  there  are  so  many  of  them  on 

the  firing  line.”  Now,  sir,  I commend  you  to  see  that  North  Carolina 
is  again  on  the  firing  line  to  assist  in  the  permanent  establishment  of 
this  glorious  association  and  extend  to  you  a personal  invitation  to  be 
present.

Let  me  earnestly  urge  the  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Caro- 
lina to  enter  fully  into  the  spirit  of  the  movement  to  erect  a 
suitable  Masonic  memorial  to  the  memory  of  the  man  who 
was  foremost  in  the  cause  of  human  liberty  and  exempli- 
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fieri  by  bis  life  ancl  actions  the  fundamental  principles  of 
Masonry, 

JOSEPH  MO’NTFO’KT  MEMORIAE  AND'  BUST  OF  SAMUEL  JOHNSTON, 

I have  no>t  heard  from  the  committees  having-  charge  of 
these  two  matters,  but  no  doubt  they  will  report  fully  during 
the  present  communication. 

UNVEILING  OF  BUST  OF  EX-SENATOR  RANSOM. 

On  Wednesday  evening,  January  nth,  at  8:30  o'clock, 
a bust  of  the  late  Matthew  Whitaker  Ransom,  ex-United 
States  Senator  and  Minister  to  Mexico,  will  be  unveiled  in 
the  rotunda  of  the  capitol.  The  date  for  this  was  changed 
from  January  13th  to  the  nth  in  order  that  the  G-randt 
Lodge  might  participate  in  the  ceremonies  incident  thereto-. 
A year  ago  the  Grand  Lodge,  as  a body,  attended  a similar 
unveiling'  of  a bust  of  the  late  Hon.  Wm.  A.  Graham,  who 
was  not  a Mason,  but  Masonry  was  happy  to  assist  in  hon- 
oring the  memory  of  one  of  our  State’s  most  distinguished 
sons. 

Ex-Senator  Ransom  was  a Mason  as  well  as  a soldier, 
statesman,  diplomat  and  patriot,  and  I recommend  that  this 
Grand  Lodge  attend  in  a body  the  unveiling  of  the  bust 
erected  to  his  memory. 

A few  words  now,  which  I promised  in  the  beginning 
of  my  address,  relative  to  the  lethargy  which  has  come  over 
some  lodges  and  Masons.  No  enterprise  can  be  successful 
when  those  to  whom  it  is  committed  become  indifferent  or 
careless  as  to  its  success  or  failure.  I hear  many  plaints 
that  Masons  practically  never  attend  the  Stated  Communi- 
cations of  their  lodges  and  worse,  that  those  who  have  ac- 
cepted honors  and  official  positions  in  their  respective  lodges 
are  among  this  number.  Unless  the  members  of  a lodge 
are  sufficiently  interested  to  occasionally  attend  its  meetings, 
they  are  drones.  Unless  they  attend  and  study,  they  cannot 
become  bright.  Whenever  a lodge  is  composed  of  bright 
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Masons,  you  will  find  renewed  interest  and  full  attendance. 
Those  who  accept  honors  or  official  positions  in  a lodge  are 
in  honor  bound  to  attend  its  communications,  unless  they 
have  an  exceedingly  good  excuse.  Let  us  have  more  prac- 
tical Masonry  and  live  it. 

Brother  Holden,  Secretary  of  St.  John’s  Lodge,  No.  i, 
sends  out  a neat  invitation  to  each  communication  and  with 
it  some  suitable  sentiment.  From  reading  these  I have  de- 
rived both  benefit  and  pleasure,  and  from  one,  applicable  to 
the  question  just  mentioned,  I quote : 

“By  practical  Masonry  we  mean  that  part  which  brings 
our  better  being  into  daily  use  and  demonstrates  beyond 
question  that  there  is  something  in  it  beyond  the  selfishness 
of  our  natures.  It  teaches  us  to  stand  by  our  brother  in 
every  walk  of  life,,  and  go  to  his  assistance  whatever  may  be 
his  condition.  If  he  is  in  want,  assist  him.  If  he  is  in 
danger,  warn  him.  If  he  is  sick,  administer  unto  him.  If 
he  is  assailed,  protect  him.  If  he  is  slandered  or  traduced, 
defend  him.  If  he  is  naked,  clothe  him.  If  he  is  hungry, 
feed  him.  If  he  is  cast  down,  cheer  him.  If  he  is  out  of 
employment,  exercise  yourself  in  his  behalf  and  find  some- 
thing for  him  to  do.  In  short,  it  matters  not  what  his  con- 
dition is,  it  is  our  duty  to  extend  him  all  the  aid  we  can  and 
thereby  demonstrate  the  practical  part  of  Masonry.” 

O,  but  you  say,  “What  if  he  is  not  worthy?”  We  are 
not  to  be  the  judge  of  that,  my  brother.  How  do  we  know 
the  circumstances  or  conditions  that  “threw. him  down!”  It 
may  be  that  the  tongue  of  slander,  “whisperings  on  the 
square,”  first  hurt  him.  Pause  for  a moment  and  think  of 
it — “whisperings  on  the  sqnare.  ” This  mode  of  slander,  in 
my  humble  opinion,  is  the  most  despicable  thing  a Mason 
can  be  guilty  of.  Think  of  a brother  repeating  anything  he 
has  heard  derogatory  to  the  good  name  of  a brother  or  his 
family,  “on  the  square.”  There  is  nothing  “square”  about 
such  conduct,  but,  on  the  other  hand,  it  is  a sin  that  takes 
rank  with  the  assassin,  and  for  which  we  will  surely  be  held 
accountable  when  the  balance  is  struck  in  our  final  settle- 
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ment  with  the  Master.  The  lodge  has  not  said  he  is  not 
worthy;  then  why  should  we? 

Now,  the  fact  is,  we  are  too  liable  to  shirk  our  duty, 
and  by  constantly  neglecting  it  we  finally  come  to  the  con- 
clusion that  a Mason  is  no  more  to  us  than  a profane.  Act- 
ing on  these  lines,  we  go  on  through  life  neglecting  the 
practical  part  of  Masonry  every  day.  Is  it  any  wonder, 
then,  that  the  profane  world  should  fail  to  recognize  us  ex- 
cept by  some  mark  or  emblem  worn  about  our  person  ? 

Our  Master  said,  “ By  their  acts  ye  shall  know  them.” 
This  applies  to  Masonry  as  well  as  the  church,  and  we  should 
see  to  it  that  our  acts  through  life  are  just  such  as  will  bear 
the  “ test  of  the  overseer’s  square  ” when  the  time  comes  to 
apply  it.  Try  a little  more  practical  Masonry. 

Another  thing,  the  Grand  Lodge  dues  are  ninety  cents. 
In  some  lodges  the  annual  dues  are  only  one  dollar.  A 
lodge  cannot  thrive  or  do  charitable  work  on  ten  cents  per 
capita  per  year.  Let  all  brethren  present  think  of  these 
things,  bring  them  to  the  attention  of  their  respective 
lodges  and  let  us  during  the  coming  year  have  the  greatest 
revival  of  Masonry  ever  seen  in  this  Grand  Jurisdiction. 

One  year  ago  you  elevated  me  to  the  highest  position 
within  your  power  to  give.  That  I felt  a just  pride  in  this 
great  evidence  of  your  confidence,  I will  not  attempt  to 
deny.  That  I fully  understood  the  immense  responsibility 
accepted  by  me  is  true.  Had  not  the  loftiness  of  the  cause 
committed  to  my  care  inspired  me  and  the  knowledge  that 
there  were  brethren  far  my  superior  in  experience  and  intel- 
ligence to  guide  and  uphold  me  and  brotherly  love  to  for- 
give my  shortcomings  and  support  and  strengthen  me  in 
the  advancement  of  Masonry  and  consequent  good  to  hu- 
manity, I should  have  felt  disposed  to  decline  the  honor  and 
thereby  relieve  myself  of  the  responsibility.  However,  the 
call  was  made!  I heeded  it.  The  cause  beckoned!  I fol 
lowed  it.  The  greatest  God  inspired  commandment  ever 
given  to  finite  man,  “Thou  shalt  love  thy  neighbor  as  thy- 
self,” hung  like  a jewelled  banner  in  an  azure  sky.  1 cried 
“excelsior”  and  strove  onward  and  upward. 
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I have  realized  that  never  was  there  so  great  a need  of 
the  spirit  of  Masonry  as  today.  At  onr  last  Regular  Com- 
munication our  Grand  Master  said,  “The  true  Mason  is  an 
optimist.”  He  is  more  than  that;  he  is  an  altruist.  In  the 
philosophy  of  living  we  must  look  deeper  than  the  ovious 
and  see  with  the  eye  of  the  soul.  I have  seen  those  whose 
joyous  disposition  I envied  and  then  found  that  each  smile 
was  drawn  from  out  the  funeral  pyre  of  every  hope  which, 
in  an  earlier,  happier  hour  had  glowed  upon  the  hidden  altar 
of  the  soul.  The  very  necessity  for  organization  into  fra- 
ternity is  proof  that  man  cannot  live  to  himself  alone.  The 
world  may  be  growing  greedier  and  more  selfish.  In  this 
day  of  chance  and  change,  of  oppression  and  suppression,  of 
fate  and  fortune,  of  materialism  and  money-madness,  the 
aching-  heart  feels  greater  need  for  some  one  with  far-seeing 
eye  to  find  and  point  out  the  trembling  gloom  of  hope’s  fair 
star.  Have  you  any  sweetness  anywhere!  Fear  not  to 
waste  it  on  the  desert  air.  It  cannot  be  wasted  when  God 
has  called  it  forth.  We  all  have  our  burdens  and  I have 
been  bound  down  with  woe,  but  could  I speak  peace  to  some 
sorrowing  soul,  the  weight  on  my  own  grows  lighter  and  the 
burden  falls  away.  I find  my  sky  o’ercast  with  gloom,  and 
can  I but  point  out  the  sun  to  a brother’s  darkened  life,  I 
find  myself  soon  basking  in  its  effulgent  rays.  I’ve  some- 
times seemingly  suffered  the  whole  of__hell’s  despair,  nor 
found  relief  till  I could  take  the  cup  of  bitterness  and  woe 
from  a brother’s  faltering  lips  and  bid  him  lean  on  me  while 
we  climbed  the  heights,  whence  we  could  see  the  light  of  life 
and  the  land  of  solace  sweet. 

And  sometimes  when  dark  shadows  fall  and  the  rains 
pour  like  a wild  deluge  and  the  clouds  like  gray,  gaunt, 
ghost-wolves,  sweep  swiftly  by,  let  us  but  sound  the  signal 
of  distress — we  will  receive  back  the  electrifying,  wireless, 
soul-spark  of  human  love,  the  sinking  sun  will  break  through 
the  clouds  crowding  them  back  in  beauty,  leaving  the  bright 
bow  of  promise,  silvery  calm,  which  stands  like  a memory  of 
glory  gone  and  smiles  sweet,  earnest  of  the  dawn  to  come. 
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Yea,  we  will  find  that  there  are  shadows  and  stars  and  music 
for  earth’s  night,  sunshine  for  its  day,  and  hope,  happiness 
and  love  for  all. 

This  love  is  invincible.  Through  it  frail,  faltering  man, 
brave,  striving,  conquering  man,  towers  above  the  innocent 
and  untried  angels.  It  is  omnipotent ! No  soul,  so  brutish 
and  weak,  without  love’s  tending,  could  outlive  its  clay. 

We  wake  and  sleep;  we  hunger  and  are  cold;  we  grow 
and  die ; we  strive  with  weaker  brothers  for  their  spoils,  and 
yield  to  stronger.  Spider-like,  we  toil  and  plot  to  snare  our 
fellows,  or  like  the  ants  we  build  wise  plans  and  stand  in 
blind  amaze  to  see  them  crushed  beneath  fate’s  iron  heel  or 
scattered  by  the  winds  of  circumstance.  We  strive,  and 
fail!  We  reason,  and  are  lost!  We  love,  and  we  touch 
God.

GRAND  SECRETARY’S  REPORT. 


The  Grand  Secretary  presented  the  following  report, 
which  was  read  and  referred  to  the  Auditing  Committee: 

To  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina  : 

Another  year  with  its  sunshine  and  its  shadows,  its  joys 
and  its  sorrows  has  passed  and  once  more  it  is  my  pleasure 
to  present  for  your  consideration  my  fifteenth  annual  report 
as  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina. 

I am  still  laboring  earnestly  each  year  with  the  secre- 
taries of  the  Subordinate  Lodges  trying  to  get  the  secre- 
taries to  realize  the  importance  of  sending  in  their  reports 
to  the  Grand  Lodge  on  or  before  the  25th  of  November  in 
each  year  preceding  the  Annual  Communication  of  the 
Grand  Lodge,  as  stipulated  and  required  in  the  law  in  this 
Grand  Jurisdiction. 

There  has  been  decided  progress  in  this  matter,  but 
there  is  yet  room  for  much  improvement.  Some  of  the  sec- 
retaries seemingly  fail  to  realize  the  importance  of  this  law 
and  the  great  injustice  they  do  the  Grand  Lodge  in  their 
non-compliance  with  the  law.  The  Grand  Lecturers  and 
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the  District  Deputy  Grand  Masters  can  do  the  Grand  Lodge 
a great  service  in  trying  to  impress  the  importance  of  this 
matter  upon  the  secretaries  of  the  Subordinate  Lodges  in 
their  respective  visitations  to  the  lodges.  I know  that  some 
of  the  Lecturers  and  some  of  the  District  Deputy  Grand 
Masters  have  already  been  doing  this,  and  to  their  efforts  is 
due  much  of  the  credit  for  the  improvement  that  has  been 
made.  A strict  compliance  with  this  law  will  save  the 
Grand  Secretary  a great  deal  of  trouble  and  will  be  of  much 
value  to  the  Grand  Lodge  each  year  in  being  able  to  obtain 
correct  and  accurate  figures  in  regard  to  the  condition  of  the 
Craft  in  the  state.

In  accordance  with  my  usual  custom  I bring'  forward  the 
receipts  and  the  membership  this  year  and  compare  them 
with  the  receipts  and  membership  of  fifteen  years  ago,  which 
will  show  the  growth  of  Masonry  in  the  state. 

In  the  year  1895  the  receipts  from  all  sources  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  were  $4,779.50.  The  total  receipts  this  year, 
as  shown  above,  are  $17,711.93,  which  is  an  increase  in  re- 
ceipts of  nearly  400  per  cent,  in  the  state. 
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In  the  year  1895  the  number  of  ^Masons  in  the  state  in 
good  standing  was  9,842.  We  now  have  a membei'ship  of 
20,846,  which  is  an  increase  of  over  100  per  cent. 

This  statement  certainly  shows  a l’emarkable  increase, 
both  in  receipts  and  membership,  and  is  the  best  evidence  of 
the  healthy  condition  of  the  order  in  the  state. 

REPRINT  OF  GRAND  LODGE  PROCEEDINGS. 

The  reprint  of  the  Grand  Lodge  Proceedings,  from  1804 
to  1840  that  was  made  last  year  was  such  a big  failure,  from 
a financial  standpoint,  that  I thought  it  wise  to  wait  and 
report  results  to  the  Grand  Lodge  before  proceeding  further 
along  this  line. 

We  had  750  copies  of  the  reprint  made  at  a cost  of  about 
$800.00  to  the  Grand  Lodge.  We  thought  we  could  easily 
dispose  of  a sufficient  number  of  copies  of  this  reprint  to  re- 
imburse the  treasury  of  the  Grand  Lodge  for  the  actual  cost 
of  having  the  reprint  made.  In  this  we  were  sadly  disap- 
pointed, as  so  far  we  have  only  been  able  to  dispose  of  seven 
copies  at  a cost  of  $2.50  per  copy,  or  a total  of  $17.50. 

Although  this  is  a valuable  book  and  was  well  adver- 
tised, there  seems  to  be  no  real  demand  for  it.  I suggest 
and  recommend  that  we  send  a copy  of  this  reprint  free  to 
each  Sister  Grand  Lodge  with  which  this  Grand  Lodge  holds 
fraternal  relations ; that  a copy  also  be  given  to  each  Subor- 
dinate Lodge  in  the  state  that  makes  application  for  same, 
and  which  said  lodges  state  that  they  are  collecting  a Masonic 
library  and  that  this  work  will  be  safely  and  carefully  pre- 
served, the  reprint  to  be  sent  at  the  expense  of  the  lodge 
applying  for  same. 

I have  gathered  together  the  material  for  the  reprint 
from  the  organization  of  this  Grand  Lodge  in  1787  to  1804, 
and  this  reprint  can  be  made  during  the  coming  year  if  the 
Grand  Lodge  desires  to  incur  this  expense  and  deems  this 
work  advisable  at  this  time.  If  this  work  is  undertaken  and 
ordered  to  be  done,  I would  suggest  that  not  exceeding  four 
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hundred  copies  be  made  or  five  hundred  as  the  outside 
limit. 

CODE  REVISAL. 

The  Masonic  Code  in  this  Grand  Jurisdiction  has  not 
been  revised  and  reprinted  since  1897,  and  the  number  of 
copies  printed  at  that  time  is  almost  exhausted.  I would 
suggest  that  a committee  of  three  be  appointed  at  this 
session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  to  revise  the  Code,  and  that  a 
sufficient  number  of  copies  be  printed  to  meet  the  demands 
of  the  Craft  in  the  state. 

PORTRAITS. 

We  have  succeeded  during  the  year  in  adding  several 
new  pictures  of  Past  Grand  Masters  to  our  already  valuable 
collection.  We  also  had  several  of  the  old  portraits  that  had 
grown  faded  and  were  in  bad  condition  done  over  and  re- 
newed during  the  year.  We  have  also  located  during  the 
year  a painting  of  Past  Grand  Master  Joseph  Montfort,  and 
will  endeavor  to  have  a copy  of  it  made  for  the  Grand 
Lodge  during  the  coming  year. 

These  items  will  be  enlarged  upon  in  the  report  of  the 
Grand  Historian. 

APPROPRIATION  FOR  WEAK  LODGES. 

The  Grand  Lodge,  at  its  Annual  Communication,  appro- 
priated $500.00  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  weak  lodges  to 
secure  the  authorized  work  of  the  Grand  Lodge  when  they 
were  unable  to  secure  this  work  without  the  assistance  of  the 
Grand  Lodge. 

This  sum  was  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  Grand  Mas- 
ter and  the  Grand  Secretary.  The  Grand  Master  and  I both 
took  the  position  that  a lodge  applying  for  help  from  this 
fund  must  first  prove  itself  worthy,  and  that  in  order  to  get 
the  best  results  it  must  first  give  some  evidence  of  being 
willing  to  help  itself. 

We  proceeded  upon  the  assumption  that  a thing  that  is 
valuable  and  worth  having  is  worthy  of  some  sacrifice  or 
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some  effort  on  the  part  of  the  party  desiring  it,  and  that  if 
the  lodge  desiring  help  was  willing  to  help  itself,  it  would 
appreciate  and  value  more  the  help  extended  to  it  by  the 
Grand  Lodge. 

Proceeding  along  this  line  in  nearly  every  instance 
where  help  has  been  extended  from  this  fund  to  any  of  the 
lodges,  we  have  required  that  the  lodge  itself  should  appro- 
priate a sum  equal  in  amount,  or  approximating  in  amount, 
the  sum  appropriated  by  the  Grand  Lodge.  In  this  way  the 
lodges  helped,  as  a rule,  have  had  the  services  of  the  Lec- 
turers two  weeks  or  more,  and  in  this  way  they  have  gotten 
excellent  service,  the  lodge  itself  only  paying  one-half  of  the 
expense. 

During  the  year  the  following'  lodges  have  been  assisted 
from  this  fund: 

Cary  Lodge,  No.  196,  at  Cary,  in  Wake  County,  served 
by  Assistant  Grand  Lecturer  J.  W.  Patton,  amount  appro- 
priated $36.00. 

St.  Timothy  Lodge,  No.  575,  at  Olive  Branch,  in  Union 
County,  served  by  Assistant  Grand  Lecturer  J.  W.  Rowell, 
amount  appropriated  $25.00. 

Summit  Lodge,  No.  550,  at  Summit,  in  Wilkes  County, 
aided  by  Assistant  Grand  Lecturer  B.  F.  Edwards,  amount 
of  appropriation  $15.00. 

Bro.  Eli  R.  Wilson,  District  Deputy  Grand  Master  of 
the  Tenth  Masonic  District,  who  arranged  to  hold  a meeting 
in  this  district  of  all  the  lodges,  requested  that  the  Grand 
Lecturer  attend  this  meeting  and  exemplify  the  work.  We 
thought  this  a good  suggestion,  as  it  would  enable  a number 
of  lodges  to  get  the  benefit  of  the  services  of  the  Grand 
Lecturer  out  of  this  fund,  so  $18.00  was  appropriated  out  of 
the  fund  for  this  purpose.  This  appropriation  was  recom- 
mended and  approved  by  Bro.  Chas.  F.  Bahnson,  Grand 
Lecturer. 

The  meeting  was  held  at  Clinton,  N.  C.,  and  the  appro- 
priation was  made  to  pay  for  securing  the  services  of  Bro. 
Chas.  F.  Bahnson,  who  attended  the  meeting. 
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Scotland  Lodge,  No,  514,  was  aided  by  Assistant  Grand 
Lecturer  Bro.  J.  W.  Rowell.  The  amount  appropriated  to 
this  lodge  was  $18.00.

MASONRY. 

Masonic  love ! O sacred  spirit, 

That  kindly  weighs  a brother’s  merit ! 

Angelic  bond  from  heaven  sent  down 
To  gird  its  chain  the  world  around, 

Mankind  to  lead  in  paths  of  peace,  • 

To  cause  all  social  discords  cease, 

Uplift  the  weak,  repress  the  strong. 

Give  ear  to  truth,  hush  error’s  song, 

And  in  the  bond  of  doing  good

Not  from  such  sources  has  it  come 
Nor  in  their  teachings  finds  its  home. 

Its  open  page  the  world  may  scan 
And  thereon  read  the  Divine  plan 
Of  joining  all  the  pure  and  good 
Into  one  happy  brotherhood. 

I read  a story  years  ago, 

It  may  be  true — I do  not  know. 

But  in  that  holy  tale  we  see 
The  heaven-born  plan  of  Masonry: 

A Persian  fane  stood  open  wide, 

A passing  Jew  its  altar  spied 
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Whereon  the  sacrificial  flame 
The  Parsee’s  worship  did  proclaim  ; 

And  seeing  one  in  priest’s  attire, 

Exclaimed,  “My  friend,  you  worship  fire?” 
“Not  so,”  said  he,  “Yon  sacred  ray 
Is  emblem  of  the  god  of  day.” 

“You  worship  then  the  sun!”  said  he;

There  are  some  things  man  may  not  see. 
His  life  is  one  great  mystery. 
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In  secret,  God  His  worlds  create, 

And  speaks  the  words  man’s  son!  elates; 
In  secret  leaf  and  flower  grow 
And  noiselessly  the  moments  flow. 

List  as  man  may,  he  never  hears 
The  movements  of  “revolving  spheres;” 
Great  as  man  is,  he  hath  not  power 
To  check  the  speed  of  passing  hour. 

Beyond  some  lengths  man  may  not  go. 
Are  we  not  bound  by  cable  tow? 

We  hear  God  in  the  storm  and  noise, 

We  know  Him  in  the  “still  small  voice;” 
The  untaught  see  Him  in  the  wind. 

Light  Seekers  grasp  Him  with  the  mind. 
The  day  is  made  for  noise  and  strife,

The  night  for  prayerful  thought  is  given

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS  OF  THE 
OXFORD  ORPHAN  ASYLUM. 


Bro.  G.  Rosenthal,  one  of  the  Directors  of  the  Oxford 
Orphan  Asylum,  submitted  their  report,  which  was  read  and 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Oxford  Asylum. 

To  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Masons  of  North  Carolina  : 

“Time  flies”  and  as  we  grow  older  the  flight  seems 
more  rapid.  To  many  of  us  it  seems  but  yesterday  when  the 
orphanage  work  was  taken  up  by  the  Masons  of  North  Caro- 
lina, yet  it  has  been  more  than  a third  of  a century  since  the 
doors  of  the  Oxford  Asylum  were  thrown  open  to  the  father- 
less little  ones  of  the  State.  There  are  a few  Masons  still 
living  who  were  active  participants  in  the  establishment  of 
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that  institution,  but  the  ranks  grow  thinner  each  year  and 
the  time  is  not  far  distant  when  their  names  and  works  will 
have  passed  into  history. 

When  the  Grand  Lodg'e  of  North  Carolina  took  action 
in  the  establishment  of  an  orphan  asylum,  it  was  not  with- 
out fear  and  anxiety  and  many  good  Masons  looked  upon  it 
with  forebodings  of  failure.  And,  indeed,  for  a while  even 
the  most  sanguine  friends  of  the  work  were  gloomy  and 
anxious,  but  remembering  the  beautiful  sentiment  of  the 
past  that  “ every  cloud  has  a silver  lining,  ” they  persevered 
in  their  efforts  and  their  labors  were  finally  crowned  with 
success.  God  blesses  the  good  deeds  of  men  and  frowns  on 
the  evil  ones. 

That  the  orphanage  work  by  the  Masons  of  North  Car- 
olina, aided  as  it  has  been  by  other,  good  people  of  the  State, 
has  been  greatly  blessed  is  apparent  to  all  men  and  it  will 
continue  to  receive  the  smiles  of  an  Almighty  Father  so 
long  as  we  observe  His  laws  and  pursue  the  paths  of  Truth, 
Justice  and  Charity. 

Suffering,  destitution,  want,  helpless  widows  and  father- 
less orphans  are  calculated  to,  and  do  swell  the  heart  and 
awaken  the  compassion  of  every  true  Mason. 

Noble  and  glorious  as  has  been  the  orphanage  work  in 
this  Grand  Jurisdiction,  we  are  reminded  that  new  calls  are 
to  be  made  on  the  Fraternity  and  that  it  is  to  be  confronted 
with  additional  responsibilities.  The  Home  for  “Aged 
Masons  ” is  a new  responsibility  assumed  by  the  Order  and 
its  needs  cannot  be  disregarded.  Nor  should  they  be,  nor 
will  they  be.  Since  the  establishment  of  the  Orphan  Asy- 
lum the  number  of  Masons  in  the  State  has  been  nearly,  if 
not  quite,  doubled  and  their  wealth  quadrupled,  and  we  be- 
lieve that  the  liberality  of  the  Masons  of  the  State  will  be 
equal  to  every  demand.  What  more  noble  cause  can  engage 
the  efforts  of  good  men — and  good  women  too — than  that  of 
caring  for  the  helpless  orphans  and  training  them  to  become 
useful  citizens  and  that  of  providing  a home  for  those  who 
have  spent  a life  of  usefulness,  but  now  overtaken  by  want

— and  making  their  last  days  comfortable  and  pleasant? 
The  young  and  the  old  alike  appeal  to  the  noble  manhood 
of  the  prosperous  and  the  benevolent.  Both  are  needy, 
both  are  deserving.  But  we  are  digressing  and  will  return 
to  the  subject  under  consideration  and  endeavor  to  lay  be- 
fore you  a statement  of  our  past  year’s  doings. 

The  health  of  the  children  has  been  remarkably  good, 
not  one  death  having  occurred. 

Mr.  B.  W.  Rogers,  who  for  the  past  eleven  years  has 
been  the  very  efficient  Clerk  and  for  the  last  year  in  addition 
the  Treasurer  of  the  institution,  has  resigned  his  position 
and  will  leave  on  the  15th  of  December,  1910.  It  goes 
without  saying  that  we  regret  to  lose  his  valuable  services 
and  trust  he  will  be  successful  in  his  future  undertakings. 
We  have  elected  Mr.  F.  P.  Bland,  of  Greensboro,  to  fill  the 
vacancy  and  believe  we  have  secured  a competent  successor 
to  Mr.  Rogers. 

At  the  session  of  your  body  in  1909  the  Committee  on 
the  Orphan  Asylum  recommended  “ that  the  appropriation 
for  the  ensuing  year  be  $3,600.00”  which  recommendation 
was  adopted.  Of  the  appropriation  $3,000.00  was  paid  and 
the  balance  is  still  due.  We  most  earnestly  ask  that  the 
Grand  Treasurer  be  directed  to  pay  the  $600.00  still  unpaid 
to  the  Asylum  which  is  in  need  of  funds  to  make  necessary 
permanent  improvements. 

The  Executive  Committee  reports  that  it  has  acted  on 
ninety-two  applications  for  admission,  of  which  sixty-four 
have  been  approved,  twelve  disapproved  and  sixteen  re- 
ferred to  us. 

We  refer  to  the  Treasurer’s  report  for  the  financial  and 
to  the  Superintendent’s  for  the  general  condition  of  your 
institution. 

In  conclusion  we  call  your  attention  to  the  following 
which  appeared  in  the  News  and  Observer  of  November 
30th,  showing  what  the  Oxford  Orphan  Asylum  has  done 
for  at  least  one  man: 
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SHELBY  BOY  TO  THE  FRONT. 


H.  C.  Worthen  Becomes  General  Superintendent  of  the  South- 
ern Division  of  the  Western  Union  Telegraph  Company 
With  Headquarters  at  Atlanta. 

New  York,  November  29. — H.  C.  Wortlien,  the  new  general  super- 
intendent of  the  Southern  division  of  the  Western  Union  Telegraph 
Company,  with  headquarters  at  Atlanta,  is  a Southerner  by  birth  and  at 
the  age  of  34  has  reached  one  of  the  high  positions  in  the  telegraph 
service.  He  was  born  in  Shelby,  N.  C.,  and  being  left  alone  by  the 
death  of  his  parents  was  raised  in  the  Oxford  Orphan  Asylum,  where  he 
learned  telegraphy.  When  13  years  old  he  started  out  for  himself  as  an 
operator  on  the  Seaboard  Air  Line  Railway.  In  1898  he  joined  the 
Western  Union  forces  as  an  operator  and  was  stationed  in  various  East- 
ern cities.  His  rise  was  rapid,  and  in  the  recent  re-organization  of  the 
company  he  assumed  a prominent  position  in  the  traffic  department  at 
New  York  headquarters.

REPORT  OF  TREASURER  OF  OXFORD  ORPHAN  ASYLUM- 

Bro,  B.  S.  Royster,  for  the  Treasurer  of  the  Oxford 
Orphan  Asylum,  submitted  his  report,  which  was  read  and 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Oxford  Orphan  Asylum. 

To  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Oxford  Orphan  Asylum  : 

Financial  report  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  October  31, 
1910,  is  submitted.  In  compliance  with  the  custom  and 
requirement,  an  itemized  statement  of  receipts  and  dis- 
bursements is  made  a part  of  this  report.  The  certificate 
of  Bro.  Richard  Williams,  Auditor  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Masons,  who  carefully  examined  records  and  vouchers,  is 
also  appended. 

As  will  be  noted,  the  funds  have  been  classified  as 
“General”  and  “Special.”  This  was  done  to  make  the 
record-keeping  and  report-making  as  clear  as  practicable. 
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The  bequest  of  $1,000.00,  made  by  Bro.  C.  H.  Belvin, 
of  Raleigh,  mention  of  which  was  made  in  last  report,  was 
received  in  December,  1909. 

The  legacy  of  Bro.  L.  E.  Pridgen,  of  Greene  County, 
was  settled  in  November,  1909,  by  payment  of  $702.04  in 
cash  and  a note  for  a term  of  one  year,  secured  by  deed  of 
trust,  for  $333.33,  making  total  of  $1,035.37.  The  interest 
on  said  note  has  been  paid  and  request  made,  through  ex- 
Governor  Aycock,  that  it  be  renewed  for  another  year. 

The  cash  received  from  the  two  bequests  mentioned, 
supplemented  by  $297.96  from  interest  and  dividends  in 
hand,  making  $2,000.00,  has  been  forwarded  to  Mr.  B.  N. 
Duke,  Trustee,  for  investment.  This  sum  and  the  Pridgen 
note  of  $333.33  are  the  only  additions  to  the  investment  ac- 
count during  the  twelve  months. 

In  October,  1910,  Grand  Treasurer  Heartt  remitted 
$200.00,  payment  of  annual  legacy  of  Mrs.  Rebecca  Baird 
for  two  years.

It  appears  that  the  per  capita  cost  of  maintaining  and  educating  a 
child  in  our  orphanage  for  the  past  year  has  been,  approximately, 
$80.00,  above  the  earnings  of  the  institution  and  the  contributions  in 
kind  consumed.  Inventories,  necessarily  rather  inaccurate,  have  been 
taken  into  the  calculation.  As  stated,  we  attempt  to  give  only  the  ap- 
proximate per  capita  cost.  The  average  number  of  children  was  about 
three  hundred  and  twenty-five.  If  ordinary  repairs  are  included,  per 
capita  is  about  $83.65.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  THE  OXFORD 
ORPHAN  ASYLUM. 


Bro.  B.  S.  Royster,  for  the  Superintendent  of  the  Oxford 
Orphan  Asylum,  submitted  the  following  report,  which  was 
read  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Orphan  Asylum. 

To  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Oxford  Orphan  Asylum  : 

Brethren: — Upon  the  completioh  of  the  thirty-eighth 
year  of  this  institution,  again  we  submit  our  annual  report. 
A survey  of  the  twelve  months  through  which  we  have 
come  and  a statement  concerning  the  work  surely  cannot 
fail  to  intensify  a spirit  of  gratitude  to  God  and  men. 

No  permanent  material  improvements  of  any  consider- 
able importance  have  been  made,  though  we  have  not  yet 
secured  all  of  the  buildings  and  equipment  of  which  the  in- 
stitution now  stands  in  need.  A committee  was  appointed 
at  your  last  meeting  to  determine  which  of  several  proposed 
improvements  should  take  precedence  and  to  ascertain  their 
probable  cost.  Means  adequate  for  these  additions  will  be 
sought  and,  we  believe,  will  be  found.  I am  glad  indeed 
that  you  decided  when  last  you  met  that,  for  the  present, 
any  income  from  the  comparatively  small  invested  fund 
should  go  to  assist  in  making  these  improvements.  From 
this  source  our  treasurer  has  in  bank  $1,759.55. 

The  statement  of  our  competent  physician,  Dr.  Thos. 
L.  Booth,  is  published  in  its  entirety  following  the  Superin- 
tendent’s report.  We  are  grateful  that  he  can  make  the 
statement  he  does. 

Care  is  exercised  as  to  sanitary  conditions,  the  cleanli- 
ness of  the  buildings,  furniture  and  grounds,  and  the  per- 
sonal cleanliness  of  the  children,  the  proper  diet  for  grow- 
ing boys  and  girls,  the  cultivation  of  regular,  healthful  hab- 
its, the  ventilation  of  rooms,  adequate  recreation  and  play 
time  for  the  children  and  encouragement  to  play  out  in  the 
open  air  when  the  season  is  suitable,  and  as  to  all  things 
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which  concern  their  health  and  development.  But  in  these 
and  in  all  of  our  efforts,  is  it  not  true  that  we  are  simply- 
attempting  to  learn  and  to  apply  the  divinely  established 
laws  for  healthful,  wholesome  living?  In  this  blessing  of 
physical  health  and  growth,  and  in  the  countless  blessings, 
we  would  always  acknowledge  the  mighty  hand  of  God. 

The  industrial  work  has  undergone  but  slight  change 
since  last  year.  We  hope  there  has  been  steady  improve- 
ment in  this  practical,  valuable  feature  of  the  training  of 
homeless,  orphan  children. 

The  annual  financial  exhibits  of  the  wood-working  shop 
and  printing  office  and  all  other  tabulated  statements  relating 
to  the  finances  of  the  institution  are  given  in  the  Treasurer’s 
report.  The  money  profit  falls  far  short  of  the  full  measure 
of  the  value  of  these  departments. 

The  returns  from  the  farm  have  been  fair.  With  the 
land  improved  from  year  to  year  and  the  young  farm  work- 
ers brought  up  to  a higher  state  of  efficiency,  still  larger  re- 
sults may  be  expected. 

The  returns  from  our  herd  of  cows  have  been  larger 
than  in  any  previous  year.  During  the  year  they  were  tested 
for  tuberculosis.  The  expert  from  the  State  Department  of 
Agriculture  reported  that  he  discovered  no  indication  what- 
ever of  the  disease  and  that  he  had  never  examined  a health- 
ier herd  of  cattle. 

The  farm,  dairy,  shoe  shop,  wood-working  shop,  print- 
ing office,  cook  room,  dining  rooms,  laundry,  hospital  and 
cottage  homes  and  the  offices  have  been  places  of  much  ac- 
tivity and  the  constant  effort  has  been  to  teach  the  children 
to  do  conscientious,  faithful  work. 

The  importance  of  the  industrial  feature  of  our  institu- 
tion, we  are  not  likely  to  overstate.  It  is  worth  more  than 
we  can  estimate  in  maintaining  the  Orphanage,  in  creating 
a spirit  of  self-help  and  of  helpfulness  to  others,  in  character 
building,  in  life  equipment. 

While  we  believe  it  is  just  and  right  that  even  greater 
caution  be  exercised  to  see  that  the  benefits  of  the  Orphan- 
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age  are  reserved  for  the  really  destitute,  homeless  children, 
yet  we  know  that  the  girls  and  boys,  received  into  the  in- 
stitution because  they  have  not  a proper  home,  should  be 
given  also  the  very  best  school  advantages  possible  and 
should  have  strongest  incentive  to  do  their  necessary  part 
toward  acquiring  a thorough,  fundamental  education. 

Miss  Bemis,  who  specially  directs  the  school  depart- 
ment, furnishes  the  following  statement: 

“With  the  addition  of  two  more  teachers  to  our  working  force,  there 
is  a marked  improvement  in  the  school.  The  aim  has  been  to  do 
thorough,  practical  work  in  all  branches  taught,  the  better  to  lay  the 
foundation  for  future  good  citizenship  and  useful  lives.  A course  of 
study  has  been  prepared  for  the  grades,  which  has  proven  exceedingly 
helpful.  The  teachers  have  shown  great  interest  and  enthusiasm  in 
their  work  and  the  children  have  been  responsive.” 

The  Singing  Class  tours  have  been  somewhat  more  ex- 
tended than  heretofore  and  the  financial  returns  for  1910 
have  been  larger  than  in  any  past  year.  The  cash  receipts 
from  concerts  and  Masonic  picnics  visited  by  the  Class  were, 
with  traveling  expenses  only  deducted,  $11,443.95.  With 
salaries,  advertising  matter,  postage  and  other  expenses 
properly  charged  to  this  account,  the  net  was  $9,777.86  and, 
of  this,  $10.53  came  from  the  second  tour  of  1909,  leaving 
$9,767.33  this  year.  In  these  tours  we  have  a splendid  ex- 
ample of  the  large  aggregate  results  possible  through  the  co- 
operation of  the  many.  Thousands  of  our  people  have  pat- 
ronized these  bright,  attractive  concerts.  Many  Masons  and 
others  have  unselfishly,  zealously  put  forth  effort  for  their 
success. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  statement,  showing  the  move- 
ment of  children  to  and  from  the  institution.  We  recorded 
during  the  year  1 16  applications  for  children  to  go  to  foster 
homes  or  positions.  Of  the  sixty-two  who  went  from  us 
during  the  twelve  months,  four  girls  and  nine  boys  were 
placed  in  homes  other  than  those  of  their  relatives.  The 
investigation  of  a home  before  accepting  it  for  a child  we 
try  to  make  very  thorough  indeed.  In  most  cases,  before 
choosing  a child  for  an  approved  home,  a representative 
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from  the  institution  visits  the  home.  Through  reports  from 
Orphanage  Committees,  from  Lodges,  through  correspond- 
ence with  the  children  and  those  who  have  them  in  charge 
and,  at  times,  through  personal  visits,  we  strive  to  supervise 
in  a reasonable,  helpful  way,  the  boys  and  girls  we  place  in 
foster  homes. 

Since  you  authorized  the  employment  of  a Field  Work- 
er, we  have,  at  different  times,  had  two  brethren  to  tempor- 
arily perform  the  duties  of  this  important  position.  Now 
that  the  Singing  Class  takes  up  about  seven  months  of  a 
worker’s  time,  I hope  we  may  very  soon  secure  a co-worker 
eminently  fitted  for  the  task  who  will  largely  devote  his 
time  to  needed  work  out  in  the  State. 

Our  book-keeper  and  treasurer,  Mr.  Rogers,  has  re- 
mained with  ns  until  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  and  will 
continue  at  least  until  the  middle  of  December  that  he  may 
submit  his  annual  report  to  you  and  assist  his  successor, 
Mr.  F.  P.  Bland,  in  getting  acquainted  with  the  duties  of 
the  position.  Though  Mr.  Rogers  withdraws  from  the  work 
here,  he  will  still  be  active  in  effort  for  homeless  children. 
Near  the  middle  of  November,  Mr.  Bland  will  enter  upon 
his  duties.  He  is  strongly  endorsed  as  a competent  busi- 
ness man  and  a Christian  worker.  We  hope  he  will  prove 
to  be  an  excellent  man  for  the  place  and  that  he  and  his 
wife  and  little  daughter  will  be  happy  in  our  midst. 

Again  to  the  fidelity  and  loyalty  of  officers,  matrons  and 
terchers  and  to  the  sympathy  and  support  accorded  the  Or- 
phanage by  Masons  and  others  throughout  the  State,  I de- 
sire to  bear  strong  testimony.  This  co-operation  is  indeed 
an  essential  factor  of  an  institution  such  as  this  and  for  it  I 
am  deeply  thankful.  And  we  would  have  and  express  deep- 
est gratitude  to  the  Father  of  the  fatherless,  the  great  God 
of  love. 

Gratifying  evidences  are  seen  of  an  increasing  interest 
in  the  Sunday  School  and  Bible  Study  work  and  in  the 
whole  religious  life  of  the  Orphanage.  Many  of  our  children 
seem  to  be,  not  hearers  only,  but  also  doers  of  the  Word. 
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The  power  of  heredity,  and  the  value  of  wholesome  environ- 
ment and  early  training'  we  would  recognize  and  appreciate. 
But,  within  contrite,  trustful,  responsive  hearts,  we  know 
that  God  works  to  purify  and  transform  and  the  change  in 
the  lives  of  many  of  these  young  people  can  be  fully  and 
satisfactorily  accounted  for  in  no  other  way. 

One  of  the  most  hopeful  features  of  our  day  is  the 
growing  attention  given  to  social  service.  Can  we  escape 
the  perils  of  material  wealth  and  be  the  strong,  free,  happy 
people  God  meant  us  to  be,  can  we  fulfill  our  divinely  ap- 
pointed mission  unless  we  devote  ourselves  and  our  means 
more  and  more  faithfully  to  help  make  human  life  brighter 
and  better,  to  hasten  the  coming  of  the  Kingdom  of  God? 

An  orphanage  stands  forth  as  one  of  the  many  witnesses 
that,  in  this  fast  moving  age,  the  weaker  brother  is  remem- 
bered and  considered.  Not  alone  because  these  children 
are  dependent  and  homeless  and  need  a hand  of  help  do  we 
extend  it,  but  also  because  they  have  immortal  souls  to  save 
and  because  they  have  within  them  almost  infinite  possibil- 
ities for  service  to  God  and  fellow  men  or  for  evil  and  injury. 
Never  was  there  greater  need  nor  wider  opportunity  to  ex- 
ert the  blessed  influence  of  consecrated,  Christian  lives 
than  today. 

May  the  Oxford  Orphanage,  which  has  ministered  help- 
fully for  thirty  eight  years,  become  a yet  Stronger  witness 
bearer  to  the  power,  the  wisdom,  the  love  of  God.  May  it 
be  enabled  to  do  even  more  toward  giving  to  the  world  the 
kind  of  men  and  women  it  needs.

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REPORT  OF  PHYSICIAN. 


Oxford,  N.  C.,  December  6,  1910. 

Col.  IV.  J.  Hicks , Superintendent,  Oxford , N.  C. 

Dear  Sir: — Among  the  many  things  for  which  everyone  interested 
in  the  welfare  of  the  Oxford  Orphan  Asylum  has  to  be  grateful,  and 
upon  which  your  administration  is  especially  to  be  congratulated,  is  the 
health  and  mortuary  record  of  the  institution. 

During  the  year  which  ended,  Oct.  31,  1910,  with  an  average  of 
about  325  children,  there  have  been  spent  by  them  118,625  days  in  the 
institution.  Of  these,  142  days  have  been  spent  in  bed  on  account  of 
sickness,  or  an  average  of  about  two  minutes  per  child. 

During  the  last  three  years  there  has  not  been  a death  at  the  insti- 
tution. This  is  equivalent  to  an  aggregate  of  about  a thousand  children 
for  one  year  without  a death. 

This  record  would  be  remarkable  under  any  conditions,  but  when 
it  is  considered  that  the  institution  is  composed  of  a personnel  coming 
from  every  walk  and  condition  of  life,  that  practically  every  child  has 
one  parent  dead,  and  many,  both  parents  dead,  that  among  them  is 
found  inherited  disease  and  inherit  conditions  favorable  to  the  deveop- 
ment  of  disease,  it  becomes  much  more  so.  The  record  is  without  pre- 
cedent, so  far  as  I am  informed,  in  this  or  any  other  institution. 

Certainly  the  existence  of  such  conditions  is  not  without  its  definite 
causes.  This  is  not  the  place  for  an  analysis  of  these  causes,  but  it  will 
suffice  to  say  here  that  the  prevalence  of  sanitary  and  hygienic  condi- 
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tions,  the  use  of  wholesome  food,  with  the  constant  and  sane  care  of  the 
individual  child,  have  been  agencies  most  active  in  the  production  of 
such  results. 

These  conditions  are  not  the  product  of  a day,  nor  are  they  the  re- 
sult of  a haphazard  management,  but  they  are  rather  the  product  of  an 
evolution,  the  chief  factor  in  which  has  been  your  watchful  care,  expe- 
rience and  mature  judgment,  and  the  faithful  support  of  a loyal  and 
efficient  corps  of  workers. 

This  should  be  an  object  lesson,  not  only  to  institutions  of  this 
nature,  but  to  the  general  public,  for  what  has  been  accomplished  here 
is  surely  not  impossible,  at  least  approximately,  anywhere. 

There  have  been  about  the  usual  number  of  minor  ailments,  acci- 
dents,-etc.,  requiring  my  attention  during  the  year. 

There  have  been  two  cases  of  typhoid  fever  among  the  boys  in  the 
institution  during  the  year.  So  far  as  I was  able  to  determine  the  origin 
of  this  infection,  it  seems  that  it  was  gotten  (as  has  been  the  case  in 
previous  years)  from  bathing  in  the  polluted  water  of  a creek  below  and 
near  the  exit  of  a sewer.  It  is  impracticable,  if  not  impossible,  to  pre- 
vent the  boys  bathing  in  this  creek,  there  being  no  other  place  where 
this  natural  and  universal  desire  of  boys  can  be  gratified.  The  con- 
struction of  a suitable  pool  on  the  premises  would  be  neither  difficult 
nor  expensive  and  would  add  much  to  the  pleasure,  comfort  and  safety 
of  both  boys  and  girls  of  the  institution  during  the  summer  months.

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REPORT  OE  THE  GRAND  EilSTORlAN. 

Bro.  Marshall  DeLancey  Haywood,  Grand  Historian, 
presented  the  following  report,  which  was  read  and  adopted: 

Most  Worf hipful  Grand  Master  and  Brethren  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
In  rendering  my  report  as  Historian  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  I shall  trespass  upon  your  time  for  a few  moments 
only.  Notable  additions  to  our  poi'trait  gallery  have  been 
made  from  time  to  time,  chiefly  through  the  zealous  efforts 
of  Grand  Secretary  Drewry,  and  we  now  have  in  this  hall 
likenesses  of  all  the  Grand  Masters  who  have  been  in  office 
since  the  reorganization  of  the  Grand  Lodge  in  1787 , with 
five  exceptions,  viz. : Gov  Richard  Caswell,  Gen.  Robert 

Williams,  Gen.  Calvin  Jones,  United  States  Senator  Robert 
Strange,  and  Gov.  Richard  Dobbs  Spaight,  Jr. 

No  likeness  of  Caswell  is  known  to  be  in  existence,  which 
is  greatly  to  be  reg'retted,  as  he  was  not  only  a distinguished 
Revolutionary  patriot,  but  was  also  first  Governor  of  the 
independent  State  of  North  Carolina.  The  late  Governor 
Swain  (who  married  his  grand-daughter)  spent  many  years 
in  endeavoring  to  locate  a likeness  of  him,  but  his  efforts 
were  of  no  avail. 

General  Williams  lived  in  Surry  County,  but  later  re- 
moved first  to  Tennessee  and  afterwards  to  Louisiana.  In 
North  Carolina  he  was  Adjutant-General  and  a member  of 
Congress.  He  has  relatives,  from  whom  we  hope  to  obtain 
a likeness  in  oil. 

General  Jones,  a physician  and  scientist,  was  also  Adju- 
tant-General and  lived  in  Wake  County.  In  1830  he  re- 
moved to  Tennessee,  and  I think  he  has  descendants  there. 

Senator  Strange  lived  in  Fayetteville.  A portrait  of 
him  is  now  in  the  possession  of  his  grandson,  Bishop  Strange, 
in  Wilmington.  This  will  soon  be  copied,  and  will  be  a 
valuable  addition  to  our  collection. 
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Governor  Spaight  lived  and  died  in  New  Bern,  but  left 
no  descendants.  So  far,  our  efforts  to  obtain  a likeness  of 
him  have  been  unsuccessful. 

To  my  mind  the  most  interesting  and  valuable  portrait 
ever  acquired  by  the  Grand  Lodge  has  come  into  its  pos- 
session within  the  last  few  days,  being  a likeness  of  the 
Right  Worshipful  Joseph  Montfort,  of  Halifax  County, 
North  Carolina,  who  was  commissioned  Provincial  Grand 
Master  of  the  whole  continent  of  North  America  in  1771,  by 
the  Duke  of  Beaufort,  then  Grand  Master  of  England.  This 
painting  was  made  by  Mr.  Jacques  Busbee  from  an  original 
portrait  now  in  Buckingham  County,  Virginia,  being  owned 
by  the  Hubard  family  which  is  descended  from  Grand  Mas- 
ter Montfort. 

As  the  report  of  the  Joseph  Montfort  Memorial  Associ- 
ation is  before  this  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  it  is  need- 
less for  me  to  speak  in  detail  of  the  interesting  ceremonies 
which  are  to  take  place  in  the  old  town  of  Halifax  on  the 
13th  of  next  month,  when  a monument  to  the  memory  of 
Grand  Master  Montfort  will  be  dedicated.  The  occasion 
will  be  graced  by  many  eminent  Masons,  Deputy  Grand 
Master  McKoy  and  Governor  Kitchin  being  among  the  dis- 
tinguished members  of  our  Order  who  have  promised  to  de- 
liver addresses.  This  event  will  be  one  of  more  than  local 
interest,  and  the  brethren  who  attend  will  honor  themselves 
by  paying  this  tribute  of  respect  to  the  memory  of  the  great- 
est Masonic  dignitary  of  our  colonial  period.

Mr.  A.  S.  Holden  introduced  the  following  resolution 
changing  the  By-laws  in  regard  to  examination  of  visiting 
brethren  before  being  permitted  to  enter  a Masonic  Lodge 
in  this  State,  which  resolution  was  read,  and  under  the  rules 
was  required  to  lie  over  until  tomorrow: 
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Resolved , That  Section  23,  Article  XVI  of  the  Code,  be  amended  by 
striking  out  all  of  paragraph  1,  after  the  word  examination  in  the  second 
line  and  inserting  the  following  in  lieu  thereof:  conducted  (after  the 
Tiler’s  oath  has  been  taken)  in  the  presence  of  a committee  of  three  or 
more  members  of  the  lodge  to  which  admission  is  desired,  or  from  sitting 
in  a regular  lodge  with  a brother. 

The  Change. — A personal  knowledge  obtained  (after  the  Tiler’s 
oath  has  been  taken)  from  strict  trial  and  due  examination  conducted 
in  the  presence  of  a committee  of  three  or  more  members  of  the  lodge  to 
which  admission  is  desired;  or  from  sitting  in  a regular  lodge  with  a 
brother. 

Bro.  A.  B.  Andrews,  Jr.,  introduced  the  following  reso- 
lution changing  the  By-laws  in  regard  to  forming  new  lodges, 
which  was  read  and  under  the  rules  was  laid  over  until  to- 
morrow: 

Resolved , That  Section  1,  Article  IV,  page  31  of  the  1897  By-laws  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  be  amended  by  striking  out  the  word  “seven”  and  in- 
serting in  lieu  thereof  the  word  “fifteen,”  and  by  adding  thereto  the 
words  “Provided  where  there  is  no  lodge  within  fifteen  miles  of  the 
proposed  location  then  a dispensation  may  be  issued  to  not  less  than 
seven  Masons  for  the  purpose  of  forming  a new  lodge,”  so  that  the  same 
will  read  as  follows : 

DISPENSATIONS — PRICE  OF. 

“Section  1.  Dispensations  for  new  lodges  may  be  granted  upon 
petition  to  the  Grand  Master,  or  the  Deputy  Grand  Master,  of  not  less 
than  fifteen  worthy  Master  Masons,  said  petitioners  to  be  known  and 
recommended  by  a lodge  nearest  their  residence,  accompanied  by  a fee 
of  ten  dollars  (fro.  00) , one  dollar  of  which  the  Grand  Secretary  shall 
retain  for  his  services,  Provided,  where  there  is  no  lodge  within  fifteen 
miles  of  the  proposed  location  then  a dispensation  may  be  issued  to  not 
less  than  seven  Master  Masons  for  the  purpose  of  forming  a new  lodge. 

Bro.  J.  M.  Templeton  introduced  the  following  resolu- 
tion in  regard  to  the  Grand  Lodge  employing  a capable  man 
who  will  give  his  whole  time  to  teaching  Masonry,  which 
resolution  was  read  and  under  the  rules  was  required  to  lie 
over  until  tomorrow. 

Resolved , That  the  Grand  Lodge  employ  a capable  man  who  shall 
devote  his  whole  time  to  the  work  of  supervising  the  interests  of  Masonry 
under  direction  of  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Secretary. 
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Bro.  J.  W.  Rowell  introduced  the  following  resolution 
changing  the  By-laws,  which  under  the  rules  was  required 
to  lie  over  until  tomorrow. 

Amend  Article  II,  Section  i,  line  three,  after  the  word  “returns” 
add,  and  one  dollar  for  each  candidate  raised  during  the  year.

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SECOND  DAY.— Morning  Session. 

Wednesday,  January  n,  1911. 

^^THE  Grand  Lodge  was  called  from  refreshment  to  labor 
at  9:30  o’clock  a.  m.,  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master 
Richard  N.  Hackett  presiding. 

The  proceedings  of  the  last  evening’s  session  were  read 
and  approved. 

Bro.  John  A.  Collins,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Foreign  Correspondence,  submitted  his  annual  report,  which 
on  motion  was  received  and  ordered  to  be  printed  as  an 
appendix  to  the  Proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Bro.  Francis  D.  Winston,  Chairman  of  the  Committee 
on  the  Samuel  Johnston  Memorial,  submitted  the  following 
report,  which  was  read  and  ordered  to  be  printed  in  the 
proceeding : 

To  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina  : 

Your  committee,  appointed  by  the  Grand  Master  under  resolution 
of  our  Regular  Communication  a year  ago  charged  with  the  duty  of 
raising  funds  to  be  used  in  placing  a marble  bust  of  Grand  Master  Sam- 
uel Johnston  in  the  rotunda  of  the  capitol,  beg  leave  to  report: 

Immediately  after  our  appointment  we  conferred  with  the  State 
Historical  Commission  and  through  them  obtained  the  necessary  per- 
mission to  place  the  bust  in  the  State  capitol.  After  obtaining  that  per- 
mission the  committee  decided  that  the  sum  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars 
would  be  ample  to  meet  all  of  the  expense  incident  to  the  work.  We 
apportioned  the  amount  among  the  various  Subordinate  Lodges,  based 
on  their  numerical  strength.  Many  causes  have  operated  to  prevent  a 
number  of  lodges  responding  to  our  request.  Many  will  do  so  during 
this  year.  We  are  convinced  that  our  brethren  will  meet  this  patriotic 
duty  and  subscribe  the  necessary  funds.  We  have  now  in  hand  $399.05. 
We  have  consulted  by  mail  with  Mr.  F.  W.  Ruckstulil,  one  of  the  world’s 
greatest  sculptors,  now  in  Paris,  and  have  agreed  with  him  on  the  terms 
upon  which  he  will  undertake  the  work.  Mr.  Ruckstulil  executed  the 
two  handsome  busts  now  in  the  rotunda ; the  last  to  be  placed  there,  is 
11 
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by  him  considered  his  best  piece  of  work.  It  is  the  bust  of  North  Caro- 
lina’s great  soldier,  statesman  and  orator,  our  brother,  Matthew  Whita- 
ker Ransom,  late  member  of  Johnston-Caswell  Lodge,  No.  io. 

Mr.  Ruckstuhl  is  willing  to  commence  the  work  on  no  other  guar- 
antee of  payment  than  the  word  of  the  committee  that  the  fund  will  be 
ultimately  raised.  His  statement  written  from  Paris  is  such  a merited 
tribute  to  the  high  character  of  our  people,  we  take  the  liberty  of  giving 
it.  He  writes  from  Paris  : “ I am  perfectly  willing  to  do  this,  as  I have 
the  utmost  faith  in  the  Southern  people.” 

While  the  committee  has  no  doubt  of  raising  the  fund,  yet  we  did 
not  feel  authorized  to  make  the  contract  without  direction  from  the 
Grand  Lodge.  We  ask  for  that  authority. 

We  attach  a list  of  lodges  that  have  subscribed  to  the  fund  and  the 
amounts  paid  in.  We  repeat  here  what  we  have  written  the  lodges,  if 
they  caflnot  pay  the  amount  we  ask  for,  we  will  be  glad  to  receive  any 
amount,  no  matter  how  small,  the  lodges  may  feel  able  to  give. 

We  thank  the  Daughters  of  the  Eastern  Star  for  their  hearty  co- 
operation. Their  officers  have  given  us  substantial  aid  and  several 
chapters  have  made  subscriptions.  As  the  chapters  propose  to  make 
their  payments  in  a lump  sum  we  do  not  yet  report  any  funds  as  re- 
ceived from  them. 

We  repeat  again  that  we  are  certain  our  brethren  will  meet  this 
patriotic  duty  and  privilege.  Masons  were  most  potent  in  the  councils 
that  conceived  this  great  government,  in  the  fields  that  won  our  free- 
dom and  in  the  cabinets  and  courts  that  firmly  established  our  liberties. 

It  is  therefore  most  fit  that  one  of  the  State’s  greatest  revolutionary 
patriots,  our  first  United  States  Senator  and  our  first  Grand  Master, 
Samuel  Johnston,  should  be  chosen  for  this  great  honor.

A letter  from  Mr.  John  E.  Ray,  principal  of  the  school 
for  the  blind  and  deaf,  inviting  the  Grand  Lodge  to  visit 
that  institution,  was  received.  The  invitation  was  received 
with  thanks,  and  the  Grand  Secretary  was  directed  to  write 
and  thank  Mr.  Ray  for  his  kind  invitation. 
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Bro.  A.  B.  Andrews,  Jr.,  from  the  Special  Committee 
on  Perpetual  Jurisdiction,  made  the  following  report,  which 
was  read  and  action  on  the  report  was  postponed: 

To  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina: 

Your  Special  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  at  the  1910  Annual 
Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  that  part  of  the  address  of  the  then 
Grand  Master  Samuel  M.  Gattis,  in  regard  to  perpetual  jurisdiction  as 
set  out  on  pages  25  and  26  of  the  1910  Proceedings,  on  which  your  com- 
mittee last  year  made  a report  asking  that  this  matter  go  over  until  1911 
Proceedings,  owing  to  the  late  hour  at  which  it  reached  your  committee, 
beg  to  report  that  they  have  carefully  examined  the  same  and  find  the 
following:  That  the  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina  has  heretofore 

continuously  held  to  the  doctrine  of  perpetual  jurisdiction  over  rejected 
candidates,  whether  the  party  continues  to  reside  in  the  territory  of  the 
lodge  rejecting  him,  or  whether  he  moves  to  the  jurisdiction  of  another 
state  or  beyond  the  State  of  North  Carolina.  Under  that  ruling  of  per- 
petual jurisdiction  a petitioner  for  the  degrees,  being  rejected  in  a State 
like  Virginia  and  afterwards  removing  to  North  Carolina,  our  lodges 
have  to  get  the  consent  of  the  Virginia  lodges,  or  a statement  that  they 
do  not  claim  jurisdiction,  this  being  the  ruling  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  On 
the  other  hand  the  Virginia  Grand  Lodge  holds  to  the  idea  that  they 
have  jurisdiction  over  a candidate  only  so  long  as  he  remains  in  the 
State  of  Virginia,  or  the  case  of  a petitioner  rejected  in  North  Carolina 
and  removing  to  Virginia  they  do  not  ask  the  assent  of  the  North 
Carolina  lodge. 

In  the  case  of  our  neighboring  States  of  Georgia  and  Tennessee, 
their  lodges  hold  jurisdiction  for  one  year  over  a rejected  petitioner,  and 
after  that  he  is  at  liberty  to  petition  any  lodge  under  whose  jurisdiction 
he  may  reside  at  that  time  in  that  State  or  some  other  state. 

As  stated  in  the  address  of  the  Grand  Master,  there  were  fourteen 
jurisdictions  holding  to  perpetual  jurisdictions  over  rejected  petitioners, 
and  the  recommendation  of  the  Grand  Masters’  Conference  in  Phila- 
delphia, in  1908,  was  that  the  several  Grand  Lodges  adopt  “A  term  of 
five  years  jurisdiction  over  rejected  material,  form  the  date  of  rejection.” 
Since  the  tabulation  of  the  list  in  the  1910  Proceedings  the  Grand  Mas- 
ters of  New  Jersey,  Delaware  and  West  Virginia,  as  well  as  our  own 
Grand  Master  have  recommended  the  adoption  of  a reasonable  rule  in 
the  other  three  instances  of  five  years,  and  we  therefore  recommend 
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that  this  rule  be  adopted  by  this  Grand  Lodge,  leaving  to  the  other 
Grand  Jurisdictions  to  prescribe  such  rules  as  they  deem  best.

Bro.  F.  M.  Winchester,  from  Committee  on  the  Masonic 
and  Eastern  Star  Home,  made  the  following  report,  which 
was  read  and  adopted,  and  on  motion  it  was  ordered  that  the 
roll  of  the  lodges  be  called  immediately  after  reassembling 
at  the  evening  session  for  subscriptions  to  the  Home. 

To  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina : 

At  the  last  meeting  of  this  Grand  Lodge  your  Committee  on  Masonic 
Home  “regretted  that  it  had  very  little  in  the  way  of  actual  accomplish- 
ments to  report.”  This  year,  under  the  blessings  of  God,  and  by  the 
aid  of  the  brethren  throughout  the  jurisdiction,  we  are  able  to  make 
very  much  more  gratifying  report. 

After  receiving  the  endorsement  of  the  Grand  Lodge  on  the  union 
between  the  Masons  and  the  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star  in  this  grand 
enterprise,  aboard  of  directors  consisting  of  F.  M.  Winchester,  M.  W. 
White,  L.  M.  Clymer,  Rev.  A.  J.  Parker  and  W.  H.  McLaurin  on  the 
part  of  the  Grand  Lodge  was  elected,  the  Grand  Master  being  named  as 
chairman  ex-officio.  The  Grand  Chapter  of  the  Order  Eastern  Star  then 
appointed  as  its  representatives  on  the  board  of  directors  Mrs.  W.  H. 
Woodbury,  Mrs.  E.  L.  Travis  and  Mr.  G.  R.  Calvert,  thus  making  the 
board  complete  with  five  representatives  on  the  part  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
and  three  representatives  on  the  part  of  the  Order  Eastern  Star,  and  the 
Grand  Master  as  ex-officio  chairman.  The  board  then,  as  soon  as 
possible,  applied  to  the  Secretary  of  State  for  articles  of  incorporation, 
as  per  resolution  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  Owing  to  the  fact  that  all  of  the 
members  of  the. board  lived  in  widely  separated  sections  of  the  State, 
tliis  took  some  time  and  it  was  not  until  some  time  in  April  that  the 
certificate  of  incorporation  actually  reached  us.  Other  unavoidable 
causes  for  delay  (notably  the  serious  illness  of  our  Most  Worshipful 
Grand  Master)  then  arose  to  prevent  our  meeting  to  perfect  organization 
until  August  5th,  when  we  met  in  the  city  of  Raleigh,  received  and 
accepted  the  certificate  of  incorporation  and  proceeded  to  organize  the 
board  of  directors,  recognizing  Grand  Master  Hackett  as  ex-officio 
chairman,  and  electing  F.  M.  Winchester  secretary  and  treasurer.  (See 
Minutes,  Doc.  1.). 
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A number  of  sites  having  been  offered  us  for  the  Home,  a committee 
consisting  of  F.  M.  Winchester,  W.  H.  McDaurin  and  L.  M.  Clymer, 
with  the  Grand  Master,  was  appointed  to  visit  and  inspect  the  various 
sites  offered  and  to  report  to  an  after  meeting  of  the  board  of  directors. 
This  committee  proceeded  to  perform  its  duty  by  visiting  and  inspecting 
each  of  these  various  sites,  between  August  30th  and  September  10th, 
and  duly  made  its  report  to  a meeting  of  the  full  board  of  directors,  held 
in  Charlotte,  September  22,  1910.  (See  Doc.  No.  2.) 

At  a call  meeting  of  the  board  of  directors,  held  in  Charlotte 
September  22nd,  for  the  purpose  of  selecting  a site  for  the  Masonic  and 
Eastern  Star  Home,  the  report  of  the  committee  on  inspection  was  re- 
ceived and  adopted  and  the  committee  discharged.  After  patiently 
hearing  the  delegates  from  the  various  towns  advocating  their  respective 
towns  as  desirable  locations  for  the  Home,  the  board  of  directors  decided 
to  postpone  final  action  until  future  meeting  of  the  board.  On  motion, 
the  board  then  adjourned  to  meet  in  Salisbury  on  October  7th,  to  take 
final  action  in  the  matter  of  deciding  on  a location  for  the  Home. 

As  per  adjournment,  the  board  met  again  in  Salisbury  and  the  propo- 
sition of  Greensboro  was  accepted  and  Greensboro  was  selected  as  the 
location  for  the  Home,  the  Masons  and  citizens  of  Greensboro  donating 
to  the  home  25  acres  of  very  valuable  land,  and  $5,000  as  a cash  bonus. 

On  motion,  a building  committee  composed  of  R.  N.  Hackett,  F.  M. 
Winchester  and  D.  M.  Clymer  was  appointed  to  look  after  the  titles,  re- 
ceive deeds  for  the  land  and  the  amount  of  the  bonus,  and  further  that 
they  secure  plans  from  the  architects  for  the  building,  advertise  for  bids 
for  its  erection,  etc.  (See  Doc.  4.) 

The  building  committee,  after  several  meetings  and  inspection  of 
quite  a number  of  plans  presented  by  several  architects  decided  to  select 
the  firm  of  Hook  & Rogers  as  architects  for  the  building. 

While  the  plans  and  specifications  are  not  yet  complete,  the  general 
plan  of  the  central  building  will  be  what  is  known  as  the  the  old  colonial 
home  style,  and  the  cost  will  be  in  the  neighborhood  of  $15,000.00,  with 
the  capacity  to  care  for  50  or  60  inmates,  and  so  arranges  that  it  can  be 
added  to  without  affecting  t]ie  design;  or  the  cottage  system  of  additions 
may  be  adopted  at  the  discretion  of  the  board. 

The  deed  for  the  land  has  been  received  and  is  now  in  the  office  of 
the  Recorder  of  Deeds  of  Guilford  County.  We  have  to  our  credit  in  the 
Commercial  National  Bank  of  Greensboro  $ as  part  of  the  cash 

bonus  given  us  by  that  town. 

As  to  our  available  assets  a detailed  statement  will  be  very  difficult 
just  now,  but  we  have,  what  the  board  safely  counts  as  available  within 
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the  next  six  months,  about  17,677.00,  with  additional  pledges  from  a 
number  of  lodges  throughout  the  jurisdiction  amounting  to  $997.00, 
making  a total  of  $8,854.00

Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  address  of  the  Grand 
Master,  beg  leave  to  report  : 

The  spirit  of  brotherly  love  that  pervades  the  report  is  very  inspir- 
ing. We  could  not  expect  anything  else  to  come  from  the  great  heart 
of  our  splendid  Grand  Master. 

We  recommend  a disposition  of  parts  of  the  address  as  follows  : 

That  part  relating  to  the  fraternal  dead  we  recommend  to  be  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  Fraternal  Dead.  The  part  relating  to  the 
decisions  rendered  by  the  Grand  Master  we  recommend  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Masonic  Jurisprudence,  and  that  part  relating  to  the 
Orphan  Asylum  we  recommend  to  be  referred  to  the  committee  on  that 
institution. 

It  gives  the  committee  very  great  pleasure  to  again  express  the 
gratitude  of  North  Carolina  Masonry  to  Bro.  W.  J.  Hicks  for  the  great 
service  he  is  rendering  to  humanity  and  the  Fraternity. 

We  note,  with  pleasure,  that  the  citizens  of  the  State  frequently  in- 
vite the  Grand  Lodge  to  lay  corner  stones, .and  that  this  demand  comes 
from  no  special  class  or  creed,  but  is  representative  of  every  interest, 
religious,  educational,  and  memorial  throughout  the  State. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  the  splendid  progress  made  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  Masonic  and  Eastern  Star  Home,  and  know  that  we  voice 
the  sentiment  of  the  brethren  throughout  the  jurisdiction  in  returning 
oru  thanks  to  the  Order  of  Eastern  Star  for  the  great  service  it  is  ren- 
dering us  in  that  enterprise. 
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The  recommendation  of  the  Grand  Master  for  holding  annual  pic- 
nics is  a wise  one,  and  we  hope  that  the  District  Deputy  Grand  Masters 
will  at  once  proceed  to  organize  for  holding  such  meetings  during  the 
sum  mer. 

The  financial  condition  of  the  Masonic  Temple  is  very  gratifying, 
and  it  is  a pleasure  to  know  that  it  will  only  be  a few  years  before  its 
growing  receipts  can  be  used  for  the  practical  charities  and  benevolences 
of  the  Grand  Dodge. 

We  again  express  our  admiration  for  the  magnificent  address,  which 
has  been  referred  to  us.  Its  closing  words  are  an  inspiration  to  better 
things,  and  we  are  certain  that  the  reading  of  them  in  each  Subordinate 
Dodge  will  tend  to  draw  the  brethren  closer  together.  We  urge  that  the 
By-laws  be  more  rigidly  complied  with  in  the  matter  of  reading  the 
Grand  Dodge  Proceedings  in  each  Subordinate  Dodge.  We  are  con- 
vinced that  this  excellept  requirement  is  not  very  generally  observed.

Bro.  A.  J.  Harris,  from  the  Masonic  Temple  Committee, 
presented  the  following-  report,  which  was  read  and  adopted  : 

To  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina: 

Your  Temple  Committee  comes  before  you  again  after  a year  of 
progress.  Temple  affairs  have  assumed  a regular  routine,  and  we  con- 
gratulate ourselves  that  good  business  management  prevails  in  the  con- 
duct of  this  noble  trust. 

The  collections,  on  the  subscription  cards  have  not  been  as  full  as 
we  had  hoped  for,  but  we  are  urging  the  brethren  who  were  good  enough 
to  sign  one  of  the  pledge  cards,  to  pay  it  in  full  as  soon  as  they  can.  If 
we  could  only  collect  in  full  all  that  is  due  ns  on  these  cards,  we  could 
easily  pay  off  all  of  our  current  debt  during  the  coming  year.  In  speak- 
ing of  the  current  debt,  we  refer  to  the  money  borrowed  from  the  banks, 
and  to  get  this  money  the  members  of  your  committee  had  to  endorse 
the  note  and  become  personally  responsible. 

The  amount  due  the  banks,  which  amount  was  borrowed  to  complete 
the  Temple,  is  the  only  current  debt  that  we  owe  at  this  time. 

We  are  convinced  that  there  are  many  brethren  in  our  jurisdiction 
who  have  not  yet  given  anything  to  the  Temple  Fund,  and  who  are  able 
and  willing  to  donate  a small  sum  toward  this  Temple  debt,  and  we  ask 
the  Grand  master  and  his  very  efficient  deputies  to  give  to  this  phase  of 
our  enterprise  their  very  active  assistance. 
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Y our  committee  lias  reached  the  conclusion  that  it  is  best  for  us  not 
to  make  any  more  direct  appeals  to  the  brethren  throughout  the  juris- 
diction, but  bend  our  efforts  in  the  future  in  trying  to  collect  as  promptly 
as  possible  the  pledges  that  have  already  been  made.  We  fear  that  we 
have  already  annoyed  some  of  our  brethren  too  much,  but  in  doing  so 
we  can  only  plead  our  sincere  anxiety  to  make  the  Temple  enterprise  a 
great  success  financially,  and  otherwise  for  the  Grand  Lodge. 

When  we  made  our  annual  report  last  year  the  total  indebtedness 
against  the  Temple  was  as  follows  : 

First  mortgage  bond  indebtedness $ 47,500  00 

Second  mortgage  bond  indebtedness 27,400  00 

Due  banks  on  notes  personally  endorsed  by  the  committee....  38,500  00 

Loan  from  Trustees  of  Home  for  Aged  Masons 1,000  00 

Loan  of  Ellington  Fund  from  Grand  Treasurer 1,000  00 

Total $115,400  00 

During  the  year  we  have  been  able  to  pay  off  $2,500.00  on  our  first 
mortgage  bond  indebtedness  and  $10,000.00  on  notes  due  in  the  various 
banks.  We  have  increased  our  second  mortgage  bond  indebtedness  to 
some  little  extent,  as  some  of  the  lodges  that  subscribed  for  second 
mortgage  bonds  have  paid  up  their  balances  during  the  year. 

The  total  indebtedness  of  the  Temple  at  the  present  time  is  as 


follows: 

First  mortgage  bond  indebtedness $ 45,000  00 

Second  mortgage  bond  indebtedness 28,500  00 

Notes  in  bank  secured  by  personal  endorsement 28,500  00 

Loan  from  Trustees  of  Home  for  Aged  Masons  ..  1,000  00

Total  indebtedness $104,000  00 


It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  statement  that  while  our  second 
mortgage  bond  indebtedness  increased  $1,100.00  we  reduced  our  first 
mortgage  bond  indebtedness  $2,500  00  and  reduced  the  amount  due  to 
the  banks  in  the  sum  of  $ro,ooo.oo.  This  reduction  in  our  indebtedness 
alone  will  enable  us  to  save  $600.00  in  interest  during  the  coming  year. 

We  also  give  herewith  a statement  of  our  receipts  and  disbursements 
during  the  year.  We  had  on  hand  when  we  made  our  report  last  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  JOSEPH  MONTFORT  MEMORIAL  ASSOCIATION. 

Halifax,  N.  C.,  January  5th,  1911. 

In  March,  1910,  the  body  of  The  Right  Worshipful  Joseph  Montfort 
was  removed  to  the  Masonic  cemetery  owned  by  Royal  White  Hart 
Lodge  and  placed  in  a cement  tomb  in  front  of  and  near  the  Old  Masonic 
Temple.  The  grave  has  been  surrounded  by  a strong  iron  fence  the 
gate  of  which  is  kept  locked.  O11  the  front  of  the  gate  is  a polished 
bronze  tablet  which  bears  the  following  inscription  : 


PROCEEDINGS  OF  THE

“THE  GRAVE  OF  MONTFORT  ; THIS  GATE  SWINGS 
ONLY  BY  ORDER  OF  THE  WORSHIPFUL  MASTER 
OF  ROYAL  WHITE  HART  LODGE  TO  ADMIT  A 
PILGRIM  MASON.” 

On  the  grave  has  been  placed  a massive  granite  keystone  six  feet  in 
length.  On  this  stone  is  cut  the  square  and  compass  and  an  inscription 
which  recites  in  full  his  distinguished  services  to  the  Masonic  Order  and 
the  Province  of  North  Carolina.  On  February  13,  1911,  will  occur  the 
unveiling  and  dedication  of  these  memorials.  In  reply  to  my  invitation 
to  be  present  I received  the  following  letter  from  Gov.  W.  W.  Kitcliin:

My  Dear  Sir  : — Replying  to  your  esteemed  favor  of  the  third  in- 
stant, I beg  to  thank  you  for  your  kind  invitation  and  to  say  that  I shall 
be  glad  to  attend  the  unveiling  of  the  memorial  to  the  Most  Worshipful 
Joseph  Montfort,  first  and  only  Provincial  Grand  Master  of  and  for 
America,  on  Monday,  February  11,  1911,  at  four  o’clock  p.  m.,  at  Hali- 
fax, and  make  a short  address,  unless  some  important  business  should 
prevent,  which  I do  not  now  expect.

The  principal  address  of  the  occasion  will  be  delivered  by  Brother  and 
Deputy  Grand  Master  W.  B.  McKoy,  of  Wilmington.  Many  distin- 
guished Masons  from  this  and  other  States  have  accepted  invitations  to 
be  present.  The  Grand  Council  of  North  Carolina,  Royal  and  Select 
Masters,  have  accepted  an  invitation  and  will  positively  be  present. 
The  Italian  Band  of  Washington  will  furnish  music.  After  the  exercises 
at  the  Old  Masonic  Temple  and  at  the  tomb  of  Montfort,  a Masonic  pro- 
cession consisting  of  bodies  of  Master  Masons,  Royal  Arch  Masons, 
Royal  and  Sel-ct  Masters  and  Knights  Templar  will  form  and  march  to 
the  new  Court  House,  which  has  a seating  capacity  of  over  600.  Royal 
White  Hart  Dodge,  No.  2,  will  act  as  escort  to  the  Grand  Dodge,  which 
is  hereby  cordially  invited  and  earnestly  requested  to  be  present.  The 
addresses  will  be  delivered  in  the  Court  House.  A life-size  oil  painting 
of  Joseph  Montfort  and  a copy  of  his  English  commission  as  Grand 
Master  of  and  for  America,  will  be  placed  on  the  stage  draped  in  the 
British  and  American  flag.  The  occasion  will  be  concluded  with  a ban- 
quet and  ball.

We  think  it 
cause  for  joyful  congratulation  that  the  affairs  of  this  great  beneficence 
have  been  so  well  and  wisely  administered.  The  cost  of  maintenance 
there  grows  each  year.  The  work  is  great  and  the  needs  are  great.  We 
therefore  recommend  that  hereafter  the  appropriation  for  maintenance 
there  be  the  sum  of  thirty-six  hundred  dollars  annually.  We  urge  that 
the  Subordinate  Lodges  be  more  diligent  in  passing  upon  the  fitness  and 
claims  of  children  in  recommending  them  to  our  institution.  We  renew 
the  expressions  of  regret  that  we  hear  on  every  hand  over  the  retirement 
of  Colonel  Hicks.  His  years  of  service  have  been  unselfish,  wise  and 
laborious,  and  he  carries  into  retirement  and  sweet  life  the  applause,  the 
thanks  and  love  of  the  Fraternity  and  State. 

Mr.  B.  W.  Rogers  also  retires.  He,  too,  has  rendered  valuable 
service,  for  which  we  thank  him.  Other  hands  have  taken  up  the  work, 
and  it  will  be  carried  on  in  the  interests  of  manhood,  womanhood,  and 
Masonry.

My  Dear  Brethren  I more  than  rejoice  at  and  feel  to  thank 
the  Supreme  Ruler  of  the  Universe  for  the  privilege  of  being  able  to 
again  attend  the  session  of  this  Grand  Lodge  and  enjoy  the  fraternal 
greeting  of  my  brethren.

We  find  that  the  action  of  Reidsville  Lodge,  No.  384,  in  declaring 
the  ballot  upon  Messrs.  Saintsing  and  Pettigrew  void,  and  the  ordering 
of  the  new  ballot  upon  their  petitions  for  the  degrees  in  Masonry,  and 
the  conferring  upon  them  the  degree  E.  A.,  was  without  Masonic  au- 
thority and  void. 

We  recommend  that  said  lodge  be  again  required  to  spread  the  bal- 
lots on  the  original  petitions  of  said  Saintsing  and  Pettigrew  ; and  if 
upon  said  ballot  they  are  declared  elected  that  they  be  thereby  entitled 
to  all  the  privileges  of  E.  A.  and  that  said  lodge  be  ordered  to  proceed 
with  the  advancement  and  raising  of  said  applicants,  unless  the  same 
be  arrested  according  to  law. 

HIBRITEN  LODGE,  NO.  262. 

We  recommend  that  the  amendment  to  the  By-laws  of  Hibriten 
Lodge,  No.  262,  changing  fees  for  degrees  from  $15.00  to  $21.00  be 
approved. 

DECISIONS  BY  THE  GRAND  MASTER. 

All  of  the  decisions  of  the  Grand  Master  are  approved  with  the  ex- 
ception of  decision  No.  8.  As  to  decision  No.  8 the  committee  recom- 
mends that  the  words  “ without  permission  from  the  Grand  Master”  be 
stricken  out  so  that  said  decision  will  read  as  follows : ‘‘A  lodge  cannot 
grant  a demit  to  an  officer  thereof,  nor  can  it  accept  his  resignation.” 

DECISION  no.  12. 

Upon  suggestion  of  the  Grand  Master  that  a uniform  By-law  for  the 
government  of  Subordinate  Lodges  relating  to  payment  of  dues  and  the 
reinstatement  of  members  who  have  been  dismembered,  we  recommend 
the  enactment  of  the  following  : 

Resolved , That  any  brother  who  has  been  dismembered  for  the  non- 
payment of  dues,  shall  not  again  be  reinstated,  except  upon  regular  ap- 
plication to  the  lodge,  the  payment  of  such  sum  as  the  lodge  may' 
require  (not  to  exceed,  however,  the  amount  that  he  would  then  owe  the 
lodge  had  he  not  been  dismembered)  and  he  shall  then  stand  in  the 
same  relation  to  said  lodge  as  a brother  dimitted  from  a sister  lodge. 

Resolved , That  each  Subordinate  Lodge  shall  fix  the  amount  of  ar- 
rearages necessary  for  dismemberment,  and  the  method  by  which  such 
dismemberment  shall  be  carried  into  effect. 

We  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  resolution  offered  by  Bro.  A.  S. 
Holden,  the  same  being  Document  No.  14.

HE  Grand  Lodge  was  called  from  refreshment  to  labor 
at  9:30  o’clock  a.  m..  Right  Worshipful  Deputy  Grand 
Master  Wm.  B.  McKoy  presiding. 

The  proceedings  of  the  evening  session  of  the  previous 
day  were  read  and  approved. 

The  District  Deputy  Grand  Masters  made  reports  as 
follows: 

SEVENTH  DISTRICT. 

Wilson,  N.  C.,  January  6,  1911. 

Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master: 

Dear  Sir  and  Brother  : — I regret  very  much  indeed  that  I can- 
not be  present  in  person  to  make  my  annual  report.  However,  I want 
to  assure  you  that  it  affords  me  great  pleasure  to  submit  to  you  a report 
of  such  work  as  I have  been  able  to  do  for  the  past  Masonic  year,  1910. 

I am  glad  to  say  that  I have  visited  more  of  the  lodges  in  my  district 
the  past  year  than  heretofore,  and  regret  that  it  was  not  my  privilege  to 
visit  each  and  every  one  in  person,  but  was  impossible  for  me  to  do  so, 
considering  the  fact  that  I accepted  a new  position  last  year  that  con- 
sumes practically  all  my  time.  However,  I have  been  in  touch  with 
nearly  every  lodge  in  the  district  at  different  times,  and  am  proud  to 
say  that  a majority  of  them  show  a marked  improvement  in  the  work 
compared  with  the  work  they  had  on  my  former  visit  to  them.  Each 
and  every  lodge  I visited  I have  especially  inspected  the  work,  advised 
and  conversed  with  the  members,  and  tried  to  induce  and  encourage  the 
lodge  to  a liiglisr  degree  of  proficiency.  I believe  that  the  work  as 
authorized  by  the  Grand  Custodians  is  more  plainly  understood,  and 
more  efficiently  demonstrated  now  than  at  any  time  since  my  appoint- 
ment to  the  position. 

Several  of  the  lodges  need  the  services  of  a lecturer,  and  I am  quite 
sure  that  it  would  be  an  advantage  to  all  to  get  one  while  all  the  lodges 
are  in  a very  enthusiastic  mood  of  working,  yet  as  I have  said  in  my 
former  reports  I would  suggest  that  the  Grand  Dodge  adopt  some  method 
whereby  the  District  Deputy  Grand  Master  might  aid  the  Grand  Dec. 
turers  in  the  secret  work,  as  the  average  one  (D.  D.  G.  M.)  cannot  afford 
to  devote  the  required  time  to  this  phase  of  the  work  without  come  com- 
pensation for  his  services. 
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While  I realize  it  my  duty  as  District  Deputy  Grand  Master,  yet  I 
"most  heartily  regret  to  report  that  there  is  one  lodge  in  my  district, 
namely,  Hatcher,  No.  30,  that  tables  all  appeals  from  sister  lodges  ap- 
plying for  assistance,  and  this  I consider  a violation  of  the  obligation. 
Their  annual  dues  are,  I think,  $1.20.  They  have  approximately  38 
members  which,  if  correct,  would  put  $45.60  in  the  treasury  annually 
less  ninety  cents  per  capita  Grand  Lodge  dues,  which  is  $34.20.  This 
you  readily  see  would  only  net  them  $11.40  each  year  for  which  to  de- 
fray all  incidental  expenses,  contribute  to  all  appeals  for  aid,  and  the 
Orphan  Asylum  ; yet  this  lodge  shows  about  as  much  or  probably  more 
cash  in  the  treasury  than  any  lodge  in  the  district.  While  I want  to 
congratulate  them  for  this  particular  thing,  yet  it  is  not  Masonry  for  any 
lodge  to  turn  aside  systematically  and  without  discrimination  all  appeals 
from  sister  lodges  applying  for  help  when  they  are  financially  able  to 
assist  them.  I took  an  occasiou  to  lecture  them  for  this  particular  thing 
upon  my  visit  there,  and  the  Grand  Lodge  may  not  approve  of  this,  but 
I am  so  fully  convinced  that  all  lodges  ought  to  do  some  charity  work 
that  I felt  it  my  duty  to  mention  this  case  in  my  report. 

1 was  received  everywhere  most  cordially,  and  the  brethren  were 
kind  and  considerate,  and  each  and  every  one  did  what  they  could  in 
assisting  me  make  my  report,  and  to  make  my  visit  a most  enjoyable 
one.

Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master  and  Brethren  of  the  Grand  Lodge  : 

It  again  becomes  my  duty,  as  well  as  pleasuae,  to  make  this  annual 
report,  and  give  an  account  of  the  deeds  done  in  the  Twenty-second 
District. 

I have  finished  the  task  assigned  to  me,  to  the  best  of  my  ability. 
Errors  I have  made,  no  doubt,  but  be  they  few  or  many,  they  have  been 
errors  of  the  head  and  not  of  the  heart.  The  Grim  Reaper  has  been 
very  kind  to  my  district  during  the  year  1910,  for  which  we  should  all 
feel  thankful.  The  Twenty-second  District,  no  doubt  like  all  other  dis- 
tricts in  the  State,  has  diversified  latitude  and  territory,  some  city,  some 
village  and  some  rural  country  lodges.  The  rural  lodges  seem  to  be  at 
a standstill,  or  rather  in  a normal  state.  This  to  my  mind  can  be  easily 
accounted  for.  Years  ago  those  same  lodges  had  some  of  the  brightest 
Masons  on  their  roll  of  membership  that  could  be  found  in  any  section 
or  State.  They  took  great  pride  in  their  skillful  workmanship.  They 
organized  teams  and  went  from  one  lodge  to  another,  and  their  fame 
was  abroad  in  the  land  for  good  work  ; but  that  day  has  passed,  many 
of  those  old  heroes  have  crossed  over  the  river,  and  the  others  who  are 
still  living  have  delegated  the  work  to  a younger  generation.  Those 
young  fellows  in  this  strenuous  age  of  getting  rich  quick,  have  neg- 
lected, or  I might  say,  their  opportunities  have  not  been  such  as  to  in- 
spire them  to  that  zeal  their  fathers  had.  Their  work,  if  I may  use  the 
phrase,  has  been  considerably  chopped  up.  They  are  whole-souled, 
good  fellows,  and  when  you  go  to  see  them,  they  do  not  know  when  to 
stop  to  make  you  feel  at  home.  Now  what  they  most  of  all  need  is  a 
lecturer.  I believe  it  would  pay  the  Grand  Lodge  to  send  lecturers  to 
these  rural  districts  and  teach  them  the  work  free  of  charge  ; it  would 
stir  them  to  greater  zeal  and  increase  their  membership.  I have  said 
this  much  in  regard  to  rural  districts. 

I will  say  as  regards  the  village  lodges,  they  are  in  good  shape. 
Financially  they  stand  well,  their  books  are  neatly  kept,  their  increase 
is  stead}'  and  a little  training  with  the  lecturer's  pruning  knife  would 
set  them  first-class.

Of  the  lodges  located  in  the  city,  they  were  never  in  such  a flour- 
ishing condition.  At  no  time  for  the  last  twelve  months  have  they  been 
able  to  do  the  work  as  fast  as  it  has  accumulated.  In  detail  I would  say 
that  Phalanx,  No.  31,  the  old  banner  lodge,  met  once  a week,  and  often 
twice  a week,  and  rarely  did  they  have  a meeting  with  less  than  from 
three  to  five  candidates  at  each  communication,  not  less  than  from  fif- 
teen to  twenty-five  applicants  entered,  Apprentices  and  Fellow  Crafts 
waiting  their  turn.  Their  work  is  nicely  done  and  up-to-date. 

Excelsior,  though  a younger  lodge,  has  had  a prosperous  year,  her 
financial  condition  is  excellent,  the  work  well  done,  her  numerical  in- 
crease also  very  great. 

Joppa,  a young  lodge,  just  started,  shows  signs  of  becoming  a fac- 
tor for  good  in  this  city  at  no  distant  day. 

Stokes,  No.  32,  in  the  city  of  Concord,  does  fine  work.  There  is  no 
better  equipped,  no  neater,  up-to-date  lodge  anywhere  than  Stokes,  No. 
32.  Those  mentioned  include  the  city  lodges  of  the  Twenty-second 
District.  Taking  the  district  as  a whole,  except  as  I mentioned  in  the 
first  part  of  my  report,  that  rural  or  country  lodges  would  be  better  by 
having  a lecturer,  the  district  is  in  fine  shape  financially  and  otherwise. 

In  concluding  this  report,  I must  not  forget  our  district  convention 
held  on  the  29th  of  November  in  the  Masonic  hall  in  the  city  of  Char- 
lotte. The  district  was  well  represented,  and  a large  attendance  pres- 
ent. The  daylight  proceedings  were  of  a social  nature,  making  new 
acquaintances  and  renewing  old  ones,  and  exemplifying  the  sublime 
degree.  The  chief  feature  of  our  district  meeting  was  the  presence  of 
our  Grand  Master,  Bro.  R.  N.  Hackett,  whose  address  was  of  such  clear- 
ness, so  full  of  Masonic  philosophy,  and  so  beautifully  delivered,  the 
large  assembly  of  the  brethren  listened  intently  from  beginning  to  end, 
and  then  as  one  brother  expressed  it,  wished  for  more  of  the  same  sort 
of  teaching.  The  brethren  will  doubtless  remember  for  many  days  the 
beautiful  address  of  Grand  Master  Haskett.  Such  an  address  always 
bears  fruit,  and  good  fruit,  in  the  building  up  of  the  brethren  in  the 
great  principles  enunciated  by  our  work.  It  would  be  for  the  better- 
ment of  our  Order  if  we  could  enjoy  the  privilege  of  hearing  such  ad- 
dresses more  often. 

We  also  had  a splendid  address  from  Bro.  W.  P.  Harding,  of  our 
city.  Also  from  Brother  Page,  who  crowned  himself  with  laurels  in  in- 
troducing the  Grand  Master. 

The  last  thing  was  the  banquet.  The  spread  seemed  to  be  enjoyed 
by  every  one  present,  and  a good  time  was  visible  on  the  countenance  of 
every  one  there.  I am  sure  the  district  meeting  will  redound  to  great 
good,  and  many  of  the  brethren  have  expressed  the  opinion  that  the 
district  meetings  should  be  held  more  often.  The  brethren  of  my  dis- 
trict are  enthused  as  never  before.  A very  common  word  used  in  our 
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city  is  “watch  Charlotte  grow.”  I will  change  the  same  and  make  it 
read  “ watch  Masonry  grow.” 

At  a recent  meeting  of  Excelsior  Lodge,  No.  261,  our  Senior  Grand 
Warden,  Brother  Winchester,  was  present,  and  laid  the  matter  that  is 
nearest  his  heart  before  the  lodge,  that  is,  the  Home  at  Greensboro  for 
Old  and  Indigent  Masons,  their  Wives  and  Daughters.  Excelsior  gave 
him  $250.00  as  a starter  for  a nest  egg.  Phalanx,  No.  31,  had  a meeting 
appointed  a few  nights  ago  to  consider  the  same  subject  to  do  likewise, 
but  owing  to  the  inclemency  of  the  weather,  it  being  very  disagreeable, 
the  matter  was  postponed  until  their  next  regular  meeting.  I am  not 
authorized  to  speak  for  what  the  old  banner  lodge  will  do,  but  I will  say 
this  much,  it  is  my  own  opinion  and  belief  that  the  Phalanx  will  dupli- 
cate any  donation  made  by  any  other  lodge  in  the  State.  Her  motto 
has  been,  is  now,  and  will  be  in  the  future,  “ Upward  and  onward.”

MASONIC  TEMPLE. 

We  congratulate  the  Grand  Lodge  upon  the  successful  management 
I as  shown  in  the  report  of  the  Masonic  Temple  Committee,  and  especially 
commend  the  reduction  of  the  debt  upon  that  enterprise,  which  reduc- 
tion during  the  past  year  amounted  to  $12,500.00. 

ORPHAN  ASYLUM. 

We  also  congratulate  the  Craft  upon  the  successful  management  of 
this  institution,  which  is  protecting,  educating  and  caring  for  thee  hun- 
dred and  twenty-five  orphan  children,  whose  welfare  and  advancement 
are  closer  to  the  Grand  Lodge  than  any  other  subject.  We  regret  that 
the  finances  have  not  permitted  the  payment  of  the  additional  $600.00 
asked  for  by  the  Orphan  Asylum  Committee  in  1909  and  1910.  We  be- 
lieve now  that  the  Grand  Lodge  should  pay  up  these  two  installments 
of  six  hundred  dollars,  and  for  1911  pay  the  full  $3,600.00.  That  sum 
will  represent  an  appropriation  of  approximately  $11,00  per  capita  from 
the  Grand  Lodge  to  that  institution,  which  comparatively  small  amount 
shows  the  strong  hold  that  this  institution  has  upon  the  Masonic  Craft, 
without  whose  splendid  assistance  from  the  Craft  as  individual  Masons 
it  could  not  carry  on  its  successful  work. 

ESTIMATED  REVENUE  FOR  I9II. 

For  1910  your  committee  estimated  the  receipts  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
for  dues  would  amount  to  $17,023.50,  which  was  $15.07  larger  than  the 
amount  actually  received  by  the  Grand  Secretary,  and  as  the  number  of 
Masons  for  1911  on  which  the  per  capita  tax  will  be  computed  is  esti- 
mated at  20,000,  your  committee  estimated  the  income  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  from  receipts  for  charges  to  be  $18,000.00,  to  which  should  be 
added  charter  and  dispensation  fees  (using  the  1910  figures)  at  $470.00, 
and  sales  of  codes,  Certificates,  digests,  proceedings,  etc.,  received 
$30.00,  making  a total  of  $18,500.00  as  the  estimated  revenue  for  1911.

Whereas,  On  the  14th  day  of  January,  A.  D.,  19 1 x , the 
soul  of  Brother  William  Jackson  Hicks,  Superintendent  of  the 
Masonic  Orphan  Asylum  at  Oxford,  North  Carolina,  was  called 
by  God  from  its  earthly  temple  to  be  united  with  that  company 
of  the  spirits  of  just  men  made  perfect  in  the  world  to  come. 

And  Whereas,  Throughout  a long,  honorable,  and  self- 
sacrificing  career,  closely  approaching  in  time  a period  of  four 
score  years  and  four,  Brother  Hicks  was  a credit  to  Masonry, 
and  steadfastly  declined  any  earthly  reward  or  compensation 
for  his  faithful  labors  as  a follower  and  disciple  of  the  Father 
of  the  fatherless  ; 

Therefore  be  it  resolved  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  North 
Carolina  in  Special  Communication  assembled,  this  the  16th 
day  of  January,  A.  D.,  1911  : 

First,  That  the  death  of  Brother  Hicks  removes  from 
our  State  a citizen  of  the  highest  patriotism,  a Christian  who 
never  faltered  in  the  service  of  his  Master,  and  a Mason  whose 
labors  in  our  Fraternity’s  most  noble  undertaking  should  ever 
stand  as  a bright  example  to  those  who  are  taught  to  “soothe 
the  unhappy,  to  sympathize  with  their  misfortunes,  to  compas- 
sionate their  miseries,  and  to  restore  peace  to  their  troubled 
minds.’’ 

Second,  That  we,  as  Masons,  while  sorrowing  over  this 
bereavement,  should  never  lose  sight  of  the  gratitude  due  to 
an  all-merciful  God  for  the  bountiful  measurement  of  years 
allotted  to  our  beloved  and  venerated  brother  who  has  finished 
his  course  on  earth  in  peace  and  now  rests  from  his  labors. 

Third,  That  we  tender  to  the  family  of  our  deceased 
brother  the  assurance  of  our  deep  sympathy  in  this  loss  which 
they  are  called  upon  to  endure. 

Fourth,  Tnat  these  resolutions  be  spread  upon  the 
minutes  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  that  a copy  be  forwarded  by  the 
Grand  Secretary  to  the  family  of  Brother  Hicks,  and  furnished 
for  publication  in  the  Orphans'  Friend  and  Masonic  Journal.

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Report  on  Correspondence. 


To  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  A.  F.  and  A.  M.  of  North 

Carolina  : 

A careful  inspection  of  sixty-four  volumes  of  Grand  Lodge 
proceedings  discloses  a very  gratifying  condition  of  Masonry 
in  all  English-speaking  Grand  Jurisdictions.  The  material 
prosperity,  the  phenominal  growth  in  membership,  and  the 
generous  benefactions  of  the  fraternity  continue  unabated. 
Unusual  care  is  exercised  in  the  admission  of  candidates, 
with  the  result  that  their  moral  qualifications  are  on  a higher 
plane. 

Organized  charities  are  to  be  found  in  every  jurisdic- 
tion, some  having  Homes  for  aged,  indigent  Masons,  widows 
and  orphans,  and  these  are  in  the  majority.  A compara- 
tively few  Grand  Lodges  do  not  take  kindly  to  the  establish- 
ment of  Homes,  but  have  ample  funds  to  care  for  the  needy, 
and  these  funds  continue  to  accumulate  so  as  to  be  more 
than  sufficient  to  meet  all  probable  future  demands. 

The  relations  subsisting  between  Grand  Lodges  are 
thoroughly  cordial  and  fraternal,  so  that  peace  and  harmony 
prevail,  To  this,  however,  there  is  an  exception  in  the  sev- 
erance of  amicable  relations  between  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Mississippi  and  that  of  New  Jersey,  owing  to  the  mainten- 
ance of  a negro  lodge  on  the  rolls  of  the  latter  jurisdiction. 
This  lodge  of  colored  Masons  was  organized  about  1870, 
at  a time  when  sectional  feeling  ran  very  high.  Some  ill- 
advised  brethren  demitted  from  their  lodge  for  the  purpose 
of  erecting  a new  lodge,  the  intention  being  from  the  begin- 
ning to  receive  petitions  of  negroes  and  make  them  Masons. 
This,  the  original  petitioners  accomplished,  and  then  with- 
drew and  renewed  their  membership  in  their  old  lodges, 
thus  leaving  the  lodge  to  be  composed  mainly  or  entirely  of 
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negroes.  As  soon  as  the  conditions  became  known  to  Grand 
Master  Pine  he  held  up  the  charter  for  a year.  But  at  the 
next  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  the  charter 
was  restored  and  the  lodge  has  continued  to  exist  ever  since. 
No  other  lodge  in  the  jurisdiction  has  any  members  of  the 
negro  race.  The  Grand  Lodge  of  Oklahoma  is  the  only 
Grand  Lodge  which,  to  our  knowledge,  has  expressed  official 
approval  of  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Mississippi. 

Appended  herewith  is  a list  of  the  Grand  Lodges  whose 
proceedings  have  been  received  and  reviewed. 

Your  committee  respectfully  asks  that  this  report  be 
received  and  printed  with  the  proceedings  as  an  appendix.

ALABAMA— 1909. 

89TH  Annual.  Montgomery.  December  7. 

THE  address  of  the  Grand  Master,  Bro.  Hugh  S.  D.  Mal- 
® lory,  reports  all  the  routine  acts  of  his  administration. 
The  most  notable  of  these  is  the  granting  of  fifty-four  special 
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dispensations  for  conferring  degrees  out  of  the  statutory 
time.  We  quote  the  last  of  these  special  dispensations, 
which  would  seem  to  indicate  Ionic  Lodge  “made  a night  of 
it”: 

July  5,  1909,  to  Ionic  Lodge  No.  707,  to  receive  tlie  Committee’s  re- 
port on  Charles  H.  Hearn,  Walter  S.  Bragg  and  McCoy  Elwood  and  at 
that  meeting  to  ballot  on  and  confer  the  E.  A.  degree  on  them,  and  to 
ballot  on,  at  that  meeting,  Clias.  E.  Lancaster,  Henry  E.  Stallworth  and 
Walter  Stevens,  for  the  F.  C.  degree  and  confer  that  degree  on  them, 
and  at  that  meeting  to  examine  and  ballot  on  the  petition  of  Brother  J. 
Pickens  Haelworth  for  the  M.  M.  degree  and  confer  that  degree  on  him. 

The  Grand  Master  recommended  that  a contribution  be 
made  to  the  Robert  Patton  Chapter  U.  D.  C.  for  the  purpose 
of  caring  for  the  graves  of  Confederate  soldiers  on  John- 
son’s Island.  Many  of  these  soldiers  were  Masons.  The 
Grand  Lodge,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Finance 
Committee,  contributed  $100. 

Dispensations  were  granted  for  the  formation  of  twenty- 
three  new  lodges. 

The  decisions  of  the  Grand  Master,  twenty-one  in  num- 
ber, met  with  the  approval  of  the  Jurisprudence  Committee 
and  the  Grand  Lodge. 

The  Grand  Master  reports  many  invitations  to  visit 
other  Masonic  jurisdictions,  none  of  which  he  could  accept, 
on  account  of  the  press  of  personal  and  official  business. 

Upon  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Correspond- 
ence, the  Grand  Lodge  of  Oklahoma  was  fraternally  wel- 
comed to  the  sisterhood  of  Grand  Lodges,  and  upon  recom- 
mendation of  the  same  committee  the  establishment  of 
fraternal  relations  with  the  Bureau  of  International  Masonic 
Relations  was  courteously  declined.  The  request  of  San 
Salvador  was  indefinitely  deferred. 

We  are  glad  that  the  special  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Correspondence  on  the  New  Jersey  matter  failed  of  adoption. 
We  think  it  perfectly  safe  and  indeed  Masonic  to  move  very 
slowly  in  this  matter. 
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The  question  of  a Masonic  Home  has  been  before  the 
brethren  of  Alabama  for  several  years,  and  at  last  the  hope 
of  its  establishment  is  nearing  fruition.  At  any  rate,  the 
assets  for  this  purpose,  including  a site  of  two  hundred  and 
forty  acres  just  outside  of  Montgomery,  amount  to  $64,000, 
and  the  friends  of  the  enterprise  are  actively  engaged  in  the 
effort  to  break  ground  for  the  building.  The  committee 
says  in  part : 

In  tlie  past  we  liave  gone  on  the  principle  of  “making  haste  slowly” 
because  we  felt  that  we  were  building  not  for  the  present  alone,  but  for 
the  future,  and  that  the  foundation  should  be  well  and  carefully  laid, 
but  now  our  plans  are  assuming  a definite  and  permanent  shape,  and 
while  we  would  not  go  too  rapidly,  still  we  think  that  it  is  a matter  of  only 
a short  time  until  you  all  may  see  a definite  and  tangible  result  of  our 
labors.  A sub-committee  has  been  appointed  to  visit  other  institutions 
of  like  character  in  order  to  gain  ideas  as  to  the  construction,  conduct 
and  maintenance  of  institutions  of  this  kind,  as  we  desire  to  start  out 
with  the  advantage  of  the  experience  of  others. 

We  congratulate  the  Masons  of  Alabama  that  we  are  nearing  the 
fulfillment  of  the  wishes  of  so  many  of  us,  in  the  inception  and  estab- 
lishment of  an  enterprise  which  will  reflect  credit  upon  the  zeal,  the 
broad-mindedness  and  the  generosity  of  the  Craft,  but  we  desire  to  im- 
press upon  you  that  it  is  a continuing  responsibility  and  that  each 
Mason  should  feel  a personal  interest  as  well  as  a personal  duty  resting 
upon  him  to  do  all  in  his  power  to  aid  this  enterprise.  We  have  done 
well,  but  we  can  do  better,  and  we  hope  every  lodge  will  respond  fully 
to  the  demands  made  upon  it  by  this  institution.

The  proceedings  of  North  Carolina  for  1909 
receive  handsome  treatment  at  the  hands  of  Bro.  Titcomb 
and  the  unusual  space  of  nearly  eight  pages.  This  reporter 
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is  placed  under  additional  obligation  to  our  Alabama  brother 
for  kind  personal  reference.

A PHOTOGRAPH  of  Grand  Master  Lawence  H.  Lee, 
occupies  the  fly  leaf  of  the  volume.  Opposite  this 
likeness  is  a short  biographical  sketch  of  Brother  Lee  which 
closes  with  this  sentence: 

He  lias  served  the  Fraternity  and  the  State  with  conspicuous  zeal 
and  ability  in  every  office  to  which  he  has  been  elected  and  is  a man  of 
fine  attainments  and  brilliant  intellect. 

We  are  ready  to  accept  this  appraisement,  with  the  ad- 
dition, amply  confirmed  by  his  address,  that  he  is  a man  of 
good  judgment  and  discretion. 

His  annual  address,  although  of  unusual  length,  cover- 
ing over  fifty  pages,  is  of  interest  and  instruction  as  well, 
from  first  to  last.  His  exordium,  couched  in  eloquent  dic- 
tion, contains  many  beautiful  thoughts  in  Masonic  ideals. 

In  the  actual  work  of  his  administration  he  reports 
having  issued  dispensations  for  the  formation  of  thirteen 
lodges,  and  in  the  Grand  Secretary’s  Report,  we  find  that 
charters  were  issued  to  twenty-one  lodges.  From  this,  it  is 
apparent  that  the  Fraternity  is  growing  rapidly  in  Alabama. 

He  made  appropriate  reference  to  those  members  of  the 
Craft  who  had  died  within  the  year,  at  home  and  abroad. 

Having  been  clothed  with  authority  by  a resolution, 
adopted  at  the  last  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  to  take  such 
action  as  he  deemed  proper  and  necessary  in  the  matter  of 
the  controversy  between  Mississippi  and  New  Jersey,  we 
are  glad  to  note,  that  notwithstanding  his  environments  and 
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personal  views,  he  had  the  courage  to  decline  to  take  any 
action.  He  said,  in  part,  but  it  sums  up  the  whole  matter: 

I beg  to  report  that  I have  made  the  inquiries,  ascertained  the  con- 
ditions to  be  as  stated,  and  decided  to  take  no  action  to  disturb  the  fra- 
ternal relations  now  existing  between  the  Grand  Jurisdictions. 

The  Grand  Master  expressed  himself  as  in  full  sympa- 
thy with  the  movement  to  erect  a memorial  building  at 
Alexandria,  Va..  to  Washington,  the  Mason,  and  the  Grand 
Lodge  expressed  its  approval  of  the  enterprise. 

The  Grand  Master  rendered  thirty-two  decisions,  all  of 
which  were  approved  by  the  Jurisprudence  Committee  and 
the  Grand  Lodge  with  the  exception  of  slight  modifications 
of  two. 

The  building  and  equipment  of  the  Masonic  Home,  at 
the  earliest  possible  date,  appealed  very  strongly  to  the 
heart  of  the  Grand  Master,  and  he  recommended  that  the 
Grand  Lodge  issue  bonds  for  $50,000,  which  with  the  funds 
now  available,  were  deemed  sufficient  to  complete  the  Ad- 
ministration building  in  the  center  and  two  wings.  It  is 
contemplated  to  lay  the  corner  stone  of  the  institution  at  the 
earliest  possible  day. 

In  Alabama  some  of  the  lodges  received  ministers  of 
the  gospel  as  candidates  without  fee,  and  afterwards  re- 
tained them  upon  the  rolls  without  the  payment  of  dues. 
Other  lodges  charged  fees  and  required  the  payment  of 
dues,  in  wffiole  or  in  part,  and  the  Grand  Master  endeavored 
to  bring  uniformity  on  this  subject.  He  says  very  truly, 
that  the  “compensation  received  by  this  class  of  our  mem- 
bership will  doubtless  compare  favorably  with  the  average  of 
compensation  received  by  any  other  class  of  our  member- 
ship, and  in  some  instances  will  show  a considerable  sum  in 
excess.”  The  Constitution  was  changed  so  as  to  require  not 
less  than  half  fees  for  the  degrees  at  the  option  of  the  lodge 
and  a payment  of  one  dollar  per  capita,  dues  to  the  Grand 
Lodge. 
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It  recurs  to  us  that  it  would  be  a wise  thing  for  the 
Grand  Lodge  to  force  Brother  Lee  to  retain  the  position  of 
Grand  Master  for  three  or  four  years  longer. 

In  the  Grand  Jurisdiction  of  Alabama  the  present  num  - 
ber of  Lodges  is  526,  and  having  a total  membership  of 
23,303,  showing  a net  gain  of  984. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence,  265  pages,  is  presented 
by  Brother  William  Y.  Titcomb,  and  reviews  the  proceed- 
ings of  sixty-two  Grand  Jurisdictions,  four  of  them  for  two 
years.  The  Proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  North 
Carolina,  for  1910,  received  very  kindly  consideration  at  the 
hands  of  Brother  Titcomb,  and  the  generous  space  of  more 
than  four  pages.  Our  brother  commends  heartily  when  he 
sees  occasion  for  it.  The  partnership  in  the  prospective 
Masonic  Home  between  the  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina 
and  the  Grand  Chapter  of  the  Eastern  Star  makes  Brother 
Titcomb  balk  and  shie  the  track.  In  this  connection  he 
says : 

We  yield  to  none  in  our  admiration  of  the  unselfish  devotion  of 
those  women  to  the  cause  of  bettering  humanity.  They  merit  our  lasting 
gratitude  for  their  help  in  caring  for  the  needy  and  suffering. 

Nevertheless,  although  Bro.  Collins  may  call  our  attention  to  that 
preventive  against  nose-bleeding,  viz:  to  keep  our  nose  out  of  other 
people’s  business,  we  must  be  permitted  to  express  our  opinion  that 
Masonry  should  have  exclusive  control  of  a Masonic  institution. 

Freemasonry  does  not  go  into  partnership  with  any  other  organiza- 
tion, how  good  soever  that  other  organization  may  be. 

So  far  as  control  of  the  institution  is  concerned,  it  will 
be  in  the  hands  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  Brother  Titcomb 
must  have  seen,  that  whenever  these  ladies  take  interest  in 
any  of  these  institutions,  the  betterment,  in  every  way,  is 
promptly  visible,  and  the  appreciation  of  the  value  of  their 
services  is  fully  expressed  by  the  Grand  Lodges.  There  is 
no  danger  of  “nose-bleed,”  Brother  Titcomb,  for  in  these 
matters,  as  in  others,  honest  men  differ  widely.

THE  likeness  of  the  Grand  Master,  John  T.  Macdonald, 
occupies  the  fly  leaf  and  adorns  the  volume. 

He  reports  to  the  Grand  Lodge  the  action  which  he  had 
taken  on  account  of  the  death  of  King  Edward  VII.  We 
copy  this  paragraph  in  eulogy  of  the  dead  monarch  in  hi.s 
official  notice  to  the  Fraternity  of  Alberta: 

As  brother  Masons  we  should  mourn  the  loss  of  one  who  for  long 
years  stood  in  view  of  the  world  as  a leader  of  the  Craft.  As  a fraternity 
we  regret  the  loss  to  the  Empire  of  one  so  well-beloved  by  the  world  for 
his  manly  qualities,  able  statesmanship,  and  broad  sympathies.  During 
a long  life  all  his  talents  were  devoted  to  the  promulgation  of  all  that 
is  expressed  by  the  Tenets  of  Masonic  profession,  Brotherly  Love,  Relief 
and  Truth;  for  he  was  kindly  and  helpful  to  all  who  appealed  to  him, 
and  in  the  broad  scope  of  his  majestic  station  he  ever  stood  to  foster  and 
establish  world-wide  peace  and  prosperity. 

Grand  Master  Macdonald  has  set  a task  in  the  work  of 
visitations  that  few  executives  are  able  to  equal,  and  none, 
we  feel  sure,  in  so  extensive  a territory.  He  says  in  part : 

During  the  year  it  has  been  my  pleasure  to  visit  every  one  of  the 
fifty-three  lodges  subordinate  to  this  Grand  Body.  While  these  visita- 
tions called  for  much  time  and  the  traveling  by  rail,  motor  and  team  of 
some  six  thousand  nine  hundred  and  ninety-seven  miles,  I was  amply 
repaid  for  the  effort  by  the  enthusiastic  reception,  filled  with  true 
brotherly  love  and  good  fellowship,  that  awaited  me  at  every  lodge. 

The  functions  of  laying  corner  stones  and  dedicating 
temples  and  constituting  lodges  occupied  much  of  the  time 
of  the  Grand  Master.  He  issued  very  many  special  dispen- 
sations, and  reported  no  decisions. 

From  the  report  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  Dr.  G.  Mac- 
donald, we  find  the  total  membership  to  be  3,990,  a gain  of 
45T- 

The  Committee  on  Benevolence  reports  that  during  the 
past  year  there  was  no  demand  for  relief,  and  in  that  con- 
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nection  we  quote  from  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  the 
Condition  of  Masonry: 

We  note  with  pleasure  the  large  amount  contributed  to  charity  by 
the  lodges  during  the  year.  This,  amounting  to  over  $ 2,000 , shows 
they  are  practicing  true  Masonry.  As  a proof  of  the  strength  of  the 
lodges,  and  at  the  same  time  an  indication  of  weakness,  we  would  point 
out  the  very  large  number  returned  as  in. arrears.  Lodges  are  carrying 
large  amounts  on  their  books,  and  are  keeping  a number  of  members  in 
good  standing,  paying  dues  to  Grand  Lodge  for  the  same.  They  should 
remember  the  warnings  and  recommendations  of  previous  Committees, 
and  make  an  earnest  endeavor  to  clear  their  books.  We  might  mention 
the  fact  that  some  lodges  show  a third  of  their  members  in  arrears,  and 
many  mflst  have  members  three  or  four  years  in  arrears. 

The  Committee  ■ 6ri  Foreign  Relations  recommended 
that  the  Swiss  Grand  Lodge  Alpina  be  duly  recognized,  and 
the  recommendation  was  adopted. 

Although  the  jurisdiction  is  a comparatively  small  one, 
the  building  up  of  a Masonic  Home  find  School  Fund  has 
engaged  the  earnest  attention  of  the  Craft.  That  commit- 
tee reports  now  having  $4, 066. 29  to  the  credit  .of  that  fund. 
The  committee  also  submits  this  hopeful  report:  . 

On  instructions  from  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  the  Chairman  sent 
a letter  to  all  the  lodges  in  the  jurisdiction,  calling  their  attention  to 
the  claims  of  the  Fund,  and  requesting  donations.  Up  to  the  present 
we  have  received  answers  from  twenty-five  lodges.  A number  of 
lodges  have  sent  cash  donations,  other  lodges  who  could  not  afford  to 
make  a donation  from  the  funds  of  the  lodge  solicited  subscriptions 
from  their  members,  and  some,  who  were  unable  to  make  a cash  dona- 
tion of  any  kind,  wrote  us  expressing  their  sympathy  with  the  Fund 
and  its  objects.  We  consider  this  effort  has  attained  good  results  not 
only  from  the  standpoint  of  the  donations  received,  but  also  in  having 
the  matter  brought  more  particularly  to  the  attention  of  the  brethren.

THE  likeness  of  the  retiring  Grand  Master,  Fletcher  Mor- 
ris Dean,  occupies  the  fly  leaf  and  photographs  of  three 
deceased  Past  Grand  Masters  precede  the  Memorial  pages. 
They  are  Francis  Marion  Zuck,  Ansel  M.  Bragg  and  George 
Shand.  These  prominent  members  of  the  Arizona  Craft 
passed  to  their  reward  during  the  year  1909. 

In  his  address  Grand  Master  Doan  submitted  a detailed 
statement  of  his  management'  of  the  affairs  of  the  Grand 
Lodge.  He  was  commended  for  his  successful  and  prosper- 
ous administration. 

He  makes  the  gratifying  statement  that  he  was  not  re- 
quired to  make  any  formal  official  rulings,  which  speaks 
well  for  the  intelligence  of  the  Subordinate  Lodge  officers. 

The  foreign  relations  of  the  Grand  Lodge  were  reported 
to  be  amicable  and  harmonious.  He  reports  this  pleasant 
experience : 

On  October  12,  1909,  upon  the  occasion  of  the  President  passing 
through  the  territory,  I had  the  pleasure  of  presenting  to  him  an  invita- 
tion from  Brother  A.  D.  Johns,  Worshipful  Master  of  Aztlan  Lodge  No. 
r,  requesting  his  presence  at  a special  meeting  of  that  Lodge  at  their 
hall  in  the  Masonic  Temple  in  Prescott.  This  he  graciously  accepted, 
although  it  was  an  infringement  upon  his  program.  I had  the  pleasure 
of  attending  with  him  on  that  occasion  a reception  tendered  him  by 
Atzlan  Lodge,  on  which  occasion  the  register  of  Aztlan  Lodge  shows  the 
registration  of  William  Howard  Taft,  of  Kilwinning  Lodge  No.  356,  of 
Cincinnati,  Ohio. 

The  funds  of  the  Grand  Lodge  are  ample  for  every  pur- 
pose and  the  Widow’s  and  Orphan’s  Fund  amounts  to  nearly 
$12,000. 

The  amalgamation  of  the  Grand  Lodges  of  Indian  Ter- 
ritory and  the  Territory  of  Oklahoma  into  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  the  State  of  Oklahoma  is  noted  in  the  report  of  the  Grand 
Secretary. 
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The  Swiss  Grand  Lodge  Alpina,  on  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence,  was  duly  recog- 
nized. 

In  the  jurisdiction  of  Arizona,  there  are  nineteen  char- 
tered lodges  and  one  lodge  under  dispensation  with  a total 
membership  of  1,807,  a gain  of  i46. 

A Past  Grand  Masters’  Association  was  formed  with  a 
membership  of  about  20. 

There  is  no  Report  on  Correspondence.

67TH  Annual.  Little  Rock.  November  16. 

THE  pictorial  adornments  of  this  volume  consist  of  the 
likeness  of  the  Grand  Master  elect,  A.  J.  Witt,  James 
W.  Null,  the  deceased  Grand  Tyler,  and  of  the  officers  and 
members  attending  a school  of  instruction  January  4th,  1910. 
Besides  these  is  a photograph  of  the  handsome  Masonic 
Home,  which  was  dedicated  with  appropriate  and  elaborate 
ceremonies  at  Batesville,  Arkansas,  September  30th,  1909. 
The  principal  address,  on  the  occasion,  was  delivered  by 
Past  Grand  Master,  C.  A.  Bridewell,  of  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees, and  we  copy  these  extracts  from  his  address : 

When  we  came  to  the  furnishing  I have  the  pleasure  in  stating  to 
yon  that  it  did  not  cost  our  Board  one  dollar  from  funds  set  apart  by  the 
Grand  Lodge  for  the  Home.  For  this  good  work  and  the  admirable 
manner  in  which  the  buildings  have  been  furnished,  the  meed  of  praise 
is  all  due  to  Brother  Rosenbaum,  to  whom  the  Board  had  given  over 
that  duty.  He  secured  the  money  from  the  Subordinate  Lodges,  the 
Grand  Bodies  of  the  State,  the  O.  E.  S.,  and  even  went  to  the  Supreme 
Head  of  the  Scottish  Bodies  in  the  city  of  Washington,  and  demanded 
of  him  $1,000,  and  he  got  it.  Bro.  Rosenbaum  has  been  indefatigable  in 
looking  after  the  buildings,  as  well  as  the  furniture,  and  made  several 
trips  here  to  attend  the  installation  of  the  furniture.  Brother  Wolf,  be- 
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sides  looking  after  the  work  on  the  buildings,  has  done  fine  work  in  the 
management  of  the  finances,  as  our  treasurer,  and  Brother  Hicks,  be- 
sides other  fine  service  with  the  Board,  has  made  an  admirable  secre- 
tary, and  both  these  members  deserve  the  praise  of  our  Board  and  the 
Masons  of  Arkansas. 

It  is  hardly  necessary  for  me  to  tell  you  that  these  lady  members 
have  done  their  duty.  Whenever  the  women  get  their  hearts  in  a work 
something  is  going  to  be  done.  The  Grand  Chapter  of  their  Order  was 
the  very  first  to  make  a contribution  and  many  of  their  Chapters  did  the 
same,  and  this  before  the  appeal  from  Brother  Rosenbaum  had  been 
made.  This  is  the  record  of  the  work,  and  we  present  it  to  you  today 
for  dedication. 

Bro.  Fay  Hempstead,  the  Poet  Laureate  of  Masonry  in 
the  United  States,  wrote  a beautiful  poem  for  the  occasion, 
but  we  have  not  the  space  to  reproduce  it.  The  Grand  Mas- 
ter, Edgar  A.  McCulloch,  delivered  an  excellent  address,  in 
which  he  reviewed  the  important  occurrences  of  the  year, 
just  passed,  and  he  gives  this  hopeful  picture  of  conditions 
present  and  to  come : 

In  the  growth  of  Masonry,  and  in  its  material  accomplishments 
during  the  year,  we  have  much  to  be  proud  of,  and  the  condition  of  the 
order  at  this  time  should  be  a matter  of  great  satisfaction.  We  have  had 
a prosperous  year ; but  the  thing  which,  above  all  things  else,  we  are 
most  proud  of,  is  the  completion  and  dedication  of  the  Orphans’  Home. 
Of  this  I shall  speak  later,  and  as  it  is  uppermost  in  all  our  minds,  we 
may  expect  more  time  to  be  devoted  to  this  subject  than  to  any  other. 

Discipline  was  administered  to  a Master  of  a lodge  by 
temporary  suspension,  and  to  a lodge  by  the  arrest  of  its 
charter. 

The  apprehension  of  the  Grand  Master,  in  the  following 
quotation  as  to  the  trend  of  conferences  of  Grand  Masters, 
is  entirely  unfounded ; here  is  what  he  says,  in  part : 

But  they  lead  inevitably  to  some  kind  of  union  of  all  the  Grand 
Lodges  into  one  general  governing  body,  in  the  nature  of  a National  or 
Supreme  Lodge.  Against  such  a movement  we  should  firmly  set  our 
faces,  for  this  Grand  Lodge  should,  in  my  judgment,  never  surrender  a 
particle  of  its  sovereign  powers. 

a — 2 
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In  reference  to  the  Masonic  Home,  and  the  obligation 
to  maintain  it,  he  says  : 

I did  not  intend,  when  I started  ont,  to  speak  on  the  sentimental 
side  of  this  subject,  but  to  deal  with  it  briefly,  in  a practical  way. 
Brethren,  the  Orphans’  Home  has  been  completed,  furnished,  dedicated 
and  is  now  ready  for  occupancy;  and  the  best  of  all  is,  it  is  paid  for  in 
full  ! But  an  obligation  rests  more  heavily  upon  us  than  ever  before; 
that  of  properly  providing  for  its  maintenance.  This  is  the  problem 
which  confronts  us  today,  and  we  must  meet  it  like  men  and  solve  it. 
In  the  beginning  we  might  have  refrained  from  assuming  this  burden, 
but  it  is  too  late  now  to  turn  backward.  When  the  Home  is  filled  with 
orphans  they  will  be  pur  sacred  charges,  and  we  cannot,  must  not,  fail 
to  adequately  provide  for  them.  When  they  once  become  committed  to 
our  care,  the  obligation  will  not  be  one  to  be  shirked  or  cast  aside.  You 
could  not  do  that  if  you  would,  anil  I am  sure  you  would  not  if  you 
could.  Then  let  us  consider  the  problem  from  a practical  standpoint. 

We  must  stop  now,  but  the  Arkansas  Craft  has  done  so 
well  for  the  fatherless  children  in  its  charge,  that  we  have 
been  disposed  to  linger  over  that  part  of  the  proceedings. 

Just  preceding  the  Report  on  Correspondence,  the  copy 
of  the  Commission  issued  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England 
to  Joseph  Montford  as  Provincial  Grand  Master  of  and  for 
America  is  reproduced.  The  claim,  however,  that  he  was 
the  first  Provincial  Grand  Master,  is  disproved  by  Brother 
Edward  Schultz,  in  his  Correspondence  Report  of  Maryland 
for  1909. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence,  covering  sixty-three 
pages,  is  the  work  of  Brother  Thomas  C.  McRae,  and  North 
Carolina  for  1909  receives  due  notice.  Brother  McRae  has 
made  a mistake  in  printing  the  name  of  the  sitting  Grand 
Master  as  Fabius  H.  Busbee.  It  should  have  been  Samuel 
M.  Gattis.

THIS  volume  is  adorned  with  handsome  photographs  of 
Argus  McKeown,  Grand  Master  1890;  William  Downie, 
Grand  Master  1892;  Harry  N.  Rich,  Grand  Master  1909;  and 
R.  E.  Brett,  Grand  Secretary. 

The  annual  address  of  the  retiring  Grand  Master,  H.  N. 
Rich,  is  a comparatively  brief  document,  but  reports  fully 
everything  of  importance  during  the  year.  There  is  also  a 
report  of  the  Deputy  Grand  Master,  and  these,  together 
with  the  Report  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  give  a very  com- 
plete history  of  the  doings  of  these  Grand  Officers  for  the 
past  year. 

The  Committee  on  Address  of  the  Grand  Master  ap- 
proves his  official  rulings  and  dispensations.  In  reference 
to  these  latter  we  take  pleasure  in  noting  that  the  Grand 
Master  refused  to  issue  any  dispensation  for  conferring  de- 
grees out  of  time. 

The  Grand  Secretary  reports  fifty-six  Lodges,  with  a 
total  membership  of  4,550,  showing  a net  gain  of  408  during 
the  year. 

They  have  no  Masonic  Home  in  British  Columbia,  and 
we  hope  they  will  not,  but  they  dispense  a liberal  charity 
to  all  deserving  cases  and  contribute  to  the  maintenance 
of  beds  in  hospitals  and  sanitariums. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  is,  as  usual,  the  work  of 
Brother  W.  A.  DeWolf  Smith,  and  is  reduced  to  sixty  pages. 
The  North  Carolina  Proceedings  do  not  find  a place  in  this 
report. 

Brother  DeWolf  Smith  thus  explains  the  brevity  of  his 
report : 

We  submit  herewith  our  annual  review  of  the  Proceedings  of  other 
Grand  Lodges.  It  is  the  wittiest  we  have  written  so  far,  if  there  is  any 
truth  in  the  old  adage,  but  we  disclaim  any  merit  on  that  score. 
Whether  the  Grand  Lodges  which  are  not  reviewed  have  gone  out  of 
business  or  have  simply  discontinued  publishing  their  Proceedings  we 
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are  not  in  a position  to  say.  The  fact  remains,  however,  that  the  review 
embraces  all  those  Proceedings  which  have  reached  us  up  to  the  time  of 
writing

CALIFORNIA  1909. 

THE  boyish  face  of  Grand  Master,  Oscar  Lawler,  smiles 
at  us  from  the  fly  leaf,  and  reminds  us  forcibly  of  the 
youthful  appearance  of  our  deceased  friend  and  brother, 
Past  Grand  Master,  Fabius  H.  Busbee. 

We  quote  the  exordium  of  Brother  Lawler’s  annual  ad- 
dress, as  showing  the  uncertainty  of  execution  of  human 
plans,  and  of  the  fine  condition  of  the  Craft: 

As  is  not  unusual  in  human  affairs,  events  wholly  unanticipated 
have,  during  the  year  now  drawing  to  a close,  in  large  measure  rendered 
impracticable  the  pursuit  of  plans  for  the  administration  of  the  steward- 
ship entrusted  to  my  keeping,  the  fruition  of  which,  it  was  thought, 
would  bring  results  of  benefit  to  the  Craft;  and  this  account  is  submitted 
with  a keen  appreciation  of  your  charitable  indulgence  and  sincerest 
thanks  to  my  associate  officers  and  the  members  of  the  several  commit- 
tees, to  whose  conscientious  and  unselfish  labors  we  are  indebted  for  the 
avoidance  of  those  sins  of  omission  or  commission,  which,  but  for  their 
efforts,  would  have  been  the  natural  and  inevitable  result  of  my  own 
shortcomings  and  necessarily  extensive  absence  from  the  State. 

The  Fraternity  has  progressed  in  a manner  which  affords  the  ut- 
most satisfaction:  3,971  Masons  have  been  added  to  the  rolls  by  initia- 

tion, restoration  and  affiliation,  while  1,633  have  been  lost  by  death  and 
otherwise,  leaving  a net  gain  of  2,338,  and  a total  membership  at  the 
present  time  of  41,007. 

Six  dispensations  were  issued  for  the  formation  of  new 
lodges. 

He  states  very  forcibly  the  use  and  abuse  of  the  black 

ball : 

The  black  ball  is  purely  a defensive  weapon,  to  be  used  only  in  the 
fulfillment  of  a solemn  duty  to  prevent  invasion  by  those  unworthy  of 
Masonic  association;  and  the  Mason  who,  through  motives  of  selfishness 
or  cowardice,  or  for  any  other  reason,  fails  to  perforin  that  duty  upon 
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proper  occasion,  is  guilty  of  the  grossest  violation  of  his  obligation 
Equally  reprehensible,  however,  is  the  conduct  of  any  brother  who,  for 
the  purpose  of  venting  personal  spleen  or  rendering  effective  a factional 
difference,  will,  protected  by  the  secrecy  which  Masonic  association  af- 
fords, strike  from  the  dark  an  unsuspecting  and  innocent  victim. 
There  is  as  little  room  in  our  Fraternal  household  for  the  coward  as 
there  is  for  the  knave;  each  is  equally  an  object  for  the  contempt  of 
right-thinking  men,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  conduct  complained 
of  will  be  so  frowned  upon  by  the  fraternity  at  large  as  to  render  its  con- 
tinued existence  impossible. 

In  the  expenditure  of  funds  in  practical  charity  through 
its  boards  of  relief,  the  Subordinate  Lodges  and  individual 
benefactions,  we  believe  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  California 
is  the  premier  Grand  Body  of  the  world  in  this  respect. 
Under  the  head  of  Masonic  Home,  the  Grand  Master  de- 
votes  considerable  space  to  the  consideration  of  these  organ- 
ized charities.  The  Home  at  Decoto  was  found  to  be  insuf- 
ficient for  the  needs  of  its  inmates,  and  the  Home  of  South- 
ern California  Association  at  San  Gabriel  was  taken  over  by 
the  Grand  Lodge.  This  action  of  the  Grand  Master  and  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees  gave  rise  to  active  criticism,  and  the 
Grand  Master  shows  his  courage  in  assuming  the  responsi- 
bility. He  says  in  part: 

The  Board  of  Trustees  has  been  criticised  for  the  action  taken.  1 de- 
sire to  state  in  the  most  emphatic  manner  that  such  criticism  is  mis- 
placed, in  that  everything  done  has  been  pursuant  to  my  direction,  after 
conference  and  the  most  serious  and  deliberate  consideration,  and  if  any- 
one is  to  be  criticised  therefor  it  is  myself  and  not  the  Board.  For  my- 
self, I must  state  with  equal  emphasis  that  no  considerations  of  policy, 
convenience,  fear,  favor,  finance  or  apprehension  of  criticism  were  per- 
mitted to  interfere  with  the  performance  of  what  was  deemed  to  be  a 
solemn  duty;  I acted  in  accordance  with  a conscientious  conviction, 
which  would  prompt  similar  action  under  the  same  circumstances  were 
the  matter  before  me  at  this  moment.  I was  profoundly  convinced  that 
the  morals  of  those  whose  characters  we  have  undertaken  to  mould  were 
involved;  and  my  conception  of  my  obligation  as  a man  and  Mason,  not 
only  to  those  children,  but  to  you,  required  that  the  segregation  be  ac- 
complished at  the  earliest  possible  moment. 

In  order  to  assure  myself  that  my  own  determination  was  correct 
and  in  accordance  with  our  dut5r  to  the  children  involved,  all  the  Past

Grand  Masters  available  and  numerous  brethren  throughout  the  State 
were  conferred  with,  and  the  consensus  of  opinion  was  in  favor  of 
prompt  segregation.  Viewing  the  matter  in  retrospect,  I repeat  with 
emphasis  my  conviction  as  to  the  propriety  of  the  action  taken,  and  as- 
sume entire  responsibility  therefor. 

The  Grand  Master  reports  that  efforts  had  been  made 
to  establish  spurious  lodges  in  San  Francisco,  but  the  ped- 
dlers did  not  tarry  long  as  seen  from  this  extract: 

Some  attention  has  been  attracted  by  the  so-called  clandestine 
lodges,  a few  of  which  have  sprang  into  existence  in  or  about  the  city 
of  San  Francisco,  and  abortive  attempts  at  the  organization  of  which  oc- 
curred in  L,os  Angeles  and  in  the  city  of  Oakland,  hike  most  things  of 
base  conception,  they  have,  upon  being  brought  to  the  light,  languished, 
and  languishing  will  soon  die.  The  promoters  are  frauds  and  adventur- 
ers, compared  to  whom  Benedict  Arnold  might  be  reckoned  a patriot 
and  Judas  Iscariot  a Christian  martyr.  They  and  their  efforts  have  been 
treated  with  that  silent  contempt  which  was  their  due,  aud,  while  we 
have  been  advised  that,  in  a few  instances  innocent  and  unsuspecting 
men  have  been  imposed  upon,  paying  money  for  so-called  initiation  un- 
der what  must  have  been  false  pretenses,  in  the  main  it  is  not  believed 
that  their  efforts  have  entitled  them  to  serious  consideration. 

In  this  connection  it  is  highly  appropriate  that  specific  mention  be 
made  of  the  service  rendered  the  community  at  large  by  Officers  Brown, 
Greene  and  Peterson  of  the  Oakland  police,  who,  hearing  of  a meeting 
to  be  held  for  the  purpose  of  drumming  up  material  for  one  of  those  bo- 
gus organizations,  appeared  thereat,  advised  those  assembled  of  the 
character  of  the  institution  and  gave  to  the  promoters  a limited  time 
within  which  to  seek  a different  climate.  The  invitation  was  promptly 
accepted  and  several  unsuspecting  victims  probably  saved  from  im- 
position. 

We  take  only  this  paragraph  from  the  account  of  his 
visitations : 

To  travel  continuously  for  thirty  days,  covering  a total  distance  of 
over  two  thousand  miles,  and  be  able  to  visit  only  a third  of  the  lodges 
in  the  jurisdiction,  gives  some  impression  not  only  of  the  extent  of  our 
State,  but  of  the  magnitude  of  the  labors  devolving  upon  the  Grand 
Master,  and  particularly  upon  the  Grand  hecturer,  if  any  serious  at- 
tempt is  made  at  general  visitation. 

Brother  Henry  M.  Owens,  from  the  Special  Committee, 
appointed  in  1906,  to  investigate  and  report  on  the  status  of 
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Masonry  in  the  Philippine  Islands,  submitted  an  exhaustive 
and  voluminous  report,  showing  that  the  native  lodges 
were  chartered  by  the  piratical  body,  calling  itself  the  Grand 
Orient  of  Spain.  As  to  this  so-called  Grand  Orient,  the 
Committee  submitted  these  resolutions,  which  were. adopted 
by  the  Grand  Lodge : 

Resolved , That  the  Grand  Orient  of  Spain,  or  any  lodge  owing  its 
allegiance  thereto,  is  not  entitled  to  recognition  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
California;  and,  be  it  further 

Resolved , That  all  Masons  owing  allegiance  to  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  California  or  to  the  subordinate  Lodges  thereof  be  and  they  are  here- 
by forbidden  from  holding  any  Masonic  intercourse  or  communication 
with  any  member  or  Lodge,  or  Regional  Grand  Lodge,  owing  allegiance 
to  the  Grand  Orient  of  Spain. 

There  are  330  lodges  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  California. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence,  182  pages,  is  prepared 
by  Brother  Edward  H.  Hart,  who  gives,  to  the  Proceedings 
of  North  Carolina  for  1909,  generous  space  and  kindly  con- 
sideration. He  has  this  to  say  of  the  difference  between 
Mississippi  and  New  Jersey: 

In  the  eyes  of  the  Almighty  a man  is  not  judged  by  the  color  of  his 
skin,  and  theoretically  Masonry  determines  eligibility  for  membership 
only  by  the  test  of  character,  yet  it  is  a fact  that  there  is  only  one 
legitimate  Grand  Jurisdiction  on  earth  that  would  deliberately  charter  a 
negro  lodge  and  that  is  Scotland.  Scotland  would  issue  a charter  to  a 
band  of  Hottentots  if  enough  of  them  could  be  found  to  qualify  for  the 
initial  step,  and  pay  the  requisite  charter  fee  and  Grand  Lodge  dues. 
There  are  colored  men,  regular  Masons,  traveling  over  the  face  of  the 
land,  presenting  themselves  from  time  to  time  for  admission  as  visitors 
into  our  regular  Lodges  and  investigation  invariably  discloses  the  fact 
that  they  carry  a diploma  issued  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland.  In 
the  c Lse  of  New  Jersey,  one  can  scarcely  see  how  censure  can  justly  be 
visited  upon  the  Grand  Lodge  for  the  existence  of  Alpha  Lodge,  No.  116 
and  the  character  of  its  membership,  and,  therefore,  no  reason  why  any 
Grand  Lodge  should  feel  constrained  to  sever  fraternal  intercourse,  yet 
it  is  not  difficult  to  appreciate  the  repugnance  felt  by  Southern  brethren, 
or  Northern  brethren,  so  far  as  that  is  concerned,  toward  negro  Masons.

THE  likeness  of  Grand  Master,  W.  Frank  Pierce,  occupies 
the  fly  leaf  of  the  volume.  Brother  Pterce  was  one  of 
the  best  beloved  Masons  in  the  jurisdiction  of  California  and 
died  on  the  third  of  October,  just  eight  days  before  the 
Communication  of  Grand  Lodge. 

His  address  was  read  by  the  Deputy  Grand  Master, 
Dana  Reid  Weller,  as  acting  Grand  Master.  His  address  is 
a very  able  paper  and  indicates  that  Brother  Pierce  had 
given  careful  consideration  to  every  interest  of  the  Grand 
Lodge. 

The  state  of  the  Craft  generally  is  reported  to  be  in  ex- 
cellent condition,  but  let  the  Grand  Master  tell  it  in  his  own 
words : 

It  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  report  that  Masonry  is  prospering 
throughout  the  entire  jurisdiction.  The  past  year  has  been  one  marked 
by  the  largest  net  gain  in  the  history  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  an  increase  of 
nearly  twenty-seven  hundred  members  and  thirteen  new  Lodges  as  well 
as  by  great  and  substantial  progress  along  lines  which  lead  to  better  fra- 
ternal feeling  among  Lodges  and  members.  Many  elements  have  co- 
operated in  producing  this  result,  chief  among  which  must  be  mentioned 
the  increased  interest  in  the  work  exhibited  by  the  members  and  offi- 
cers. As  a particular  instance  exemplifying  this  it  is  profitable  to  men- 
tion the  large  and  interesting  “get  together  meeting”  in  Los  Angeles  in 
June  of  this  year  on  the  Anniversary  of  St.  John  the  Baptist.  Invitations 
were  issued  to  all  the  Grand  Officers,  Past  Grand  Masters,  Chairmen  of 
Committees  ot  Grand  Lodge,  and  to  every  Mason  in  the  City  of  Los  An- 
geles. Eight  thousand  Masons  and  their  families  were  present  and  roy- 
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ally  entertained  by  the  local  Lodges,  officially  represented  by  the  several 
Masters  and  Wardens.  It  was  indeed  an  enjoyable  occasion,  and  all 
contributing  to  its  success  are  entitled  to  this  expressed  appreciation  of 
their  efforts.  It  would  indeed  be  well  for  Masons  in  other  localities  to 
endeavor  to  “get  together”  and  thus  renew  the  interest  of  the  Brethren 
in  the  work  of  the  Craft.  It  is  hoped  that  the  example  set  in  Los  An- 
geles will  be  followed  from  time  to  time  in  other  parts  of  the  jurisdiction. 

The  Masonic  Homes  at  Decoto  and  San  Gabriel  receive 
the  earnest  consideration  of  the  Grand  Master,  and  in  this 
connection  he  reports,  with  expressions  of  appreciation,  the 
magnificent  gift  of  $40,000  by  the  Grand  Treasurer,  Bro.  Ed- 
ward Coleman,  for  the  erection  of  a hospital  in  connection 
with  the  Home  .at  Decoto.  The  matter  of  building  up  an 
endowment  fund  for  both  establishments  is  receiving  the 
earnest  attention  of  able  members  of  the  Craft  with  the 
probability  that  in  a few  years  this  fund  will  have  been  ac- 
cumulated. This  description  of  the  Orphans’  Home  at  San 
Gabriel  shows  that  it  is  an  ideal  location  with  every  needed 
appointment : 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  California,  while  pleased  with  the  generous 
action  of  the  Brethren  of  Southern  California  in  making  a gift  of  a 
home  for  the  children,  could  not  have  fully  appreciated  the  extent  or 
the  actual  value  of  it.  We  now  possess  a magnificent  piece  of  property, 
containing  ten  acres  of  land  in  the  heart  of  the  beautiful  San  Gabriel 
Valley,  but  a short  distance  from  the  city  limits  of  Los  Angeles.  Elec- 
tric cars  right  to  the  gate,  best  of  school  facilities  and  all  necessary  con- 
veniences. Originally  a natural  park  with  giant  oak  trees  a century  or 
more  old,  it  has  been  beautified  by  a harmonious  intermingling  of 
palms,  evergreens  and  the  bright  foliage  of  the  semi-tropical  trees  and 
plants  that  thrive  in  their  natural  beauty  in  that  climate.  This  im- 
mense building  of  about  one  hundred  large  rooms,  three  stories  in 
height,  was  formerly  a hotel,  and  with  its  wide  liall-ways,  large  parlors 
and  reception  rooms,  cheerful  dining  room  and  commodious  kitchen,  all 
furnished  and  equipped,  its  broad  stairways,  fire  escapes  and  great 
veranda,  over  four  hundred  feet  in  length,  and  twelve  feet  wide,  com- 
pletely embowered  with  climbing  rose  vines,  is  particularly  adapted  to 
our  purposes  anil  was  a gift  for  which  this  Grand  Lodge  owes  a debt  of 
gratitude  to  the  generous  donors. 

The  Special  Committee  on  Grand  Master’s  Address 
made  a report  in  which  the  labors  of  the  deceased  Grand 
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Master  receive  expressions  of  the  highest  pi'aise  and  com- 
mendation ; and  if  anything  else  were  needed  to  display  the 
high  character  of  the  man  and  Mason  it  is  disclosed  in  the 
beautiful  memorial  addresses  offered  by  Bros.  Charles  L. 
Patton  and  William  R.  Davis.  From  the  address  of  the  lat- 
ter brother  we  transcribe  this  beautiful  passage: 

The  memorable  record  of  our  brother  has  been  written  by  the 
Masonic  pen  of  the  past  twenty-five  years.  Not  a blemish  nor  a blot  is 
there,  nor  has  one  erasure  ever  had  to  be  made.  It  is  all  fair,  all  just, 
all  pure.  His  earthly  story  is  told.  He  fought  the  good  fight,  he  fin- 
ished the  course,  he  kept  the  faith.  And  as  his  spirit  rose  from  its.  hab- 
itation of  clay,  now  consigned  to  its  long  home,  the  recording  angel  in 
his  book  on  high  had  no  more  to  do  than  to  turn  to  his  own  transcript 
of  this  earthly  record,  seeing  there  the  sufficient  passport  for  the  soul  of 
William  Frank  Pierce  to  pass  on  through  the  gates  of  pearl. 

Copying  from  the  Report  of  the  Grand  Secretary  we 
extract  this  statement  as  to  lodges  and  membership: 

At  the  close  of  the  last  Annual  Communication  there  were  three 
hundred  and  thirty  lodges  borne  on  the  roll  of  Grand  bodge,  with  a 
membership  of  41,007.  Since  then  thirteen  new  lodges  have  been 
formed,  making  the  total  number  of  lodges  in  this  jurisdiction  at  this 
date  three  hundred  and  forty-three,  with  a membership  of  43,675,  a gain 
during  the  year  of  2,668,  the  largest  in  the  history  of  the  Grand  bodge. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence,  covering  186  pages,  is 
contributed  by  Bro.  Edward  H.  Hart,  and  is  a full  and 
painstaking  review  of  the  Grand  Lodges  whose  Proceedings 
have  come  to  hand.  The  transactions  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  North  Carolina  for  1910  receive  very  full  and  kindly  con- 
sideration. In  his  “conclusion”  Bro.  Hart  reviews  many 
topics  of  interest  to  the  Craft,  among  them  the  matter  of 
controversy  between  Mississippi  and  New  Jersey  as  to  negro 
Masonry.  He  is  partly  right  and  partly  wrong  in  these 
statements : 

Another  subject  that  has  occasioned  a great  deal  of  discussion  during 
the  past  year  has  been  the  rupture  which  has  taken  place  in  the  diplo- 
m itic  relations  between  Mississippi  and  New  Jersey  on  account  of  the 
lodge  of  negro  Masons  chartered  by  the  latter  Jurisdiction. 
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Mississippi  lias  been  followed  by  Oklahoma,  and  other  States,  of 
the  Southern  portion  of  our  country,  threaten  also  to  sever  fraternal  re- 
lations with  New  Jersey. 

Oklahoma  is  the  only  State,  North  or  South,  which  has 
followed  the  example  of  Mississippi,  and  Alabama,  the  near 
neighbor  of  Mississippi,  bas  declined  positively,  and  proper- 
ly, too,  we  think,  to  express  any  disapproval  of  the  action  of 
New  Jersey.  So  far  as  negro  Masonry  is  concerned,  the 
Grand  Lodges,  north,  south,  east  and  west  seem  to  hold 
practically  the  same  views  on  this  subject.  Any  observant 
man  must  see  that  if  New  Jersey  desired,  or  approved,  or 
connived  at  the  creation  of  negro  lodges,  instead  of  one 
feeble  lodge  of  that  kind  she  would  have  very  many.  No- 
where in  America  or  anywhere  else  can  be  found  a finer 
body  of  Masons,  living  up  to  the  ideals  of  the  Craft  and 
practicing  its  tenets  than  in  New  Jersey.  Personally,  we 
consider  the  action  of  the  Grand  Master  of  Mississippi  as  ill- 
advised  and  unfortunate,  and  we  express  the  confident  hope 
that  in  a short  time  this  apparent  difference  will  be  ad- 
justed.

CANADA  —1910. 

55TH  Annual.  Belleville.  July  20, 

THE  likeness  of  the  Grand  Master,  Daniel  Fraser  Mac  watt, 
dressed  in  the  regalia  of  his  office,  occupies  the  fly  leaf. 
His  address,  covering'  nearly  fifty  pages  of  the  volume, 
is  an  exhaustive  account  of  his  official  doings  for  the  year, 
with  a full  statement  of  the  condition  of  the  Craft. 

To  those  who  advocate  the  building  of  Masonic  Homes 
and  their  costly  maintenance  we  would  call  attention  to  the 
excellent  results  from  the  method  pursued  in  Canada.  No 
worthy  case  has  been  overlooked,  and  the  total  amount  dis- 
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bursed  in  actual  charity  to  the  beneficiaries  at  their  homes 
and  among  their  friends  is  very  large,  as  will  be  seen  by 
this  exti'act  from  the  address  of  the  Grand  Master: 

For  the  year  ended  31st  May,  1909,  the  revenue  of  Grand  bodge 
was  $37,446.60;  and  for  the  year  ended  31st  May,  1910,  it  was  $41,207.39 
— an  increase  of  $3,760.79. 

The  expenditure  for  ordinary  purposes  was  $15,186.53,  leaving  a 
surplus  of  $26,020.86,  as  against  one  last  year  of  $20,415.27. 

Grants  for  Benevolence  from  the  ordinary  fund  were  $21,956  30  in 
1908;  $24,362  in  1909,  and  $24,124  in  1910. 

The  grants  for  Benevolence  from  interest  received  from  the  monies 
paid  in  towards  the  Semi-Centennial  Fund  were  $1,210  in  1908;  $2,010  in 
1909,  and  $2,552.34  in  1910. 

The  total  grants  for  Benevolence  for  the  year  just  closed  amounted  to 
$26,676.34. 

The  Grand  Master’s  office  in  Canada  is  no  sinecure,  as 
will  be- seen  by  this  account  of  the  labors  in  one  department, 
that  of  visitation: 

I have  made  36  official  visits  during  the  year,  besides  attending  at 
the  office  of  the  Grand  Secretary  when  necessary,  and  at  St.  Catharines 
and  London  in  connection  with  the  Benevolent  Fund.  This  necessitated 
traveling  12,840  miles.  Two  corner  stones  were  laid,  one  that  of  the 
new  hall  of  Mount  Olivet  Lodge,  No.  300,  Thorndale,  and  the  other  of 
St.  John’s  Episcopal  Church  at  St.  Thomas.  I also  presided  at  one  insti- 
tution and  nine  dedications,  a list  of  which  will  appear  in  the  report  of 
the  Grand  Secretary. 

That  the  Grand  Master  attended  faithfully  to  all  of  his 
duties  is  shown  by  this  extract  from  the  report  of  the  Special 
Committee  on  Grand  Master’s  Address: 

It  has  seldom,  perhaps  never,  been  the  case  that  the  business  of  a 
year’s  history  of  Grand  Lodge  has  been  so  exhaustively  reviewed  in  any 
Grand  Master’s  address. 

The  committee  doubt  whether,  except  in  one  case  only,  any  Grand 
Master  has  been  able  to  devote  so  much  time  and  labor  to  visitations 
throughout  the  jurisdiction  as  have  been  spent  in  that  way  by  our  present 
Grand  Master.  To  have  made  35  official  visits,  covering  18  of  the  22 
districts  of  the  entire  jurisdiction  means  an  amount  of  labor  and  personal 
sacrifice  which  few  who  have  not  had  somewhat  similar  experiences  can 
appreciate. 
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The  application  for  recognition  of  the  Grand  Lodges  of 
Roumania  and  Turkey,  as  well  as  that  of  the  Grand  Orient 
of  Brazil,  were  respectfully  declined. 

There  are  413  Subordinate  Lodges  under  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence,  122  pages,  is  a review 
of  the  transactions  of  70  Grand  Lodges,  North  Carolina  for 
1910  being  one  of  the  number.  This  contribution  is  fur- 
nished by  Past  Grand  Master  A.  T.  Freed,  and  should  be 
studied  by  the  members  of  the  Craft  in  Canada.  In  his  in- 
troduction Brother  Freed  makes  proper  acknowledgment  of 
the  ability  and  skill  of  his  predecessor,  Past  Grand  Master 
Henry  Robertson.  Brother  Freed’s  paper  on  Masonic  Be- 
nevolence is  an  excellent  presentation  of  the  cost  and  effi- 
ciency of  Masonic  Homes,  and  we  commend  it  especially  to 
the  careful  consideration  of  those  brethren  who  are  wild  over 
the  fad  of  building  costly  Masonic  Homes.  The  Canadian 
method,  to  our  mind,  is  the  best  that  can  be  devised.

At  this  communication  the  diplomatic  gallery  is  found 
to  be  full  of  representative  Masons  of  this  Grand  Jurisdic- 
tion, and  North  Carolina  has  the  honor  of  being  represented 
by  one  of  the  foremost  members  of  the  Fraternity,  Past  Grand 
Master  Joseph  W.  Milsom. 

The  annual  address  of  the  retiring  Grand  Master,  George 
W.  Musser,  is  in  every  respect  an  excellent  Masonic  paper. 
Speaking  of  the  condition  of  the  Fraternity,  he  says  in  part: 

It  is,  therefore,  with  profound  gratitude  that  f can  report  that 
among  the  Craft  in  this  Jurisdiction  peace  prevails,  prosperity  abounds, 
and,  above  all,  a spirit  that  makes  for  good,  for  sound  morals,  for  sturdy, 
rugged  manhood  radiates  from  our  Masonic  Podges,  aiding,  strength- 
ening and  ennobling  everything  that  comes  in  contact  with  it.  Without 
design  to  do  so,  without  show  or  ostentation,  but  because  of  its  unfalter- 
ing adherence  to  the  first  principles  of  sound  morality  and  right,  its 
refusal  to  be  led  astray  by  popular  clamor  or  to  pose  for  popular  favor, 
its  quiet  dignity  and  stately  deportment,  Masonry  in  this  Jurisdiction  has 
become  a great  institution,  influential  for  the  advancementof  those  moral 
qualities  that  make  for  the  betterment  of  social  and  civic  conditions. 

He  reviews  the  business  affairs  in  a thorough,  business- 
like form.  He  reports  the  constitution  of  two  lodges  and 
dispensations  for  the  formation  of  five  new  ones. 

He  makes  special  mention  of  a beautiful  gavel  which 
had  been  presented  to  Schiller  Lodge,  No.  41,  by  Bro. 
IMchard  Schweitzer,  and  which  was  made  from  the  tusk  of  a 
prehistoric  animal  found  at  seventy-five  feet  below  the  sur- 
face of  the  bed  of  Tenderfoot  Creek  at  Richardson,  Alaska. 
This  was  shaped,  and  adorned  with  a square  and  compass 
made  of  sdlid  gold. 

On  the  occasion  of  a visit  to  another  lodge,  the  Grand 
Master  saw  three  beautiful  candlesticks,  designed  and  exe- 
cuted by  Brother  Hoefers,  the  Tiler  of  that  lodge.  They 
were  so  very  attractive  that  the  Grand  Master  asked  that 
they  be  sent  to  the  Grand  Lodge  at  this  communication,  and 
they  were  present  to  be  inspected  by  the  brethren. 

The  Grand  Master  gives  deserved  praise  to  the  work  of 
the  Grand  Lecturer,  as  a result  of  whose  labors  uniformity 
of  work  is  becoming  more  general,  and  recommended  that 
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sufficient  compensation  be  allowed  so  as  to  keep  him  con- 
stantly- at  work. 

In  consequence  of  the  influx  of  large  numbers  of  those 
afflicted  with  tuberculosis  and  without  means  to  care  for 
themselves  the  Grand  Lodge  has  for  years  been  considering 
plans  for  the  erection  and  maintenance  of  a tuberculosis 
sanatorium  for  the  benefit  of  destitute  Masons.  It  is  con- 
templated to  memorialize  other  Grand  Lodges  to  take  part 
in  this  act  of  general  benevolence.  Final  consideration  of 
the  memorial  and  its  form  was  deferred  until  the  next 
Annual  Communication. 

The  Grand  Master  refers  to  the  plan  of  erecting  a me- 
morial in  Alexandria,  Virginia,  to  Washington,  the  Mason ; 
but  without  recommendation.  The  special  committee  to 
which  the  matter  was  referred  reported  as  follows: 

That  it  does  not  think  that  we  have  sufficient  information  as  to  the 
objects  and  purposes  of  this  association  to  enable  us  to  make  a recom- 
mendation as  to  the  advisability  of  this  Grand  Lodge  participating  in 
the  organization  of  the  proposed  association.  Your  committee,  however 
does  recommend  that  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  or  his  representative  be 
requested  to  be  present  at  that  meeting  and  report  to  this  Grand  Lodge 
at  its  next  Annual  Communication  the  purposes  of  the  association,  to- 
gether with  any  recommendations  he  may  deem  advisable  in  the  matter. 

We  also  recommend  that  the  expense  of  this  trip  be  defrayed  by  this 
Grand  Lodge. 

From  the  report  of  the  Grand  Secretary  we  find  .the 
number  of  lodges  to  be  118,  and  the  total  membership  to  be 
14,311,  showing  a net  gain  of  765. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Colorado  has  not  yet,  we  are  glad 
to  report,  been  carried  off  its  feet  by  the  fad  for  building 
Masonic  Homes,  but  has  a growing  benevolent  fund,  which 
is  ample  to  provide  for  every  case  of  need.  At  the  close  of 
their  report  the  trustees  made  this  statement : 

The  relief  given  during  the  year  has  been  to  eight  widows,  fifteen 
dependent  children  and  three  indigent  brethren.  Beside  which  one 
widow  received  temporary  relief  to  get  her  out  of  the  hands  of  a loan 
shark,  by  which  she  has  been  enabled  to  support  herself  and  refund  all 
the  money  advanced  to  her. 
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There  are  now  on  the  roll  for  regular  monthly  assistance  Cases  Nos. 
4,  7,  12,  18,  23,  27,  29,  30  and  31,  being  eight  widows,  fourteen  dependent 
children  and  one  indigent  brother. 

The  expense  of  Administration  has  been  kept  at  the  minimum,  as 
shown  by  the  following  table.  The  income  for  the  year  exceeded  the 
relief  given,  as  some  of  the  interest  was  tardy  and  the  Board  was  unable 
to  avail  itself  of  it.  This  excess  is  carried  to  the  credit  of  next  year. 

The  liquor  legislation  assumed  no  definite  shape,  and  on 
a report  of  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  it  was  decided 
to  leave  the  matter  as  it  stands  at  present. 

As  to  the  use  of  cipher  keys  in  the  work  the  Grand 
Lodge  has  not  changed  its  law,  except  as  to  the  restriction 
imposed  by  the  adoption  of  this  resolution: 

A ’esov/ed,  That  this  Grand  Lodge  prohibit  the  use  by  any  one  of  any 
“key”  while  opening  or  closing  a Lodge  or  conferring  the  Degrees,  or 
while  posting  a candidate;  and  that  the  Grand  Lecturer  be  instructed  to 
insert  in  the  receipts  for  these  “keys”  words  of  this  import:  “I  hereby 
agree  not  to  use  this  ‘key  in  the  Lodge  room  during  the  opening  or 
closing  of  the  Lodge  or  while  conferring  the  Degree,  or  while  posting  a 
candidate.  ’ 

The  celebration  of  the  fiftieth  anniversary  of  the  forma- 
tion of  Grand  Lodge  was  held  on  the  evening  of  September 
20,  1910,  in  the  Central  Presbyterian  Church,  Denver,  and 
was  made  notable  by  an  elaborate  programme  of  music  and 
oratory.  Bro.  Lawrence  N.  Greenleaf  read  an  original  poem 
appropriate  to  the  occasion,  and  all  the  addresses  were  suit- 
able and  eloquent.  The  historical  address  of  the  Grand 
►Secretary,  Charles  H.  Jacobson,  whose  portrait  appropriately 
precedes  this  contribution,  is  an  enduring  monument  to  the 
ability,  industry,  and  special  fitness  for  the  work  of  this 
official.  The  record  contains  the  portrait  of  every  Grand 
Master  who  has  ruled  and  guided  the  Craft  in  Colorado  for 
the  last  fifty  years.  So  that  to  the  owner  of  this  volume  of 
proceedings  there  will  be  a portrait  gallery  of  these  eminent 
Masons  and  distinguished  citizens. 

Our  readers,  we  feel  sure,  will  thank  us  for  this  graphic 
extract  from  the  story  of  the  early  days  of  Masonry: 
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No  Arabian  Nights,  no  wondrous  tales  of  far-off  Eastern  lands  were 
ever  half  so  strange  as  the  marvelous*transformation  that  has  here  been 
made.  No  Alladin’s  Lamp  ever  shed  its  magical  rays  on  a fairer, 
grander  scene  than  meets  our  eyes  every  day  from  any  part  of  this,  the 
Queen  City  of  the  Plains. 

Among  the  first  to  arrive  was  a party  of  forty-six  men,  who  left 
Omaha,  Nebraska,  on  September  3,  1858,  reaching  the  mouth  of  Cherry 
Creek  on  November  6,  of  the  same  year;  having  been  sixty-five  days 
making  a journey  that  is  now  accomplished  in  twenty  hours. 

To  come  from  Omaha  to  Denver  in  a palace  car;  to  recline  on  richly 
cushioned  seats;  to  partake  of  choice  viands,  served  by  lordly  waiters  in 
a sumptuous  dining  car;  to  read  and  smoke  choice  cigars  and  take  one’s 
rest  in  a Pullman  berth  while  one  traverses  the  country  at  the  rate  of 
thirty  miles  an  hour,  is  declared  by  many  of  the  present  day  to  be  the 
very  acme  of  tediousness. 

Those  forty -six  men,  however,  did  not  find  the  journey  irksome  or 
devoid  of  interest,  for  they  arrived  at  their  destination  in  splendid 
health  and  spirits,  having  walked  the  entire  distance.  They  had  left 
their  aches  and  pains  and  pessimism  far  behind.  The  daily  walk,  the 
plain  fare,  and  at  night  a blanket  with  the  earth  for  a mattress  and  the 
starry-decked  heavens  for  a canopy,  lulled  to  unbroken  sleep  and  filled 
every  nerve  with  a cheerful  optimism. 

One  of  their  company  was  a gentleman  known  to  all  of  you — Brother 
Andrew  Sagendorf,  Past  Grant!  Master  of  Masons  in  Colorado.  Shortly 
after  their  arrival,  Brother  Sagendorf  and  his  partner  purchased  two  lots 
of  the  Auraria  Townsite  Company,  which  had  been  organized  by  a party 
that  had  preceded  them  a few  weeks. 

By  the  terms  of  the  company  the  purchaser  was  required  to  erect  a 
cabin  sixteen  feet  square  upon  his  lot.  They  built  one  thirty-two  feet 
long  by  sixteen  feet  wide,  with  the  center  over  the  boundary  line  be- 
tween the  lots.  This  cabin  was  the  only  one  in  the  settlement  that  had  a 
window,  Brother  Sagendorf’s  partner  having  purchased  one  in  Omaha  and 
hung  it  to  one  of  the  bows  in  their  wagon.  It  was  a small  affair  of  four 
lights,  of  about  eight  by  ten  inches  each.  They  had  no  door  and  Brother 
Sagendorf  proposed  that  they  cut  down  a cottonwood  ami  split  out  some 
boards  and  make  one,  but  his  partner  said,  “I  believe  1 have  something 
in  the  wagon  that  is  just  the  thing.”  So  he  took  out  the  eud  board, 
brushed  away  the  straw  and  drew  out  several  nice  boards.  “Well,”  said 
Brother  Sagendorf,  “you  are  the  longest-headed  man  that  I have  ever 
seen.  You  not  only  brought  a window,  but  you  have  provided  material 
for  a door.”  “Well,  Andy,”  he  replied,  “I  never  intended  to  tell  you 
about  those  boards,  but  now  that  you  are  perfectly  well  and  strong.  I 
will.  I bought  those  boards  to  make  a box  to  bury  you  in,  for  when  we 
left  Omaha  none  of  us  expected  that  you  would  live  to  ever  cross  the 
plains.” 
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Today,  after  fifty-two  years,  Brother  Sagendorf  and  a Mr.  Sanderson 
are  the  only  ones  living  of  that  entire  party  of  forty-six. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  is  presented  by  the  same 
gifted  reviewer,  Past  Grand  Master  Lawrence  N.  Greenleaf, 
and  covers  two  hundred  twenty-seven  pages  of  this  imposing 
and  beautiful  volume.  In  the  introduction  to  his  twenty- 
sixth  annual  report  Brother  Greenleaf  recites  the  names  of 
distinguished  and  able  brethren  who  were  at  the  Round 
Table  at  the  time  of  his  advent,  and  closes  with  this  partly 
sorrowful  and  partly  triumphant  declaration: 

How  few  of  these  are  now  among  the  living,  yet  their  names  are 
still  recalled  as  those  who  wrought  faithfully  and  left  an  imperishable 
recoril  of  duties  well  performed. 

To  North  Carolina  for  1910  Brother  Greenleaf  gives 
fraternal  consideration  and  nearly  four  and  a half  pages  of 
his  valuable  space.  We  regret  that  we  cannot  reproduce 
Brother  Greenleaf’s  beautiful  poem,  read  at  the  Semi-Cen- 
tennial Celebration  of  Grand  Lodge,  nor  have  we  space  to 
make  note  of  many  things  in  this  admirable  report  which  we 
would  like  to  reproduce.

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In  the  second  paragraph  of  his  exordium  Brother  Gran- 
niss  gives  this  inspiring  account  of  the  condition  of  the 
Craft: 

The  report  of  the  Secretary  will  show  that  the  total  membership  lias 
advanced  materially.  This  fact  should  be  very  gratifying  to  all  of  us 
and  especially  as  the  personnel  of  the  order  is  being  carefully  guarded. 
We  do  not  admit  anyone,  knowingly,  into  our  order  who  is  unworthy, 
or  unable  to  appreciate  the  honor,  beauty,  and  teachings  of  Free  Ma- 
sonry. The  spirit  of  this  jurisdiction  is  one  of  peace,  harmony,  and  good 
works;  and  in  its  relations  to  sister  Grand  Jurisdictions  one  of  peace  and 
good  will.  Not  a murmur  of  discord  has  come  to  my  knowledge  during 
the  year  past.  Masonic  ideals  have  a direct  relation  to  human  society, 
for  that  is  the  place  where  they  are  to  be  wrought  out  in  practicality  by 
the  infusion  of  sweetness  and  light,  beauty,  strength  and  helpfulness; 
by  right  living,  right  thinking,  and  right  doing.  Therefore,  in  our  in- 
tercourse with  our  fellows,  let  us  be  “workmen  that  needeth  not  to  be 
ashamed.” 

He  gives  an  account  of  his  visit  to  Philadelphia,  and 
closes  it  with  this  extract; 

The  cordial  welcome  and  the  many  courtesies  shown  us  on  every 
hand:  the  regal  banquets;  the  substantial  friendships;  the  thoughtful 
and  inspiring  addresses;  the  beautiful  souvenirs,  in  the  way  of  hand- 
somely illustrated  booklets;  and,  finally,  the  report  of  the  proceedings  in 
full,  tastefully  bound;  all  contribute  to  make  this  occasion  an  eventful 
one  and  unforgetable. 

His  later  visit  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Maryland  was  as 
full  of  pleasure  and  enjoyment,  and  he  says  of  it: 

It  was  a repetition  of  Philadelphia  hospitality,  and  that  means,  as  I 
have  said,  a use  of  a large  part  of  the  English  language  to  explain. 
Here  again  was  experienced  the  agreeable  impression  of  coming  into 
contact  with  representative  men  from  all  over  the  country;  and  the 
character  of  the  men,  together  with  the  cordiality  of  fraternal  inter- 
course, gave  us,  in  parting,  the  desire  to  meet  again  and  clasp  one  an- 
other by  the  hand. 

The  Grand  Master  made  many  visits  to  the  lodges  of  his 
own  jurisdiction,  which  were  productive  of  pleasure  to  the 
Grand  Master  and  of  profit  to  the  brethren. 
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There  is  a long  list  of  special  dispensations,  all  of  which 
were  approved. 

Of  the  Masonic  Home,  of  which  the  Craft  is  justly 
proud,  the  Grand  Master  says  in  part: 

It  is  our  home.  We  are  responsible  for  its  being  and,  likewise,  for 
its  maintenance.  We  are  proud  of  it;  for  it  is  a living  illustration  of  the 
vitality  of  Masonic  principles  to  the  people  of  Connecticut.  About  one 
hundred  persons  are  now  being  sheltered  and  protected  by  it.  The 
financial  interests  of  the  Home,  and,  in  fact,  all  that  pertains  to  its  wel- 
fare, are  carefully  looked  after  by  a most  capable  Board  of  Managers. 
These  men  give  freely  of  their  time  and  thought  for  the  work,  without 
receiving  a penny  for  remuneration,  simply  because  their  hearts  are  in 
it.  And  I know  of  no  institution  whose  affairs  are  more  carefully  man- 
aged than  those  of  our  own  Masonic  Home. 

We  can  have  some  appreciation  of  the  great  value 
which  the  Grand  Master  holds  of  the  Eastern  Star  organiza- 
tion by  this  quotation : 

It  would  be  impossible  for  me  to  tell  of  all  the  good  things  which 
this  Order  is  doing.  It  is  a most  worthy  adjunct  to  our  Connecticut 
Masonry,  and  its  work  is  most  certainly  deeply  and  heartily  apprecia- 
ted. In  fact,  the  Order  furnishes  us  a most  inspiring  example,  and  one 
which  we  might  well  emulate,  in  its  interest  in  and  support  of  the 
Home.  The  Grand  Matron  was  present  on  the  Grand  Masters’  Day  and 
delivered  a most  interesting  and  valuable  address. 

The  Special  Committee  on  Legislation  made  this  re- 
port : 

Your  Committee  appointed  to  procure  such  legislation  as  was 
thought  to  be  necessary  to  protect  legitimate  Masonry  against  impostors 
as  pretended  Masons,  collectively  or  as  individuals,  beg  leave  to  report 
that  they  have  attended  to  the  duty  assigned  them  and  very  largely 
through  the  efforts  of  Past  Grand  Masters  Edward  E.  Fuller  and  Benja- 
min F.  Turner,  the  former  a member  of  the  House  aud  the  latter  of  the 
Senate,  have  succeeded  in  having  placed  upon  the  statute  books,  a law 
making  it  a misdemeanor  and  punishment  by  fine,  to  impose  in  any 
way  upon  the  Masonic  Craft  or  upon  any  other  of  the  legitimate,  frater- 
nal Societies  or  Orders,  so  that  the  wearing  of  a button  or  other  insig- 
nia, the  use  of  anything  purporting  to  be  the  ritual,  or  making  of  any 
demonstrations  with  intent  to  deceive,  is  punishable,  and  only  needs 
prompt  and  proper  action  on  the  part  of  those  knowing  of  such  imposi- 
tion to  eventually  rid  the  Jurisdiction  of  fraud  and  clandestine  methods. 
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The  Report  on  Correspondence,  178  pages,  is  again  the 
excellent  work  of  Past  Grand  Master,  Frank  W.  Havens. 
He  gives  the  transactions  of  North  Carolina  for  1909  the 
flattering  space  of  five  pages.  We  quote  his  conclusion  as 
expressing  our  own  thought : 

I am  offering  no  apologies  for  tills  report,  though  sufficient  and 
reasonable  ones  might  be  made  for  its  shortcomings.  It  has  been  writ- 
ten for  the  enlightenment  of  the  Craft  of  Connecticut  rather  than  foT 
other  criticism,  though  such  criticisms  are  welcomed  from  any  good 
brother  who  feels  the  spirit  move.  We  are  never  too  old  to  learn,  espec- 
ially by  being  led  “to  see  ourselves  as  others  see  us.” 

For  the  many  kind  words  of  welcome  to  the  “round  table,”  a 
thousand  thanks.

CUBA— 1909-1910. 

THIS  volume  is  adorned  with  photographs  of  two  Masonic 
Temples,  and  a group  picture  of  the  Grand  Lodge  Of- 
ficers. 

As  these  proceedings  are  written  in  Spanish,  of  which 
we  have  no  knowledge,  we  must  content  ourselves  with  the 
address  of  the  Grand  Master,  Calixto  Fajardo,  which  has 
been  translated  into  English,  for  an  idea  as  to  the  condition 
of  the  Craft. 

Many  dispensations  were  issued  for  the  formation  of 
new  lodges,  but  unfortunately,  a few  of  the  weaker  lodges 
surrendered  their  charters. 

We  quote  from  the  Grand  Master’s  address: 

Freemasonry  has  great  and  important  duties  to  fulfill  in  Cuba  and 
broad  fields  in  which  to  labor.  If  we  have  always  said  and  proclaimed 
that  moral  perfection  of  mankind  is  our  aim,  virtue  our  guide,  and  truth 
our  motto,  the  Masonic  fraternity  has  to  play  a very  important  role  in 
this  country  where  we  live. 

You  know,  and  lament  with  me,  how  immorality  has  pervaded  all 
our  social  spheres;  how  unruleness  threatens  all  the  organisms,  and  how 
cynically  the  most  demolishing  ideas  are  proclaimed  and  upheld, 
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To  counteract  these  bad  doctrines,  Freemasonry  only  demands  its 
affiliates  to  be  a living  example,  within  their  respective  spheres,  of  the 
virtues  we  daily  proclaim,  as  true  devotees  of  sincerity  and  honesty. 
We  must  not  forget,  Brethren,  that  the  people  that  watches  us  under- 
stand that  the  word  Mason  means  a perfect  man.  And  be  sure  that  the 
faults  that  each  of  us  commits,  are  an  attack  to  the  good  name,  prestige 
and  progress  of  the  most  honorable  of  human  institutions.  Let  social 
discipline,  purity  of  customs,  truthfulness  of  speech,  and  honesty  in  our 
actions  be  the  duties  to  which  all  that  come  within  the  Square  and  Com- 
passes pledge  themselves. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence,  which,  unfortunately, 
is  to  us  a sealed  book,  gives  a place  to  the  transactions  of 
North  Carolina,  and  is  contributed  by  Bro.  F.  DeP.  Rodri- 
guez.

DELAWARE-1910. 

J09TH  Annual.  Wilmington.  October  5. 

THE  likeness  of  the  retiring  Grand  Master,  Edward  B. 
Mode,  forms  the  frontispiece. 

At  the  close  of  his  year’s  service  as  Grand  Master, 
Brother  Mode  made  a full  accounting'  of  his  official  doings. 

Under  the  head  of  visitations,  he  stated  that  being  per- 
sonally unable  to  accept  the  invitation  to  attend  the  Annual 
Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Virginia,  Past  Grand 
Master,  Thomas  J.  Day,  represented  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Delaware. 

The  Grand  Master  says  of  this  visit  by  proxy: 

On  his  return  he  presented  me  for  this  Grand  Lodge  a set  of  Ma- 
sonic working  tools  made  from  timber  taken  from  the  old  Temple  at 
Richmond,  Va.  I now  beg  to  present  them  to  this  Grand  Lodge,  with 
the  compliments  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Virginia,  being  tendered  by 
their  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  Brother  Joseph  W.  Eggleston. 

I acknowledged  receipt  of  the  gift,  thanking  Grand  Master  Eggle- 
ston for  his  kindness  and  extended  our  fraternal  greetings  to  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Virginia. 
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The  Grand  Master  adverted  to  the  plan,  generally  ap- 
proved, to  erect  a permanent  Memorial  to  Washington,  the 
Mason,  in  Alexandria,  Virginia,  and  this  met  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

The  Grand  Master  reported,  that  like  his  predecessors, 
he  was  able  to  visit  every  lodge  in  the  jurisdiction. 

The  matter  of  territorial  jurisdiction  having  led  to  some 
controversy,  the  Grand  Master  recommended  that  the  law 
in  this  regard,  be  so  changed  as  to  give  the  Grand  Master  in 
future  the  authority  to  consider  accessibility  as  well  as  prox- 
imity between  lodges,  but  the  Grand  Lodge  failed  to  accept 
his  view. 

Foreign  relations  are  reported  by  Brother  Mode  to  be 
most  harmonious. 

“At  the  request  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Maryland, 
Grand  Master  Mode  directed  the  Grand  Secretary  to  procure 
a Past  Grand  Master’s  apron,  to  be  placed  with  the  collec- 
tions of  Masonic  emblems  and  souvenirs,  in  the  Museum  in 
the  Masonic  temple  in  Baltimore,  Md.  ” 

On  recommendation  of  the  Grand  Master  the  Jurispru- 
dence Committee  reported  the  following  resolution  which 
was  adopted : 

Resolved , That  this  Grand  Lodge  hold  Territorial  Jurisdiction  only 
over  rejected  material;  the  rejecting  lodges  to  hold  perpetual  Jurisdic- 
diction  if  the  applicant  resides  in  the  Jurisdictfon  or  having  left  the 
Jurisdiction  and  returning  to  it,  without  having  become  a member  of 
the  fraternity,  the  original  lodge  resumes  Jurisdiction.  On  motion  of 
house  adopted. 

Grand  Master  Mode  was  inclined  to  recommend  recog- 
nition of  the  Grand  Lodge  Valle  de  Mexico,  but  now  by 
reason  of  the  dissensions  in  that  Grand  Lodge  he  has  taken 
a more  cautious  view  of  the  matter,  and  he  and  the  Juris- 
prudence Committee  have  concluded  to  refer  the  matter  to 
the  Committee  on  Correspondence. 

This  small  but  compact  jurisdiction  seems  to  be  de- 
termined to  have  a Masonic  Home,  an  institution  which  to 
us  seems  to  be  entirely  unnecessary  at  this  time.  We  take 
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these  paragraphs  from  the  argument  of  the  Grand  Master, 
and  feel  sure  that  with  the  favor  which  the  enterprise  seems 
to  have  won,  the  home  may  be  considered  as  assured. 

The  Grand  Master  says: 

The  sentiment  all  along  the  line  seems  so  encouraging  that  I feel  we 
can  really  build  a Home  and  that  all  that  is  needed  is  just  a little  energy 
properly  extended  and  the  Home  will  be  ours  before  we  fully  realize  it. 
To  do  this,  we  must  not  defer  action  from  year  to  year,  but  take  action 
and  go  ahead  with  the  work. 

I would  recommend  that  a committee  be  appointed  to  be  known  as 
“Masonic  Home  Committee,”  with  power  to  procure  a Masonic  Home 
for  this  Grand  Lodge,  at  any  time  in  their  judgment  they  feel  justified 
in  so  doing,  provided  they  have  sufficient  funds  pledged  to  pay  for  same 
in  full  without  placing  any  debit  for  purchasing  such  a Home  upon  this 
Grand  Lodge. 

The  Grand  Lodge  donated  $25.00  to  the  Homoeopathic 
hospital,  and  $75.00  to  the  Delaware  hospital. 

In  the  Grand  Jurisdiction  of  Delaware  there  are  twenty- 
two  lodges  with  a membership  of  3, 131. 

The  wonderfully  full  Report  on  Correspondence,  com- 
pressed into  66  pages,  is  the  work  of  Past  Deputy  Grand 
Master,  Bro.  L.  H.  Jackson.  North  Carolina  transactions 
for  1910  are  very  fully  reviewed  and  received  more  than  the 
average  space.  The  Craft  of  Delaware  has  the  opportunity 
of  knowing  what  is  taking  place  in  other  jurisdictions,  and 
if  they  fail  to  read  these  instructive  reports  the  fault  is 
theirs.

THE  portrait  of  the  retiring  Grand  Master,  Henry  K. 
" Simpson,  occupies  the  fly  leaf,  and  portraits  of  two 
deceased  Grand  Masters,  J.  M.  Yznaga  and  D.  G.  Dixon,  are 
found  further  on  in  the  volume. 
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In  printing,  paper,  and  general  execution  the  book  is  all 
that  could  be  asked  for,  and  it  needs  only  an  index  to  make 
it  perfect. 

The  first  communication  as  usual  is  devoted  to  the  ex- 
emplification of  the  work. 

There  were  three  Special  Communications  of  Grand 
Lodge,  two  for  giving  Masonic  burial  to  Past  Grand  Masters 
Yznaga  and  Dixon,  and  one  for  the  purpose  of  taking  over 
to  the  ownership  and  care  of  .the  Grand  Lodge  the  new 
Masonic  Temple. 

The  application  for  recognition  of  the  Grand  Ottoman 
Orient  was  given  the  attention  of  the  Committee  on  Corre- 
spondence during  three  communications,  but  no  final  report 
was  made. 

On  the  recommendation  of  this  same  committee  an 
annual  contribution  of  $20  was  made  to  the  publications  of 
the  International  Bureau  for  Masonic  Intercourse,  which  was 
founded  and  endorsed  by  the  Swiss  Grand  Lodge  Alpina  in 
1903.  This  bureau  asked  for  an  annual  subscription  of  $2 
per  lodge,  but  is  willing  to  accept  the  support  of  Grand 
Lodge  on  its  own  terms. 

The  following  resolution,  which  commends  itself  to  us, 
was  presented  to  Grand  Lodge : 

Resolved,  That  from  and  after  the  adoption  of  this  resolution  it 
shall  be  optional  with  the  Grand  Master  whether  or  not  a Masonic 
funeral  may  be  accorded  a deceased  Bntered  Apprentice  or  Fellow  Craft 
Mason  of  this  jurisdiction. 

The  resolution  having  been  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Jurisprudence,  the  committee  after  extensive  citations  of 
authorities,  closed  its  adverse  report  as  follows,  and  the  view 
of  the  committee  was  concurred  in : 

From  the  foregoing  your  committee  is  of  opinion  that  the  right  or 
privilege  of  Masonic  burial  cannot  properly  be  accorded  to  the  remains 
of  Bntered  Apprentices  and  Fellow  Crafts.  If,  however,  the  Grand 
Lodge,  in  its  wisdom,  takes  a contrary  view,  your  committee  wishes  to 
suggest  that  as  Masonry  recognizes  no  distinctions  between  its  members 
in  the  bestowal  of  its  honors,  the  right  or  privilege  of  Masonic  burial 
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should  be  accorded  to  the  remains  of  all  Entered  Apprentices  and  Fellow 
Crafts,  or  to  none,  and  that  such  a matter  should  not  be  left  to  the  dis- 
cretion of  anyone. 

The  centennial  observance  of  the  creation  of  Grand 
Lodge  is  to  be  appropriately  celebrated,  and  the  following  is 
a tentative  outline  of  the  general  plan: 

Further  consideration  of  the  subject  has  led  the  committee  to  the 
conclusion  that  too  much  was  crowded  into  a single  day’s  celebration, 
under  the  tentative  program  referred  to.  As  February  19,  1911,  the 
one  hundredth  anniversary  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  falls  on  Sunday,  a pro- 
gram is  now  in  contemplation  which  will  embrace  among  other  features 
a formal  reception  by  the  Grand  Lodge  on  the  evening  of  February  18, 
1 91 1 , after  which  dancing  or  some  other  form  of  entertainment  for  the 
ladies  will  be  provided.  The  following  day  it  is  proposed  that  the 
Grand  Lodge,  properly  escorted,  shall  attend  divine  services,  where  a 
sermon  appropriate  to  the  occasion  will  be  delivered.  It  is  proposed,  on 
the  following  day,  that  the  Grand  Lodge  meet,  in  special  communica- 
tion, in  the  forenoon  in  order  that  appropriate  entries  may  be  made  of 
record  in  its  minutes  respecting  the  observance  of  the  occasion,  and 
that  a banquet  be  given  by  the  Grand  Lodge  in  the  evening  of  that  day. 

Past  Grand  Master  George  W.  Baird  presented  to  the 
Grand  Lodge  a replica  of  the  famous  Houdin  bust  of  John 
Paul  Jones,  and  it  was  accepted  and  the  thanks  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  were  extended  to  Brother  Baird  by  a rising  vote. 

The  Craft  of  the  District  of  Columbia  is  in  a prosperous 
condition,  growing  in  wealth,  numbers  and  usefulness. 

In  his  annual  address,  Grand  Master  Simpson  reviewed 
the  work  of  a very  active  and  successful  administration,  and 
received  the  hearty,  genuine  commendation  of  his  brethren. 
For  the  benefit  of  the  members  of  the  North  Carolina  Craft 
we  quote  at  length  Brother  Simpson’s  account  of  his  treat- 
ment at  the  dedication  of  the  Masonic  Temple  at  Raleigh, 
January  13,  1909: 

Immediately  on  my  installation  I bad  placed  in  my  bands  an  invita- 
tion, previously  received  by  M.  W.  Bro.  Coolidge,  for  the  Grand  Master 
of  this  jurisdiction  to  accept  the  hospitalities  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
North  Carolina  on  the  occasion  of  the  dedication  of  its  new  Temple  in 
Raleigh,  January  13,  1909. 
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Being  able  to  arrange  niy  business  affairs,  Mrs.  Simpson  and  myself 
accepted  the  kind  invitation  and  three  days  of  unalloyed  pleasure  were 
spent  with  my  brethren  of  the  old  North  State. 

I attended  the  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  then  in  annual  com- 
munication, on  the  evening  of  January  12,  and  my  presence  was  frater- 
nally recognized,  and  at  the  dedication  on  the  succeeding  day,  which 
was  an  open  service,  this  jurisdiction  was  honored  by  having  a place  on 
their  program,  which  I endeavored  to  fill  to  the  best  of  my  ability. 

I congratulate  the  brethren  of  North  Carolina  on  the  possession  of  a 
Temple  beautiful  in  its  proportions  and  well  adapted  to  the  needs  of  the 
craft,  and  under  the  able  management  of  the  building  committee  I have 
110  doubt  they  will  soon  be  able  to  present  the  same  free  of  debt. 

I cannot  mention  all  by  name  to  whom  I am  indebted  for  courtesies, 
but  the  sincere  thanks  of  Mrs.  Simpson  and  myself  are  tendered  to 
M.  \V.  Bro.  Gattis,  Grand  Master;  R.  W.  Bro.  Drewry,  Grand  Secretary; 
and  Past  Grand  Master  Franois  D.  Winston,  whose  personal  guest  I 
was,  and  who  was  unremitting  in  his  attentions  to  Mrs.  Simpson  and 
myself. 

These  were  red  letter  days  in  my  year  and  such  courtesies  make  the 
office  of  Grand  Master  a pleasure  and  delight. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence,  a review  of  78  Grand 
Jurisdictions,  and  covering  160  pages  of  the  volume,  is,  as 
usual,  the  excellent  work  of  Past  Grand  Master  George  W. 
Baird.  He  has  given  to  the  transactions  of  North  Carolina 
for  1909  fraternal  consideration  and  more  than  the  average 
space.  He  approves  of  the  sensible  rulings  of  Grand  Master 
S.  M.  Gattis. 

We  would  be  glad  to  make  extensive  quotations  from 
Brother  Baird’s  report,  but  must  needs -content  ourselves 
with  this  interesting  story  of  how  the  negro  lodge  was 
established  in  New  Jersey.  This  is  news  to  us  and  we  copy 
it  for  the  benefit  of  equally  ignorant  North  Carolina  Masons 
and  in  justice  to  the  Craft  of  New  Jersey.  This  is  the 
story ; 

If  our  information  is  correct  New  Jersey  has  never  chartered  a negro 
lodge. 

Negroes  of  the  Prince  Hall  (irregular)  ilk  asked  that  Grand  Lodge 
if  they  might  be  healed  and  taken  into  regular  Masonry.  This  was  re- 
fused by  the  Grand  Lodge.  Later  on  a number  of  respectable  members 
of  lodges  in  the  State  demitted  and  secured  a charter  for  a new  lodge. 
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Their  lodge  was  instituted,  consecrated,  etc.,  and  they  began  work  as  .a 
lodge.  They  initiated,  passed  and  raised  the  very  mulattoes  of  the 
Prince  Hall  ilk  who  had  previously  sought  admission  into  regular 
Masonry,  charging  the  prescribed  fees  and  imposing  the  regular  dues, 
the  same  as  if  the  aforesaid  mulattoes  had  never  been  Masons. 

Now,  it  must  be  admitted,  that  inasmuch  as  every  lodge  has,  from 
time  immemorial,  enjoyed  the  inalienable  right  of  making  its  own 
membership,  the  Grand  Lodge  was  powerless  to  interrupt  that  lodge 
without  a violation  of  ancient  Masonic  principles. 

But  the  white  members  who  had  inaugurated  that  “Fifteenth 
Amendment”  lodge  quietly  dimitted  and  affiliated  with  their  original 
lodges,  leaving  the  mulatto  lodge  intact.

|~HE  likeness  of  the  Grand  Master  elect,  Louis  C.  Massey, 
■ occupies  the  fly  leaf  of  the  volume. 

The  address  of  Bro.  Massey  occupies  fifty-six  pages  of 
the  volume,  and  is  an  unusually  lengthy  document,  but  in  it 
he  reports  in  detail  every  important  circumstance  coming 
under  his  supervision. 

He  reports  very  fully  the  names  of  the  distinguished 
dead  in  other  jurisdictions. 

Fourteen  lodges  were  constituted;  dispensations  were 
issued  for  the  formation  of  nine  new  lodges ; and  the  fre- 
quent ceremonies  of  laying  corner  stones  were  performed 
either  in  person  or  by  proxy. 

Under  the  head  of  Foreign  Relations  the  Grand  Master 
reports  the  severance  of  fraternal  relations  between  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Texas  and  the  Grand  Lodge  Benito  Juares, 
which  latter  is  only  a political  club  masquerading  under  the 
name  of  Masonry.  The  applications  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
Yalle  de  Mexico,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Salvador,  and  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Roumania,  upon  recommendation  of  the 
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Committee  on  Correspondence,  were  declined.  The  Grand 
Orient  of  Greece  entered  an  insolent  protest  because  of  the 
failure  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Florida  to  recognize  it,  and 
the  Committee  on  Correspondence  promptly  disposed  of  it 
and  other  so-called  Grand  Lodg'es  of  like  ilk. 

The  report  of  Past  Grand  Master  James  Cornell,  as  to 
the  conference  of  Grand  Masters  held  in  Philadelphia,  is  in- 
cluded in  the  Grand  Master’s  Message. 

A long  list  of  special  dispensations  granted  and  refused 
is  printed  in  detail. 

The  Grand  Master  made  man}-  official  visits,  one  of 
which  he  reports  as  follows: 

On  September  30,  at  night,  I visited  Mariou-Dunn  Lodge  No.  19  at 
Ocala.  Past  Grand  Master  Marcus  Endel  was  present  and  conferred  the 
Master’s  degree.  District  Deputy  Grand  Master  Gottlieb  was  also 
present,  and  took  the  place  of  the  Senior  Deacon.  As  Brother  Gottlieb 
is  practically  letter-perfect  in  the  work,  it  is  unnecessary  to  say  that  the 
degree  was  well  conferred  with  the  Chairman  of  the  Grand  Lodge  Com- 
mittee on  Work  in  the  East  and  Brother  Gottlieb  in  charge  of  the  floor 
work. 

The  ladies  of  the  Eastern  Star  took  charge  of  what  the  old  Masons 
used  to  call  “The  Knife  and  Fork  Degree,’’  and  besides  seeing  that  due 
preparation  was  made  for  it,  graced  this  degree  by  their  presence. 

In  relation  to  the  hurricane  at  Key  West,  October  11, 
1910,  the  Grand  Master  reports  having  received  from  Brother 
Oscar  Lawler,  Grand  Master  of  California,  a telegram  au- 
thorizing him  to  draw  on  the  Secretary  of  that  Grand  Lodge 
for  $500,  and  this  was  notably  the  only  tender  of  the  kind 
made.  This  generous  action  was  appropriately  acknowl- 
edged by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Florida. 

Forty-two  decisions  were  made,  and  these  were  gen- 
erally approved,  after  some  pruning  and  modification  by  the 
Committee  on  Jurisprudence. 

The  funds  for  the  Masonic  Home  and  Orphanage  are 
growing,  but  more  slowly  than  is  desired  by  the  friends  of 
the  enterprise. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence,  178  pages,  is  furnished 
by  Past  Grand  Master,  Silas  B.  Wright,  and  is  easily  one  of 
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the  best  and  most  instructive  which  has  come  to  our  table. 
He  gives  the  Proceedings  of  North  Carolina  for  1909  appro- 
priate and  fraternal  consideration.  His  conclusion  should 
be  read  and  studied  by  the  intelligent  Masons  of  his  juris- 
diction. We  regret  that  our  limited  space  forbids  quotation 
from  this  valuable  paper.

TPIE  volume  is  adorned  with  the  portraits  of  the  retiring 
Grand  Master,  Thomas  H.  Jeffries,  and  of  his  success- 
or in  office,  Bro.  Henry  Banks. 

The  exordium  of  Grand  Master  Jeffries  is  a beautiful 
and  eloquent  presentation  of  the  vital  principles  of  Masonry, 
but  no  man  yet  has  advanced  to  the  Grand  East  in  Georgia, 
who  possessed  the  poetic  spirit  and  oriental  imagery  of  Max 
Meyerhardt. 

The  tributes  to  the  distinguished  members  of  the  Geor- 
gia Craft,  who  have  fallen  on  sleep,  are  very  eloquent  and 
indicate  the  sincere  respect  and  affection  in  which  they  were 
held  by  the  fraternity. 

The  Grand  Master  is  opposed  to  conferring  degrees  out 
of  time  and  has  granted  but  a few  of  these,  but  the  number 
of  miscellaneous  dispensations  requires  over  six  pages  in  the 
recital. 

He  rendered  but  one  decision,  that  of  declaring  that  the 
manufacture  or  sale  of  near  beer  was  a Masonic  offense,  and 
he  was  sustained  by  the  Jurisprudence  Committee  and  the 
Grand  Lodge. 

His  visitations  were  numerous  and  of  those  outings,  he 
says,  in  part : 

Everywhere  I have  received  a cordial  welcome  and  enjoyed  to  the 
uttermost  the  friendly  association  of  my  brethren.  Their  hospitality

has  been  gracious,  their  welcome  joyous,  and  their  words  of  commenda- 
tion have  filled  me  with  gratitude  and  joy. 

My  observations  have  convinced  me  that  the  higher  ideals  of  Ma- 
sonry are  being  more  and  more  appreciated  by  the  Craft.  The  brethren 
are  seeking  to  illustrate  more  and  more  in  their  own  lives  the  moral 
precepts  taught,  and  while  eager  to  learn,  they  are  equally  anxious  to 
teach  the  great  lessons  of  Free  Masonry. 

I have  been  peculiarly  and  delightfully  impressed  with  the  large 
number  of  invitations  to  lay  the  corner-stones  or  dedicate  the  new  halis 
of  the  Craft  throughout  the  State.  The  zeal  and  enthusiasm  with  which 
the  brethren  have  undertaken  to  acquire  and  own  their  own  Lodge 
halls,  and  to  properly  and  beautifully  furnish  them,  is  a matter  of  sin- 
cere congratulation  and  highest  commendation. 

The  Grand  Master  is  enthusiastic  in  his  support  of  the 
Masonic  Home  and  its  requirements.  The  institution  is 
said  to  be  in  excellent  condition,  and  meeting  the  needs  of 
the  fraternity.  He  says  in  part : 

The  work  of  the  Home  during  the  past  year  has  been  extremely 
satisfactory. 

A larger  average  of  inmates  have  been  kept,  and  at  a lower  cost  per 
capita,  than  ever  before.  Demands  have  been  made  upon  the  Home  for 
its  full  capacity,  practically  throughout  the  year.  The  old  have  been 
nourished  and  cherished,  some  soothed  in  their  dying  hours,  and  at  last 
laid  away  in  honored  graves  by  loving  hands. 

The  young  have  been  nurtured  and  tutored  with  tenderest  care. 

All  have  been  made  as  happy  and  content  as  the  skill  and  ingenuity 
of  a wise  Superintendent  and  loving  Matron  could  insure. 

As  the  years  go  by,  larger  demands  will  be  made  upon  the  Home. 
The  wisdom  of  the  Grand  Lodge  must  be  displayed  in  devising  means 
to  meet  the  growing  demands  of  the  Institution.  Provision  must  be 
made  for  the  sure  and  suitable  equipment  to  meet  the  conflicts  of  life  of 
the  children  graduating  out  of  the  Home.  As  is  the  name  and  fame  of 
the  private  home  made  honorable  and  fair  by  the  conduct  and  character 
of  those  who  go  out  of  it,  so  shall  the  name  and  fame  of  our  Home,  in 
future,  depend  upon  the  merit  of  the  lives  it  has  fashioned. 

The  highest  mead  of  honor  and  praise  is  due  to  our  efficient,  faith- 
ful and  earnest  Superintendent.  His  work  is  worthy  the  highest  com- 
mendation and  his  worth  the  highest  praise. 

The.  Masons  of  Georgia  are  making  provisions  for  the 
building  of  a temple  which  will  be  ample  for  the  accommo- 
dation of  the  Grand  Lodge  and  its  committees. 
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The  finances  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  while  not  plethoric, 
are  in  a healthy  condition.  There  are  579  lodges  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  with  a total  membership  of 
32,708,  a net  gain  of  2,652  in  the  year. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence,  134  pages,  is  the  labor 
of  Bro.  A.  Q.  Moody.  The  Proceedings  of  North  Carolina 
for  1909  receive  the  fraternal  consideration  of  Brother 
Moody  and  the  unusual  space  of  nearly  four  pages. 

We  are  glad  to  find  that  we  are  in  accord  with  Brother 
Moody  in  many  things.  We  quote  this  admonition  from 
his  excellent  “conclusion”: 

There  is  only  one  safe  coarse  to  pursue:  feed  the  hungry,  clothe  the 
naked,  minister  to  the  sick,  comfort  the  afflicted,  whisper  words  of  con- 
solation to  the  sorrowing. 

When  you  have  done  all  this,  you  will  reach  the  only  real  happi- 
ness attainable  in  this  world,  and  when  the  end  comes,  you  may  be  like 
one — 

“Who  wraps  the  drapery  of  his  couch  about  him 
And  lies  down  to  pleasant  dreams.”

IDAHO— 1910. 

43RD  Annual.  Boise.  September  13. 

THE  likeness  of  the  incoming  Grand  Master,  Byron  S. 
■ Defenbach,  occupies  the  fly  leaf. 

The  address  of  the  retiring  Grand  Master,  George  F. 
Gagon,  is  an  excellent  showing  of  the  labors  of  his  adminis- 
tration. He  reports  the  condition  of  the  Craft  to  be  excel- 
lent, with  large  gains  during  the  past  year. 

The  Grand  Representative  system  does  not  appeal  to 
Brother  Gagon,  who  thinks  that  it  is  entirely  useless  and 
sought  only  by  those  who  want  the  empty  title  of  Grand 
Representative.  He  thinks  the  appointment  of  Grand  Rep- 
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resentatives  should  be  stopped,  but  the  Jurisprudence  Com- 
mittee and  the  Grand  Lodge  failed  to  accept  his  views. 

Linder  the  head  of  “Questions  Answered”  he  reports 
the  following,  which  met  with  with  the  approval  of  the  juris- 
prudence Committee  and  the  Grand  Lodge  as  well.  (The 
italics  are  ours) : 

Q.  Can  a brother  who  has  been  suspended  for  non-payment  of  dues, 
become  a regular  member  again,  by  payment  of  such  dues? 

A.  Any  suspended  Mason  may  at  any  time  reinstate  himself  by  the 
payment  of  the  arrearages  due  at  the  time  of  his  suspension,  together 
with  such  further  dues  as  would  have  accrued  against  him , had  he  re- 
tained his  membership.  Section  13,  page  34,  Code  and  Digest. 

To  our  mind  this  is  entirely  wrong.  When  a brother  is 
suspended  for  non-payment  of  dues  he  loses  all  of  his  lodge 
privileges ; but  if  ever  reinstated,  is  required  to  pay  for  the 
period  when  he  had  no  privileges. 

Under  the  head  of  “Decisions”  we  find  this  question  and 
answer  in  reference  to  the  extent  to  which  the  cipher  may 
be  handled  by  the  lodge  officers : 

O.  Is  the  Worshipful  Master  of  the  Dodge  permitted  to  allow  the 
Wardens  and  Senior  Deacon  the  use  of  the  “Key,”  in  order  that  they 
may  perfect  themselves  in  the  “Idaho  Work”  ? 

A.  My  answer  is  yes,  under  the  same  regulations  and  restrictions 
by  which  it  was  placed  in  your  charge.  At  page  56  of  the  Proceedings 
of  the  Grand  Lodge,  1908,  under  the  head  of  “Report  of  the  Committee 
on  Jurisprudence”  is  found  the  following:  “But  suggest  that  such 

officers  (Wardens  and  Senior  Deacon)  be  allowed  the  privilege  of  using 
the  “Key  in  the  Master’s  possession,  at  any  and  all  reasonable  times.” 
I therefore  decide,  that  it  is  your  privilege  to  allow  any  one  of  the 
officers  above  named  to  have  the  use  of  the  “Key”  at  any  and  all  reason- 
able times,  but  as  you  are  responsible  for  its  safe  keeping,  it  is  your 
plain  duty  to  know  which  of  said  officers  has  it  in  charge,  and  you  may 
take  his  receipt  for  it  for  the  time  being  if  you  so  desire,  remembering 
always  that  you  are  the  legal  custodian  of  the  same,  and  that  you  will  be 
held  responsible  in  case  it  be  lost,  and  you  should  maintain  the  same 
watchful  care  over  it  as  though  you  had  it  in  your  immediate  possession. 

The  Grand  Master  is  opposed  to  the  rapid  transit  of 
lodge  officers,  and  expresses  the  opinion  that  it  would  be 
a — 6 
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better  to  retain  an  efficient,  capable  Master  for  several  years. 
He  says : 

I find  that  there  is  a great  tendency  in  our  Jurisdiction  to  make 
Masters  of  lodges.  I believe  that  the  Master  should  be  retained  for  at 
least  two  years  and,  if  he  be  exceptionally  able,  that  he  be  retained  for 
a longer  period.  He  would  then  have  an  opportunity  to  broaden,  the 
craft  would  be  better  ruled  and  much  unnecessary  correspondence  with 
the  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Secretary  would  be  avoided  and,  let  me 
say  to  you  brethren,  that  the  lodge  cannot  be  better  than  its  Master  and 
time  is  required  to  make  a proficient  one. 

The  Grand  Master  reports  a good  many  visits  but  less 
than  he  had  planned. 

Brother  Gagon  is  horrified  to  find  that  a publishing 
house  of  New  York  is  offering  for  sale  to  Idaho  Masons  a 
cipher,  or  key,  which  is  alleged  to  contain  the  secret  work  of 
Idaho;  and  he  accordingly  directed  the  Grand  Secretary  to 
notify  every  Master  that  this  unauthorized  cipher  must  not 
be  used.  To  us,  it  seems  to  be  simply  a matter  of  business 
between  publishers,  for  any  one  of  them  can  furnish  it  ver- 
batim et  literatim  as  it  is  used  in  Idaho. 

From  the  report  of  the  Grand  Secretary  we  find  that 
there  are  42  chartered  lodges,  and  12  lodges  under  dispensa- 
tion, having  a total  membership  of  3/167,  showing  a net  gain 
of  426. 

From  the  report  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  we  find  that 
there  was  disbursed  during  the  year  the  sum  of  $1,750  to  in- 
digent Masons  or  their  dependents,  which  we  think  is  the 
really  and  truly  Masonic  way  of  dispensing  charity.  We 
find  but  one  suggestion  to  make,  and  that  is  that  the  names 
of  the  recipients  should  not  be  printed,  but  instead,  the 
name  of  the  lodge  to  which  the  beneficiaries  belong. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence,  136  pages,  is  a review 
of  the  proceedings  of  71  Grand  Lodges,  in  which  North 
Carolina  for  1910  has  a place.  Brother  Knepper’s  report  is 
a fraternal  and  discriminating  review  of  the  transactions 
which  have  come  to  his  hands.  We  see  but  one  thing  to 
change  in  Brother  Knepper,  and  that  is  his  admiration  of 
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the  cipher,  but  we  can  hardly  hope  to  see  such  change  after 
his  deliverance  on  the  subject  under  Kansas.

HE  pictorial  embellishments  of  this  handsome  volume 


consist  of  the  likeness  of  Past  Grand  Master  John  M. 
Pearson,  and  Past  District  Deputy  Grand  Master  William 
B.  Grimes,  both  of  whom  passed  from  their  labors  and  were 
laid  to  rest  with  Masonic  ceremonies  by  the  Grand  Lodge. 
There  is  also  a cut  of  the  Masonic  Home  at  La  Grange,  111., 
and  a group  picture  of  the  orphan  children  at  their  tempo- 
rary home  in  Chicago. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master,  Albert  B.  Ashley,  is 
an  excellent  report  of  the  condition  of  the  Craft,  and,  neces- 
sarily, a lengthy  document.  The  condition  of  the  fraternity 
and  the  labor  required  in  supervising  the  large  interests  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  are  condensed  by  the  Grand  Master  in 
these  brief  paragraphs  more  clearly  than  we  could  present 
them  in  many  pages: 

We  have  seven  hundred  and  eighty  lodges  and  over  one  hundred 
thousand  members.  The  wants  and  requirements  emanating  from  so 
large  a brotherhood  make  exacting  demands  upon  the  one  on  whom  you 
have  placed  the  responsibility  of  executive  action  during  the  past  year. 
This  has  brought  much  labor  and  many  anxious  moments.  So  extensive 
have  been  my  duties  that  it  has  required  my  entire  time  and  energy  for 
their  discharge.  It  has  been  a cheerful  service,  because  it  was  a labor 
of  love.  During  the  year  we  have  passed  the  one  hundred  thousand 
mark  in  membership.  While  bigness  is  not  always  goodness,  yet,  when 
proper  care  and  scrutiny  have  been  exercised  at  the  ballot  box  and  by 
committees  of  investigation,  we  properly  take  pride  in  our  large  mem- 
bership, the  largest  with  one  exception  upon  the  American  continent 
and  the  third  largest  on  earth.

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It  is  cause  for  congratulations  that  peace,  harmony  and  prosperity 
prevail  among  the  lodges  aud  brethren  of  our  great  state. 

In  addition  to  this,  our  relations  with  the  seventy-one  Grand  Lodges, 
with  which  we  are  in  fraternal  correspondence,  are  most  cordial  and 
friendly.  Nothing  has  risen  to  mar  that  harmony  which  is  the  strength 
and  support  of  all  institutions,  especially  ours. 

Appreciative  and  earnest  tribute  is  paid  to  the  worth 
and  to  the  characters  of  Bros.  John  M.  Pearson  and  William 
B.  Grimes. 

The  Grand  Master  reports  the  constitution  of  seven 
lodges  and  the  issuing  of  dispensations  for  the  formation  of 
eight  new  lodges.  There  were  many  public  functions  of 
corner-stone  laying,  but  “the  event  of  the  year,”  in  the 
words  of  the  Grand  Master,  was  the  laying  of  the  corner- 
stone of  the  Masonic  Orphans’  Home,  on  April  30,  1910. 
The  ceremonies  on  the  occasion  were  elaborate  and  attracted 
a large  concourse  of  the  fraternity  of  Illinois.  This  charity 
and  the  Masonic  Home  at  Sullivan,  111.,  receive  now,  as  they 
have  in  the  past,  the  loving  care  and  supervision  of  the 
Grand  Lodge. 

The  Grand  Master  reports  that  after  the  announcement 
of  the  Cherry  Mine  Disaster  in  November  1909,  he  issued  a 
call  for  aid  to  the  lodges  of  the  jurisdiction,  and  the  re- 
sponses have  amounted  to  $6,550.24. 

Overtures  were  made  by  the  Grand  Lodge  to  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Holland  for  closer  fraternal  relations,  which  were 
received  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Holland  in  the  same 
brotherly  spirit. 

On  the  subject  of  non-affiliates  the  Grand  Master  has 
this  deserved  criticism  to  offer,  for  which  he  received  the 
commendation  and  approval  of  the  Grand  Lodge: 

There  are  many  hundreds  of  voluntary  non-affiliated  Masons  in  Illi- 
nois. Since  the  establishment  of  the  Masonic  Home  at  Sullivan  some 
have  affiliated  with  lodges,  inasmuch  as  non-affiliates  are  not  eligible  for 
admission  to  the  Home.  In  every  town  and  city  there  reside  a consid- 
erable number  who  hold  dimits  and  do  not  ask  for  membership.  They 
are  always  in  evidence  at  times  when  they  may  be  seen  or  when  there  is 
something  to  eat.  They  can  be  seen  in  every  procession  on  public  oc- 
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casions  and  have  foremost  seats  at  banquets.  The  only  apparent  reason 
for  this  failure  to  resume  membership  is  payment  of  dues. 

The  trifling  sum  necessary  to  support  Grand  Lodge,  the  Homes, 
give  relief  to  a needy  brother,  and  to  pay  for  the  running  expenses  of 
the  lodge,  weighs  more  than  their  interest  in  Masonry.  They,  there- 
fore, remain  non-affiliated  and  are  declared  by  this  Grand  Lodge  in  good 
standing.  I have  no  sympathy  or  patience  with  this  kind  of  Masonry 
and  recommend  that  the  law  be  so  changed  that  a non-affiliated  Mason 
who  remains  outside  of  a lodge  for  a period  of  one  j'ear  without  applying 
for  membership  shall  be  deprived  of  all  Masonic  rights  and  piivileges. 

The  Grand  Master  reports  .having  issued  one  edict 
against  the  membership  of  certain  spurious  and  clandestine 
bodies  claiming  to  be  regular  Masons,  and  the  effect  was 
notably  beneficial. 

As  may  be  expected  in  so  large  a jurisdiction,  the  Grand 
Master  had  occasion  to  administer  discipline  in  a few  cases. 

As  the  result  of  a strong  special  Report  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Correspondence,  Brother  Owen  Scott,  the  request  of 
the  National  Grand  Lodge  of  Egypt  for  recognition  was 
promptly  declined. 

By  the  same  committee  a report  on  the  condition  of 
Mexican  Masonry  was  submitted,  and  as  these  spurious  or- 
ganizations have  not  been  recognized  by  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Illinois,  it  was  deemed  sufficient  to  print  the  report  in  the 
proceedings. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence,  245  pages,  is  a review 
of  the  proceedings  of  sixty-eight  Grand  Lodges,  in  which 
the  transactions  of  North  Cai'olina  receive  fraternal  consid- 
eration from  Brother  Scott  and  the  space  of  nearly  five 
pages.  Brother  Scott  expresses  the  opinion  that  the  erec 
tion  of  a costly  Masonic  Home  in  North  Carolina  would  be 
an  uphill  undertaking,  and  we  are  certainly  of  the  same 
opinion.  We  take  this  paragraph  from  Brother  Scott’s  in- 
troduction, as  showing  howr  he  came  to  take  up  the  work, 
and  his  apprehension  of  not  reaching  the  standards  of  his 
predecessors : 

One  year  ago,  the  ascending  Elijah,  Brother  Robbins,  beckoned  the 
Elisha  of  his  companionship,  Brother  Cook,  and  the  mantle  fell  upon 
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most  capable  shoulders.  Under  extremely  difficult  circumstances  and 
with  a very  limited  time  at  his  disposal  Bro.  Edward  Cook  took  up  the 
scarcely-begun  work  of  his  great  predecessor  and  brought  it  to  a most 
successful  conclusion.  The  work  of  Brother  Cook  shows  for  itself  and 
has  passed  most  favorably  the  critical  scrutiny  of  the  army  of  reviewers. 
With  much  more  time  at  my  command  and  with  much  fuller  opportun- 
ity I shall  be  satisfied  to  approximate  the  high  standards  of  the  past.  Of 
the  seventy  Grand  Lodges  recognized  by  Illinois  all  have  been  under 
review  except  Alberta,  Prince  Edward  Island  and  Tasmania.  The  pro- 
ceedings of  these  have  not  come  to  hand. 

Front  a careful  inspection  of  this  fine  report,  we  feel 
sure  that  neither  Brother  Scott  nor  his  Grand  Lodge  will 
have  reason  to  be  ashamed  of  this  excellent  work.

INDIANA  1910. 

89TH  Annual.  Indianapolis.  May  24. 

WE  find  in  this  volume  the  likeness  of  William  Ridley, 
the  Grand  Master-elect,  who  as  acting  Grand  Master 
has  had  charge  of  the  Grand  Lodge  business  during  the 
greater  part  of  the  year.  This  unexpected  call  to  the  Grand 
East  was  owing  to  a total  unfitness  and  resignation  of  William 
H.  Marker,  had  been  elected  Grand  Master. 

As  evidence  of  the  fitness  of  Brother  Riddley  to  the 
high  place  which  he  occupies,  we  quote  this  excellent  ac- 
count of  the  condition  of  the  Craft  under  his  management: 

We  have  every  reason  to  speak  with  pride  of  the  splendid  condition 
of  the  Fraternity  at  this  time  and  the  progress  it  has  made  in  this  juris- 
diction in  the  year  closing.  There  are  no  cases  of  dissension  among  the 
Lodges  to  report,  but  on  the  contrary,  peace  and  harmony  prevail.  A 
majority  of  our  Subordinate  Lodges  are  enjoying  a period  of  growth  and 
prosperity  that  is  very  gratifying,  and  much  interest  is  being  shown  by 
the  membership  in  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  Order,  nearly  fifty-five 
thousand  Master  Masons  meeting  upon  the  Level  and  parting  upon  the 
Square!  The  acts  of  kindness,  words  of  sympathy,  brotherly  love  and 
affection  and  the  pleasure  and  consolation  which  flow  from  this  body  of 
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true  and  tried  men  and  their  influence  upon  our  citizenship  cannot  be 
estimated.  Masonry  never  appealed  to  men  with  more  force  as  a power 
for  good  than  it  does  today.  It  is  everywhere  recognized  as  a vital 
principle,  dwelling  in  the  hearts  of  men  and  controlling  them  in  their 
relations  with  their  fellowmen. 

Dispensations  were  issued  for  the  formation  of  four 
lodges  and  a charter  issued  to  one.  The  functions  of  laying 
corner  stones  occupied  much  of  the  time  of  Grand  Lodge. 

On  the  initiative  of  the  ladies  of  the  Eastern  Star,  who 
have  enthused  their  Masonic  relatives  to  the  necessity  of 
having  a Masonic  Home,  proper  steps  have  been  taken  by 
the  Grand  Lodge  to  pi'oceed  at  once  to  completing  prepara- 
tions for  this  object.  It  is  almost  a certainty  that  in  a very 
short  time  this  institution  will  have  been  founded. 

The  decisions  of  the  Grand  Master  have  been  very  few. 

We  find  an  extended  account  of  the  resolution  presented 
by  Past  Grand  Master  Charles  N.  Mikels,  fostering  the  plan 
of  creating  a General  Grand  Lodge,  but  he  finds  his  follow- 
ing is  getting  less  and  less  and  that  the  general  sentiment  is 
opposed  to  the  creation  of  any  such  body. 

From  the  report  of  the  Grand  Secretary  it  is  seen  that 
in  the  Grand  Jurisdiction  of  Indiana  there  are  536  active 
lodges,  with  a total  membership  of  54,710,  a net  increase  for 
the  year  of  2, 195. 

In  reply  to  the  question  of  one  of  the  lodges  asking  if  it 
were  proper  to  publish  the  names  of  candidates  to  be  bal- 
loted for,  the  Jurisprudence  Committee  reported  adversely, 
and  stated  that  every  member  of  the  lodge  should  attend  its 
meetings  so  regularly  that  he  would  be  acquainted  with 
what  was  going  on.  That  view  of  the  committee  was  con- 
curred in  by  the  Grand  Lodge. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence,  covering  192  pages, 
was  presented  by  Past  Grand  Master  Daniel  McDonald,  and 
the  highest  compliment  we  can  pay  the  report  is  to  say  that 
it  is  up  to  the  standard  of  previous  contributions.  His  in- 
troduction is  an  exhaustive  argument  on  the  prerogative  of 
a Grand  Master  to  make  Masons  at  sight,  and  in  thirteen 
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pages  of  accumulated  authority  he  disproves  the  existence  of 
any  just  claim  for  this  power.  We  suggest  to  those  who 
feel  an  interest  in  this  question  that  it  would  be  well  to  pro- 
cure a copy  of  this  able  paper. 

Brother  McDonald  gives  fraternal  notice  to  the  transac- 
tions of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina  for  1909. 

We  quote  this  paragraph  from  the  conclusion  of  Brother 
McDonald’s  report  as  showing  the  end  of  all  material 
things : 

To  those  who  may  be  passing  down  the  hill  of  life,  and  rapidly  ap- 
proaching “The  End,”  there  is  something  ineffably  sad  in  contemplating 
the  two  little  words  at  the  head  of  this  paragraph.  To  all  things  animate 
and  inanimate  the  end  must  come — from  it  there  is  no  escape.  Wherever 
there  is  a beginning  there  follows  an  ending.  From  this  inevitable  law 
of  nature  there  is  no  escape.  Wherever  there  is  life  death  is  sure  to 
follow.  And  after  all,  What  is  life  and  what  is  death?  Mankind  are 
born,  and  then  die  and  turn  to  dust  and  are  forgotten.  Everything 
passes  away;  the  singer  and  his  song  will  be  forgotten;  the  poet’s 
sweetest  dream  will  vanish;  and  the  painter’s  most  beautiful  conception 
on  canvas  will  fade.  All  history  in  time  becomes  fable,  legend,  myth  ; 
and  finally  oblivion  covers  the  record.  And  so  on  everything  in  exist- 
ence— animate  or  inanimate,  is  written:  "The  End,”  and  the  records 
are  closed  beyond  amendment  and  correction.

I N preparing  this  handsome  and  elegant  volume  of  Pro- 
■ ceedings  the  Grand  Secretary,  Bro.  Newton  R.  Parker, 
is  only  pursuing  the  requirements  of  good  taste  which  have 
always  characterized  his  work  in  this  direction.  The  execu- 
tion as  a whole  is  creditable  not  alone  to  Brother  Parvin  but 
to  the  Grand  Lodge  which  he  serves.  He  has  put  .on  per- 
petual record  the  names  and  photographs  of  associate  Grand 
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Secretaries  and  Grand  Treasurers  who  have  passed  within 
the  veil  which  divides  the  present  from  the  future. 

The  portrait  of  the  retiring  Grand  Master,  Bro.  D.  W. 
Clements,  occupies  the  fly  leaf  and  is  an  excellent  specimen 
of  the  engraver’s  art. 

In  the  opening  of  his  address  Brother  Clements  calls 
attention  to  many  problems  which  require  the  careful  atten- 
tion of  the  Craft,  and  of  these  the  importance  of  education, 
not  alone  for  the  few  but  for  the  multitude,  is  dwelt  upon 
with  considerable  force. 

Grand  Master  Clements  gives  a very  full  account  of  the 
Masonic  Conferences  held  in  Philadelphia  and  Baltimore. 

He  calls  attention  to  the  importance  of  documentary 
evidence  which  is  required  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  but  by  no 
means  overlooks  the  other  and  usual  methods  by  which 
Masons  are  made  known  to  each  other. 

The  celebration  of  the  200th  anniversary  of  the  forma- 
tion of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England,  formed  June  24,  1717, 
and  first  proposed  by  Brother  Marcombe,  some  years  ago, 
the  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Iowa,  has  met  with  the  approval  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  to  the  extent  of  appointing  a committee  to 
formulate  plans  of  ceremonial  and  exercises  on  the  occasion, 
June  24,  1917. 

Three  lodges  were  constituted  and  dispensations  issued 
for  the  formation  of  two  others. 

The  Grand  Master  reports  that  requests  have  been 
made  for  special  dispensations  contrary  to  the  requirements 
of  the  code,  and  he  has  in  every  instance  refused  to  grant 
them. 

Asked  if  an  Entered  Apprentice  who  had  lost  his  right 
foot  and  leg  nearly  up  to  the  knee  was  entitled  to  advance- 
ment, he  answered  after  full  and  careful  investigation  that 
the  mutilation  did  not  operate  as  a bar.  In  a very  able  and 
lucid  consideration  of  the  matter  by  the  Committee  on  Juris- 
prudence, to  which  it  was  referred,  the  ruling  of  the  Grand 
Master  was  sustained.  In  another  case  a candidate  had 
a— 7 
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been  elected  to  receive  the  degrees  and  before  initiation  sus- 
tained an  accident  which  disqualified  him  ; it  was  held  that 
he  could  not  receive  the  degrees. 

The  Grand  Master  gave  painstaking  and  judicious  con- 
sideration to  all  matters  of  detail  affecting  the  peace  and 
prosperity  of  the  Craft,  and  received,  as  he  deserved,  the 
hearty  commendation  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and  of  its  several 
committees. 

The  Report  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  Bro.  Newton  R. 
Parvin,  is,  as  usual,  distinguished  for  its  completeness.  To 
have  an  idea  of  its  scope  and  fullness  one  would  have  to  read 
it  all,  and  no  extract  could  give  any  possible  appreciation  of 
its  full  value.  From  his  recapitulation  we  find  that  there 
are  518  working  lodges,  having  a total  membership  of 
42,612,  showing  a net  gain  of  1,537  within  the  year. 

A very  full  Report  on  Correspondence,  covering  225 
pages  of  the  volume  and  having  a very  full  index  of  its  con- 
tents, is  contributed  by  Bro.  Louis  Block.  Bro.  Block  has 
given  to  his  review  of  the  North  Carolina  transactions  for 
1909  very  full  and  kindly  consideration.  It  is,  taken  all  in 
all,  a very  interesting  and  instructive  report,  and  will  con- 
vey to  those  who  have  the  opportunity  of  reading  it  accurate 
information  as  to  the  condition  of  the  Craft  in  all  English- 
speaking  countries.  We  can  affirm  from  our  observation 
that  this  extract  from  his  conclusion  is  correct: 

We  have  left  out  the  figures,  for  these  are  dry  reading  at  best.  Yet 
this  has  been  a red-letter  year  in  the  growth  of  American  Masonry.  We 
have  been  most  profoundly  impressed  with  the  influence,  power,  and 
grandeur  of  the  Masonic  institution  and  have  tried  to  picture  it  in  our 
report. 

We  feel  that  no  greater  force  for  better  and  nobler  life  among  men 
exists  anywhere — none  that  is  so  permanent  in  its  beneficent  effect 
upon  civilization.

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IRELAND— 1909. 

AT  the  Stated  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  held 
in  Dublin  on  St.  John’s  Day,  December  27,  the  Deputy 
Grand  Master,  Sir  James  Creed  Meredith,  LL.D.,  delivered 
an  address  in  which  he  reviewed  the  condition  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  and  its  dependencies.  The  exordium  of  his  address 
is  devoted  to  a tribute  to  a deceased  brother  who  had  held 
firmly  a place  in  the  affection  of  all  who  knew  him.  He  says, 
in  part: 

Brethren,  once  again  it  devolves  upon  me  to  address  Grand  Lodge 
upon  the  occasion  of  our  St.  John's  Day  meeting,  and  indeed  my  task  is 
now  the  saddest  which  has  fallen  to  my  lot  to  fulfill  since  I have  occupied 
this  chair,  because  the  first  feeling  of  every  Mason  must  be  one  of 
poignant  regret  at  the  sad  loss  we  have  sustained  since  we  met  here  this 
time  twelvemonths.  The  greatest  Irishman  of  his  day  and  generation 
has  been  called  away  by  death.  Gf  him  I think  it  may  be  truly  said — 
‘•'Nihil  tetigitquod  non  ornaviti"  His  loss  has  been  felt  by  his  country, 
his  University,  his  Church,  and  above  all  by  his  Brethren  of  the  Masonic 
Order.  Gerald  FitzGibbon  had  endeared  himself  to  all  those  with 
whom  he  had  come  in  contact  by  the  very  many  high  qualities  and 
kindly  feelings  which  he  so  truly  and  entirely  possessed.  The  country 
has  lost  one  of  the  most  eminent  of  its  judges;  the  University  has  lost 
one  of  its  most  distinguished  alumni;  the  Church  of  Ireland  has  lost  a 
most  loyal  son — one  who  had  laboured  earnestly,  faithfully,  and  well  in 
its  service.  But  what  have  we  Masons  lost?  There  has  been  no  Brother, 
within  my  recollection  of  the  Order  at  any  rate,  who  has  done  so  much 
for  Freemasonry  as  pur  late  Brother  Gerald  FitzGibbon  did. 

Right  Worshipful  Brother  Meredith  is  troubled  with  the 
action  of  some  of  the  lodges  in  Scotland  in  making  Masons 
without  inquiry.  He  says: 

There  is  one  matter  which  causes  in  different  parts  of  this  country 
a little  uneasiness,  perhaps  I might  say  a little  discomfort.  You  know 
that  in  this  jurisdiction  we  are  very  strict  about  not  initiating  persons  who 
are  not  resident  in  the  immediate  locality  of  the  lodge  in  which  they  are 
to  be  initiated  until  due  inquiry  has  been  made  of  the  Masons  in  the 
neighbourhood  in  which  these  people  reside.  Unfortunatelj7  Brethren 
of  other  Constitutions  are  not  as  strict  in  that  matter  as  we  are.  The 
Board  of  General  Purposes  have,  at  my  instance,  at  present  before  them 
complaints  of  initiations  in  Scotland  of  persons  who  were  residents  of 
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this  country,  and  who  had  no  apparent  connection  with  Scotland.  In 
one  particular  case  a man  who  had  been  refused  admission  in  the 
the  Province  of  North  Connaught  left  his  own  town  for  about  a week 
and  he  came  back  claiming  to  be  a Mason.  I do  not  know  whether  he  had 
not  got  the  whole  three  degrees  within  the  week,  but  at  any  rate  he  had 
got  more  Masonic  information  than  the  people  who  knew  him  best 
thought  he  ought  ever  to  have  got,  and  I do  hope  that  some  means  will 
be  found  by  which  Masons  of  different  jurisdictions  will  work  together 
to  put  a stop  to  that  sort  of  thing.  Other  Masonic  Bodies,  of  which  in 
this  Grand  Lodge  we  know  nothing  but  their  names,  have  annual  con- 
ferences between  the  representatives  of  England,  Scotland,  and  Ireland. 
We  meet  year  about  in  London,  in  Dublin,  and  in  Edinburgh,  and  we 
confer  about  matters  which  touch  the  particular  rites  in  the  whole  three 
countries,  and  thereby  we  have  established  in  those  bodies  most  har- 
monious working.  I do  wish  we  could  do  something  in  the  way  of  ex- 
tending Craft  Masonry  that  principle,  and  that  we  should  be  enabled  to 
discuss  from  year  to  year  with  our  English  and  Scotch  Brethren  matters 
which  touch  Masonry  as  a whole.  I trust  that  the  time  may  not  be  far 
distant  when  something  of  that  kind  may  be  done  (hear,  hear) . 

If  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ireland  were  to  adopt  the  course 
pursued  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania,  namely  to 
forbid  Masonic  recognition  to  these  enterprising  candidates 
for  Masonic  degrees,  there  would  be  fewer  of  these  cases  to 
report.

r^HOTOGRAPHS  of  the  retiring  Grand  Master,  Fred 
• Washbon,  and  of  his  nine  appointive  officers,  embellish 
the  volume. 

Brother  Washbon’s  annual  address  is  a well  written  Ma- 
sonic state  paper,  in  which  he  expresses  himself  clearly  and 
forcibly  on  the  subject  touched  upon. 

The  condition  of  the  Craft  is  reported  to  be  eminently 
satisfactory. 
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He  officiated  personally  at  the  laying  of  corner  stones 
<on  two  occasions  and  commissioned  his  deputies  to  perform 
the  same  functions  seven  times. 

He  reports  the  defalcation  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  to 
the  amount  of  $i€,ooa,  which  left  the  Grand  Lodge  treasury 
absolutely  empty.  This  would  have  been  a total  loss  but 
for  the  protection  secured  by  a bond  of  the  Security  and 
Deposit  Company,  Baltimore,  Md.,  which  in  due  course  of 
time  paid  the  entire  loss. 

Gn  account  of  the  inability  of  its  members  to  discharge 
their  duties  the  charter  of  one  of  the  lodges  was  surren- 
dered. 

He  reports  his  attendance  at  two  conferences  of  Grand 
Masters  at  Baltimore  and  Philadelphia  respectively,  and  the 
action  taken  at  each,  and  like  all  the  others  in  attendance,  is 
loud  in  his  praises  of  the  hospitality  of  which  he  was  the  re- 
cipient. 

Notwithstanding  the  adoption  of  a printed  official  cy- 
pher, the  Grand  Master  is  constrained  to  admit  that  the 
lodges  generally  are  not  seeking  instruction,  and  on  the 
other  hand,  are  distinctly  averse  to  paying  the  instructor. 

The  cypher  ritual  received  the  enthusiastic  favor  of  the 
Grand  Master,  but  he  evidently  sees  trouble  ahead,  arising 
from  the  loss  of  these  books,  and  his  recommendation  that 
standing  regulation  No.  25  be  changed  for  the  sake  of  safety 
was  adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge.  The  Committee  on 
Jurisprudence  presented  this  amendment  to  the  By-laws: 

“25.  Official  Cipher. — The  official  cipher,  prepared  and  promulga- 
ted by  this  Grand  bodge,  is  hereby  declared  to  be  the  correct  cipher  of 
the  work  of  the  three  degrees  of  Ancient  Craft  Masonry,  including  the 
lectures  appertaining  thereto,  described  in  Section  7,  Article  IV,  of  the 
Constitution,  and  every  lodge  shall  practice  the  same  in  all  the  cere- 
monies of  conferring  the  several  degrees;  and  no  new  copy  of  the  official 
cipher  shall  be  issued  to  any  lodge  except  to  replace  those  returned  to 
the  Grand  Secretary  on  account  of  their  useless  condition,  or  upon  satis- 
factory evidence  that  they  have  been  destroyed;  and  When  any  lodge 
shall  not  be  able  to  present  the  copies  of  the  official  cipher  with  which 
it  is  charged,  when  called  for  by  the  Grand  Secretary  or  District  Deputy 
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Grand  Master,  said  lodge  shall  pay  a penalty  of  $20.00  for  each  copy  not 
so  presented;  and  the  deliberate  continuance  of  the  possession  by  any 
brother  of  an  official  cipher  after  the  same  has  been  accounted  for  to  the 
Grand  Secretary  as  lost  or  destroyed,  shall  be  deemed  an  offense  against 
the  Body  of  Masonry  and  be  punishable  by  expulsion  from  the  fra- 
ternity.” 

This  excellent  showing  is  made  by  the  Grand  Master: 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Kansas  Mason- 
ic Home  was  held  at  the  Home  in  Wichita,  January  25,  1910.  The  in- 
spection of  the  property  and  the  reports  of  the  various  officers  disclosed 
highly  satisfactory  conditions  surrounding  the  business  administration 
of  the  affairs  of  the  Home. 

During  the  year  cash  was  received  from  all  sources  in  the  sum  of 
$27,201.28,  and  expended  for  all  purposes  in  the  sum  of  $23,824.31.  The 
cash  on  hand  December  31,  1908,  was  $3,723.42,  and  on  the  same  date  in 
1909  was  $7,100.39. 

The  actual  cost  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Home  and  family  for  the 
year  1907  was  $9,474.47;  for  1908,  $10,848.99,  and  for  1909,  $12,761.58. 
The  average  number  in  the  family  during  the  years  was:  71  in  1907,  76 

in  1908,  and  79  in  1909;  and  from  these  figures  it  appears  that  the  per 
capita  cost  of  maintenance  of  the  family  was  $133.44  in  1907,  $142.75  in 
1908,  and  $161.54  in  1909.  This  increase  was  occasioned  by  added  ex- 
pense of  heat,  labor,  etc.,  in  caring  for  the  property  as  enlarged  by  the 
splendid  addition  erected  last  year,  together  with  the  continued  increase 
in  cost  of  all  articles  of  food  and  clothing  used.  B'rom  a careful  analysis 
of  the  conditions,  it  will  be  found  a special  matter  of  congratulation 
that  the  increased  per  capita  cost  was  not  much  greater  than  shown  as 
above.  There  is,  however,  no  cause  to  fear  that  the  increased  cost  of 
maintenance  will  exceed  the  revenue  assured.  The  Home,  as  now  con- 
structed, will  accommodate  the  probable  increase  of  the  membership  for 
several  years  to  come,  and  the  fixed  charges  will  not  materially  in- 
crease. The  receipts  from  Grand  Lodge,  Grand  Chapter  0.  E.  S.,  and 
interest  for  1909  was  $19,660.52,  leaving  an  actual  margin  over  the  ex- 
pense of  maintenance  of  $6,898.99,  so  that  with  the  increase  of  member- 
ship in  constituent  lodges  and  chapters  O.  E.  S.  and  the  growing  en- 
dowment fund,  there  seems  no  probability  that  the  expense  of  main- 
taining the  Home  will  ever  exceed  the  revenue. 

There  are  388  lodges  in  the  jurisdiction  of  Kansas 
which  have  a total  membership  of  33,657,  a net  gain  of 
G585- 
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The  Report  on  Correspondence,  154  pages,  is  the  work 
of  Past  Grand  Master,  Matthew  M.  Miller.  Bro.  Miller  has 
given  the  Proceedings  of  North  Carolina  for  1909  kindly 
cosideration  and  generous  space,  for  which  we  desire  to  ex- 
press our  appreciation.  He  was  about  to  jump  on  us  for 
our  failure  to  embrace  the  Grand  Lodge  Valle  de  Mexico, 
but  seeing  that  we  were  already  badly  frightened  and  made 
to  squeal  by  Brother  Worth,  of  New  Mexico,  he  desisted  and 
has  given  us  a chance  to  catch  our  second  wind. 

There  is  very  much  in  this  contribution  of  Brother  Mil- 
ler’s which  we  would  be  glad  to  reproduce  even  in  part,  but 
we  haven’t  the  space.

The  annual  address  of  the  retiring  Grand  Master,  John 
H.  Cowles,  is  an  excellent,  readable  presentation  of  the  work 
of  his  administration.  Of  the  condition  of  Masonry  in  Ken- 
tucky he  makes  this  flattering  statement : 

The  year  has  also  been  a fruitful  one  for  Freemasonry  in  this  juris- 
diction, which  is  now  at  a greater  height  of  prosperity,  popularity  and 
progress  than  it  has  ever  reached  before.  Brethren  have  been  added  to 
our  numbers  until  the  rolls  of  the  workmen  contain  over  36,000  names, 
showing  a splendid  increase  truly  and  I believe  that  the  ballot  box  has 
been  well  and  duly  guarded.  I am  glad  of  the  numbers  for  I am  not 
one  who  believes  that  we  can  have  too  many  coadjutors  in  the  great 
work  of  Masonry. 

Appropriate  and  tender  references  to  the  Masonic  dead 
of  Kentucky  are  presented  by  the  Grand  Master.

The  Grand  Master  states  that  the  book  of  Constitution 
and  Regulations  of  Kentucky  is  so  plainly  expressed  in  good 
English,  with  such  complete  indexes  that  the  Masters  of 
lodges  find  no  difficulty  in  consulting  the  law  of  the  juris- 
diction. 

The  Grand  Master  is  a strong  advocate  of  reasonably 
large  fees  for  the  degrees,  and  for  the  annual  dues  to  be 
more  than  sufficient  to  meet  the  lodge  expenses. 

The  organization  of  a Masonic  club  in  Lexington,  Ky., 
met  with  the  approval  of  the  Grand  Master  and  with  that  of 
Grand  Lodge. 

Of  the  two  Masonic  Homes  maintained  by  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Kentucky  the  one  at  Shelby  ville  is  for  the  purpose 
of  caring  for  indigent  Masons  and  their  widows;  that  at 
Louisville  is  a home  for  the  orphan  children,  in  which  they 
are  maintained,  educated,  and  prepared  for  the  active  busi- 
ness of  life.  That  the  Grand  Master  is  enthusiastically  in 
favor  of  the  Orphan’s  Home  is  shown  by  this  extract: 

I want  every  Mason  here  to  visit  the  Home  this  week.  I want  yon 
to  see  the  Industrial  building  and  how  we  are  prepared  to  train  our  boys. 
We  have  a well  equipped  printing  plant  which  enables  ns  to  get  out  the 
Home  Journal  in  its  double  size  as  quickly  as  under  the  old  plan.  We 
can  do  job  printing  equal  to  any,  and  I bespeak  the  patronage  of  the 
lodges  especially  for  this  work.  Our  boys  are  doing  nicely  in  the  Manual 
Training  Department,  and  can  make  altars,  desks,  ballot-boxes,  gavels, 
etc.,  fine  enough  for  any  lodge  in  the  State.  Our  boys  are  also  making 
all  the  shoes  for  the  Home,  including  the  Sunday  shoes  for  the  girls. 
They  make  good  shoes.  I am  wearing  a pair  to-day  that  was  made  in 
our  shoe  department  and  they  are  the  best  I ever  had.  Our  girls  are 
learning  stenography  and  typewriting,  they  cut  and  make  most  of  their 
own  clothing,  and  just  delight  in  making  aprons  for  the  Masonic  lodges. 
All  this  training  is  in  addition  to  a good  academic  schooling  for  both 
boys  and  girls.  Go  out  and  see  them  and  you  will  be  forever  content 
that  your  moneys  are  being  grandly  invested. 

The  Grand  Master  is  very  much  in  favor  of  the  erection 
of  the  Masonic  Washington  Memorial  Building,  and  he  re- 
ports with  approval  the  action  taken  by  the  association. 
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The  Grand  Master  says  he  is  heartily  in  sympathy  with 
the  position  of  those  Grand  Lodges  that  are  asking  for  recog- 
nition, notably  the  Grand  Lodge  Valle  de  Mexico,  the  Swiss 
Grand  Lodge  Alpina,  and  the  Central  American  Grand  Lodge 
of  Salvador.  The  recommendation  of  the  Grand  Master  for 
favorable  consideration  was  referred  to  Past  Grand  Master 
W.  W.  Clarke,  Committee  on  Doing's  of  Grand  Lodges;  and 
by  his  advice  further  consideration  of  the  matter  was  de- 
ferred to  the  next  Annual  Communication. 

Discussing  the  necessity  for  the  erection  of  a Masonic 
hospital,  the  Grand  Lodge  went  so  far  as  to  permit  the  use 
of  the  word  “Masonic,”  and  the  Grand  Master  used  this 
argximent  for  the  need  of  such  a building: 

A large  number  of  the  best  Masons  in  this  city  held  a mass  meeting 
on  March  28th  and  discussed  the  feasibility  of  erecting  a hospital  in  this 
city.  Everybody  present  was  enthusiastically  in  favor  of  it,  a temporary 
organization  was  formed  and  active  work  begun.  All  the  nineteen 
lodges  of  this  city  have  indorsed  it,  and  the  members  are  at  work  for  its 
accomplishment.  There  can  be  no  good  argument  against  the  project. 
Never  a day  passes  that  some  brother  Mason  or  member  of  his  family 
from  out  in  the  State  does  not  come  here  for  hospital  treatment,  and  are 
forced  to  go  often  where  they  do  not  desire  to  go.  We  have  a Magnifi- 
cent Home  for  the  care  and  education  of  our  orphans.  We  have  a mag- 
nificent Home  for  the  care  and  comfort  of  our  old  brothers  and  sisters. 
Now  if  we  can  build  a home  for  the  care  and  cure  of  the  sick,  Kentucky 
Masonry  will  be  the  synonym  of  true  Masonry  in  the  fullest  measure. 
These  brethren  desire  to  use  the  name  Masonic  in  connection  with  the 
proposed  hospital,  and  I recommend  their  request  be  granted. 

The  total  number  of  lodges  in  the  Grand  Jurisdiction  of 
Kentucky  is  557,  with  a membership  aggregating  35,983,  a 
net  gain  during  the  year  of  2,401. 

The  report  on  Correspondence,  134  pages,  is  the  contri- 
bution of  Past  Grand  Master  William  W.  Clarke,  and  is,  like 
his  other  reports,  of  first-class  quality.  The  transactions  of 
North  Carolina  for  1910  receive  the  fraternal  consideration 
of  Brother  Clarke  and  the  generous  space  of  more  than  three 
pages.  Like  Brother  Clarke,  we  are  and  have  been  person- 
ally opposed  to  the  doctrine  of  perpetual  jurisdiction,  be-

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cause  we  believe  it  to  be  intrinsically  unjust  to  the  rejected 
candidate.

HE  likeness  of  the  incoming  Grand  Master,  John  S. 


Thibaut,  occupies  the  fly  leaf,  and  those  of  N.  B.  Null, 
Grand  Senior  Warden  and  acting  Grand  Master  1908,  and 
John  Puleston,  deceased,  who  was  Grand  Senior  Warden  in 
1909,  appear  further  on  in  the  volume. 

The  address  of  the  retiring  Grand  Master,  L.  E. 
Thomas,  gives  a full  accounting  of  his  official  doings  for  the 
year.  In  these  words  he  gives  an  account  of  the  satisfac- 
tory condition  of  the  Craft: 

It  affords  me  a great  deal  of  pleasure  to  report  that  our  Order  is  in 
a most  flourishing  condition  in  every  way. 

We  have  not  organized  very  many  new  bodges  during  the  past  year 
for  the  reason  that  the  territory  is  very  well  covered,  and  we  now  have 
a Masonic  bodge  in  almost  every  town  in  the  State. 

The  Order  during  the  past  ten  years  has  had  a marvelous  growth. 
In  1900  we  had  138  active  bodges  and  5,515  members.  We  had  a bond- 
ed debt  of  $ 20,000  on  our  Temple  property.  Toda)y  we  have  204  active 
bodges,  and  13,000  members,  and  the  debt  on  the  Temple  has  been  paid 
off  five  years  ago,  and  besides,  we  expended  over  $25,000  in  renovating 
and  beautifying  the  Temple  during  my  previous  administration  in  1907; 
we  have  a comfortable  balance  in  the  treasury,  with  no  debt  whatever, 
and  several  thousand  dollars  in  the  Widows’  and  Orphans’  Fund. 

During  the  year,  1909,  our  net  increase  in  membership  was  585. 

He  feelingly  reports  the  death  of  Past  Grand  Master, 
Edwin  Marks,  and  that  of  Grand  Senior  Warden,  John 
Puleston. 

Numerous  special  dispensations  were  granted,  and  oth- 
ers, for  good  reasons,  refused.

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The  recital  of  his  rulings  occupies  nearly  14  pages,  and 
his  views  received  the  endorsement  of  the  Jurisprudence 
Committee  in  these  words: 

That  we  have  carefully  considered  same  and  substantially,  in  fact, 
unequivocally  commend  and  approve  each  and  every  one  of  them,  sub- 
ject  to  slight  modifications  as  to  three  of  the  rulings,  as  will  be  hereafter 
stated. 

It  is  manifest  that  the  Grand  Master  has  taken  great  pains  and  de- 
voted great  labor  and  time  in  the  discharge  of  his  various  duties,  and 
has  considered  fully  and  carefully  every  matter  that  has  been  submitted 
to  him.  His  decisions  are  announced  in  clear  and  unambiguous  lan- 
guage and  clearly  understood.  We  can  only  add,  emphasizing  what  he 
himself  has  said,  that  many  of  the  decisions  are  made  necessary  by 
questions  on  matter  of  written  law,  which  with  a little  diligence,  the 
■officers  of  Lodges  should  be  able  to  solve  by  reference  to  the  statutes. 

His  official  visits  were  numerous,  pleasant  to  the  Grand 
Master  and  profitable  to  the  fraternity.  He  submitted  the 
following  recommendation,  and  the  Grand  Lodge  appointed 
a special  committee  as  he  advised; 

I have  but  few  recommendations  to  make  to  the  Grand  Lodge. 

1st.  I am  most  heartily  in  favor  of  erecting  a Masonic  Home  for 
the  orphans  left  to  our  care.  I am  convinced  that  we  can  obtain  a 
splendid  donation  from  several  cities  in  this  State  for  the  location  of 
such  an  institution,  and  I do  not  believe  there  is  a Mason  in  Louisiana 
so  penurious  that  he  would  object  to  paying  one  dollar  per  year  to  help 
care  for  those  who  have  been  left  destitute  and  perhaps  friendless.  My 
investigatiou  of  this  question,  which  lias  been  quite  extensive,  has  con- 
clusively shown  the  splendid  success  of  such  institutions  in  other  States 
of  the  Union,  and  Louisiana  should  take  her  place  on  this  all  important 
question.  We  can  pay  a direct  contribution  to  the  widows  and  brethren 
who  are  in  necessitous  circumstances,  but  I am  sure  we  can  accomplish 
more  for  the  children  by  taking  them  under  our  direct  care  and  giving 
each  a suitable  industrial  education.  The  dividends  on  such  an  invest- 
ment would  be  inconceivable.  The  Grand  Chapter,  O.  E.  S.,  is  anxious 
and  willing  to  aid  in  such  a laudable  undertaking.  The  time  is  ripe  for 
us  to  do  something.  Let  a committee  be  appointed  to  ascertain  what 
propositions  we  can  secure  from  the  various  towns  and  cities  of  Louis- 
iana, and  report. 

We  always  turn  with  pleasure  to  the  annual  reports  of 
Louisiana  Relief  Lodge  No.  1,  and  we  find  that  its  total  re- 
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ceipts  were  $2,874.17,  and  its  disbursements  were  $2, 226. 10, 
and  that  a North  Carolina  Mason  received  aid  to  the  amount 
of  $IIO. 

On  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Correspond- 
ence, a set  of  preambles  and  resolutions  was  adopted,  which 
opens  the  doors  of  the  Grand  Lodge  to  everything  calling 
itself  Masonic. 

A motion  was  adopted,  in  view  of  the  near  approach  of 
the  Centennial  Anniversary  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  to  appoint 
a committee  of  five  to  take  into  consideration  the  advisabil- 
ity of  holding  a celebration  on  that  occasion,  and  if  ap- 
proved, to  plan  a programme  to  be  submitted  to  the  Grand 
Lodge  at  its  next  Annual  Communication. 

This  unusual  authority  was  conferred  upon  a Masonic 
club: 

The  Committee  on  Masonic  Law  and  Jurisprudence  reported  ver- 
bally relative  to  the  request  of  the  Tulane  Masonic  Club,  that  they  be 
permitted  to  incorporate  in  their  meetings  Masonic  Lectures  and  to  do 
such  work  as  is  exemplified  in  a Lodge  of  Instruction  or  other  like 
meeting;  that  they  would  recommend  the  granting  of  the  permission 
asked  for;  provided,  however,  that  the  work  shall  be  that  which  is  pro- 
mulgated by  the  Committee  on  Work  of  the  Grand  Lodge  F.  and  A.  M. 
of  the  State  of  Louisiana,  and  dissiminated  by  its  several  Grand  Lec- 
turers. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence,  covering  90  pages,  was 
prepared  by  Brother  the  Rev.  Herman  C.  Duncan,  and  his 
fitness  and  ability  are  shown  throughout  the  work.  North 
Carolina’s  transactions  for  1909  receive  due  consideration. 
His  open  ridicule  of  the  resolution  as  to  wearing  the  apron 
is  seen  in  this  extract : 

A resolution  was  offered  declaring  that  at  the  building  of  King  Sol- 
omon’s Temple,  Entered  Apprentices  wore  their  aprons  with  the  flap 
turned  up;  Fellow  Crafts,  with  left  corner  turned  up;  Masters,  with  the 
flap  and  left  corner  turned  down.  The  discussion  of  this  important 
question  was  postponed  for  a year. 

We  do  not  know  whether  the  Louisiana  Committee  on  Work  claim 
to  have  had  a new  and  later  dispatch  from  King  Solomon  on  the  matter, 
but  we  do  know  that  they  claim  authority  for  a method  of  wearing  the 
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apron  different  from  the  above.  While  our  North  Carolina  brethren 
are  spending  the  year  in  contemplation  over  this  momentous  issue, 
might  they  not  also  consider  whether  our  ancient  brethren  had  strings 
to  their  aprons,  and  whether  they  tied  these  strings  before  or  behind. 
This  is  important  for  the  reason  that  if  it  can  be  proved  that  they 
fastened  their  clothes  behind,  the  foundation  is  laid  for  argument  in 
favor  of  androgyny. 

We  dare  not  say  that  the  resolution  did  not  invite  sharp 
criticism,  but  we  -believe  the  dictates  of  good  taste  should 
have  counselled  our  Reverend  Brother  to  forego  this  ripe 
opportunity  of  winning  the  applause  of  the  grand  stand  by 
this  display  of  his  powers  of  sarcasm,

GRAND  MASTER,  Edmund  B.  Mallet,  at  the  close  of 
his  second  term  presented  an  account  of  his  steward- 
ship in  a brief  but  excellent  address,  of  a kind  with  that  of 
last  year.  This  excellent  presentation  of  the  healthy  condi- 
tion of  the  Craft  should  be  gratifying  to  the  Masons  of  that 
jurisdiction: 

The  increase  in  membership  for  the  year  has  been  healthy;  great 
care  has  been  exercised  by  the  lodges  in  admitting  to  the  fraternity  ap- 
plicants who  were  worthy  of  the  honor  they  solicited,  and  while  the 
increase  in  membership  has  not  been  so  large  as  to  call  for  special  no- 
tice, I feel  that  the  fraternity  has  everj'  reason  to  be  thankful  that  the 
high  character  and  standing  demanded  of  every  candidate  has  been 
complied  with.  The  lodges  are  prosperous,  conditions  are  healthy  and 
the  craftsmen  determined  to  carry  out  the  great  principles  that  adorn 
our  beloved  institution.  The  membership  at  this  time  is  28,328;  a gain 
of  464  over  that  of  one  year  ago,  and  while  not  a large  gain  is,  on  the 
whole,  satisfactory. 

He  reports  that  death  has  invaded  the  ranks  of  the  per- 
manent membership  and  removed  three  beloved  brethren. 
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Many  special  dispensations  were  granted,  two  Masonic 
halls  were  dedicated  and  the  corner  stones  were  laid,  with 
Masonic  ceremonies,  of  the  high  school  building  at  Water- 
ville  and  a public  building  at  Portland. 

He  reports  appreciatively  his  pleasant  visit  to  Baltimore 
for  the  purpose  of  assisting  in  the  dedication  of  the  magnifi- 
cent new  Masonic  temple,  and  acknowledges  the  many  cour- 
teous attentions  of  which  he  was  the  recipient. 

The  “conclusion”  of  the  Grand  Master  is  reproduced  as 
evidence  of  his  modesty,  sincerity,  and  of  his  zeal  in  the  per- 
formance of  his  duties: 

Brethren,  I am  about  to  return  to  you  the  power  and  authority  which 
you  so  graciously  placed  in  my  keeping,  and  step  down  among  you  in 
order  that  my  successor  may  assume  the  duties  and  obligations  that  be- 
long to  the  high  office  of  Grand  Master.  The  past  two  years  have  been 
those  of  pleasure  and  profit;  pleasure  in  being  offered  the  opportunity 
of  mingling  with  my  brethren  in  every  section  of  this  Grand  Jurisdic- 
tion, and  profit  to  myself  in  my  intercourse  with  them.  In  my  humble 
way  I have  given  to  our  beloved  Institution  the  best  I had,  for  surely  it 
was  the  least  I could  do.  I earnestly  hope  you  will  all  arrive  safely  to 
your  homes,  that  the  coming  year  will  be  one  of  calm,  and  peace,  and 
prosperity  to  you  all.  The  memories  of  the  past  two  years,  my  breth- 
ren, will  last  as  long  as  life. 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  Bro.  Stephen  Berry, 
is  always  interesting  and  instructive,  and  we  quote  this 
paragraph,  which  we  commend  to  the  consideration  of  the 
masters  and  secretaries  of  our  Subordinate  Lodges : 

I strongly  urge  the  necessity  of  preserving  and  binding  the  returns, 
and  keeping  them  in  a different  place  from  the  records  as  a guard 
against  loss  by  fire.  Some  secretaries  cannot  get  at  the  exact  list  of 
their  members,  and  it  is  generally  found  that  their  returns  have  not 
been  preserved  by  the  secretaries.  They  are  exceedingly  valuable,  if 
only  to  show  the  exact  condition  of  the  membership  each  year,  which 
nothing  else  does.  Each  lodge  should  keep  a list  of  members  constant- 
ly corrected,  but  many  do  not. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence,  137  pages,  is  as  usual 
presented  by  Bro.  Albro  E.  Chase,  and  is  characterized  by 
scholarship,  charity  and  good  sense.  He  believes  that  to 
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“affirm”  is  of  equal  force  with  to  “swear,”  and  we  are  cer- 
tainly in  accord  with  this  view.  The  North  Carolina  trans- 
actions for  1910  receive  kindly  consideration  of  Brother 
Chase.  From  his  “conclusion”  we  copy  this  extract  as  our 
own  view  tersely  expressed : 

With  one  exception  the  conferences  appear  to  have  been  taken  for 
what  they  really  were  and  not  that  they  were  to  be  the  forerunner  of  a 
General  Grand  Lodge.  It  seems  to  us  that  some  of  the  most  vital  ques- 
tions appertaining  to  peace  and  harmony  were  not  discussed.  However, 
in  time,  all  differences  may  be  eliminated  and  all  may  recognize  the 
same  rights  over  candidates,  and  how  near  to  a perfect  youth  one  must 
be  to  be  eligible  for  Masonry. 

We  believe  that  the  matter  of  legislation  upon  the  eligibility  of  a 
candidate  should  be  left  to  the  lodge.  The  tendency  appears  to  be  that 
this  matter  and  many  others  should  be  coutrolled  by  law  enacted  by  the 
Grand  Lodge.

James  D.  Baine, 
is  a brief  and  business-like  presentation  of  the  condi- 
tion of  Grand  Lodge  after  his  administration  of  one  year. 
As  a loyal  subject  of  the  crown  he  has  this  to  say  of  the 
death  of  his  majesty,  King  Edward  VII: 

Throughout  the  British  Empire,  his  late  Majesty  had  no  more  loyal 
subjects  than  Freemasons,  and  with  no  other  class  in  this  fair  Dominion 
of  ours,  will  such  keen  and  poignant  sorrow  be  felt  at  his  demise  as  by 
the  brethren  of  the  Craft. 

His  Gracious  majesty  was,  for  upwards  of  twenty-five  years,  Grand 
Master  of  the  oldest  Grand  Lodge  of  the  world,  and  the  loyal  tributes 
that  have  periodically  been  offered  at  all  Masonic  gatherings,  have  in  no 
sense  been  mere  figures  of  speech,  but  the  genuine  outbursts  of  spon- 
taneous and  sympathetic  feeling  offered  as  tributes  to  those  manly  at- 
tributes and  excellencies  of  character,  which  have  throughout  his  reign, 
excited  and  compelled  the  admiration  of  the  world.

Notices  were  forwarded  to  all  the  lodges  in  this  Jurisdiction  to  drape 
in  mourning  the  Charters,  Columns,  and  Gavels,  for  a period  of  three 
months,  and  that  on  the  day  appointed  for  the  burial  of  our  late  King, 
Memorial  Services  should  be  held. 

This  flattering-  showing-  of  the  Benevolent  Fund  is  cer- 
tainly creditable  to  the  Masons  of  Manitoba: 

At  nearly  every  meeting  which  I attended,  interest  was  manifested 
by  the  members  in  this  fund,  and  it  is  most  gratifying  to  know  that 
owing  to  the  liberal  contributions  made  this  year  by  many  of  the  lodges, 
upwards  of  $ 20,000  is  now  at  the  credit  of  this  fund.

THE  pictorial  embellishments  of  this  handsome  volume 
consist  of  a colored  cut  of  the  front  of  the  Masonic 
Temple,  and  the  likenesses  of  the  Grand  Master,  Gen. 
Thomas  J.  Shryock,  and  the  Grand  Secretary,  William  M. 
Isaac. 

The  dedication  of  the  splendid  new  Masonic  Temple  and 
the  observance  of  the  silver  jubilee  in  commemoration  of 
the  twenty-fifth  annual  induction  of  Brother  Shryock  to  the 
Grand  East  of  the  Maryland  Grand  Lodge  contributed  to 
make  this  communication  the  most  notable  in  the  history  of 
the  Grand  Lodge. 

To  give  even  a condensed  report  of  the  observances 
would  be  simply  impossible  in  the  short  space  which  we  have 
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to  devote  to  these  proceedings.  At  the  dedication  cere- 
monies Brother  Shultz  presented  a graphic  account  of  the 
various  homes  occupied  by  Grand  Lodge  since  its  formation, 
one  hundred  twenty-two  years  ago.  At  the  request  of  the 
Grand  Master,  Bro.  Geo.  B.  Orlady,  the  Grand  Master  of 
Masons  in  Pennsylvania,  delivered  a brief  but  interesting 
historical  oration,  of  which  we  have  space  only  for  the  con- 
cluding paragraphs : 

The  cordial  intimacy  of  more  than  a century,  assures  to  coming 
generations  the  same  manly  intercourse,  the  same  wholesome  confidence, 
and  the  same  brotherly  affection  of  the  uncounted  thousands  of  our 
members. 

We  again  salute  you  with  greetings,  and  blessings  and  praj'ers. 
May  this  Temple  stand  as  an  exemplar  of.tlie  truths  we  teach,  beautiful 
in  design  and  execution,  stable  as  our  tenets  and  principles,  a landmark 
of  goodness,  a fount  of  charity,  an  advocate  of  right,  a guide  to  truth,  a 
city  of  refuge,  a tower  of  strength  throughout  the  land,  that  the  widow’s 
cruse  shall  never  fail,  nor  the  widow’s  son  feel  want. 

May  the  light  which  radiates  from  this  place  pervade  your  social 
and  fraternal  life  to  merit  the  favor,  protection  and  benediction  of  the 
Grand  Master  above,  for  all  the  days  of  this  life  and  the  ages  of  eternity; 
and  for  your  Twenty-five  Times  Grand  Master,  Pennsylvania  Masons 
hope  and  pray,  that  he  will  get  late  into  Heaven. 

May  Sliryock  live  till  time  itself  shall  end, 

And  may  we  live  his  funeral  to  attend. 

At  the  Animal  Communication  Deputy  Grand  Master 
Richard  J.  Carter,  offered  the  following  resolution,  which 
was  unanimously  adopted  by  a rising  vote: 

Resolved:  That  a committee  of  five  be  appointed  by  the  R.  W. 
Deputy  Grand  Master,  with  himself  as  Chairman,  to  procure  a suitable 
testimonial  for  M.  W.  Brother  Thomas  J.  Sliryock  commemorating  the 
Twenty-fifth  anniversary  of  his  selection  as  Grand  Master  and  in  recog- 
nition of  his  invaluable  services  to  the  Craft,  and  specially  of  his  ardu- 
ous labors  in  the  reconstruction  of  the  Temple. 

This  committee  is  authorized  to  procure  a testimonial, 
and  it  goes  without  saying  that  it  will  be  of  such  character 
and  design  as  to  express  the  good  wishes  of  the  Maryland 
Craft.

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Upon  motion  of  Deputy  Grand  Master  Brewer,  Bro. 
George  B.  Orlady,  of  Pennsylvania,  was  elected  as  honorary 
Past  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Maryland,  and  it 
was  unanimously  adopted.  In  this  connection  Grand  Master 
Shryock  said : 

You  will  get  the  credit  of  being  the  only  Grand  Lodge  in  the  United 
States  conferring  such  a degree  as  this,  although  it  is  quite  a common 
tiling  in  Europe  for  lodges  to  confer  this  rank  on  distinguished  Brethren 
and  some  not  so  distinguished.  For  instance,  I was  elected  to  that  rank 
by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Egypt.  If  we  had  time  tonight  I would  like  to 
tell  you  about  Egypt,  but  I will  tell  you  about  it  some  other  time. 

We  will  have  with  us  at  this  communication  the  largest  gathering 
of  Grand  Masters  ever  held  in  the  world.  They  come  from  Maine  to 
California,  from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific,  and  from  Canada  to  the 
Gulf.  It  is  an  evidence  of  the  esteem  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Maryland  is 
held  in  by  the  other  Grand  Lodges  of  the  United  States. 

We  note  with  pleasure  the  adoption  of  this  standing 
resolution,  which  to  some  extent  will  limit  the  work  of 
Brother  Schultz  and  enable  him  to  have  regular  assistants: 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  shall  be  limited  to  125  pages  of 
printed  proceedings  and  copies  of  the  same  shall  be  submitted  for  the 
consideration  of  the  Grand  Lodge  at  each  Annual  Communication.  The 
Reporters  compensation  shall  be  $300  per  annum  with  an  allowance  of 
$100  to  Brother  E.  T.  Schultz  for  the  services  of  an  amanuensis. 

From  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Grand  Master’s 
Address  we  take  these  extracts,  which  show  better  than  we 
possibly  could  the  broad  scope  of  the  Grand  Master’s  address : 

1.  It  strikes  a note  of  Victory  and  Triumph,  calling  for  devout 
gratitude  to  the  Supreme  Architect,  Who  has  directed  the  affairs  of  this 
Grand  Lodge  to  the  completion  of  this  magnificent  Temple,  erected  to 
Him  and  dedicated  to  Freemasonry.  He  hath  put  a new  song  in  our 
mouths  even  praise  unto  our  God.  Our  Faith  has  been  lost  in  sight,  our 
Hope  in  fruition.  We  have  more  than  heart  could  have  wished.  When 
Jehovah  brought  back  those  that  returned  to  Zion,  we  were  like  unto 
them  that  dream.  Then  was  our  month  filled  with  laughter,  and  our 
tongue  with  singing.  Then  said  they  among  the  nations,  Jehovah  hath 
done  great  things  for  them.  Jehovah  hath  done  great  things  for  us, 
whereof  we  are  glad. 
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2.  We  note  the  presence  of  such  a host  of  Grand  Masters,  and  Past 
Grand  Masters  as  makes  this  occasion  tlie_  most  distinguished  in  the 
annals  of  Freemasonry  in  this  country,  if  not  in  the  world.  We  appre- 
ciate the  courtesy  of  their  presence,  but  most  of  all  the  gracious  words 
they  have  spoken.  Their  presence  is  a benediction,  their  words  an  In- 
spiration. Right  welcome  are  they  to  this  occasion  of  our  house  warming 
and  rejoicing. 

5.  We  commend  the  pronounced  views  of  the  Grand  Master  against 
the  project  of  a National  Grand  Lodge.  During  the  troublous  days  of 
the  Revolution  this  scheme  originated  among  the  Army  Lodges  in  1780; 
but  even  the  nomination  of  our  Bro.  George  Washington  as  General 
Grand  Master  failed  to  secure  the  approbation  of  the  few  Grand  Lodges 
then  in  existence.  Ten  years  later  upon’  a renewal  of  the  subject  this 
Grand  Lodge  resolved  “that  it  is  highly  improper  and  inexpedient  to 
give  our  sanction  to  a superintending  Grand  Lodge.”  In  1822,  when  so 
distinguished  a statesman  and  Mason  as  Bro.  Henry  Clay  led  in  the  re- 
vival of  the  proposition,  Maryland,  with  most  of  the  other  Grand  Lodges, 
again  resolved  “that  it  is  inexpedient  to  establish  a general  Grand 
Lodge  of  the  United  States.” 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  is  naturally  presented  by 
Bro.  Edward  T.  Schultz,  than  whom  no  more  capable,  cour- 
ageous, and  zealous  member  can  be  found  in  the  guild  of 
reporters.  The  Proceedings  of  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Caro- 
lina for  1909  receive  the  ample  and  fraternal  consideration  of 
Brother  Schultz.  He  disposes  of  the  claim  recently  made 
by  North  Carolina  Masons  that  Joseph  Montfort  “was  the 
first  and  only  Provincial  Grand  Master  of  and  for  America, 
and  the  highest  Masonic  authority  that  ever  existed  on  this 
continent,”  in  this  wise: 

Our  Brethren  of  North  Carolina  are  mistaken  when  they  say  Joseph 
Montford  was  the  first  and  only  Provincial  Grand  Master  of  and  for 
America.  The  commissions  issued  to  Daniel  Coxe  and  Thomas  Oxnard 
as  Provincial  Grand  Masters  of  America  antedate  that  issued  to  Montford 
by  many  years.  The  first  we  think  was  about  1730,  the  latter  about  1750. 

Brother  Schultz  is  correct  in  stating  that  there  were 
provincial  Grand  Masters  before  Montfort,  and  he  is  sus- 
tained by  the  record,  but  in  every  one  of  these  appointments 
the  Provincial  Grand  Masters  were  limited  in  their  territorial 
authority.  For  instance,  one  of  these  was  for  New  England, 
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another  for  New  York,  Pennsylvania  and  New  Jersey,  and 
a third  for  North  America,  but  with  this  saving  provision, 
“where  no  other  provincial  authority  existed.”  It  is  not  im- 
probable that  Joseph  Montfort  was  the  last  Provincial  Grand 
Master  appointed  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England,  in  1771, 
only  a few  years  before  the  breaking  out  of  the  Revolutionary 
War  and  the  severance  of  the  colonies  from  the  mother 
country.  We  are  not  informed  whether  there  was  any  Pro- 
vincial Grand  Master  who  was  contemporaneous  with  Mont- 
fort, but  it  is  almost  sure  that  he  was  the  first  to  hold 
unrestricted  jurisdiction  over  all  America,  and  probably  the 
last  official  of  this  rank  to  represent  the  authority  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  England.  The  “Deputation”  or  commis- 
sion of  Joseph  Montfort  shows  that  he  had  unlimited  terri- 
torial authority  in  America. 

From  his  conclusion  we  take  these  closing  paragraphs : 

The  grim  reaper  lias  been  busy  among  the  Corps  Reportorial;  since 
July  no  less  than  five  have  been  cut  down  by  his  relentless  scythe. 
These  were  Dr.  Joseph  Robbins,  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Illinois;  Rufus 
E.  Anderson,  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Missouri;  William  Moore  Cun- 
ningham, of  Grand  Lodge  and  Grand  Chapter  of  Ohio;  William  C. 
Swain,  of  Grand  Chapter  of  Wisconsin,  and  Alexander  Morrill  Lambdin, 
of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Georgia. 

The  receipt  of  the  news  of  the  death  of  these  Brethren,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  Brother  Cunningham,  did  not  reach  me  until  my  reports 
were  in  the  hands  of  the  printer  and  a portion  of  them  in  type.  I can 
therefore  only  make  this  brief  mention  of  their  deaths.  Should  my  life 
be  spared  to  make  reports  next  year  it  will  be  my  mournful  pleasure  to 
speak  more  at  length  of  their  lives  and  services  to  the  Fraternity;  they 
were  all  able  and  forcible  writers  and  will  be  greatly  missed  at  the  round 
table. 

The  death  of  Companion  Cunningham  leaves  four  octogenarians  still 
in  the  Guild,  William  Y.  Titcomb,  of  Alabama,  William  A.  Davies,  of 
California,  Thomas  M.  Matthews,  of  Texas,  and  nlyself.  We  have  all 
passed  the  eighty-second  mile-stone  and  it  is  quite  certain  that  we  will 
not  be  able  to  prepare  many  more  reports,  but  our  dear  venerable 
Brothers  will  unite  with  me  in  the  hope  and  prayer  to  our  Heavenly 
Father  that  when  He  causes  the  pen  to  fall  from  our  lifeless  fingers  we 
may  be  found  acceptable  in  his  sight  through  the  “merits  and  mediation 
of  the  Lion  of  the  Tribe  of  Judah,”  and  that  it  may.  be  said  of  us  that  in 
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the  hundreds  of  pages  we  have  written  we  were  ever  actuated  alone  by 
the  interest  and  welfare  of  our  beloved  Fraternity,

The  memorial  to  Brother  Nickerson,  presented  by  Past 
Grand  Master  Gallagher,  is  a fine  tribute  couched  in  elo- 
quent periods  to  the  foremost  Masonic  scholar  in  America, 
We  take  these  extracts  from  the  address: 

Brother  Nickerson  was  one  of  the  best  beloved  and  most  universally 
known  of  Masons  at  the  time  of  his  death.  His  life  work  had  been  to 
advance  Freemasonry  and  its  principles,  to  build  more  securely  the 
foundations  and  superstructure  of  the  Institution,  to  preserve  the  “An- 
cient Landmarks,”  and  revive  and  record,  for  the  benefit  of  all,  every- 
thing that  was  good,  great  and  important  in  the  history  and  jurispru- 
dence of  our  Order. 

Thus  all  the  fraternity  of  English  speech  came  to  know  him  or  to 
know  of  him;  and  with  his  erudition,  his  legal  training,  his  mercantile 
experience,  his  intellectual  power,  his  wide  and  critical  knowledge,  his 
familiarity  with  men  and  events,  he  gave  to  the  Brethren  everywhere  a 
better  knowledge  of  the  Ancient  Craft,  and  put  them  directly  in  touch 
with  its  dignified,  interesting  and  instructive  past. 

There  is  pictured  with  the  memorial  address  a bronze 
memorial  medal  having  on  one  side  Brother  Nickerson’s 
face,  and  on  the  other  the  seal  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Mas- 
sachusetts. 

The  Massachusetts  Craft  has  always  saved  every  scrap 
of  history,  tradition,  or  story  in  reference  to  any  member  or 
any  lodge,  and  now  in  pursuance  of  that  plan  continued 
without  variance,  it  prints  an  interesting  story  of  John  Pull- 
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ing,  Jr.,  who  was  a Mason  and  a comrade  and  friend  of  Paul 
Revere.  Recently  a very  important  paper  was  discovered 
in  possession  of  a descendant  of  Pulling’s  which  proves  to 
be  a Master  Mason’s  certificate,  issued  by  a Marblehead 
Lodge  in  1761.  The  owner  of  this  paper  is  not  a Mason, 
and  so  far  declines  to  give  it  up,  but  he  has  permitted  a 
photograph  to  be  taken,  which  appears  with  the  historical 
sketch  in  this  volume. 

A very  important  ruling  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Mas- 
sachusetts is  that  the  bequest  of  money  for  charitable  use  by 
the  Grand  Lodge  is  not  a proper  subject  for  taxation.  . This 
may,  and  probably  will,  affect  legislation  as  to  Masonic 
property  not  only  in  Massachusetts,  but  in  other  States. 

A notable  event  in  the  history  of  Grand  Lodge  was  the 
laying  of  the  corner-stone  of  the  monument  erected  to  the 
soldiers  and  sailors  with  elaborate  ceremonial  and  a large 
attendance  of  the  people  of  the  State. 

It  was  determined  by  an  almost  unanimous  vote  that 
the  title  of  Past  Grand  Masters  should  be  Most  Worshipful 
instead  of  Right  Worshipful,  as  it  has  been  in  the  past. 

The  annual  address  of  Grand  Master  Dana  J.  Flanders 
is  a clear  and  able  presentation  of  the  principal  acts  of  his 
administration.  His  official  visits  were  numerous  and 
profitable  to  the  Craft. 

He  reports  the  application  of  the  Grand  Lodge  Valle  de 
Mexico  for  recognition,  of  which  he  says  in  part: 

An  official  and  personal  request  for  Fraternal  Recognition  by  the 
Grand  Lodge  Valle  de  Mexico  lias  been  received  and  for  the  purpose  of 
expediting  the  business  I have  appointed  a committee  to  investigate 
and  recommend  such  action  as  may  be  proper  by  this  Grand  Lodge.  As 
the  request  was  received  so  recently,  I cannot  expect  more  than  a re- 
port of  progress  at  this  Communication. 

The  Stated  Communication,  held  on  the  28th  of  Decem- 
ber, was  for  the  purpose  of  installing  Grand  Officers  and 
participating  in  the  Grand  Feast. 
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There  are  241  lodges,  with  a membership  of  56, 198,  an 
increase  of  1,767.

THE  likeness  of  the  retiring  Grand  Master,  Eugene  E. 

® Swan,  forms  the  frontispiece  of  the  volume. 

His  annual  address,  covering  15  pages  of  the  volume, 
gives  a full  accounting  of  a very  successful  administration. 

He  reports  having  constituted  three  lodges  and  having  is- 
sued dispensations  for  the  formation  of  two  new  ones. 

Many  special  dispensations  were  granted  and  quite  a 
number  were  refused. 

His  decisions  were  very  few  and  these  were  approved 
except  as  to  the  procedure  in  the  examination  of  visitors  not 
vouched  for. 

Unlike  most  of  Grand  Lodges,  which  have  the  plan  of 
District  Deputy  Grand  Masters,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Minne- 
sota has  concluded  to  dispense  with  these  officers.  In  this 
connection  the  Grand  Master  says: 

The  work  of  the  District  Deputy  Grand  Masters  has,  as  usual,  not 
been  entirely  satisfactory.  Some  of  the  Deputies  have  rendered  intelli- 
gent and  valuable  service.  A few,  however,  have  failed  to  appreciate 
the  honor  and  dignity  of  the  office  and  their  services  have  been  of  little 
value. 

I trust  that  the  committee  which  is  to  report  at  this  communication  of 
the  Grand  Dodge  will  be  able  to  present  some  plan  which  will  solve  the 
vexing  question. 

The  Committee  on  Jurisprudence,  accepting  the  opinion 
of  the  Grand  Master,  presented  the  following  resolution, 
which  was  adopted. 
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Resolved,  That  all  existing  legislation  and  regulations  relative  to 
District  Deputy  Grand  Masters  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed. 

Speaking  of  his  visitations  the  Grand  Master  said,  in 
part : 

It  was  my  intention  when  elected  to  the  honorable  position  of 
Grand  Master  of  the  Jurisdiction  of  Minnesota  to  visit  as  many  Lodges 
as  possible  and  those  which  were  least  likely  to  receive  a visit  from  a 
Grand  Officer,  and  I have  been  partially  successful  in  carrying  out  my 
plans.  Living,  as  I do,  some  distance  from  the  railroad  centers,  it  has 
required  extra  time  and  travel  to  accomplish  this.  I have  traveled  over 
10,000  miles  and  have  visited  the  following  Lodges:  * * * 

From  the  returns  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  we  find  that 
there  are  251  chartered  lodges  on  the  roll  and  that  the  total 
membership  is  24,944,  a net  gain  of  1,020. 

In  the  Special  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspond- 
ence we  find  this  recommendation,  which  was  adopted : 

Your  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  beg  leave  to  report 
that  requests  for  recognition  have  been  received  in  behalf  of  the  German 
Grand  Lodge  Union,  Italy,  Cosmos,  Hungary,  Turkey,  Belgium,  Chili, 
Nicaragua  and  Greece.  That  in  the  absence  of  definite  information  as 
to  the  genealogy  of  these  reputed  bodies,  it  is  recommended  that  the  ap- 
plications be  indefinitely  postponed. 

From  the  Report  of  the  Minnesota  Masonic  Home  As- 
sociation, we  find  that  the  fraternity  is  making  progress  in 
its  preparation  for  the  erection  of  the  home,  which  will  come 
only  when  the  funds  are  deemed  to  be  ample. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence,  82  pages,  is  presented 
by  Brother  Irving  Todd,  and  contains  a summary  of  the 
proceedings  of  sixty-two  Grand  Lodges,  in  which  North 
Carolina  for  1 909  finds  a place.  Brother  Todd  omits  nothing 
of  importance,  showing  that  he  examines  every  page  from 
beginning  to  end. 

The  volume  closes  with  the  report  of  the  Proceedings  of 
the  Masonic  Veteran  Association  of  Minnesota,  and  very  in- 
teresting they  are. 
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The  photographs  of  two  deceased,  distinguished  breth- 
ren, appear  with  the  proceedings,  namely:  Hon.  Wm.  C. 

Williston  and  Hon.  Dolson  B.  Searle.

MICHIGAN  1910. 

66th  Annual.  Saginaw.  May  24. 

THE  volume  is  adorned  with  photographs  of  the  Grand 
Master,  G.  Roscoe  Swift,  and  his  eleven  associate  offi- 
cers of  the  Grand  Lodge.  There  is  also  a likeness  of  Dr. 
Louis  Barth,  and  a photograph  in  miniature  of  the  address 
presented  by  the  Grand  Lodge  in  recognition  of  his  valuable 
services  to  the  Grand  Secretary,  Bro.  Lou  B.  Winsor,  during 
a very  severe  attack  of  illness. 

The  address  of  the  retiring  Grand  Master,  Arthur  M. 
Hume,  furnishes  a full  accounting  of  the  principal  events  of 
his  administration. 

Many  special  dispensations  were  granted  to  lodges  to 
confer  degrees  out  of  time,  and  each  of  these  contributed 
five  dollars  to  the  Grand  Lodge  funds. 

Dispensations  were  issued  for  the  formation  of  four  new 
lodges,  and  four  others  were  duly  constituted. 

Dedications  of  new  Masonic  edifices  and  the  laying  of 
corner-stones  occupied  much  of  the  time  of  Grand  Lodge. 

The  Grand  Master  reports  very  many  official  visits,  and 
all  of  them  made  pleasant  by  hospitality  and  good  cheer. 

He  reports  in  detail  the  efforts  made  by  the  Masons  of 
Michigan  and  the  Grand  Lodge  to  rescue  a young  brother 
who  was  lost  on  a hunting  trip  on  the  approach  o'f  winter, 
and  no  tidings  had  been  received  of  him  even  after  the 
opening  of  spring.  The  fraternity  contributed  nearly  $1,700 
in  the  prosecution  of  this  vain  search. 
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He  reports  the  Masonic  Conference  held  in  Philadelphia 
June  1909,  and  expresses  the  belief  that  great  good  will 
arise  from  these  meetings. 

The  Masonic  Home  having  been  destroyed  by  fire  on 
the  15th  of  February,  1910,  without  loss  of  life  or  injury  to 
any  of  the  inmates,  the  successful  task  of  caring  for  these 
dependents  was  promptly  carried  to  completion.  The  in- 
mates are  now  cared  for  in  a rented  establishment  which 
answers  the  purpose  very  well.  Preliminary  to  rebuilding, 
the  Grand  Lodge  appointed  a special  committee  to  study 
the  entire  matter  of  site  and  extent  of  building  to  be  erected 
thereon,  with  instructions  to  report  at  the  next  annual 
meeting. 

The  amount  of  tact,  good  sense,  and  patience  required 
to  check  in  one  instance,  and  stimulate  in  another,  are  thus 
told  by  the  Grand  Master: 

Thus  your  Grand  Master  needs  to  be  at  the  foot  of  the  hill,  to  help 
those  who  would  climb,  and,  at  the  same  time,  at  the  top  of  the  hill,  to 
restrain  a few  who  would  go  plunging  down  the  other  side,  under  the 
mistaken  idea  that  independence,  progress,  and  “going  some,”  are 
synonymous  terms. 

On  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Cor- 
respondence, Bro.  Lou  B.  Winsor,  the  Swiss  Grand  Lodge 
Alpina  was  duly  recognized,  and  the  text  of  the  memorial  of 
the  Swiss  Grand  Lodge  is  reproduced. 

The  recommendation  of  the  Grand  Lecturer  that  two 
cipher  rituals  in  addition  to  those  now  in  use  be  furnished 
to  each  constituent  lodge,  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Jurisprudence,  which  submitted  this  adverse  report,  which 
strikes  us  as  being  forcible  and  pertinent : 

Your  committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  this  Grand  Lodge  has  already 
gone  as  far  as  it  is  wise  to  go  in  this  direction.  That  the  multiplication 
of  Rituals  in  the  hands  of  the  Craft  has  a tendency  to  cheapen  the  esti- 
mation in  which  they  should  be  held  and  lessens  the  responsibility  of 
the  Worshipful  Master  of  a lodge  for  the  efficiency  and  accuracy  of  the 
work.  Your  committee  believes  that  the  recommendation  of  the  Wor- 
shipful Grand  Lecturer  in  this  respect  is  unwise  and  therefore  recom- 
mends that  that  part  of  the  report  be  not  adopted. 
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But  the  Report  of  the  Law  Committee  failed  of  adop- 
tion, and  as  a consequence,  each  lodge  will  now  have  four 
instead  of  two  printed  rituals. 

In  reading  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Necrology, 
presented  by  Bro.  William  H.  Gallagher,  Grand  Chaplain, 
we  are  struck  with  the  beautiful  Masonic  and  brotherly  sen- 
timents which  pervade  it,  and  select  this  paragraph  as  a 
sample  of  the  whole: 

I am  writing  on  Memorial  Day — a day  aptly  illustrative  of  my  sub- 
ject. It  is  a very  tender  day.  It  is  not  a time  in  which  to  perpetuate 
sectional  hate.  It  ought  not  to  be  the  politician’s  day.  It  is  a day 
which,  if  it  means  anything,  means  this:  that  the  great  heart  of  the 
people  of  this  country  throbs  for  her  dead  sons.  It  should  be  a day  long 
to  be  observed  by  the  blue  and  the  gray.  For  it  is  not  iti  the  north  only 
that  brave  men  sleep.  In  many  a valley  and  plain,  in  many  a village 
and  city  cemetery,  on  many  a sloping  hillside,  at  the  bottom  of  many  a 
quiet  river  in  the  south  sleep  brave  men  who  gave  up  their  lives  to  de- 
fend the  traditions  inherited  from  their  fathers.  The  pestilential  breath 
of  war  struck  down  the  flower  of  the  south  as  well  as  of  the  north.  Let 
us  scatter  flowers  on  their  graves,  on  the  graves  of  all,  because  they 
were,  and  we  are,  brethren.  Rear  monuments  to  the  memory  of  out 
illustrious  dead  on  many  a hard-fought  field,  in  our  city  and  village 
parks,  in  our  quiet  resting  places  for  the  dead. 

The  number  of  lodges  in  the  Grand  jurisdiction  of 
Michigan  is  412,  and  the  total  membership  63,022,  showing 
a net  gain  of  2,323. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  is  the  painstaking  work 
of  the  Grand  Secretary,  Bro.  Lou  B.  Winsor,  and  covers  396 
pages  of  the  volume.  This  is  nearly  a complete  summary 
of  the  doings  of  the  different  Grand  Lodges,  but  Brother 
Winsor,  by  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  stopped  short  at  giv- 
ing details  of  transactions  in  the  different  jurisdictions. 
The  by-law  which  muzzles  Brother  Winsor  is  as  follows: 

“The  committee  shall  refrain  from  criticism  of  such  proceedings,  as 
well  as  promulgating  the  opinion  of  the  committee  upon  decisions,  laws 
and  regulations  of  this  or  any  other  Grand  Lodge.” 

Bro.  Winsor  has  teeth,  but  they  are  not  for  the  purpose 
of  inflicting  injury,  and  we  hope  the  Grand  Lodge  will  re- 
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peal  this  By-law  and  give  this  capable  reviewer  a little  more 
latitude.

MISSISSIPPI  1910. 

92ND  Annual.  Columbus.  February  15. 

THE  volume  is  adorned  with  the  portraits  of  the  incoming 
Grand  Master,  Walter  M.  Conner,  and  of  three  de- 
ceased brethren,  Charles  T.  Chamberlain,  Joel  A.  Hearne 
and  J.  A.  B.  Jones. 

The  address  of  the  retiring  Grand  Master,  Wiley  H. 
Clifton,  gives  a full  accounting  of  his  administration  and 
this  optimistic  view  of  the  future  of  the  Craft  in  Missis- 
sippi : 

I state  for  your  information  and  encouragement  what  your  Grand 
Lecturer  and  the  District  Deputies  wilt  tell  you  “that  never  before  in 
the  history  of  Mississippi  were  there  ever  so  many  educated  Masons  as 
now.”  And  I submit  for  your  thoughtful  consideration  that  if  so  much 
has  been  accomplished  under  our  present  system  of  teaching  the  Ritual 
within  so  few  years,  if  we  ought  not  to  adopt  the  present  system  as  a 
fixed  policy,  giving  it  such  support  as  may  be  necessary  to  develop  the 
highest  possible  efficiency. 

We  have  entered  the  last  decade  of  a century’s  labor  as  a Grand 
Lodge  in  Mississippi,  andlam  notadreamer  when  I venture  the  predic- 
tion that  if  you  will  but  continue  this  campaign  of  education  as  now  or- 
ganized, when  we  celebrate  our  centenary  you  will  not  only  have  an 
educated  Craft,  and  that  means  Masons  in  the  broadest  sense,  but  you 
will  have  a membership  of  40,000  loyal  souls.  I recommend  that  we 
take  steps  touching  the  commencement  of  an  organization  to  devise 
ways  and  means  by  which  to  suitably  celebrate  our  centenary  anniver- 
sary, such  as  the  appointment  of  a general  committee  to  make  inquiry 
into  the  character,  scope  and  extent  of  such  a celebration,  and  make  a 
report  to  the  next  Grand  Stated  Communication. 

He  makes  appropriate  reference  to  the  Masonic  dead 
and  reports  a large  number  of  special  dispensations  granted 
and  of  others  refused. 
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His  official  visits  numbered  forty-one,  and  they  were 
each  occasions  of  benefit  to  the  lodges. 

After  three  visits  to  the  Masonic  Home  and  thorough 
inspection  of  its  management  and  condition,  he  thus  speaks, 
in  part,  of  the  obligation  of  the  Craft  to  support  it: 

This  great  charitable  institution,  the  pride  of  Mississippi  Masons, 
lias  passed  the  experimental  period  and  taken  its  place  among  the 
homes  of  its  sister  states  in  the  organized  work  of  relief  for  the  indigent 
Masons,  widows  and  orphans.  It  will  stand  as  a charge  upon  the  Ma- 
sonic Craft  of  this  Jurisdiction  for  all  time  to"  come,  and  the  sooner  its 
endowment  is  made  ample  and  permanent  to  meet  all  possible  calls  on 
it,  the  better  and  more  efficiently  will  it  accomplish  the  great  work  in- 
tended. I make  no  suggestions  touching  the  manner  by  which  its  en- 
dowment fund  may  be  supplemented  and  increased  from  sources  other 
than  now  provided;  but  call  the  Trustees’s  attention  to  the  necessity  of 
early  formulating  a system  by  which  this  may  be  accomplished,  while 
our  expenses  are  small  compared  to  what  they  will  be  as  opportunity  for 
good  increases.  I take  pleasure  in  announcing  to  the  Craft  that  at  the 
Trustees’  meeting  on  yesterday  $6,547.91  from  the  interest  account  and 
maintenance  fund  was  transferred  to  the  endowment  fund  ; and  that  tile 
per  capita  assessment  for  the  endowment  fund  was  increased  to  50  cents. 
And  this  was  done  on  the  usual  75  cents  per  capita  assessment.  It  hav- 
ing been  demonstrated  by  the  last  year’s  management  that  only  25  cents 
per  capita  would  hereafter  be  necessary  for  the  maintenance  fund,  I hope 
though  we  will  never  lessen  the  50  cents  per  capita  assessment  for  en- 
dowment fund  until  it  reaches  the  magnificent  sum  of  $200,000. 

Under  the  head  of  decisions  we  find  this: 

Query  2 — From  Pinckney  Lodge  No.  313:  Mr.  R.  Moffett  applied 

to  this  Lodge  for  initiation,  but  had  not  lived  in  its  Jurisdiction  the  re- 
quired time,  what  should  be  done  in  order  for  him  to  receive  his  de- 
grees ? 

Ans. — Let  him  apply  to  the  Lodge  having  jurisdiction,  and  if  elect- 
ed that  Lodge  can  request  Pinckney  Lodge  No.  313  to  confer  the  degree. 

It  seems  to  us  that  if  Mr.  Moffett’s  removal  into  the 
jurisdiction  of  Pinckney  Lodge  was  bona  fide,  no  other  lodge 
had  jurisdiction  over  him,  and  he  must  wait  to  be  qnalified 
to  make  application  to  Pinckney  Lodge.  That  is  the  law  in 
North  Carolina. 
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This  queer  case  of  discipline  is  reported  by  the  Grand 
Master.  It  is  surprising  that  men  so  thoroughly  ignorant  of 
their  Masonic  duties  should  be  found  in  any  lodge,  and 
prompt  expulsion  should  overtake  them.  Here  is  the 
story : 

In  re  trial  and  suspension  of  two  members  of  Oakvale  bodge  for 
visiting  a negro  Lodge,  which  was  only  brought  to  the  attention  of  the 
Grand  Master  since  the  last  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and  three  years 
after  the  offense  was  committed,  is  so  well  stated  by  the  Law  Committee 
that  we  make  the  Law  Committee’s  report  an  exhibit  without  burdening 
this  address  with  a re-statement  of  the  case.  We  presided  at  the  trial  of 
these  parties  in  person,  after  fully  advising  ourselves  as  to  the  facts  and 
the  extent  of  the  dissension  among  the  brethren  that  the  trial  of  these 
parties  produced,  after  permitting  it  to  remain  unnoticed  for  so  long  a 
time. 

Brother  Teunisson,  District  Deputy  before  this,  had  visited  this 
Lodge  officially  by  my  instruction,  and  had  managed  the  case  so  dis- 
creetly that  the  Lodge  was  willing  to  do  anything  the  Grand  Master 
might  require.  The  erring  brothers  pleaded  for  mercy,  and  the  Lodge 
membership  thought  the  harmony  and  interest  of  the  Lodge  would  be 
best  subserved  by  being  merciful. 

Under  these  circumstances  I frankly  told  the  Lodge  they  alone  had 
the  right  to  fix  the  penalty;  and  that  as  a Lodge  no  punishment  would 
be  visited  upon  it  for  fixing  such  penalty  as  they  thought  best.  The 
Lodge  then,  by  a unanimous  vote,  suspended  these  brethren,  and  I ac- 
cepted this  action,  and  have  had  no  occasion  to  alter  my  opinion  as  to 
the  wisdom  of  such  action  under  all  the  facts  and  conditions  confronting 
us. 

The  Grand  Master  reports  invitations  from  the  Grand 
Lodges  of  Pennsylvania  and  Maryland  to  attend  important 
functions,  but  he  could  not  spare  the  time  to  accept  either. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Mississippi  has  commenced  to 
make  preparations  for  the  iooth  anniversary  of  its  birth, 
now  eight  years  away. 

In  looking  over  the  reports  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Ma- 
sonic Home  Fund  we  find  that  there  are  thirty-three  children 
in  the  Home  at  the  present  time  and  that  the  Trustees  think 
that  one  hundred  children  could  be  maintained  there  at  pro- 
portionately less  cost,  which  at  present  is  $10.80  per  month. 
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The  present  number  of  lodges  is  343,  with  a total  mem- 
bership of  1.7,122,  a net  gain  of  673. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  is  furnished  by  Past 
Grand  Master,  Harry  Howard,  who,  in  no  pages,  gives  an 
excellent  pen  picture  of  the  condition  of  the  Craft.  The 
Proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina  for  1909 
receives  the  fraternal  consideration  of  Bro.  Howard.  We 
take  this  from  his  conclusion : 

Ever  since  we  began  writing  tile  Correspondence  Report  we  have 
wondered  whether  all  the  time  spent  by  the  reporter  and  all  the  money 
paid  for  the  report  by  Grand  Lodge,  make  one  more  reader  of  the 
Correspondence. 

Surely  the  Mason  who  never  knows  what  is  going  on  in  the  Masonic 
world  is  behind  the  procession  by  several  miles.  But  how  to  make  him 
read  and  expound  the  law,  study  the  reports  and  be  up  to  date  is  a great 
question. 

The  Craft  as  a whole  shows  abundant  growth,  and  very  little  evi- 
dence of  disturbance  anywhere. 

The  workmen  drop  and  their  names  are  soon  forgotten,  but  the 
work  goes  on;  until  the  designs  upon  the  trestle  board  shall  be  finished.

MISSOURI— 1910. 

90TH  Annual.  St.  Louis.  September  27. 

THE  portrait  of  the  retiring  Grand  Master,  William  A. 

Hall,  occupies  the  fly  leaf,  and  further  on  in  the  volume 
is  a group  picture  of  the  Grand  Master  with  his  fifteen  asso- 
ciate Grand  Officers. 

In  his  annual  address,  the  Grand  Master  reviews  every- 
thing of  importance  which  occured  during  his  administra- 
tion. In  his  reference  to  the  Masonic  dead,  Brother  Hall, 
an  Englishman  by  birth,  pays  a tribute  to  King  Edward  VII 
as  a ruler  of  the  British  Empire  and  as  the  patron  of  Free- 
masonry in  England. 
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He  reports  the  condition  of  the  Craft  in  Missouri  to  be 
in  a most  prosperous  condition,  as  to  numbers  and  material 
resources. 

The  Grand  Master  reports  that  many  prominent  Masons 
of  St.  Louis  were  desirous  of  forming  a Masonic  club,  located 
in  a central  part  of  the  city,  to  serve  as  a place  of  rest  and 
recreation  for  visiting  Masons,  their  wives,  mothers  and 
daughters.  He  expressed  his  personal  approval  of  the  plan, 
but  felt  that  a matter  of  that  kind  should  be  submitted  to 
the  Grand  Lodge  for  its  approval.  The  Grand  Lodge  re- 
ferred the  matter  to  a special  committee,  which  reported 
adversely,  and  the  report  was  adopted.  We  certainly  com- 
mend the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  on  this  subject. 

He  reports  having  attended  the  conference  of  the  Grand 
Masters  in  Baltimore,  'November  16-18,  1909,  and  makes 
proper  acknowledgment  of  the  hospitality  and  kindness  of 
the  Baltimore  Masons.  He  also  reported  the  invitation  re- 
ceived from  the  Alexandria-Washington  Lodge,  No.  22,  of 
Virginia,  to  unite  with  other  Grand  Jurisdictions  in  the 
formation  of  a National  Masonic  Memorial  Association,  the 
purpose  of  which  was  to  erect  a suitable  memorial  in  honor 
of  George  Washington.  This  was  referrred  to  a special  com- 
mittee of  five,  who  submitted  this  sensible  report,  which 
was  adopted : 

Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  proposition  to  build  a 
Memorial  Temple  to  Washington,  at  Alexandria,  Virginia,  would  re- 
spectfully report  that,  while  a Memorial  Temple  would  do  honor  to  the 
great  name  of  Washington,  yet  we  believe  he  has  a greater  temple  in 
the  hearts  and  affections  of  his  Brother  Masons  which  will  endure  longer 
than  any  temple  of  brick  or  stone.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  we  are  now 
asking  the  Masons  of  Missouri  for  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  for  an 
Infirmary,  to  be  added  to  our  Masonic  Home,  in  which  they  are  now 
supporting  151  inmates,  we  think  it  would  be  inexpedient  to  ask  our 
members  for  contributions  to  the  proposed  temple  at  Alexandria. 

The  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star  is  held  in  high  repute  in 
Missouri,  as  is  shown  by  this  high  tribute  by  the  Grand 
Master: 
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The  ladies  of  the  Eastern  Star  have  continued  their  benefactions 
through  the  year  and,  as  in  the  past,  have  shown  themselves  loyal  to 
the  Fraternity  in  their  endeavor  to  make  the  Masonic  Home  all  that  its 
most  enthusiastic  friends  could  desire.  Not  only  in  or  near  the  city  but 
at  different  points  throughout  the  State  they  have  evidenced  their  in- 
terest in  many  ways,  proving  that  they,  as  well  as  we,  consider  this  the 
most  worthy  object  of  Masonic  endeavor.  No  true  Freemason  can  fail 
to  appreciate  these  splendid  women  for  their  generous  support.  We 
may  also  state  that  these  higli-souled  women  have  voluntarily  proposed 
that,  upon  the  completion  of  the  proposed  Infirmary,  they  will  assume 
the  expense  of  supplying  all  needed  furnishings. 

The  remission  of  dues  for  other  reasons  than  that  of 
inability  is  sharply  adverted  to  by  the  Grand  Master  as  a 
growing  evil  which  should  be  repressed.  We  think  he  is 
right,  but  how  can  it  be  done? 

The  Masonic  Home  and  its  necessities  receive  the  sym- 
pathetic consideration  of  the  Grand  Master.  The  principal 
demand  at  present  is  for  the  erection  and  equipment  of  an 
infirmary,  attached  to  the  Home.  It  is  estimated  that  this 
will  require  $100,000,  but  as  one-half  of  it  is  now  on  hand, 
’twill  be  but  a short  time  before  the  balance  is  secured. 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Secretary  is,  as  usual,  very 
complete.  He  gives  the  number  of  chartered  lodges  as  607, 
with  a total  membership  of  51,086,  a net  increase  of  about 
2, 000. 

Past  Grand  Master,  Bro.  William  F.  Kuhn,  Chairman  of 
the  Committee  on  Correspondence,  presented  a special  re- 
port recommending  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Nicaragua  be 
put  on  the  waiting  list:  that  the  relations  with  Costa  Rica 
be  suspended  for  the  present;  that  the  new  Grand  Lodge 
Valle  de  Mexico  is  a rebellious  and  spurious  body,  and  that 
the  Swiss  Grand  Lodge  Alpina  be  allowed  to  take  a rest. 
The  report  was  adopted. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  District  Deputy  Grand 
Masters,  through  its  chairman,  Bro.  George  M.  Sargent,  is, 
by  no  means,  perfunctory,  and  we  have  seen  none  that  would 
better  repay  perusal;  it  shows  approximately  the  moral  and 
material  condition  of  the  lodges  throughout  the  State. 
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The  Report  on  Correspondence,  124  pages,  is  con- 
tributed by  Past  Grand  Master  Dr.  C.  C.  Woods.  The 
Proceedings  of  North  Carolina  have  received  careful  consid- 
eration He  complTments  the  address  of  Grand  Master 
Gattis  as  an  unusually  strong  and  comprehensive  document. 
We  personally  agree  with  Brother  Woods  that  after  a Mason 
has  received  his  demit  he  loses  all  his  rights  of  membership.

THE  likeness  of  the  Grand  Master,  C.  B.  Nolan,  occupies 
the  fly  leaf. 

In  the  opening  of  his  address  he  pleads  guilty  of  having 
fallen  very  far  short  of  his  intentions  in  the  matter  of 
official  visits  to  the  lodges,  and  it  is  evident  that  he  was  in- 
deed a very  busy  man. 

He  pays  appropriate  tribute  to  the  Masonic  dead  of  his 
own  and  other  jurisdictions. 

He  reports  laying  the  corner-stones  of  costly  and  beau- 
tiful Masonic  buildings,  and  cites  these  as  evidence  of  the 
growing  prosperity  of  the  Craft  in  Montana. 

The  provisions  for  the  erection  and  equipment  of  the 
Masonic  Home,  and  the  reports  thereon,  occupy  much  space 
in  the  record. 

The  Grand  Master,  in  his  address,  has  this  to  say  of  the 
Home : 

The  trustees  of  tile  Masonic  Home  will  submit  to  yon  a full  report 
of  their  stewardship  in  connection  with  the  erection  and  furnishing  of 
this  splendid  edifice.  The  building  is  now  completed  and  ready  for  oc- 
cupancy. When  I visited  it  recently,  the  furniture  was  in  place.  No 
doubt  provision  will  be  made  at  this  session  for  its  occupancy  and  gov- 
ernment. During  the  past  12  months,  I received  advices  as  to  divers 
persons  desiring  admission  so  that  there  is  pressing  need  for  starting 
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housekeeping  at  once.  When  we  consider  the  population  of  our  State 
•and  the  membership  of  our  Order,  we  feel  that  in  the  erection  and 
maintenance  of  this  Home,  we  are  not  laggards  in  giving  practical  ap- 
plication to  our  professions.  It  will  be  gratifying  to  us,  though  the 
maintenance  of  this  home  will  be  a burden  upon  us,  to  know  that  worthy 
brothers  and  sisters  may  here  spend  their  declining  years  in  compara- 
tive ease  and  quiet  without  experiencing  the  depression  and  humiliation 
incident  to  a knowledge  that  they  are  the  objects  and  recipients  of  pub- 
lic charity,  and  we  may  be  pardoned  for  entertaining  a feeling  of 
conscious  pride  that  with  the  available  means  at  hand  in  this  direction, 
we  have  done  as  well,  if  not  better,  than  most  of  our  sister  jurisdictions  . 

The  details  for  the  admission  of  the  first  beneficiaries  of 
the  Home  had  not  been  concluded  before  the  closing  of  the 
Grand  Lodge;  but  it  is  shown  that  it  will  be  a home  for 
Masons  and  members  of  the  Eastern  Star. 

These  resolutions  of  thanks  were  adopted: 

That  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Masonic  Home  is  about  completed 
and  furnished  and  ready  to  be  opened  as  a haven  of  refuge  to  the  aged 
and  infirm  of  this  jurisdiction: 

That  this  Grand  Lodge  extend  a vote  of  thanks  to  the  Trustees  for 
their  untiring,  unstinted  and  unselfish  labors  in  securing  the  completion 
of  the  Home,  which  stands  as  a monument  to  the  Fraternity  in  this 
jurisdiction,  and  an  honor  to  the  trustees  who  planned  and  completed 
it. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Montana  cast  its  vote  for  Bro.  Fay 
Hempstead  as  Poet  Laureate  of  Masonry  in  the  United 
States. 

After  the  installation  of  the  Grand  Master  elect,  he  was 
presented  with  the  signet  ring  by  his  predecessor,  Brother 
Nolan,  in  a very  graceful  address. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence,  85  pages,  is  prepared 
by  Past  Grand  Master,  H.  S.  Hepner,  and  is  a review  of  70 
volumes  of  transactions,  and  the  work  attending  it  he  hap- 
pily styles  a “labor  of  love.”  He  gives  fraternal  considera- 
tion to  the  doings  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina  for 
1909.  This  is  a part  of  Brother  Hepner’s  affectionate  con- 
clusion : 

We  have  finished  our  trip  around  the  Masonic  world;  we  beheld  the 
wonders  and  tried  to  assimilate  the  wisdom  of  the  foreign  lands  we 
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traveled,  yet  our  “heart,  untraveled,  fondly  turns  to  thee,”  dear  Mon- 
tana. 

We  believe  that  in  this  magnificent  Commonwealth,  with  its  won- 
derful rivers,  majestic  mountains  and  fertile  valleys,  we  have  a Masonic 
Civilization  that  is  the  peer  of  any  in  the  world.

S.  D.  Chipman,  is  a comparatively  brief  document,  but 
gives  a full  accounting  of  his  administration.  He  thus  re- 
ports the  condition  of  the  Craft : 

It  is  a pleasure  to  be  able  to  again  report  to  you,  that  Peace,  Har- 
mony and  Brotherly  Cove  prevail  in  all  the  bodges  in  the  juristiction, 
and  that  the  increasing  interest  and  prosperity  referred  to  in  my  last 
communication  have  more  than  met  our  expectations. 

It  will  also  be  a source  of  very  great  satisfaction  to  every  Mason  in 
this  jurisdiction  to  learn  from  the  report  of  the  V.  W.  the  Grand  Treas- 
urer, that  the  financial  condition  of  the  fraternity  is  better  than  ever 
before  reported. 

The  condition  of  affairs  shows  us  that  we  have  returned  to  an  era  of 
prosperity  and  should  be  the  means  of  spreading  the  benefits  of  this 
fraternity  to  many  others  in  the  years  to  come,  so  that  the  golden  tenet, 
Relief,  can  be  distributed  more  generally  to  worthy  distressed  brothers, 
their  widows  and  orphans. 

He  paid  appropriate  and  tender  tribute  to  the  memory 
of  those  who  had  ceased  from  their  labors  within  the  year. 

Owing  to  urgent  demands  upon  his  time  and  prolonged 
absence  from  home,  the  number  of  his  official  visits  to  the 
lodges  fell  short  of  his  intention,  in  this  regard. 

From  the  reports  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  and  the  Grand 
Secretary  it  is  seen  that  the  Grand  Lodge’s  funds  are  ample, 
and  that  the  fund  of  benevolence  grows  apace  and  is  safely 
invested.

NEW  MEXICO  1909. 

3 2nd  Annual.  Albuquerque.  October  18. 

A READING  of  the  length)-  address  of  Grand  Master 
Chester  D.  Stevens  gives  ample  confirmation  of  what 
he  says  in  this  extract: 

It  now  becomes  incumbent  on  me  to  submit  to  you  a report  of  my 
official  actions  during  the  year  in  our  history  that  is  now  closing.  The 
year  has  been  a prosperous  and  peaceful  one  to  tlie  Masonic  fraternity 
in  this  jurisdiction,  new  Lodges  have  been  instituted  with  the  brightest 
of  prospects,  and  the  older  Lodges  have  nearly  all  taken  on  renewed 
activity  which  it  has  been  a pleasure  to  me  to  witness. 

This  has  been  an  exceptionally  busy  year  for  the  Grand  Master. 
The  passing  of  a resolution  requiring  certain  correspondence  between 
this  and  other  jurisdictions,  to  be  done  through  the  office  of  the  Grand 
Master  has  added  materially  to  the  work  of  this  office,  tlie  correspond- 
ence both  within  and  outside  of  this  jurisdiction  has  been  at  times  more 
than  I could  handle  without  laying  aside  all  of  my  own  personal  affairs, 
which  I willingly  did  that  the  affairs  of  the  Grand  Lodge  might  con- 
tinue without  interruption. 

He  reports  having  issued  many  special  dispensations 
and  of  having  refused  many  more. 

He  reports  having  made  38  decisions,  all  of  which  were 
approved  except  this: 

We  are  compelled  to  differ  with  the  Grand  Master  in  his  decision 
regarding  dispensation  given  Kingston  Lodge,  No.  16,  to  elect  another 
Master  on  account  of  the  refusal  of  tlie  Master-elect  to  be  installed,  as 
we  believe  that  under  the  by-laws  of  this  jurisdiction  that  such  an  action 
can  only  be  taken  in  case  of  vacancy  in  the  Master’s  office  occasioned  by 
death. 
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We  are  disposed  to  agree  with  the  Grand  Master  that  a 
vacancy  created  “by  death”  is  no  more  a vacancy  than  that 
caused  by  the  refusal  of  the  officer  elected  to  serve. 

The  Committee  on  the  Grand  Master’s  Address,  speak- 
ing of  the  questions  thrown  at  the  Grand  Master,  gives  this 
plain  talk  to  the  Masters  and  officers  of  some  of  the  Subor- 
dinate Lodges: 

This  committee  feels  that  the  questions  passed  to  the  Grand  Master 
indicate  such  a lamentable  ignorance  of  Masonic  law  on  the  part  of  the 
Subordinate  Lodges  that  it  calls  for  criticism  from  this  committee 
towards  the  officers  of  such  Lodges.  To  present  questions,  almost 
childish,  to  a Grand  Master  for  his  decisions  denotes  one  of  two  things, 
absolute  ignorance  or  inability  to  read  the  law  as  it  exists. 

In  the  Grand  Jurisdiction  of  New  Mexico  there  are  38 
Subordinate  Lodges,  with  a total  membership  of  2,381,  an 
increase  of  237. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence,  140  pages,  is  again  pre- 
pared by  Bro.  Dr.  James  H.  Worth,  and  exhibits,  like  his 
former  contributions,  thorough  independence  and  the  courage 
to  forcibly  express  his  convictions.  The  transactions  of 
North  Carolina  for  1908  are  briefly  reviewed  by  Brother 
Worth.  Our  adverse  report  on  the  subject  of  the  recognition 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  Valle  de  Mexico  and  the  facts  which  led 
to  our  unfavorable  conclusion  are  complacently  waved  aside 
in  this  way: 

A report  of  the  Foreign  Correspondence  Committee  regarding  the 
Grand  Lodge  Valle  de  Mexico,  while  declaring  it  illegitimate,  and 
which  was  adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodges,  presents  a great  many  argu- 
ments which  are  not  absolutely  the  facts,  and  which  we  think  must  have 
come  from  hearsay.  If  the  Committee  will  kindly  refer  to  the  report 
made  by  Brother  Seatnons  some  six  or  seven  years  ago,  which  they  will 
find  in  the  proceedings  of  New  Mexico,  they  will  get  more  information 
regarding  the  Grand  Dieta,  which  information  was  taken  at  first  hand 
by  personal  communication  and  visitation  through  the  Republic  of 
Mexico,  and  to  which  I desire  to  add  my  own  personal  confirmation, 
derived  from  visits  in  the  republic  within  the  last  four  years,  not  one 
visit,  but  several. 

He  refers  to  things  in  Mexico  as  being  so  thoroughly  mixed  that  he 
can’t  tell  ’tother  from  which.  We  would  like  to  suggest  that  he  study 
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these  things  carefully  and  then  make  up  his  mind.  We  don’t  care 
which  side  he  takes,  but  please  don’t  jump  at  conclusions. 

We  desire  to  say  to  Brother  Worth  that  vve  have  care- 
fully read  the  masterly  papers  of  Brother  Seamons,  of  the 
late  distinguished  Brother  Parvin,  Grand  Master  Moulton’s 
very  able  minority  report  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Illinois,  as 
well  as  of  those  who  took  the  opposite  view  as  to  the  charac- 
ter of  Masonry  in  the  republic  of  Mexico,  and  we  have  given 
to  each  tolerable  careful  study,  and  our  conclusion  is  that 
the  only  hope  for  regular  Masonry  in  Mexico  is  to  come  from 
the  infusion  of  English,  American  and  German  Masonic 
blood,  ideals  and  practices  into  the  territory  of  Mexico.  We 
have  made  up  our  mind,  Brother  Worth,  and  we  feel  that  in 
doing  so,  we  have  not  “jumped  at  conclusions,”  but  the 
conclusion  has  been  forced  upon  our  mind,  that  the  policy 
of  waiting  is  the  true,  kindly  Masonic  plan  in  this  case.

NEW  JERSEY— 1910. 

123RD  Annual.  Trenton.  April  20. 

THE  pictorial  embellishments  of  this  volume  consist  of  a 
fine  engraved  portrait  of  the  Grand  Master,  J.  Clarence 
Conover,  and  a cut  of  a granite  memorial  tablet  placed  over 
the  grave  of  Past  Grand  Master  Aaron  Dickinson  Woodruff, 
which  was  unveiled  with  appropriate  ceremonies  on  October 
15,  1909. 

The  annual  address  of  the  retiring  Grand  Master, 
Brother  Conover,  is,  taken  all  in  all,  an  excellent  Masonic 
state  paper,  in  which  he  reviews  the  official  doings  of  his 
administration. 

He  reports  having  issued  dispensations  for  the  forma- 
tion of  several  new  lodges,  and  the  constitution  of  two 
others.  He  reports  with  pleasure  his  attendance  upon  the 
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two  notable  conferenced  of  Grand  Masters  in  Philadelphia 
and  in  Baltimore. 

No  formal  decisions  are  reported. 

Although  at  the  expense  of  considerable  space,  we  deem 
it  advisable  to  quote  in  full  under  the  head  of  “Sister  Juris- 
dictions” this  dignified  and  dispassionate  statement  without 
any  comment  from  the  Grand  Master  or  its  reference  to  any 
committee: 

As  to  our  relations  witli  other  Grand  Jurisdictions  we  are  not  only 
at  peace  with  all  the  world  but  happy  in  our  fraternal  fellowship,  with 
only  two  unfortunate  exceptions,  namely,  Mississippi  and  Oklahoma. 

As  to  the  former  the  mater  stands  where  it  was  placed  by  my  prede- 
cessor, Most  Worshipful  Brother  Wolfskeil,  last  April,  without  necessity- 
011  my  part  to  add  to  the  history  then  made  and  expressed,  which  re- 
ceived the  approval  of  this  Grand  Lodge. 

As  to  the  case  of  Oklahoma,  which  has  recently  arisen,  the  craft  in 
New  Jersey  and  elsewhere  are  entitled  to  be  advised. 

Prior  to  February  9th,  1909,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Jersey  had, 
upon  their  solicitation,  maintained  fraternal  relations  and  had  exchanged 
representatives  with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Indian  Territory,  from  its 
organization  in  1874  and  with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Territory  of 
Oklahoma,  from  its  organization  in  1892. 

On  that  day  (February  9th,  1909)  these  two  Grand  Lodges  termi- 
nated their  existence  and  the  fraternal  relations  aforesaid  by  dissolution; 
owing  to  the  consolidation  of  the  territories  into  statehood  and  one 
Masonic  jurisdiction. 

On  the  same  date  a new  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State  of  Oklahoma  was 
erected  by  the  membership  of  the  two  formerly  occupying  the  repective 
jurisdictions. 

During  the  past  year  notice  of  the  changed  conditions  and  solicita- 
tion of  formal  recognition  by  the  new  Grand  Lodge  has  been  urged  upon 
sister  jurisdictions,  New  Jersey  excepted. 

It  is  therefore  somewhat  impertinently  or  gratuitously  assumed  that 
New  Jersey  intended  to  ask  permission  to  recognize  the  new  Grand 
Body,  for  I am  presently  in  receipt  of  notice  from  the  Grand  Master  of 
Oklahoma  that  his  Grand  Lodge  had  adopted  a recommendation  of  the 
former  Grand  Master  that  it  “refuse  fraternal  relationship  with  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  New  Jersey”  and  that  it  had  decided  to  no  longer 
“affiliate  with  or  recognize  a member  from  that  jurisdiction.” 

The  explanation  is  offered  that  this  action  was  due  to  “being  in 
sympathy”  with  a former  Grand  Master  of  Mississippi  on  the  subject- 
matter  of  letters  exchanged  with  my  predecessor,  Most  Worshipful 
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Brother  Wolfskeil,  in  respect  to  the  complexion  of  the  membership  of 
one  of  our  Lodges. 

The  Craft  in  New  Jersey  are  hereby  advised  that  for  the  time  being 
they  are  debarred  from  visitation  or  recognition  as  Masons  in  the  .State 
of  Oklahoma,  and  will  govern  themselves  accordingly. 

The  Grand  Master  expressed  himself  very  positively  on 
the  evils  of  electioneering'  for  office,  either  in  the  Subordi- 
nate Lodges  or  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  states  very  plainly 
that  the  practice  must  be  stopped. 

The  condition  and  the  needs  of  the  Masonic  Home  re- 
ceive the  carefnl  attention  of  the  Grand  Master,  and  he 
seems  to  be  surprised  that  there  should  be  need  for  exten- 
sion of  the  accommodation,  but  this  requirement  applies  to 
every  Masonic  Home  in  the  land  without  exception.  He 
says  in  this  connection : 

It  was  beyond  the  wildest  imagination  of  any  one  that  our  present 
Home  would  ever  be  found  too  small,  but  from  present  indications  we 
shall  have  to  provide  additional  accommodations  in  the  near  future. 

The  Grand  Master  in  our  opinion  did  a wise  thing  in 
appointing  the  following  ladies  to  have  oversight  in  the 
domestic  affairs  of  the  Home:  Mrs.  Cooper  H.  Prickitt, 

Mrs.  Henry  S.  Hanes,  Mrs.  Charles  H.  Mann,  Mrs.  Josiah 
W.  Ewan,  Mrs.  John  H.  Wilkins,  Mrs.  Wm.  D.  Wolfskeil, 
Mrs.  W.  Holt  Apgar,  and  Mrs.  Allton  H.  Sherman. 

The  number  of  lodges  in  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  New  Jersey  is  186,  having  a total  membership  of 
3 i,424,  a net  gain  of  1,497. 

In  a special  report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence 
the  question  of  recognition  was  deferred  until  accurate  in- 
formation could  be  received  of  the  conditions  in  the  Grand 
Lodges  of  Nicaragua,  San  Salvador,  and  Dominica,  which 
had  made  formal  applications. 

The  regular  Report  on  Correspondence,  146  pages,  is 
again  the  excellent  work  of  Bro.  Robert  A.  Shirrefs,  in  which 
he  reviews  the  proceedings  of  all  the  English  speaking 
Grand  Lodges  that  had  been  received.  The  North  Carolina

transactions  for  1909  received  very  kindly  treatment  at  the 
hands  of  Brother  Shirrefs.  The  swapping  of  our  names  by 
the  Iowa  scribe  didn’t  damage  either  of  us  in  the  trade,  and 
we  hereby  tender  him  our  paternal  forgiveness.

The  Grand  Master,  by  virtue  of  his  office,  being  the  President  of 
the  Masonic  Home  Corporation,  I have  endeavored  at  all  times  to  keep 
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in  close  touch  with  the  management  of  that  institution.  I have  visited 
and  inspected  the  Home  several  times,  and  each  time  I go  there  a feel- 
ing of  great  pride  comes  over  me  when  I see  and  realize  how  much  such 
an  institution  means  to  the  Masons  of  New  Hampshire.  I believe  it  to 
be  one  of  the  most  beautifully  located  and  best  managed  institutions  of 
its  kind  in  all  the  United  States.  The  Trustees  are  able,  conscientious 
men,  loyal  and  devoted  to  Masonry,  and  they  are  giving  their  thought, 
time  and  care  without  recompense  of  any  kind,  except  that  satisfaction 
which  comes  from  the  performance  of  a duty  in  the  sweet  name  of 
Charity.  Mrs.  Burbeck  is  a faithful  and  efficient  matron  and  looks 
carefully  after  the  welfare  of  the  family.  I wish  that  every  one  of  the 
to,ooo  Masons  in  New  Hampshire  would  visit  the  Home  and  see  what 
a good  institution  it  is  and  also  observe  how  much  better  we  could  make 
it  if  we  had  more  money. 

The  statement  of  the  Grand  Master  that  he  had  no  de- 
cisions to  report,  is  creditable  alike  to  the  officers  of  the 
Subordinate  Lodges  and  to  the  Grand  Lodge. 

It  was  found  necessary  for  one  of  the  lodges  to  surren- 
der its  charter. 

The  Grand  Master  calls  attention  to  the  fact,  that  its 
first  Grand  Master,  Maj.  Gen.  John  Sullivan,  statesman, 
soldier  and  comrade  of  Washington,  has  never  received  the 
recognition  due  by  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  and  ex- 
presses the  opinion  that  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  or  the 
general  Government  should  honor  this  patriotic  Mason  by 
erecting  a fitting  monument  to  his  memory  at  the  National 
Capital.  We  agree  with  the  Grand  Master  that  this  has 
been  delayed  too  long.

The  Report  on  Correspondence,  covering  187  pages,  is 
a bright,  cheery  review  of  the  doings  of  sixty-four  Grand 
Lodges,  The  North  Carolina  transactions  for  1910  received 
very  kindly  treatment  at  the  hands  of  Bro,  Harry  M. 
Cheney.  We  subscribe,  very  cheerfully,  to  his  estimate  of 
the  labor  required  in  preparing  a report  on  correspond- 
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The  task  of  reading  all  these  different  Grand  Lodge  proceedings, 
and  then  presenting  to  our  New  Hampshire  readers,  for  whom  they  are 
written,  a fairly  good  statement  of  the  chief  things  done,  is  by  no  means 
a real  easy  task.  Yet,  though  requiring  much  in  the  way  of  time,  it  is 
a task  at  once  pleasant  and  profitable.  Somehow  it  makes  one  feel  that 
he  has  gained  a Masonic  acquaintance  with  the  other  reviewers,  even  to 
the  most  distant  parts  of  the  globe.  Names,  faces,  never  seen  in  the 
flesh,  come  to  be  as  familiar  as  many  whom  we  meet  in  the  frequent 
gatherings  of  the  home  Lodge.  It  creates  a pleasure  that  has  no  coun- 
terpart in  Masonic  labor,  and  this,  to  us,  is  where  we  gain  our  greatest 
compensation.  The  knowledge,  the  inspiration,  always  gained  in  this 
work,  is  a great  satisfaction,  but  the  contact,  almost  personal,  with  the 
brilliant  men  who  are  doing  for  their  brethren  the  very  things  we  are 
trying  to  do  for  our  own,  reaches  to  the  very  depths  of  joy  and  satisfac- 
tion. The  sacrifice  of  time  and  effort  is  in  this  way  amply  recompensed. 
So  it  means  that  while  the  completion  of  such  a task  as  this  brings 
something  of  relief,  that  feeling  is  naturally  accompanied  by  the  touches 
of  regret  in  parting  from  all  the  earnest  writers  of  these  most  interest- 
ing and  valuable  reports.

NEW  YORK— 1910. 

129TH  Annual.  New  York.  May  3. 

THIS  volume  is  adorned  with  two  handsome  engravings, 
of  John  Studholme  Brownrigg,  Senior  Grand  Warden 
1781-2-3,  and  John  Wells,  Grand  Secretary  1805,  1816, 're- 
spectively. The  volume  is  twice  the  size  of  any  other  book 
of  proceedings,  containing  between  900  and  1000  pages.  It 
is  so  full  of  interest  and  instruction  that  it  becomes  the 
despair  of  the  reporter  as  to  what  to  direct  attention.  It  is 
full  of  expositions  of  Masonic  law,  besides,  a portion  of  it  is 
devoted  to  the  antiquities  of  the  Craft  in  the  State  of  New 
York. 

The  address  of  Grand  Master  Samuel  Nelson  Sawyer  is 
an  admirable  Masonic  State  paper,  and  contains  every  item 
of  interest  to  the  Craft  occurring  during  his  administration. 
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Where  the  material  interests  of  Grand  Lodge  are  so  very 
large  and  the  membership  -continually  growing,  it  requires 
a comprehensive  paper  to  deal  with  all  of  them,  and  Brother 
Sawyer  has  done  this  clearly,  ably  and  fully.  His  reference 
to  the  future  of  the  Craft  we  consider  reasonably  hopeful: 

Never  in  the  history  of  the  world  hare  the  auguries  for  the  future 
been  so  bright  as  those  which  surround  this,  the  one  hundred  and 
twenty-ninth  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 

We  meet  undisturbed  by  the  clang  of  arms  or  the  rude  alarms  of 
war:  we  meet  mid  scenes  of  comfort  and  material  prosperity:  we  meet 
secure  in  the  knowledge  that  men  dwell  in  mutual  toleration — that  life 
and  liberty  are  safe — that  God  reigns:  that  the  world  indeed  grows 
better. 

In  his  reference  to  the  fraternal  dead  he  has  paid  beam 
tiful  tributes  to  many  well  known  brethren  who  have  ceased 
from  their  labors. 

The  Grand  Master  says  he  was,  unfortunately,  unable 
to  attend  the  Philadelphia  Conference,  but  was  able  to  attend 
the  dedication  of  the  Masonic  Temple  in  Baltimore.  He 
makes  earnest  acknowledgment  of  the  kindness  and  hospi- 
tality of  which  he  was  made  the  recipient  by  the  Maryland 
fraternity. 

Under  the  head  of  “Grand  Representatives,"  he  sharply 
criticises  the  unworthy  ambition,  of  some  of  the  members  of 
the  Craft  who,  themselves,  or  their  friends,  have  made  fre- 
quent attempts  to  supplant  useful  brethren  who  have  for 
years  represented  other  Grand  Jurisdictions.  His  scorn  for 
this  petty  exercise  of  lodge  politics  is  expressed  in  unmis- 
takable terms,  and  should  make  a lasting  impression. 

He  reports  dispensations  for  the  formation  of  ten  new 
lodges. 

For  the  brethren  of  the  Brooklyn  Masonic  Guild  he  has 
words  of  high  and  sincere  praise,  which  it  is  very  safe  to  say, 
are  well  deserved. 

The  Grand  Master  devotes,  profitably,  several  pages  to 
the  consideration  of  the  Masonic  Home  at  Utica,  its  needs, 
and  demands  upon  the  Craft.  He  says  that  the  Grand 
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Lodge  Officers  for  years  and  years  have  been  trying  to  in- 
duce the  brethren  from  different  parts  of  the  State  to  visit 
the  Home  and  see  what  it  is  doing.  In  this  connection,  he 
says  that  one  of  the  lodges  has  adopted  a resolution  making 
it  incumbent  upon  every  newly  elected  Master  to  visit  the 
Home  within  a reasonable  time  after  his  installation.  Of 
the  population  of  the  Home,  he  says  in  part : 

We  are  sheltering  at  this  time  four  hundred  and  three  people,  of 
whom  ninety-two  are  children.  In  age  they  range  from  two  to  ninety- 
five  years;  the  problem  of  maintaining  discipline,  and  at  the  same  time 
securing  the  happiness  of  so  large  and  varied  a family  is,  at  times,  em- 
barrassing, but  we  are  confident  no  other  institution  in  the  country  can 
show  better  results  in  the  general  good  order  and  contentment  of  its 
population  than  we  do. 

Beneficent  and  serviceable  as  are  our  charities  to  the  old,  it  is  nev- 
ertheless in  the  care  and  education  of  the  young  that  the  most  satisfac- 
tory and  valuable  results  are  had.  No  Brother  within  the  sound  of  my 
voice  has  more  just  reason  to  be  proud  of  his  own  children  than  he  has 
to  be  proud  of  those  little  ones  whom  Providence  has  placed  in  our  care. 
Without  exception  they  are  manly  boys  and  womanly  girls.  Sixty-nine 
of  them  are  in  the  public  schools  of  the  City  of  Utica;  their  school  re- 
ports show  them  the  equals  of  any,  and  the  unofficial  statement  of  the 
teachers  having  them  in  charge  is,  that  the  children  of  the  Home  are  in 
many  respects  the  best  of  all  under  their  supervision. 

During  the  year  twenty  of  our  children  have  gone  out  into  the 
world  to  fight  for  themselves  the  battle  of  life.  All  are  well  placed  and 
all  are  “making  good.” 

The  laying  of  the  corner-stone  of  the  new  chapel  and 
auditorium  at  the  Home,  on  the  16th  of  April,  1910,  was 
rendered  memorable  by  reason  of  the  large  number  of  the 
fraternity  present  and  the  elaborate  ceremonies  observed. 
The  addresses  on  the  occasion  by  Grand  Master  Sawyer, 
Grand  Secretary  Ehlers,  and  Past  Grand  Master  Vrooman, 
were  each  gems  of  eloquence,  and  showed  them  to  be  en- 
thusiastic friends  of  the  Home  and  all  its  interests. 

There  are  791  lodges,  having  in  their  membership  an 
army  of  163,341  Master  Masons. 

An  unusual  incident  was  the  presentation  to  Grand 
Lodge  of  a marble  bust  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  Edward  L. 
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M.  Ehlers,  by  the  Deputy  Grand  Master  Kenworthy  on  be- 
half of  Howard  Lodge  No.  35.  This  bust  is  the  work  of 
Bro.  Gutzan  Borglum,  Worshipful  Master  of  Howard  Lodge, 
and  is  his  gift  to  the  lodge  for  presentation  upon  this  occa- 
sion. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence,  covering  162  pages,  is 
the  work  of  the  committee  consisting  of  Bros.  John  W. 
Jenkins,  Chairman,  Emil  Frenkl,  and  Emanuel  Laewen- 
stein.  It  is  a review  of  American  and  foreign  Grand 
Lodges  with  which  the  jurisdiction  of  New  York  holds  fra- 
ternal relation.  It  is,  taken  all  in  all,  a very  excellent  re- 
view of  the  proceedings,  and  is  marked  by  judgment  and 
discrimination.  The  proceedings  of  North  Carolina  for  1909 
receive  very  kindly  consideration.  There  are  many  good 
things  in  this  report  that  we  would  be  glad  to  quote  for  the 
benefit  of  North  Carolina  Masons,  but  we  have  already  ex- 
ceeded our  space.

NEW  SOUTH  WALES  1909. 

THIS  volume  contains  the  proceedings  of  the  four  Stated 
Quarterly  Communications  and  of  two  Special  Meet- 
ings. It  is  a history  of  continued  growth  and  prosperity, 
and  this  condition  dependent  upon  the  fidelity,  zeal  and  fit- 
ness of  the  officers  not  alone  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  but  of  the 
private  lodges  as  well. 

It  shows  wonderful  activity  among  the  Subordinate 
Lodges,  so  that  now  the  number  has  grown  to  be  223,  an  in- 
crease of  nine  lodges  during  the  year.  So  also  there  has  been 
a corresponding  increase  in  the  membership,  which  is  now 
13,768,  a net  gain  of  1,198. 

Notwithstanding  the  handsome  disbursements  for  chari- 
table purposes  which  have  been  made,  all  the  funds  show  a 
satisfactory  growth. 
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On  the  expiration  of  his  term  of  service  as  Governor  of 
New  South  Wales,  Sir  Henry  Rawson,  elected  four  times  as 
Grand  Master,  severed  his  connection  with  the  Grand  Lodge; 
and  the  most  notable  event  of  the  year  was  the  manner  in 
which  the  Craft  exhibited  its  appreciation  of  his  services. 
He  and  his  daughter,  Miss  Rawson,  were  made  the  recipients 
of  appropriate  souvenirs  of  their  residence  in  New  South 
Wales. 

We  take  this  extract  from  the  presentation  address  of 
of  the  Deputy  Grand  Master,  R.  W.  Bro.  Montgomerie 
Hamilton : 

Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master, — I now,  on  behalf  of  the  Lodges 
tinder  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  ask  you  to  accept  this  Loving 
Cup.  It  has  been  made  of  Australian  gold,  by  Australian  workmen,  and 
is  enclosed  in  a case  made  of  Australian  wood.  We  hope  that  it  will  ever 
remind  you  of  the  love  and  esteem  in  which  you  are  held  by  all  your 
brethren  in  New  South  Wales,  and  of  many  happy  days  spent  in  this 
territory,  and  we  trust  that  it  may  be  banded  down  bv  you  to  your  heirs 
as  an  heirloom,  to  be  treasured  for  ever  in  your  family,  and  especially,  I 
hope,  by  that  son  who  lias  linked  himself  with  this  State  by  contracting 
an  alliance  with  one  of  its  daughters.  I now  ask  you,  on  behalf  of  the 
Freemasons  of  New  South  Wales,  to  accept  this  cup. 

I have  yet  another  word  to  say,  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master. 
We  feel  as  Freemasons  that  we  should  indeed  be  wanting  in  apprecia- 
tion of  the  noble  work  that  lias  been  done  in  our  midst  by  your  daughter, 
Miss  Rawson,  if  we  omitted  to  refer  to  it  here.  We  know  full  well  that 
you  have  inculcated  into  her  heart  those  principles  which  Masons  so 
much  profess  to  admire,  and  we  have  seen  the  result  of  that  teaching  in 
her  acts  throughout  her  stay  in  New  South  Wales.  Appreciating,  there- 
fore, as  we  do,  the  fact  that, she  lias  set  us  an  example  in  these  matters, 
we  ask  you  to  accept  from  ns  this  bracelet  for  her.  Allow  me  to  say 
that  it  also  lias  been  made  by  Australian  workmen,  out  of  Australian 
gems,  and  I hope  that  Miss  Rawson  may  wear  it  often  on  her  return 
home,  and  that  she  may  be  able  to  show  her  friends  there  that  we  have 
here  in  New  South  Wales,  not  only  workmen  to  compete  with  those  in 
any  part  of  the  world,  but  gems  fit  for  any  lady  to  wear,  however  high 
her  position  may  be.  Nothing  now  remains  for  me  but  to  offer  you,  on 
behalf  of  our  Order,  a lieartj'  and  loving  God-speed. 

And  R.  W.  Bro.  W.  C.  Shipway,  Past  Deputy  Grand 
Master,  amongst  other  things  says  this,  as  part  of  the  retir- 
ing Grand  Master’s  achievements: 
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And  since  your  Excellency’s  first  election  as  Grand  Master,  the 
Lodges  have  increased  to  220,  the  membership  to  over  13,000,  and  the 


funds  of — 

Grand  Lodge £2 1 .690 

Orphan  Society  29,417 

Benevolent  Institution 11,500 


Your  Excellency  was  first  elected  to  the  position  of  our  Most  Wor- 
shipful Grand  Master  in  June,  1905,  and  it  is  interesting  to  note  that 
between  that  date  and  this  evening  the  funds  dispensed  in  charity  and 
benevolence  have  amounted  to  ^13,151.  And  these  funds  have  been 
disposed  of  as  follows: — From  the  Grand  Lodge  Funds  of  Benevolence, 
^6,424 — in  relief  of  866  cases.  From  the  Freemasons’  Orphan  Society, 
^2,512;  from  the  Freemasons’  Benevolent  Institution,  ^3,265;  and  from 
Grand  Lodge  funds  the  sum  of  ^700  has  been  voted  to  public  hospitals 
and  £250  to  the  F.  B.  I. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence,  covering'  98  pages  of 
the  volume,  is  presented  by  the  entire  committee,  consisting 
of  Bros.  Thomas  L.  Rowbotham,  Thomas  Green,  Aubrey 
Hallo  ran,  Louis  Whitfield  and  A.  Wunderlich.  The  report 
is  an  excellent  presentation  of  the  conditions  of  the  Grand 
Lodges  whose  proceedings  come  under  review. 

The  transactions  of  North  Carolina  for  1908,  under  the 
administration  of  Grand  Master  Francis  D.  Winston,  re- 
ceived very  kindly  consideration  from  “T.  G.  ”,  which  we 
suppose  means  Thomas  Green. 

Bro.  Montgomerie  Hamilton  was  elected  Most  Worship- 
ful Grand  Master  to  succeed  Sir  Harry  Rawson.

NEVADA -1910. 

46TH  Annual.  Reno.  June  14. 

THE  likeness  of  the  retiring  Grand  Master,  Frank  H. 

Norcross,  occupies  the  fly  leaf,  and  that  of  the  deceased 
Past  Grand  Master,  M.  A.  Murphy  precedes  the  memorial 
pages. 
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The  address  of  Grand  Master  Norcross  is  a compact, 
well  written  presentation  of  his  management  of  the  affairs  of 
Grand  Lodge  during  the  year  just  passed. 

He  makes  appropriate  reference  to  the  Masonic  dead  of 
his  own  and  other  jurisdictions,  and  reports  the  invitations 
of  note,  principally  that  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Maryland 
upon  the  occasion  of  the  dedication  of  the  Masonic  Temple 
in  Baltimore  at  its  122nd  Annual  Communication,  November 
1 6 and  17,  1909. 

He  reports  many  official  visits  to  the  lodges  of  his  own 
jurisdiction,  and  expresses  regret  that  on  account  of  pressing 
demands  on  his  time  he  was  unable  to  visit  all  of  them. 

All  the  decisions  of  the  Grand  Master  were  approved  by 
the  Grand  Lodge. 

As  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Coahuila,  he  recommends  in 
these  words  that  recognition  be  withdrawn : 

Shortly  thereafter,  iny  communication  was  returned,  the  brother 
whom  I had  addressed  as  Grand  Secretary,  informing  me,  among  other 
things  as  follows: 

“Last  summer  and  fall,  the  state  of  affairs  in  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Coahuila  became  so  bad  that  on  September  14th,  Torreon  Lodge,  the  only 
English-speaking  Lodge  in  the  jurisdiction  withdrew  and  returned  its 
charter.  The  following  day  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Texas  withdrew  recog- 
nition.” 

This  announcement  as  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Belgium 
is  a surprise  to  us,  as  we  had  always  thought  Belgian  Ma- 
sons believed  in  the  existence  of  God: 

I11  the  hands  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence  there  is  a com- 
munication relative  to  Belgian  Masonry,  which,  I think,  makes  it 
incumbent  upon  this  Lodge  to  take  some  appropriate  action. 

While  expressing  a deep  appreciation  of  the  noble  work  the  Masons 
of  Belgium  are  doing  for  the  Brotherhood  of  Man,  I believe  the  position 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Nevada  should  be,  that  we  withhold  fraternal 
relations  with  any  Masonic  Grand  Body  which  suppresses  in  its  ritual 
the  recognition  of  God. 

The  Grand  Master  compliments  deservedly  Bro.  E.  D. 
Vanderlieth,  Grand  Commissioner  of  Review,  for  his  excel- 
lent work  in  this  department. 
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The  condition  of  the  Craft  is  thus  reported: 

The  year  past  has  been  one  of  satisfactory  progress  throughout  tli-e 
jurisdiction.  Our  membership  now  numbers  1681,  a net  gain  of  108  over 
the  preceding  year.  Our  relations  with  all  foreign  jurisdictions  are 
harmonious,  and  we  can  with  satisfaction  contemplate  the  good  that  is 
toeing  wrought  in  this  world  by  this  great  Order  whose  principles  are 
not  hedged  by  any  territorial  barriers. 

On  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Correspond- 
ence recognition  was  denied  to  the  Grand  Lodg'e  Cosmos  of 
Mexico,  and  to  the  Swiss  Grand  Lodge  Alpina,  and  recogni- 
tion withdrawn  from  the  Grand  Lodges  of  Belgium  and 
Coahuila  of  Mexico. 

The  occasion  of  laying  the  corner  stone  of  the  County 
Court  House,  in  Reno,  was  made  memorable  by  music, 
oratory  and  pageantry.  The  principal  address  of  the  occasion 
was  delivered  by  Bro.  Pearl  E.  Keeler,  to  whom  a vote  of 
thanks  was  tendered  for  the  excellent  production. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  is,  as  usual,  the  product 
of  the  labors  of  the  poetic  Bro.  E.  D.  Vanderlieth.  The 
Proceedings  of  North  Carolina,  by  some  mishap,  failed  to 
reach  Brother  Vanderlieth,  and  we  are  the  losers  by  not 
having  his  friendly  criticism.  We  quote  his  conclusion,  for 
it  represents  our  own  feelings: 

Consurnmatum  est.  With  a light  heart  we  lay  down  the  pen  and 
leave  our  work  for  inspection.  We  have  worked  at  the  task  hopefully. 
We  have  put  our  heart  into  it,  and  surrounded  it  with  the  aura  of  our 
aspirations.  Brethren,  may  it  at  least  yield  the  recompense  of  being 
worth  while. 

“We  are  not  here  to  play,  to  dream,  to  drift, 

We  have  hard  work  to  do  and  loads  to  lift, 

Shun  not  the  struggle;  face  it,  ’ tis  God’s  gift; 

And  when  the  Master  comes  to  view  our  work 
And  lay  it  in  His  balance  to  be  tried, 

If  others  have  been  enriched  thereby 
We  shall  be  satisfied.’’

THE  likeness  of  the  retiring  Grand  Master,  Halfdan 
Bendeke,  occupies  the  fly  leaf  of  the  volume.  His 
biographer  tells  what  kind  of  man  he  is : 

Halfdan  Bendeke,  the  twenty-first  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  A.  F.  & A.  M.  of  North  Dakota  is  a typical  Viking — tall,  blue- 
eyed, dignified,  but  withal  a thorough  going  American  and  cosmopoli- 
tan gentleman. 

In  his  annual  address  Grand  Master  Bendeke  gives  a 
full  account  of  his  administration,  which  has  been  a success- 
ful one.  In  his  report  of  the  lodges  which  he  constituted  in 
person  he  says  he  had  to  travel  many  hundreds  of  miles. 
Rugged  Norsemen,  as  he  is  represented  to  be,  he  quailed 
and  shivered  in  the  breath  of  a North  Dakota  blizzard  such 
as  Norway  never  keeps  on  tap.  He  says  in  part  of  his  ex- 
perience: 

We  had  our  choice  spending  one  day  on  the  train  via  Montana  or 
travel  seventy  miles  across  the  prairie,  seeing  a wide  stock  country 
transformed  into  a prosperous  farming  community.  Brother  Purinton 
chose  the  train  route,  and  Brother  Woods  and  I the  prairie  and  river 
route — to  our  sorrow.  Seventeen  miles  out  of  Bowman,  which  we  left 
in  sunshine  and  mild  weather,  the  wind  changed  to  a bitterly  cold 
northwester  with  rain;  we  had  summer  clothes,  open  buggy  and  too  far 
out  to  turn  back.  We  had  to  stop  for  two  hours  at  a primitive  farm 
house  where  a good  meal  warmed  us  up,  but  did  not  get  our  clothes  dry; 
then  out  in  the  cold  rain  and  wind  again  for  ten  miles  more  to  New 
Fngland,  where  we  found  a hotel  and  were  able  to  crawl  into  a warm 
bed  at  seven  o’clock  in  the  evening.  In  the  morning  I expected  to  be 
laid  up  for  the  day  after  such  a trip.  I never  experienced  anything 
worse  in  my  life,  but  I survived.  The  next  morning  we  bought  some 
heavier  clothes  and  started  on  a twenty-five  mile  jaunt  and  arrived  at 
Dickinson  in  time  for  dinner. 

Dispensations  were  granted  for  the  formation  of  three 
new  lodges. 

He  reports  only  these  decisions: 
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December  24th,  1909,  I held  that  a paragraph  of  the  by-laws  of  a 
subordinate  lodge  to  elect  members  by  affiliation  by  less  than  unanimous 
ballot,  is  illegal  and  would  not  be  approved  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  as  we 
consider  our  present  system  of  ballot  one  of  the  best  safeguards  of  the 
order. 

Gn  December  nth,  1909,  I held  that  the  old  Master  of  a lodge  re- 
mains in  charge  of  the  lodge  until  the  Master  elect  presents  himself  for 
installation  aud  is  installed. 

The  first  is  the  law  of  North  Dakota,  and  we  think  too 
exacting  for  application.  The  second  should  be  good  law 
anywhere. 

The  Grand  Master  reports  his  attendance  at  the  dedica- 
tion of  the  Masonic  Temple  in  Baltimore  1909,  and  is  en- 
thusiastically appreciative  of  the  hospitality  which  he  re- 
ceived. 

His  recommendation  that  the  monument  to  the  deceased 
Grand  Secretary,  Frank  J.  Thompson,  should  be  erected  at 
a cost  not  to  exceed  $750,  and  it  met  with  the  unanimous 
approval  of  Grand  Lodge. 

The  Grand  Master  is  in  favor  of  printing  correspond- 
ence reports,  but  the  Grand  Lodge,  upon  recommendation 
of  the  Finance  Committee,  declined  to  approve  the  publica- 
tion. 

He  reported  that  he  was  present  at  the  University  of 
North  Dakota  for  the  purpose  of  presenting  to  the  winner 
of  the  oratorical  contest,  Mr.  William  H.  Greenleaf,  a beau- 
tiful gold  watch  as  a token  of  his  eloquence  as  a public 
speaker  and  his  success  as  a debater.  Later  on  the  Grand 
Lodge  directed  that  hereafter  this  oratorical  prize  be  known 
as  a “Frank  Jared  Thompson  Memorial  Prize  in  Oratory  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  A.  F.  and  A.  M.  of  North  Dakota.” 

The  likeness  of  Past  Grand  Master  Walter  L.  Stockwell 
precedes  the  Grand  Secretary’s  Report,  which,  by  the  way, 
is  an  admirable  one.  Upon  the  death  of  Brother  Thompson 
the  Grand  Master  performed  his  duties  for  two  months,  but 
after  consultation  with  prominent  members  of  Grand  Lodge, 
he  appointed  Brother  Stockwell  as  Grand  Secretary  pro  tem. 
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The  Grand  Lodge,  seeing  the  propriety  of  the  appointment, 
elected  him  to  the  office  at  this  Communication. 

The  Grand  Secretary  reports  a total  of  ninety-six  subor- 
dinate lodges,  and  the  work  of  the  year  as  follows : 

The  number  of  candidates  raised  lias  not  reached  that  of  a year  ago 
being  but  601,  while  the  last  report  showed  628.  163  have  affiliated  as 

against  140  for  last  year.  Reinstated  23  as  against  17.  Five  additions  have 
been  made  through  errors  in  previous  returns,  making  the  total  increase 
792,  five  more  than  last  year.  The  total  decrease  is  4x1  leaving  net  in- 
crease this  year,  381,  to  which  should  be  added  the  charter  membership 
of  the  three  lodges  under  dispensation,  63;  so  that  the  total  increase  of 
membership  this  year  over  last  is  444.  The  total  membership  last  year 
was  7,137;  this  year  7,581.  Grand  Lodge  dues  were  paid  on  7,422.  The 
amount  received  for  Grand  Lodge  dues  this  year  was  $5,570.25;  fees, 
$2,345.50.  Total  receipts,  $7,915.75,  an  increase  of  $393.00  over  last 
year. 

The  Grand  Secretary  made  important  recommendations 
to  the  Grand  Lodge. 

The  Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Grand  Lodge  Ma- 
sonic Relief  Fund  makes  the  gratifying  showing  of  $2,019.- 
35  on  which  there  was  no  demand  for  relief  during  the  year. 

In  reference  to  the  celebration  of  the  bi-centennial  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  England  and  a joint  participation  in  the 
erection  of  the  memorial  to  Washington  in  the  city  of  Alex- 
andria, the  Grand  Lodge  declined  to  take  any  action. 

As  to  Mexican  and  Swiss  Masonry,  this  report  was  pre- 
sented to  the  Grand  Lodge  and  adopted : 

Your  committee  on  Foreign  Relations  begs  leave  to  report  as  fol- 
lows: 

Mexican  Masonry — Inasmuch  as  no  definite  action  is  asked  by 
Mexican  Masons  at  this  time,  with  regard  to  recognition  of  the  Mexican 
Grand  Lodge,  no  action  is  necessary  by  this  Grand  Lodge. 

Swiss  Grand  Lodge  Alpina — Your  committee  not  being  in  any  way 
informed  as  to  the  status  of  Swiss  Masonry,  we  recommend  that  the 
matter  be  referred  to  a special  committee  to  investigate  and  report  at  a 
later  date. 

The  memorial  services  to  the  deceased  Grand  Secretary, 
Frank  J.  Thompson,  were  elaborate  and  appropriate. 
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The  Report  on  Correspondence  is  contributed  by  Past 
Grand  Master  James  W.  Foley,  and  consists  of  a digest  of 
decisions  made -by  the  various  Grand  Masters.

NOVA  SCOTIA  1909. 

44TH  Annual.  Halifax.  June  9. 

THE  volume  is  adorned  with  a cut  of  the  Nova  Scotia 
Free  Masons’  Home  at  Windsor.  It  has  a real  home- 
like, cosy  appearance. 

After  the  formal  opening  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  a pro- 
cession was  formed  and  the  members  marched  to  St.  Paul’s 
Church  to  attend  Divine  service.  After  listening  to  a fine 
sermon,  the  procession  reformed  and  returned  to  the  lodge 
room. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master,  Charles  R.  Smith, 
presented  clearly  his  official  doings  for  the  year. 

The  Nova  Scotia  Free  Masons’  Home,  which  has  been 
put  in  thorough  repair,  is  now  amply  furnished  and  ready 
for  occupancy,  and  it  was  decided  that  the  formal  opening 
of  the  Home  take  place  in  August. 

Appropriate  reference  is  made  to. distinguished  Masons 
at  home  and  abroad  who  had  died  during  the  year. 

The  official  rulings  of  the  Grand  Master,  thirteen  in 
number,  are  well  written  enunciations  of  Masonic  law,  and 
received  the  endorsement  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

He  reports  several  official  visits,  in  which  he  was  cor- 
dially received,  enjoyed  the  hospitality  of  the  brethren  and 
was  able  to  inspect  personally  the  conditions  of  the  lodges 
visited. 

At  the  close  of  his  address  the  Grand  Master  offered 
some  practical  suggestions  which,  if  regarded  at  all,  must 
bear  good  fruit.

The  Report  on  Correspondence,  covering  155  pages  of 
the  volume,  is  furnished  by  Grand  Secretary,  Bro.  Thomas 
Mowbray,  and  is,  taken  all  in  all,  a fine  review  of  the  pro- 
ceedings of  64  Grand  Lodges,  among  which  North  Carolina 
for  1909  finds  a place  and  a kindly  and  fraternal  notice. 
Like  Brother  Mowbray,  we  do  not  understand  the  duties  to 
which  he  refers  in  this  extract: 

A resolution  in  regard  to  Grand  Lodge  employing  a man  on  a salary 
to  devote  his  entire  time  to  Masonry  was  laid  over  until  the  next  regular 
session  of  Grand  Lodge.  As  this  is  something  new  to  us  we  should  like 
to  have  known  the  special  duties  of  this  paid  official  who  was  to  “devote 
his  entire  time  to  Masonry”  were  to  be,  no  doubt  this  information  will 
be  forthcoming  later  on.

NOVA  SCOTIA— 1910. 

4 5 t h Annual.  Wolfville.  June  8. 

THERE  were  several  Special  Communications  of  the 
Grand  Lodge,  the  most  notable  being  that  held  for  the 
purpose  of  dedicating  the  Nova  Scotia  Freemasons’  Home, 
on  the  25th  of  August,  1909.  There  was  a large  assemblage 
of  distinguished  Masons  of  Nova  Scotia  and  of  other  Grand 
Jurisdictions,  and  the  ceremonies  were  elaborate  and  im- 
pressive. 

The  address  of  Grand  Master  William  Marshall  Black  at 
the  Regular  Communication  is  a paper  in  which  his  official 
acts  are  fully  reported,  and  as  a whole,  is  creditable  to  the 
Grand  Master  and  to  the  Grand  Lodge.  In  his  exordium 
he  pays  appropriate  and  suitable  tribute  to  King  Edward 
VII,  as  a useful  man  and  Mason,  and  the  most  distinguished 
and  useful  of  the  crowned  heads  of  Europe. 
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He  devotes  considerable  space  to  the  needs  of  the  Nova 
Scotia  Masonic  Home,  and  urges  the  membership  to  con- 
tribute so  liberally  as  to  make  the  institution  self-supporting 
through  this  endowment.  In  this  connection  he  says  in 
part : 

I am  convinced  that  the  day  will  come,  and  that  before  many  years, 
when  our  “Home”  will  be  self-supporting,  when  we  will  not  only  admit 
our  Brother,  his  wife  and  his  widow,  but  his  orphan  as  well  and  provision 
will  be  made  for  those  who  are  nearly  physically  helpless;  let  us  strive 
to  that  end,  Brethren,  and  be  not  satisfied  until  we  attain  it. 

The  per  capita  tax  yon  pay  is  small;  there  is  not  a member  of  the 
craft  in  the  jurisdiction  who  does  not  spend  the  amount  of  his  per  capita 
on  some  form  of  pleasure;  there  is  not  a member  who  does  not  give  that 
amount  away  in  charity  each  year;  you  can  well  afford  this  small  per 
capita,  indeed,  you  can  afford  more,  and  you  should  not  cease  your 
efforts  until  each  of  you  has  contributed  such  a sum  as  will  aid  in  form- 
ing an  endowment  of  sufficient  size  which  will  enable  the  “Home”  to  be 
operated  without  a per  capita. 

“The  “Home”  is  before  you;  it  is  an  established  fact  and  not  a 
visionary  one  as  it  was  a few  years  ago;  you  should  make  it  so  firm  on 
its  foundation  that  so  far  as  finances  are  concerned,  no  cause  for  worry 
will  exist  in  the  future. 

The  Grand  Master  reports  many  special  dispensations 
and  refers  to  the  frequent  demands  for  dispensations  for 
conferring  degrees  within  the  statutory  time,  but  he  grants 
them  just  the  same. 

His  decisions  met  with  the  approval  of  the  Committee 
on  Constitution  and  Regulations.  This  question  was  sub- 
mitted to  Grand  Lodge,  but  we  fail  to  find  any  answer.  It 
is  of  interest,  and  is  as  follows ; 

Question: — Is  a widow  whose  first  husband  was  a Master  Mason  in 
good  standing  at  the  time  of  his  death,  but  whose  second  husband  was 
not  a member  of  the  Craft,  entitled  to  Masonic  Charity  and  qualified  for 
admittance  (in  this  respect)  to  the  “Nova  Scotia  Freemasons’  Home,” 
under  Sec.  3,  Page  9,  of  the  By-laws  of  the  “Home.” 

The  Grand  Master  made  a remarkable  record  in  the 
matter  of  visitation,  having  gone  personally  to  every  lodge 
in  his  jurisdiction,  and  having  examined  carefully  the  candi- 
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dates  and  working  of  every  lodge.  He  devotes  some  time 
to  relating  evidences  of  lack  of  uniformity,  and  offers  several 
suggestions  for  the  improvement  of  this  condition,  which  he 
deems  of  first  importance.  That  the  Committee  on  Grand 
Master’s  Address  does  not  take  this  pessimistic  view  is 
shown  by  this  extract  from  their  report : 

As  to  uniformity  of  work,  while  every  member  of  the  Fraternity 
would  naturally  like  to  see  identically  the  same  work  in  every  bodge  in 
the  jurisdiction,  still  your  Committee  believes  that  while  in  some  minor 
details  the  work  may  differ  in  all  the  grand  essentials  it  is  the  same. 
And  while  fully  appreciating  all  the  M.  W.  the  Grand  Master  has  said, 
and  said  so  well,  on  this  subject,  your  Committee  does  not  believe  the 
time  is  opportune  to  adopt  any  of  the  suggestions  thrown  out.  By  and 
by,  no  doubt,  Grand  Lodge  will  be  in  a position  to  engage  a paid  Lec- 
turer who  can  and  will  visit  every  Lodge  and  in  the  meantime  we  are 
fairly  convinced  that  the  brethren,  year  by  year,  are  doing  better  Masonic 
work  than  ever  heretofore. 

In  reporting  his  visitations  he  reports  having  been  held 
up  by  one  of  the  lodges,  none  of  whose  members  knew  him 
personally  or  had  met  him  in  lodge,  and  being  subjected  to 
examination  as  any  ordinary  visitor.  He  commends  the 
particular  lodge  for  the  care  which  it  exercised. 

The  Grand  Master  states  that  some  evidences  have  come 
to  his  hand  that  clandestine  Masonry  is  attempting  to  make 
a lodgement  in  Nova  Scotia. 

From  the  report  of  the  Grand  Secretary  we  find  that 
there  are  74  chartered  lodges  and  one  lodge  under  dispensa- 
tion, having  a total  membership  of  6,037,  a net  gain  of  364 
in  the  year. 

Adverting  again  to  the  Masonic  Home  at  Windsor,  we 
find  from  reading  the  excellent  report  of  the  superintendent, 
Bro.  Rev.  J.  B.  Merrill,  that  on  account  of  the  liberal  dona- 
tions of  lodges  and  individual  Masons  “the  furnishings  and 
appointments  of  the  Home  are  on  a par  with  the  best  hotels 
in  the  province.  ” 

The  Report  on  Correspondence,  being  a review  of  59 
Grand  Lodges,  is  the  work  of  Past  Deputy  Grand  Master 
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Thomas  Mowbray,  and  the  contribution  is  of  the  excellent 
kind  which  he  always  furnishes.  For  unusually  liberal  space 
and  fraternal  consideration  of  the  Proceedings  of  the  Grand 
Podge  of  North  Carolina  for  1910,  the  “Tar  Heel”  Craft  is 
under  obligation  to  Brother  Mowbray.  We  desire  to  ac- 
knowledge his  kind  personal  reference.

THE  frontispiece  of  the  volume  is  formed  by  the  portrait 
of  the  retiring  Grand  Master,  B.  F.  Perry,  Jr. 

This  is  the  opening  paragraph  of  the  exordium  to  the 
Grand  Master’s  address : 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I welcome  you  as  the  representatives  of  the 
seventy-nine  thousand  five  hundred  and  one  Master  Masons  of  Ohio  at 
this,  the  One  Hundred  and  First  Annual  Communication  of  this  Grand 
Lodge. 

Sympathetic  reference  Is  made  by  the  Grand  Master  to 
the  Masonic  dead  of  his  own  and  other  jurisdictions. 

He  refers  to  the  fact,  that  by  authority  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  he  instructed  the  Committee  on  Correspondence 
that  its  report  for  this  year  must  not  exceed  200  pages,  and 
the  correspondence  has  kept  well  within  the  limit. 

The  Grand  Master  reports  having  received  a petition 
from  G.  A.  Pingree,  praying  for  restoration  to  membership 
in  New  England  Lodge  No.  4,  at  Worthington,  Ohio.  He 
was  one  of  the  rebellious  members  expelled  for  participation 
in  the  Cerneau  movement.  He  was  recommended  for  resto- 
ration by  the  loyal  members  of  the  New  England  Lodge, 
and  on  approval  of  the  Jurisprudence  Committee,  he  was 
restored  to  all  the  rights  and  benefits  of  Masonry. 
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John  J.  vStoddart,  one  of  the  expelled,  was  likewise  re- 
stored to  the  full  rights  and  benefits  of  Masonry. 

The  Grand  Master  rendered  but  one  decision,  and  that 
as  to  the  interpretation  of  local  law,  and  it  was  approved  by 
the  Jurisprudence  Committee  and  the  Grand  Lodge. 

The  Grand  Master  reports  having  received  applications 
for  recognition  and  support  from  the  Grand  Lodges  Valle 
de  Mexico  and  San  Salvador,  and  of  having  referred  them  to 
the  Committee  on  Correspondence.  This  committee  made 
this  judicious  report,  which  was  concurred  in : 

During  the  year  there  have  been  received  communications  from  the 
National  Independent  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Republic  of  Dominicana,  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Nicaragua,  Gr.  Or.  Do  Rio  Grand  Do  Sul  (Brazil),  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Greece,  and  the  Grand  Lodge  de  El  Salvador,  asking 
fraternal  recognition  and  exchange  of  Grand  Representatives. 

Your  Committee  thinks  great  care  should  be  exercised  in  extending 
such  relations.  Before  granting  such  requests  this  Grand  Lodge  should 
be  satisfied,  beyond  a doubt,  that  these  Bodies  measure  up  to  the  stand- 
ards of  Ancient  Craft  Masonry,  that  they  are  Sovereign  and  Independ- 
ent, that  they  bid  fair  to  be  able  to  exist  and  carry  on  the  work  in  a way 
that  will  reflect  credit  upon  the  Fraternity,  and  that  they  are  at  reason- 
able peace  with  their  neighbors.  The  burden  of  proof  of  all  this  should 
be  with  them.  We  have  no  means  at  our  command  to  establish  these 
things. 

We  therefore  ask  to  have  these  papers  remain  in  the  hands  of  the 
Committee  until  further  evidence  is  received. 

From  the  Grand  Secretary’s  Report  we  find  that  there 
are  520  lodges  with  a total  membership  of  79,501,  a net  gain 
of  3,525  within  the  year. 

The  reports  of  the  trustees,  superintendent  and  other 
officers  of  the  Masonic  Home  at  Springfield  contain  exact 
information  in  regard  to  this  great  and  useful  charity. 
There  is  figured  in  the  report  of  the  officers  a photograph  of 
the  new  and  beautiful  hospital  erected  and  furnished  by  the 
Grand  Chapter  of  the  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star,  at  a cost  of 
$22,056. 86. 

From  the  Report  of  the  Superintendent,  Bro.  John  W. 
Parsons,  we  copy  this  pleasant  picture  on  the  reunion  of 
former  inmates: 


On  the  3d  and  4th  of  July  we  again  had  a reunion  of  our  former 
children.  Twenty-five  of  the  seventy-five  who  have  gone  out  into  the 
world  were  with  us,  and  had  a splendid  time.  As  before  mentioned, 
the  majority  of  them  came  to  us  as  little  tots,  and  know  no  other  home 
than  this.  It  is  a great  delight  for  them  to  attend  the  homecoming, 
and  just  as  pleasant  for  us  to  have  them  here.  Many,  however,  have 
settled  in  distant  States,  and  can  not  well  reach  us.  From  them  we  get 
many  affectionate  letters  of  regret.  We  endeavor  to  keep  track  of  them, 
and  are  glad  to  say  that  they  are  doing  well  in  the  world,  and  are  a 
credit  to  themselves  and  to  the  Ohio  Masonic  Home, 

There  are  housed  in  the  institution  seventy  men,  forty- 
nine  women,  twenty-seven  boys  and  twenty-two  girls,  mak- 
ing a family  of  one  hundred  and  sixty-eight. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  is  contributed  by  Past 
Grand  Master,  William  A.  Belt,  and  covers  126  pages  of 
bright  and  pungent  review.  He  evidently  kept  himself  in 
leash,  as  he  failed  to  reach  the  limit  of  the  200  pages 
allowed.  He  has  given  North  Carolina,  .for  1910,  fraternal 
review  and  generous  space,  and  the  “tradition”  of  the  wear- 
ing of  the  apron  caused  Brother  Belt  to  throw  a broad 
smile. 

This  is  his  introduction: 

We  here  bring  to  you,  from  the  shores  of  the  great  busy  Masonic 
Sea,  shells  washed  shoreward  by  the  force  of  its  doings.  Profit  will 
come  to  you,  we  hope,  if  you  will  study  these  results  of  activity.  And 
those  that  please  you,  place  on  your  mental  charm  string.  If  only  one 
little  shell  is  thus  stored  away  by  each  one  of  our  Craftsmen,  we  are 
abundantly  rewarded  for  our  labors. 

We  are  glad  to  welcome  Brother  Belt  at  the  reporter’s 
table,  and  altho’  he  says  this  is  his  first  “trick  at  the  wheel  ” 
we  feel  sure  that  he  will  make  good  for  himself  and  his 
Grand  Lodge.

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OKLAHOMA— 1910.

THE  volume  is  adorned  with  photographs  of  William  M. 

Anderson,  the  Grand  Secretary,  David  D.  Hoag,  Grand 
Lecturer,  and  a group  of  all  of  the  Grand  Officers. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master,  H.  L.  Muldrow,  is  an 
unusually  excellent  Masonic  state  paper.  The  reading  of 
this  address  gives  ample  evidence  that  the  year  has  been 
an  exceedingly  busy  one,  and  that  the  Grand  Master  gave 
himself  over  entirely  to  the  service  of  the  Craft.  It  seems 
to  us  a pity  that  he  was  not  retained  for  at  least  another 
term. 

One  of  his  recommendations  that  the  Grand  Master  be 
eligible  for  two  terms,  failed  of  receiving  the  approval  of 
the  Grand  Lodge,  and  in  this  we  think  that  the  Grand  Lodge 
made  a mistake.  We  copy  the  second  paragraph  of  his 
address : 

I have  never  so  thoroughly  appreciated  the  trust  you  reposed  in  me, 
and  so  thoroughly  regretted  the  severance  of  official  relation  with  the 
individual  Masons  and  the  constituent  lodges,  as  I do  at  this  moment — 
I have  come  to  the  parting  of  the  ways.  I turn  over  to  my  most  worthy 
successor  the  duties,  the  joys,  the  worries,  the  responsibilities  of  this 
great  office,  and  go  back  to  a more  quiet  position  in  the  Masonic  ranks, 
but  I will  never  be  contented  to  be  other  than  a working  member  of  this 
Grand  Lodge  and  aid  in  its  great  future  to  the  full  extent  of  my  ability. 
This  has  been  a very  busy  year  with  me,  and  naturally  a most  happy 
one.  Not  only  have  my  days  been  fully  occupied,  but  the  evenings  as 
well,  as  a considerable  part  of  my  work  in  Masonic  matters  has  been 
done  at  night.  My  work  for  the  interest  of  Masonry  in  this  jurisdiction 
has  been  a labor  of  love,  and  with  the  onward  inarch  of  the  days,  seeing 
my  term  in  office  grow  daily  nearer  to  an  end,  I confess  I have  viewed 
it  with  regret.  Again,  my  dear  brethren,  one  and  all,  I welcome  you  to 
this  communication,  and  will  ask  your  patience  while  I recount  to  you 
some  of  the  matters  upon  which  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Grand  Master  to 
report  to  the  Grand  Lodge.  My  report  shall  not  be  long,  nor  shall  I 
weary  you  with  unimportant  details.  In  fact,  did  I report  to  you  every 
detail  that  has  been  given  attention  for  the  past  year,  you  would  become 
exceedingly  weary  with  the  reading.  I will  therefore  call  to  your  notice 
only  such  matters  as  require  the  approval  of  this  Grand  Body,  and  will 
be  of  interest  to  the  craft  generally. 
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The  special  dispensations  were  very  numerous,  and  the 
laying  of  corner  stones  of  churches,  schools,  public  buildings 
and  Masonic  edifices  indicate  that  the  increase  in  population 
and  wealth  of  the  newly-formed  State  has  been  immense. 

He  makes  an  extended  report  of  the  several  conferences 
of  Grand  Masters,  from  which  he  expects  great  good  to  arise ; 
and  he  expresses  the  hope  that  it  will  not  be  very  long  before 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Oklahoma  is  able  to  extend  an  invitation 
to  all  the  other  Grand  Jurisdictions,  to  hold  a conference 
within  her  borders. 

The  Masonic  Home,  a topic  very  near  and  dear  to  the 
Grand  Master,  occupies,  in  its  consideration,  seven  pages  of 
the  annual  address ; and  even  then,  he  hardly  knew  how  to 
quit  the  subject,  and  closes  in  this  wise: 

I guess  I have  said  enough  upon  this  subject,  perhaps  too  much, 
but,  brethren,  the  work  is  very  near  and  dear  to  me.  I know  every 
child  in  the  Home.  They  seem  glad  to  have  me  come  to  see  them,  and 
I enjoy  my  visits  and  regret  their  infrequency.  I am  proud  of  the  Home 
and  of  every  child  it  contains.  I am  proud  of  the  work  that  has  been 
done  by  the  Board  this  year.  The  Grand  Lodge  owes  a debt  of  gratitude 
to  the  Board,  particularly  to  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Board,  who 
have  been  charged  with  the  detail  management.  They  have  done  well 
and  have  succeeded,  not  only  in  the  actual  management,  welfare  and 
progress  of  the  Home  from  a business  standpoint,  but  have  cultivated  in 
the  children  a sentiment  of  love  and  attachment  for  the  Home — a feel- 
ing that  it  is  actually  their  “home”  in  all  that  the  word  implies. 

In  reference  to  the  Mississippi-New  Jersey  controversy, 
Grand  Master  Muldrow  is  outspoken  in  support  of  the  action 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Mississippi,  of  which  he  says : 

I am  not  willing  to  recognize  fraternally,  correspond  and  exchange 
representatives  with  any  Grand  Jurisdiction  in  which  negroes  are  recog- 
nized as  Masons.  A citizen  of  a State  where  marriage  between  the  races 
is  forbidden,  where  they  are  separated  in  the  railway  carriages,  waiting 
rooms,  hotels  and  schools,  I am  unwilling  to  meet  upon  the  level  indi- 
viduals of  a race  who  are  the  moral  and  intellectual  inferiors  of  the  most 
inferior  of  the  Indian  and  Anglo-Saxon;  then  shall  we  allow  our  noble 
fraternity  to  become  contaminated  by  their  association  with  it,  and  our 
female  relatives  to  be  associated  with  negroes  as  members  of  our  lodges, 
and  consequently  eligible  to  membership  in  the  Eastern  Star  Chapter? 
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I most  emphatically  say,  no,  and  I object  to  fraternal  relation  with  a 
jurisdiction  that  places  itself  and  its  members  in  such  a degraded  and 
degrading  position. 

"If  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Jersey  desires  to  initiate  and  affiliate 
negroes,  it  is  its  business,  and  we  have  nothing  to  say  as  to  how  it  man- 
ages its  internal  affairs,  but  we  have  a right  to  say  that  if  it  does  this, 
we  will  not  affiliate  with  its  Grand  Lodge  or  allow  members  from  its 
constituent  lodges  to  visit  our  lodges  or  be  recognized  as  Masons. 

I recommend  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State  of  Oklahoma  de- 
cline to  form  a fraternal  relation  with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Jersey, 
and  that  the  Grand  Master  be  directed  to  inform  the  Grand  Master  of 
that  jurisdiction  that  no  member  of  a New  Jersey  lodge  will  be  accorded 
Masonic  recognition  in  this  jurisdiction,  so  long  as  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
New  Jersey  adheres  to  its  present  position,  as  set  forth  in  the  letter  of 
Grand  Master  Wolfskiel,  above  quoted,  upon  the  negro  question. 

His  recommendation  was  unanimously  adopted  by  the 
Grand  Lodge. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence,  on  account  of  the  great 
rush  of  business,  was  confined  to  a review  of  the  proceedings 
of  twelve  Grand  Lodges,  and  North  Carolina  was  not  lucky 
enough  to  be  of  the  number.  The  report  is  an  excellent  re- 
view of  the  proceedings  which  were  examined.

6oth  Annual.  Portland.  June  15. 

THE  likeness  of  the  retiring  Grand  Master,  Norris  R.  Cox, 
occupies  the  fly  leaf.  In  his  address  Brother  Cox  re- 
ports his  official  doings  during  the  year. 

After  welcoming  the  delegates  to  Grand  Lodge  the 
Grand  Master  offered  a suitable  tribute  to  the  memory  of 
the  dead. 

Four  lodges  were  duly  constituted,  and  dispensations 
issued  for  the  formation  of  two  others.

The  Grand  Master  reported  six  decisions,  which,  to  our 
mind,  are  in  accordance  with  Masonic  law  and  usage  every- 
where. 

After  the  conclusion  of  his  address  Brother  Cox  pre- 
sented to  each  of  the  twenty-four  Past  Grand  Masters  pres- 
ent a Past  Grand  Master’s  apron.  Immediately  after  this 
ceremony  Past  Grand  Master  John  M.  Hodson  introduced  a 
resolution  for  the  recognition  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Sas 
Katchewan,  which  was  adopted. 

The  Grand  Secretary,  Bro.  James  F.  Robinson,  reported 
that  he  had  written  to  all  the  Grand  Lodges,  as  he  was  in- 
structed to  do  at  the  last  Annual  Communication,  in 
reference  to  the  adoption  of  a uniform  system  of  demits. 
From  the  varying  character  of  the  answers  received,  he  is 
led  to  this  conclusion : 

I am  of  the  opinion  that  no  legislation  on  this  subject  will  be  avail- 
able until  there  is  established  some  ‘ ‘supreme  governing  body”  with 
authority  to  enforce  its  edicts. 

From  -the  Grand  Secretary’s  statistics  we  learn  that 
there  are  120  lodges,  having  a total  membership  of  more 
than  10.000. 

The  Trustees  of  the  Educational  Fund  report  that  there 
is  on  hand  the  sum  of  $136,577.10,  which  some  of  the  breth- 
ren are  very  anxious  to  spend  in  the  erection  of  a Masonic 
Home.  But  there  are  many  thoughtful,  conservative  men 
standing  in  the  way  of  this  project.  The  special  committee 
to  which  the  matter  was  referred  presented  the  following  re- 
port, which  was  adopted : 

We,  your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  subject  of  a home  - 
for  aged  and  indigent  Masons,  their  widows  and  orphans,  beg  leave  to 
report  that  to  purchase  the  necessary  grounds,  erect  and  equip  the 
buildings  to  accommodate  said  home  would  require  more  capital  than 
the  Grand  Lodge  has  at  its  command,  and  we  do  not  approve  of  creating 
indebtedness  for  the  promotion  of  so  laudable  an  enterprise,  especially 
without  direction  expressed  by  the  lodges. 

Therefore,  we  suggest  that  the  Grand  Secretary  be  directed  to  sub- 
mit by  circular  letter  to  each  lodge  the  question:  “Are  you  in  favor  of 
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adopting  the  home  system  of  distributing  charity?”  To  be  answered 
by  vote  of  each  lodge  in  the  month  of  December,  1910 — it  being  under- 
stood that  to  maintain  a home  will  require  an  increase  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  per  capita  tax  from  50  cents  to  $ 1.50  more  annually. 

This  conservative  .spirit  is  again  exhibited  in  the  adop- 
tion of  the  Report  of  the  Finance  Committee  adverse  to 
erecting  a monument  to  a deceased  Past  Grand  Master,  in 
which  the  committee  says  : 

To  appropriate  money  for  such  purpose  in  an  individual  case  slights 
others  perhaps  equally  as  worthy. 

To  appropriate  money  in  such  a way  and  manner  furnishes  a pre- 
cedent inimical  to  the  purposes  for  which  the  funds  of  this  body  are 
devoted. 

To  appropriate  money  for  monuments  furnishes  an  entering  wedge 
to  encourage  appropriations  for  other  foreign  purposes. 

And  so  your  committee  recommend  that  said  resolution  do  not  pass, 
and  herewith  return  the  same  without  approval. 

On  the  afternoon  of  June  16th  the  record  shows,  under 
the  head  of  “ Reception  of  Distinguished  Visitors,”  that  the 
ladies  of  the  Eastern  Star  desired  to  pay  their  respects  to 
Grand  Lodge,  and  were  received  and  welcomed  by  the 
Grand  Master.  Later  on  the  Grand  Master  appointed  a 
committee  to  return  the  visit  of  the  officers  of  the  Eastern 
Star,  who  courteously  expressed  the  best  wishes  for  the 
prosperity  and  success  of  the  order.  The  Grand  Lodge  also 
received  an  invitation,  which  was  accepted,  to  attend  a 
Chapter  of  Sorrow  of  the  Eastern  Star. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence,  149  pages,  is  a review 
of  the  proceedings  of  fifty-nine  Grand  Lodges,  and  is  con- 
tributed by  Past  Grand  Master  J.  M.  Hodson.  We  must 
content  ourself  by  saying  that  it  is  a document  of  value  to 
any  Mason  who  has  time  and  opportunity  to  read  it.  The 
North  Carolina  transactions  for  1909  receive  very  careful 
and  fraternal  consideration.  Brother  Hodson  reminds  us 
that  our  criticism  of  the  formation  of  numerically  weak 
lodges,  under  Alabama,  is  equally  applicable  to  North  Caro- 
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lina.  Yes,  brother,  it  is,  and  we  had  its  application  to 
North  Carolina  in  mind  at  the  time  of  writing  it. 

We  would  be  glad  to  quote  and  comment  on  some  of  the 
visionary  statements  made  in  his  conclusion,  “gathering  up 
the  strands,”  but  we  haven’t  the  space.

PRINCE  EDWARD  ISLAND-1910. 

35TH  Annual.  Charlottetown.  June  23. 

THE  likeness  of  the  retiring  Grand  Master,  W.  P.  Doull, 
■ occupies  the  fly  leaf  of  the  volume. 

In  the  unpretentious  and  strong  annual  address  of  the 
Grand  Master,  he  presents  tersely  and  forcibly  his  official 
doings  for  the  year,  and  so  far  as  we  can  judge,  he  has 
worked  faithfully  and  well  in  the  interest  of  the  Grand 
Lodge. 

In  the  matter  of  representatives  of  other  Grand  Lodges 
near  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Prince  Edward  Island,  he  finds 
that  some  of  these  officials  never  attend  the  meeting  of  the 
Grand  Lodge,  and  as  a result  of  this  indifference  he  has  cut 
some  of  them  off.  If  this  action  does  not  bring  about  a 
change,  he  suggests  that  the  same  operation  maybe  repeated. 

He  reports  having  visited  every  lodge  in  the  jurisdic- 
tion, and  as  a result  of  these  inspections,  he  says  that 
generally  speaking  the  Craft  is  in  excellent  condition.  Of 
conditions,  which  he  found  occasionally,  he  says  in  part : 

I have  not  given  any  detailed  account  of  the  amount  of  work  done, 
or  progress  financial  or  otherwise  of  the  Podges.  I do  not  think  it  wise 
to  publish  details  of  such.  I have,  however,  spoken  considerably  of  the 
social  side  as  if  it  were  the  more  important.  This  is  because  I consider 
it  the  thermometer  by  which  to  gauge  the  temperature  of  Masonic 
vitality.  A brother  may  be  painfully  accurate  in  ritual,  precise  to  the 
smallest  scruple  in  Jurisprudence,  in  business  as  upright  and  yet  as  cold 
as  the  stone  in  yonder  cemetery,  if  a hand  is  extended  at  all  he  gives 
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you  the  tips  of  the  fingers  and  you  shake  them  yourself.  That  brother’s 
apron  strings  are  untied  before  the  Master  makes  the  last  request  of  his 
Deacons,  and  at  the  final  rap  of  the  gavel  he  is  half  way  out  of  the  door. 
He  does  not  believe  in  a "bun-feed”  as  he  terms  it,  and  you  are  half 
glad  that  he  does  not. 

He  rendered  only  one  decision,  and  that  in  reference  to 
the  disregard  of  the  laws  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  In  reply  to 
the  Secretary  of  the  lodge  who  informed  him  of  the  condi- 
tions he  says: 

He  wrote  to  me  asking  for  a ruling  whether  he  was  to  obey  the 
order  of  the  Worshipful  Master  or  the  vote  of  the  brethren.  I replied 
Any  resolution  of  a Subordinate  Lodge  setting  aside  a Grand  Lodge 
byelaw  or  regulation  must  of  necessity  be  Ultra  Vires.  The  Lodge 
business  must  be  attended  to  constitutionally.  You  will  issue  notices  as 
if  no  resolution  had  been  placed  on  your  Lodge  minutes,  and  as  called 
for  by  Grand  Lodge  regulations.  (See  section  20,  page  17  of  our  Con- 
stitution.) 

The  Grand  Master  is  not  enthusiastic  as  to  the  benefits 
to  be  deprived  from  printing  the  Reports  on  Foreign  Corre- 
spondence, and  says  in  part : 

Personally  I enjoy  the  reading,  but  cannot  help  thinking  that  the 
sentiments  I am  expressing  are  only  too  true.  I am  aware  that  the 
finest  Masonic  intellects  of  our  day  are  engaged  in  the  compilation  of 
those  reports,  and  that  they  contain  a fund  of  interest  and  instruction  to 
the  Masonic  student,  but  too  much  information  easily  obtained  by  the 
outside  world.  I shall  never  sigh  for  wealth  of  our  Grand  Lodge  if  it 
be  to  spend  it  in  the  publication  of  Foreign  Correspondence. 

From  the  report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Benevolent  Fund, 
we  find  that  $3,153.03  have  been  accumulated  for  purposes 
of  active  benevolence,  and  this  is  all  safely  invested. 

That  the  Grand  Master  deserves  well  of  the  Fraternity 
is  shown  in  these  extracts  from  the  report. of  the  Committee 
on  the  Grand  Master’s  Address: 

Your  committee  appreciate  the  vast  amount  of  work  performed  by 
the  Grand  Master  in  his  digest  of  the  Landmarks,  and  also  in  his  prepara- 
tion of  the  list  of  membership  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  but  recommend  that 
they  be  handed  over  to  the  committee  on  jurisprudence  together  with

tiis  request  that  tlie  same  be  published,  with  power  to  decide  as  to  pub- 
lication. 

Your  committee  hereby  places  on  record  tlieir  sense  of  the  indomi- 
table zeal  displayed  by  the  Grand  Master  in  connection  with  the 
Benevolent  Fund,  thereby  worthily  following  in  the  footsteps  of  his 
predecessors. 

It  is  with  unbounded  pleasure  that  we  congratulate  the  Grand 
Master  on  the  fact  that  Masony  within  this  Jurisdiction  has  never  been 
in  such  a high  state  of  efficiency  as  at  present. 

Judging  by  this  extract,  the  Grand  Master  is  proud  of 
the  condition  of  the  Craft,  and  the  high  character  of  its 
membership: 

Brethren,  we  are  a small  Jurisdiction.  Territorially  (though  not 
numerically)  we  are  the  smallest  Jurisdiction  on  the  face  of  the  earth 
and  being  an  Island  we  cannot  hope  to  ever  have  our  borders  expanded. 
We  are  steadily  growing  in  numbers  and  financial  strength  but  we  talk 
in  small  figures  compared  with  other  Grand  Jurisdictions;  yet  there  is 
no  large  Jurisdictions  where  less  commercialism  is  shown,  where  ritual 
is  more  uniform,  where  higher  proficiency  is  demanded  in  the  candi- 
date’s examination,  where  the  constitution  is  more  closely  regarded, 
where  the  prerogatives  of  the  Grand  Master  are  so  seldom  invoked  and 
where  the  ballot  guards  more  jealously  the  admission  of  unworthy 
material.  Think  of  it,  a Grand  Lodge  thirty-five  years  old,  that  has 
never  had  occasion  to  suspend  or  expel  a single  member. 

On  account  of  the  retirement  of  the  venerable  Grand 
.Secretary,  Bro.  Neil  McKelvie,  Brother  Doull  was  elected  to 
the  vacancy. 

In  this  Grand  Jurisdiction  there  are  only  14  lodges.

QUEBEC— 1910. 

40TH  Annual.  Montreal.  February  9. 

THE  photograph  of  the  handsome  monument  erected  to 
the  memory  of  John  Hamilton  Graham,  LL.  D.,  the 
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first  Grand  Master  of  Masons  in  Quebec,  forms  the  frontis- 
piece of  the  volume. 

After  welcoming  the  brethren  to  this  Communication, 
the  Grand  Master  touched  upon  many  of  the  principles  of 
Freemasonry,  and  urged  their  practice  upon  the  members  of 
the  Craft  generally. 

He  devotes  considerable  space  in  his  defense  of  charges 
preferred  against  the  Fraternity  by  certain  religious  bodies, 
which  he  does  not  name,  but  which  apparently  come  from 
the  priesthood  of  the  Catholic  Church,  and  he  dispels  every 
one  of  them.  But  Grand  Master  Cameron  should  know 
that  these  attacks,  notoriously  unfounded,  will  continue  to 
be  hurled  against  the  Fraternity,  and  the  most  upright  life 
of  man  or  Mason  will  offer  no  protection. 

As  supplementary  to  this  argument  of  the  Grand  Master 
is  the  exceptionally  fine  address  of  the  Rev.  Bro.  Allan  P. 
Shatford,  District  Grand  Chaplain  of  the  Montreal  District 
No.  i,  on  “The  Symbolism  of  Masonry. ” This  address  is 
so  eloquent  and  convincing,  and  at  the  same  time  so  simple 
and  forceful  in  its  diction,  that  a copy  of  it  should  be  in  the 
hands  of  every  Mason  in  Quebec. 

We  take  one  paragraph  from  this  admirable  paper,  not 
as  the  best,  but  as  giving  some  idea  of  the  style  of  the 
whole : 

It  will  readily  be  conceded,  I presume,  that  no  more  important  sub- 
ject could  engage  our  thoughts.  Certainly  there  is  no  matter  more 
worthy  of  serious  consideration  on  the  part  of  every  Mason.  For  there 
are  enemies  outside  our  portals  who  find  occasion  of  objection  to  Ma- 
sonry because  of  the  emphasis  laid  upon  ritual.  They  sneer  at  our  cere- 
monies and  ridicule  our  habiliments.  And  there  are  many  within  our 
organization  who  strongly  misinterpret  our  ritual,  or  fail  altogether  to 
appreciate  its  value  and  meaning.  These  grasp  at  the  shadow  and  lose 
the  substance:  they  contend  for  the  form  whilst  all  the  while  they  forget 
the  spirit.  I hope,  Most  Worshipful  Sir,  that  I am  using  the  opportu- 
nity afforded  me  as  your  Grand  Chaplain,  in  a wise  and  helpful  way  in 
thus  undertaking  to  speak  for  a time  today  on  “the  philosophy  of  sym- 
bolism.” 
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The  fraternal  dead  of  his  own  and  other  jurisdictions 
are  tenderly  referred  to. 

The  condition  of  the  Craft  is  reported  to  be  excellent. 

Many  special  dispensations  were  granted  and  some 
refused. 

The  official  visits  of  the  Grand  Master  were  numerous 
and  always  of  service. 

One  of  the  recommendations  of  the  Grand  Master  which 
we  think  of  general  interest  was  adopted  by  the  Grand 
Lodge,  and  is  as  follows: 

Circulars. — It  would  be  well  if  Grand  Lodge  would  enact  or  ap- 
prove the  principle  that  no  circular  or  appeal  shall  be  issued  to  any 
Lodge  in  this  jurisdiction  or  the  members  thereof  for  donations  or  for 
any  purpose  whatever;  in  any  event,  unless  the  same  shall  have  been 
officially  approved  by  the  Grand  Master. 

From  the  Grand  Secretary’s  Report  we  find  that  there 
are  sixty-two  lodges  on  the  roll,  with  a total  membership  of 
6,325,  making  a net  gain  of  282. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence,  137  pages,  is  contrib- 
uted by  Past  Grand  Master  E.  T.  D.  Chambers,  whose 
experience  of  twenty-three  years  and  whose  ability  as  a 
writer  contribute  to  make  his  reviews  of  lasting  profit  to  the 
Craft. 

Brother  Chambers  has  given  fraternal  review  of  the 
transactions  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina  for  1909.

QUEENSLAND— 1910. 

6th  Annual.  Brisbane.  June  13. 

THIS  volume  indicates  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Queens- 
land is  growing  in  numbers  and  in  financial  ability  to 
dispense  a liberal  charity  to  those  having  claims  upon  it. 
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The  Special  Communication,  held  on  nth  of  August, 
1909,  was  made  notable  by  the  number  of  distinguished 
brethren  of  other  jurisdictions  who  were  present  and  took 
part  in  the  ceremonies.  The  ceremonial  of  investiture  of 
the  Grand  Master-elect,  Bro.  A.  M.  Hertzberg,  was  con- 
ducted by  the  Grand  Master  of  New  South  Wales,  who  was 
present  for  the  purpose.  Grand  Master  Hertzberg  made 
suitable  acknowledgments  to  the  executive  of  New  South 
Wales,  Bro.  H.  Montgomerie  Hamilton,  for  his  presence  and 
services. 

As  showing  that  Queensland  has  been  no  laggard  in 
Masonic  endeavor,  the  Grand  Master  makes  this  showing  of 
progress : 

Now,  brethren,  I think  it  well  to  record  here  the  work  accomplished 
by  our  Grand  Lodge  since  its  birth  in  the  year  1904.  We  started  with 
39  Lodges  and  1,325  members.  We  now  number  56  Lodges,  and  about 
2,000  members.  We  have  received  recognition  from  42  sister  Grand 
Lodges,  of  whom  36  are  from  English  speaking  countries,  and  hence 
from  our  own  kith  and  kin.  There  are  only  70  recognized  Grand  Lodges 
in  the  world,  so  we  have  the  right  hand  of  fellowship  extended  to  us  by 
more  than  one-half  that  number.  Our  Benevolent  Fund  approximates 
£1,000.  We  have  disbursed  about  ^550  in  charity,  of  which  about  half 
has  gone  to  brethren  of  other  Constitutions.  We  have  acted  on  the 
principle  that  Funds  of  Benevolence  of  any  Masonic  body  are  held  in 
trust  for  every  worthy  Mason  needing  assistance,  no  matter  to  which 
Constitution  he  may  belong.  Geographical  distinctions  or  divisions  in 
Masonry  may  be  convenient  for  many  purposes,  but  inasmuch  as  we  are 
to  the  outer  world  “Masons,”  no  matter  from  whence  we  hail,  so  must 
our  charity  be  available  to  all  brethren  who  come  our  way. 

Our  crowning  glory,  and  the  very  acme  of  the  wisdom  which 
prompted  the  formation  of  our  Grand  Lodge,  is  the  establishment  of  the 
“Widows,  Orphans,  and  Aged  Masons  Institution.”  The  funds  nowin- 
vested  for  this  great  work  amount  to  ^1,250,  whilst  we  have  another  ^250 
in  hand.  At  the  present  time  we  are  supporting  four  orphan  children — 
members  of  one  family,  and  as  other  cases  are  brought  under  our  notice 
they  will  receive  the  most  brotherly  consideration.  In  this  institution 
alone  lies  our  greatest  justification,  and  the  fullest  proof  what  could  and 
would  be  done  bj’  the  united  efforts  of  the  Freemasons  of  Queensland, 
numbering,  as  they  probably  do,  6,000,  when  all  that  we  have  to  record 
is  the  effort  of  2,000  only. 
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Let  us  imagine  the  last  moments  of  a brother,  who,  unsuccessful  in 
life’s  battle,  feels  that  his  widow  and  orphaned  children  will  not  be 
abandoned  to  the  cold  world,  but  become  the  anxious  care  of  his  brother 
Masons,  who  will  assuage  their  sorrow  and  help  to  equip  his  children  for 
their  life’s  work.  Brethren,  I know  these  aims  appeal  to  all  true  Masons, 
and  the  knowledge  that  we  are  working  for  such  noble  purposes  must 
and  does  cast  a glow  of  justifiable  pride  and  satisfaction  over  your 
hearts.  It  is  a glorious  privilege,  and  makes  us  fellow-workers  with 
God,  for  he  has  said — 

“heave  thy  fatherless  children  to  me  and  I will  keep  them  alive.” 

In  closing  his  address,  Brother  Hertzberg  said : 

As  a member  of  that  race  from  whom  sprang  our  first  Grand  Master, 
Solomon,  King  of  Israel,  into  whose  chair  you  have  to-night  inducted 
me,  and  his  chief  architect  the  widow’s  son,  of  the  tribe  of  Naptliali— 
the  most  noble  exemplar  of  faithfulness  and  devotion  to  duty  recorded 
in  ancient  history — I feel  most  keenly  the  honour  you  have  conferred  on 
me,  and  the  responsibilities  attaching  thereto,  and  whilst  thanking  you 
for  this  high  trust  with  all  my  Masonic  heart,  I also  beg  of  you  to  judge 
me  with  forbearance  and  give  me  your  sympathy,  prayers  and  support 
in  the  execution  of  those  high  and  honourable  duties  which  now  devolve 
upon  me. 

And  now,  brethren,  permit  me  to  pronounce  the  time-honoured 
blessing  of  the  High  Priest  in  Israel  over  this  vast  assemblage  gathered 
together  to  do  honor  by  their  presence  to  the  newly-installed  Grand 
Master  and  his  Officers: 

The  Lord  bless  you  and  keep  you. 

The  Lord  make  His  face  to  shine  upon  you  and  be  gracious  unto  you. 

The  Lord  turn  His  face  unto  you  and  grant  you  peace. — Amen. 

So  mote  it  be.

SASKATCHEWAN— 1910. 

4TH  Annual.  Saskatoon.  June  15. 

THE  photograph  of  Grand  Master  elect,  Rev.  W.  B.  Tate, 
in  his  Grand  Master’s  regalia,  forms  the  frontispiece  of 
the  volume.  The  Grand  Lodge  was  welcomed  to  Saskatoon 
a — 16 
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by  the  mayor  of  the  city,  who  happened  also  to  be  a mem- 
ber of  the  Grand  Lodge,  holding  the  position  of  Grand 
Senior  Warden,  and  in  the  line  of  promotion. 

The  retiring  Grand  Master,  Bro.  Harold  Jagger,  deliv- 
ered a compact,  business  address,  at  the  opening  of  which 
he  made  this  flattering  statement  of  the  condition  of  the 
Fraternity:- 

It  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  tell  you  that  our  Grand  Lodge  contin- 
ues to  prosper,  and  we  are  satisfied  that  our  growth  is  commensurate 
with  the  growth  and  prosperity  of  this  Province.  At  the  last  meeting 
of  this  Grand  Lodge  we  consisted  of  40  Chartered  Lodges,  13  Lodges  to 
whom  Charters  were  authorized  to  be  issued,  and  9 Lodges  working 
under  Dispensation,  a total  of  62  Lodges.  Now  we  have  53  Chartered 
Lodges  and  23  Lodges  working  under  Dispensations,  a total  of  76 
Lodges.  Our  membership  at  the  time  of  last  Grand  Lodge  numbered 
2,336,  and  today  we  number  approximately  3,300. 

Although  the  benevolent  fund  is  growing,  still  the 
Grand  Master  thinks  that  it  is  not  growing  as  rapidly  as  it 
should. 

The  reports  of  the  District  Deputy  Grand  Masters  show 
progress  in  every  direction. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence  is  an 
excellent  presentation  of  the  state  of  the  Craft  in  all  juris- 
dictions whose  proceedings  had  been  received.  It  is  the 
work  of  Bro,.  A.  S.  Gorrell,  who  gives  the  Proceedings  of 
North  Carolina  for  1908  kindly  consideration.

SCOTLAND  1909  1910. 

AS  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland  has  the  reputation  of 
holdiirg  tenaciously  to  every  Subordinate  Lodge,  and  to 
every  contributing  member  under  its  jurisdiction,  it  will 
surprise  a good  many  that  it  graciously  approved  the  follow- 
ing report  and  recommendation  of  the  Grand  Committee  at 
its  meeting  November  25,  1909: 
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The  Committee  had  before  it  petitions  from  Lodges  Pacific,  Hono- 
lulu, No.  822,  and  Maui,  Wailuku,  Maui,  No.  984,  requesting  Grand  Lodge 
to  communicate  with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  California,  that  they  be  trans- 
ferred to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  latter  as  Lodges  in  active  working. 

These  Lodges  are  the  only  Lodges  in  Hawaii  under  the  Scottish 
Constitution,  and  the  petitioners  state  that  they  are  proud  of  their  con- 
nection with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland,  and  all  things  being  equal, 
they  would  have  preferred  to  continue  their  allegiance  to  it,  but  are 
constrained,  for  geographical  reasons,  to  ask  for  this  change. 

It  was  agreed  that  Grand  Secretary  be  instructed  to  write  to  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  California,  recommending  it  to  grant  the  prayer  of  the 
petitions. 

This  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  will  simplify  fraternal 
relations  with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  California,  and  will  re- 
move for  good  and  all  a source  of  irritation  between  the  two 
Grand  Bodies. 

At  the  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 
November  30,  1909,  for  the  purpose  of  installing  the  Grand 
Officers,  the  Grand  Master  elect,  the  Marqnis  of  Tullibard- 
ine,  in  responding  to  the  toast  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scot- 
land, made  this  satisfactory  statement : 

The  Grand  Master— Before  I reply  to  the  all  too  kind  words  that  we 
have  heard  just  now,  I should  like,  first  of  all,  to  read  out  a few  of  the 
usual  statistics  which  ought  to  be  read  on  this  occasion.  During  the 
past  year  we  have  added  9738  new  members,  as  compared  with  9789  last 
year.  The  income  of  Grand  Lodge  during  the  past  year  has  been  ,£9530 
as  against  ,£9848  in  the  previous  year — a decrease  of  ,£318,  which  is 
easily  accounted  for,  because  we  passed  ,£20,000  last  year  over  to  the 
Annuity  Fund,  and  the  interest  on  that  was  counted  under  a separate 
heading.  In  1908  the  income  of  Grand  Lodge  was  ,£9848,  and  the  ex- 
penditure ,£3856.  This  year  the  income  is  ,£9530,  and  the  expenditure 
,£3332.  During  1909.  the  grants  from  the  Benevolent  Fund  have 
amounted  to  .£984-  The  sum  of  £2645  has  been  paid  to  our  Annuitants 
this  year,  and  since  the  formation  of  the  Annuity  Fund  in  1889,  the  sum 
of  ££0,500  has  been  disbursed  in  this  direction.  The  amount  contrib- 
uted this  year  to  the  Fund  by  Daughter  Lodges  amounted  to  £1447,  as 
compared  with  £1330  last  year,  and  for  the  eleven  years— 1899  to  1909— 
the  subscriptions  have  amounted  to  ,£10,400.  The  General  Fund 
amounts  to  £"23,677,  the  Benevolent  Fund  to  £9704,  and  the  Annuity 
Fund  to  £74, 371 — making  a grand  total  for  the  three  Funds  of  £107,- 
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752,  exclusive  of  the  heritable  and  moveable  property,  which  is  valued 
at  ^25,200.

SOUTH  CAROLINA— 1909. 

133RD  Annual.  Charleston.  December  14. 

THE  address  of  the  Grand  Master,  Brother  James  L. 

Michie,  at  the  close  of  his  second  term,  gives  a detailed 
account  of  his  official  work  for  the  year.  After  extending  a 
hearty  welcome  to  the  representatives  present  and  making 
appropriate  reference  to  the  death  of  many  distinguished 
Masons  during  the  year,  the  Grand  Master  has  this  to  say  of 
physical  qualifications : 

After  another  year’s  most  careful  study  of  this  important  question, 
and  after  personal  conversations  with  Grand  Master’s  representing 
thirty-six  different  Grand  Jurisdictions,  I am  even  more  impressed  than 
I was  last  year  that  there  should  be  some  change  in  our  existing  law. 
The  special  committee  I appointed  at  our  last  Annual  Communication 
will  present  its  recommendation  during  this  session,  and  I bespeak  for 
it  your  most  earnest  consideration.  Brethren,  I consider  this  the  most 
important  question  that  will  come  before  us  at  this  session,  and  I most 
urgently  request  that  you  will  all  carefully  study  the  proposed  amend- 
ment to  our  Constitution  during  the  coming  year,  so  that  when  the 
matter  comes  up  before  us  at  our  next  Annual  Communication  for  final 
adjustment,  we  may  be  able  to  make  such  a modification  of  our  existing 
law  as  will  be  more  in  accord  with  the  laws  of  all  our  sister  Grand  Bodges 
of  the  English-speaking  world. 

The  action  of  the  Philadelphia  Conference  occupies 
much  space  in  this  address,  and  he  was  evidently  impressed 
as  were  all  the  attendants,  of  the  good  to  be  derived  from 
the  continuance  of  these  conferences. 

Dispensations  were  issued  for  the  formation  of  four 
lodges,  and  seven  lodges  were  duly  constituted. 
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Grand  Master  Michie  is  very  partial  to  the  Order  of  the 
Eastern  Star,  of  which  he  is  a member  and  proud  of  it.  He 
says: 

This  Order  is  doing  a good  work,  brethren,  and  ought  to  be  encour- 
aged by  every  means  in  our  power.  I notice  that  in  several  instances 
where  Chapters  of  the  Eastern  Star  have  been  instituted  the  brethren 
seem  to  have  taken  a new  interest  in  our  fraternity,  and  that  the  average 
attendance  at  bodge  meetings  has  increased  wonderfully.  I would  like 
to  see  a Chapter  established  wherever  we  have  a Subordinate  Lodge, 
especially  in  the  rural  districts  and  smaller  towns  of  the  State,  as  I am 
thoroughly  convinced  that  the  softening  and  ennobling  influence  of  the 
lady  members  would  tend  to  make  us  all  better  and  purer  men. 

The  few  decisions  of  the  Grand  Master  were  approved 
by  the  Jurisprudence  Committee  and  by  the  Grand  Lodge. 

The  Grand  Master  is  enthusiastic  in  the  cause  of  the 
Masonic  Home,  the  contributions  to  which  come  in  but 
tardily.  He  says  on  this  subject: 

• Brethren,  you  have  no  higher  duty  to  perform  in  this  world  than  to 
aid  and  assist  all  worthy  distressed  brother  Masons,  their  wives,  widows 
and  orphans.  This  is  one  of  the  fundamental  principles  of  our  Order, 
and  I feel  sure  that  if  the  matter  would  be  presented  to  the  individual 
members  of  our  fraternity,  my  successor  would  present  a very  gratifying 
report  at  our  next  Annual  Communication. 

There  is  no  Report  on  Correspondence,  and  the  Grand 
Secretary,  Past  Grand  Master  Jacob  T.  Barron,  the  Corre- 
spondence Committee,  thus  explains  the  absence  of  his  usual 
sparkling  contribution : 

At  the  usual  time  I began  the  preparation  of  a review  of  the  Pro- 
ceedings of  other  Grand  Lodges,  and  had  more  than  half  completed  the 
same  when  I was  compelled  to  stop  work  thereon  because  of  my  health. 
Shortly  thereafter  my  physician  ordered  me  to  take  an  entire  rest  from 
all  work  and  to  proceed  at  once  to  mineral  springs  in  Florida.  I have, 
therefore,  been  unable  to  complete  this  Correspondence  Report,  but  my 
physician  believes  that  I will  be  able  to  resume  my  usual  work  early  in 
January,  and  if  the  Grand  Lodge  so  desires  I can  then  complete  this 
review  in  ample  time  to  publish  it  with  the  Proceedings  of  this  Annual 
Communication. 
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Alas ! The  beloved  Mason,  perhaps  the  best  known  in 
the  State,  was  then  rapidly  approaching  the  veil  which  sepa- 
rates the  present  from  the  future,  and  was  disqualified  from 
doing  any  more  work.

SOUTH  DAKOTA— 1910. 

36TH  Annual.  Pierre.  June  14. 

THE  volume  is  adorned  with  an  engraved  likeness  of  the 
retiring  Grand  Master,  Dr.  Samuel  A.  Brown.  From 
the  brief  biography,  we  find  that  Brother  Brown  is  a “ tar 
heel,”  having  been  born  in  McDowell  County,  N.  C.,  June 
25,  1848.  We  quote  the  closing  paragraph  which  shows 
what  kind  of  man  this  distinguished  Mason  is: 

A man  kind  of  heart,  of  a genial  and  lovable  disposition,  even  in 
the  most  heated  debate  no  one  ever  heard  him  speak  an  acrimonious 
word,  studious  for  the  welfare  of  all  enterprises  in  which  he  has  been 
engaged,  his  life  has  been  studded  with  results  which  make  for  the  bet- 
terment of  mankind  in  general,  and  of  the  Order,  in  particular,  which  is 
his  pride;  he  was  ever  an  active  and  earnest  worker  in  the  several 
Masonic  'Bodies  to  which  he  belonged,  bringing  to  the  discharge  of  every 
duty,  particularly  as  Grand  Master,  a zeal  and  energy  that  has  readily 
won  for  him  a high  rank  as  a skilled  and  faithful  Craftsman. 

We  think  our  brethren,  who  happen  to  read  this  report, 
will  thank  us  for  presenting  this  unique  and  graphic  pen 
picture  of  the  assembling  of  the  representatives  to  the  Grand 
Lodge  as  found  in  the  exordium  of  Brother  Brown’s  address: 

We  are  assembled  once  more  together  to  talk  over  our  troubles  and 
grievances,  our  good  times  and  our  bad  times,  to  shake  hands  and  say, 
hello ! to  see  those  who  take  an  interest  in  us,  to  bathe  our  souls  in  the 
blessed  fountain  of  friendship  to  the  great  refreshment  of  our  hearts, 
and  the  heartening  of  our  minds;  to  forget  for  a season  our  favorite  ene- 
mies and  our  most  precious  grouches,  to  tell  and  to  laugh  at  small  jokes, 
and  to  jolly  one  another  up  a bit,  while  we  have  a little  play  time  to- 
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gether;  to  view  the  new  capital  which  the  state  has  erected,  and  enjoy 
the  boundless  hospitality  which  our  Brethren  of  Pierre  have  so  gener- 
ously provided,  while  we  congratulate  them  upon  the  new  prosperity  of 
the  city  and  the  tireless  enterprise  of  her  citizens;  and  to  spread  our 
tents,  so  to  speak,  under  the  banner  of  Pierre  Lodge,  No.  27,  which  our 
exacting  Grand  Lecturer  says  “is  doing  not  only  well  but  splendidly.” 

The  death  of  three  members  of  the  Grand  Lodge  im- 
posed upon  the  Grand  Master  the  necessity  of  notifying  the 
.Craft,  and  very  well  has  he  performed  his  duty.  . 

His  eulogy  of  two  deceased  and  distinguished  Masons, 
“Cunningham  and  Robbins,”  is  forcible  and  true.  In 
closing  he  says  of  these  Masonic  scholars: 

To  me  it  is  a personal  bereavement  to  lose  these  great  workers,  and 
I could  not  return  to  the  round  table  of  Correspondents  without  feeling 
lonesome. 

There  are  indeed  many  fine  writers  still  engaged  in  this  labor,  but 
Cunningham  and  Robbins  belonged  to  the  day  when  there  was  much  in 
Masonry  to  combat  and  they  had  a great  share  in  the  work. 

Brethren  of  two  of  the  lodges  surprised  the  Grand 
Master  by  presenting  him  with  a beautiful  Past  Grand  Mas- 
ter’s jewel. 

Dispensations  were  issued  for  the  formation  of  two  new 
lodges,  and  one  lodge  was  duly  constituted. 

Special  dispensations  were  granted  for  the  election  and 
installation  of  officers  of  some  of  the  lodges,  but  none  for 
the  conferring  of  degrees  out  of  time. 

The  Grand  Master  says  that  he  has  made  no  decisions, 
and  for  this  reason : 

I cannot  be  said  to  have  rendered  any  decisions.  The  source  of  law 
in  this  jurisdiction,  as  laid  down  so  clearly  by  the  Jurisprudence  Com- 
mittee and  adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge  in  1903,  is  the  Grand  Master. 
The  decisions  that  have  been  rendered  in  this  state  are  very  many,  ex- 
tending, as  they  do,  from  the  origin  of  the  Grand  Lodge  to  the  present 
day.  Of  course,  the  Masters  and  the  Wardens  of  the  Lodges,  in  very 
few  instances,  have  access  to  these  decisions,  they  never  having  been 
published  separately  from  the  proceedings.  As  a consequence  my 
brethren  and  I have  enjoyed  a very  lively  correspondence  regarding  the 
proper  procedure  in  case  of  the  various  episodes  which  have  appeared  in 
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the  despatch  of  business.  I,  having  access  to  the  full  file  of  decisions, 
could  quote  the  law  as  it  has  been  delivered  heretofore. 

Brother  Brown  reports,  at  length,  the  Conferences  of 
Grand  Masters  held  in  Boston,  Philadelphia  and  Baltimore, 
and  seems  to  be  impressed  with  the  possibility  of  great  use- 
fulness. The  idea  of  a general  or  Supreme  Grand  Lodge 
was  distinctly  repudiated  by  the  Baltimore  Conference. 

Under  the  head  of  Fraternal  Relations,  Brother  Brown 
devoted  several  pages  of  interesting  and  instructive  argu- 
ment for  closer  relations  with  many  foreign  grand  jurisdic- 
tions, particularly  those  of  Germany  and  Scandinavia,  and 
as  a result  of  this  earnest  presentation  of  facts  and  condi- 
tions the  Grand  Lodge  adopted  this  recommendation  of  the 
Committee  on  Fraternal  Relations: 

Your  committee  further  recommends  that  the  Most  Worshipful 
Grand  Master  enter  into  correspondence  for  the  purpose  of  establishing 
Masonic  relations  and  exchanging  Grand  Representatives  with  the  fol- 
lowing Grand  Bodies,  to  wit: 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Three  Globes-Berlin. 

The  National  Grand  Lodge  of  Germany. 

The  Grand  Lodge  Royal  York  of  Prussia. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Hamburg. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Saxony. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Sun,  in  Bayreuth. 

The  Grand  Lodge  Eclectic  Union,  at  Frankfort  on  the  Main. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Concord  at  Darmstadt. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Denmark. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Sweden. 

It  is  pleasant  to  see  that  the  Grand  Lodge  dispensed 
with  labor  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  the  ladies  of  the 
Eastern  Star. 

During  his  incumbency  as  Grand  Master,  Brother 
Brown’s  place  as  Committee  of  Correspondence  was  filled  by 
Bro.  Arthur  H.  Tufts,  who  puts  North  Carolina  for  1909  as 
38th  on  the  list  of  Grand  Lodges  reviewed,  but  we  have  not 
been  able  to  find  it.  Nevertheless  the  report  gives  an  ex- 
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cellent  and  readable  summary  of  the  doings  of  the  different 
Grand  Lodges.

TENNESSEE-1910. 

96TH  Annual.  Nashville.  January  26. 

A PHOTOGRAPH  of  the  incoming  Grand  Master,  C.  H. 
Byrn,  occupies  the  fly  leaf  of  the  volume. 

. In  28  pages  occupied  by  the  annual  address  the  retiring 
Grand  Master,  Edward  H.  Bachman,  gave  a full  and  de- 
tailed account  of  his  official  doings  during  this  the  second 
term  of  his  service. 

He  paid  appropriate  tribute  to  the  services  and  virtues 
of  Past  Grand  Master  Edmund  Preston  McQueen,  who  rests 
from  his  labors. 

He  reports  the  purchase  of  a site  upon  which  it  is  pro- 
posed to  erect  the  permanent  abode  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

He  reports  the  laying  of  ten  corner  stones  by  his  regu- 
larly commissioned  proxies. 

As  will  happen  sometimes,  he  had  to  revoke  the  charter 
of  one  of  the  lodg'es  on  account  of  notoriously  irregular  con- 
duct on  the  part  of  the  officers  and  members. 

There  is  a very  long  list  of  special  dispensations  granted 
and  a fairly  long  list  of  those  refused. 

Ten  pages  of  the  address  are  given  over  to  the  report  of 
44  official  rulings. 

The  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  reported  adversely 
on  four  of  these  decisions  and  made  this  preliminary  ob- 
servation : 

Notwithstanding  the  Grand  Master’s  lofty  resolve  not  to  make 
official  rulings  except  on  duly  certified  questions  actually  pending  be- 
fore some  Subordinate  Lodge,  we  find  he  has  gone  the  usual  way  and 
fallen  prey  to  the  legion  of  quid  mines  who  lie  in  wait  for  each  succeed- 
a — 17 
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ing  Grand  Master  to  ply  him  with  multitudinous  queries  of  every  hue 
and  color  on  all  matters  pertaining  to  Masonry. 

The  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  reported 
having  received  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Mexico  a request 
for  recognition,  but  owing  to  the  limited  time  at  its  disposal 
the  committee  asked  to  be  continued. 

The  ceremony  of  the  presentation  of  the  signet  ring  to 
his  successor  in  the  Grand  East,  by  Brother  Bachman,  was 
attended  with  the  usual  graceful  and  eloquent  speeches. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  is,  as  usual,  presented 
by  Past  Grand  Master  Henry  A.  Chambers,  one  of  the  ablest 
and  best  of  the  Guild. 

He  gives  to  the  transactions  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
North  Carolina  for  1909  ample  and  fraternal  consideration. 

In  his  introduction  he  paid  a high  tribute  to  the  services 
rendered  to  Freemasonry  by  the  able  Masonic  writers  and 
reviewers,  Dr.  Joseph  Robbins  of  Illinois,  William  M.  Cun- 
ningham of  Ohio,  and  Cornelius  Hedges  of  Montana,  and 
closes  with  these  words: 

In  this  and  other  lines  of  Masonic  writing  they  had  each  reached 
such  eminence  in  Masonic  acquirement,  knowledge  and  judgment  as  to 
be  authorities  on  all  mooted  Masonic  matters.  Their  reports  had  be- 
come so  valuable  by  reason  of  their  comments  and  discussions  as  well  as 
their  wise  quotations,  that  their  Grand  Lodges  put  no  limit  upon  their 
length.  They  were  at  times  in  the  nature  of  Masonic  treatises  and 
occupied  a large  part  of  the  annual  public  proceedings.  We  have  given 
something  of  the  history  of  each  of  these  eminent  men  in  our  reviews 
of  Illinois,  Ohio  and  Montana. 

We  quote  also  what  he  says  in  the  matter  Mississippi 
versus  New  Jersey: 

Still  another  of  the  important  Masonic  occurrences  of  the  year  was 
the  withdrawal  of  fraternal  recognition  by  Mississippi  from  Newlersey, 
because  in  the  latter  State  was  a regular  lodge  that  had  negro  members, 
as  herein  shown  under  the  reviews  of  those  Grand  Jurisdictions.  This 
has  caused  much  interest  and  comment  which  we  note  in  the  reviews 
herein  of  British  Columbia,  Illinois,  Nova  Scotia  and  Wisconsin,  which 
are  unfavorable  to  Mississippi,  Wyoming  in  favor,  and  California,  Idaho, 
Nebraska,  Vermont  and  Washington  non-committal.  All  of  them  seem 
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to  regret  the  situation.  In  some  other  Jurisdictions  the  incident  is 
noted,  but  no  comment  made.  We  have  in  our  reviews  simply  tried  to 
set  forth  the  facts  on  both  sides  so  that  the  Freemasons  of  Tennessee 
may  understand  the  situation.  It  is  hardly  necessary  to  say  that  the 
Orand  Lodge  of  Tennessee  and  the  Freemasons  under  its  Jurisdiction  do" 
Slot  recognize  negro  Masonry  or  negroes  as  Masons. 

If  we  had  the  space  much  more  would  be  quoted  from 
this  admirable  review.

Davis ; George  W.  Tyler,  Grand  Master  in  1890;  and 
of  John  Holland,  Grand  Master  of  Louisiana  from  1830  to 
1835,  who  issued  dispensation  for  the  formation  of  the  first 
Lodge  in  Texas,  are  reproduced  in  the  volume. 

Of  the  early  history  of  the  Craft  in  Texas,  the  Grand 
Master  says,  in  part: 

To  the  student  of  Masonry,  I know  of  no  more  interesting  study 
than  the  history  of  our  Grand  Lodge.  Our  records  show  that  what  is 
now  Holland  Lodge,  No.  1,  was  organized  in  a grove  of  trees  back  of  the 
town  of  Brazoria,  in  March,  1833.  These  brethren  petitioned  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Louisiana  for  a dispensation  to  form  a lodge,  to  be  known  as 
Holland  Lodge,  in  honor  of  the  then  Grand  Master  of  Louisiana.  It  is 
my  privilege  today  to  use,  in  calling  this  Grand  Lodge  to  order,  a gavel 
made  from  the  wood  of  one  of  those  trees,  and  presented  to  me  by  my 
brethren  of  Galveston  as  a memento  of  my  service  as  Grand  Master.  It 
bears  upon  it  this  inscription  : 

“This  gavel  is  made  from  a piece  of  wood  taken  from  the  live  oak 
tree  at  Brazoria,  Texas,  under  which  the  first  meeting  of  Freemasons  in 
Texas  was  held  in  1835. 

“Presented  by  the  Freemasons  of  Galveston,  Texas,  to  Most  Won 
shipful  Grand  Master,  J.  J.  Davis,  on  November  29th,  1909,  and  used  by 
him  in  opening  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  of  Texas,  A.  F.  & A. 
M.,  in  the  City  of  Waco,  Texas,  December  7th,  1909.” 
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This  memento,  as  you  may  well  know,  is  dearly  prized  by  me,  not 
only  for  the  sentiment  that  hallows  and  sanctifies  the  gift,  but  for  the 
picture  each  look  upon  it  brings  of  those  faithful  brethren  planting  as  a 
permanent  institution  upon  the  soil  of  what  is  now  Texas,  the  great  Ma- 
sonic brotherhood. 

The  representatives  of  Holland  Lodge,  those  from  Milan  (located  at 
Nacogdoches) , and  McFarland  (located  at  San  Augustine) , met  in  con- 
vention in  the  city  of  Houston  on  the  20th  day  of  December,  1837,  and 
organized  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Texas.  From  that  little  band  of  faithful 
brethren  has  grown  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Texas,  until  we  have  in  our 
jurisdiction  784  lodges,  with  an  aggregate  membership  of  50,000. 

Today,  in  every  city,  town,  and  in  almost  every  hamlet,  on  hillside 
and  in  valley,  may  be  found  a Masonic  lodge,  with  a square  and  compass 
displayed  upon  the  building,  acting  as  a beacon  light  to  show  hesitating 
man  the  broad  paths  of  duty  and  honor. 

There  is  also  a photograph  of  Bro.  A.  C.  Gray,  who  is 
the  oldest  living  member  of  Holland  Lodge,  No.  i,  and  who 
furnishes  an  exceedingly  interesting  story  of  the  influence 
of  Masonry  during  those  troublous  times  in  the  history  of 
Texas. 

Grand  Master  Davis  submitted  twenty-nine  decisions, 
eleven  of  which  came  to  grief  at  the  hands  of  the  Committee 
on  Jurisprudence, 

We  had  intended  to  report,  at  length,  on  the  organized 
charities  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  but  we  must  content  ourselves 
with  this  extract  from  the  “conclusion”  of  the  Grand  Mas- 
ter: 

The  question  has  been  asked,  “What  has  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Texas 
done  to  entitle  it  to  the  loyal  support  and  commendation  of  the  Masons 
of  this  State  ?” 

To  my  mind,  the  question  is  easily  and  satisfactorily  answered  by  a 
simple  reference  to  the  establishment  by  this  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Ma- 
sonic Home  and  Industrial  Institute. 

I often  wonder  whether,  in  the  hurry  of  life  and  the  rush  and  crush 
of  business,  with  its  attendant  cares  and  responsibilities,  we  stop  long 
enough  to  consider  the  great  possibilities  of  our  Home  for  good,  and 
whether  we  fully  realize,  should  misfortune  overtake  us,  that  when  our 
allotted  time  on  earth  has  been  fully  meted  out  to  us,  and  we  are  not 
able  to  leave  behind  us  sufficient  for  the  maintenance  and  support  of 
our  families,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Texas  has  established  a Home  where 
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our  widows  may  spend  the  declining  years  of  tlieir  lives  in  peace  and 
comfort,  and  where  our  children  will  be  admitted,  fed,  clothed  and  edu- 
cated, and  sent  forth  into  the  world  fully  capable  of  taking  their  places 
side  by  side  with  the  more  fortunate. 

By  the  adoption  of  the  Special  Report  of  the  Committee 
on  Correspondence,  recognition  was  denied  to  the  Grand 
Lodge  Alpina  of  Switzerland. 

The  action  of  the  Grand  Master  in  suspending  fraternal 
relations  with  the  Grand  Lodge  Benito  Juarez  of  Coahuila, 
Mexico,  was  approved  by  the  same  committee  and  the  re- 
port adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Other  interesting  pictures  in  this  volume  are  photo- 
graphs of  the  tomb  or  Gen.  Sam.  Houston  and  of  the  report 
of  the  Grand  Secretary,  George  Fisher,  to  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  the  republic  of  Texas,  February  25,  1839. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence,  163  pages,  is,  as  usual, 
presented  by  Past  Grand  Master  Thomas  M.  Matthews,  Sr., 
and  loses  nothing  in  interest  by  reason  of  the  physical  dis- 
ability of  old  age.  He  has  given  to  the  Proceedings  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina  full  and  fraternal  consider- 
ation of  its  most  important  doings. 

Preceding  the  technical  review  of  Grand  Lodges  Brother 
Matthews  considers  carefully  the  prerogative  of  making 
Masters  at  sight  and  disposes  effectually  of  this  authority 
alleged  to  reside  in  the  person  of  the  Grand  Master. 

On  another  question  which  has  recently  presented  itself 
in  the  permission  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  of  New  Jersey,  to  al- 
low one  of  its  lodges  to  take  into  its  membership  white  men 
and  black  men  indiscriminately,  Brother  Matthews  expresses 
himself  with  equal  clearness  and  vigor  ani  to  which  we  give 
our  unqualified  endorsement.  We  have  room  only  for  the 
closing  paragraph : 

In  view  of  the  impending  crisis,  we  believe  that  every  self-respect- 
ing Caucasian  Masonic  Grand  Lodge,  acting  upon  general  principles, 
ought  to  declare  by  edict  that  no  Negro,  whether  he  be  bond,  or  free, 
black,  brown,  or  yellow,  or  what  not,  shall  be  eligible  for  the  degrees  of 
Freemasonry,  or  be  made  a Mason;  nor  shall  one  be  admitted  as  a visi- 
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tor  into  any  lodge  of  its  obedience,  or  within  its  jurisdiction.  Both  self- 
preservation  and  common  decency  demand  it.  As  there  is  one,  or 
possibly  two,  white  Grand  Lodges  which  have  under  their  obedience  al- 
ready a Negro  lodge,  or  a lodge  of  Negroes,  whether  other  Grand 
Lodges  should  on  that  account  suspend  fraternal  relations  with  them,  or 
refuse  to  recognize  or  to  fraternize  with  the  white  adherents  of  such 
Grand  Lodge,  is  another  question  which  we  will  not  attempt  now  to  dis- 
cuss. We  are,  however,  free  to  say  that  upon  it  we  have  our  own  de- 
cided opinion,  and  that  sliouid  it  at  any  time  become  necessary,  or  to  us 
appear  seemly  to  express  it,  we  will  not  hesitate  to  do  so.

TEXAS— 1910. 

75TH  Annual.  Waco.  December  6. 

PORTRAITS  of  the  retiring-  Grand  Master,  T.  C.  Yantis, 
and  John  Watson,  who  was  Grand  Master  in  1891,  give 
added  interest  to  this  fine  volume. 

Brother  Yantis,  in  his  annual  address,  gives  a full  ac- 
counting of  his  official  acts  during  the  nine  months  of  his 
actual  service  as  Grand  Master. 

During  his  vacation  abroad  he  reports  having  made  the 
acquaintance  of  Bro.  David  Reid,  Grand  Secretary  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland,  and  of  Sir  Edward  Letchworth, 
the  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England,  from 
both  of  whom  he  received  very  courteous  treatment. 

The  Masonic  dead  received  fraternal  consideration. 

The  Washington  Masonic  Memorial  Association  of  Vir- 
ginia is  referred  to  by  the  Grand  Master,  and  the  fact  that 
his  proxy,  Past  Grand  Master  William  H.  Nichols,  was 
present  and  took  part  in  the  preliminary  meeting,  is  reason 
for  his  recommending  that  a representative  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Texas  be  commissioned  to  take  part  in  the  meeting 
to  be  held  22nd  of  February,  19 n,  for  complete  organization 
and  for  the  adoption  of  active  plans. 
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The  Committee  on  Grand  Officers’  Reports  balks  at  this 
assumption  of  authority  to  commit  the  Grand  Lodge  to  any 
outside  enterprise.  The  committee  says: 

With  this  recommendation  this  committee  cannot  agree.  We  believe 
that,  through  the  already  existing  channels,  Masonry  can  and  ought  to 
reach  and  perform  any  and  all  her  endeavors,  and  that  this  Grand  Lodge 
could  ill  afford  to  lend  countenance  to  the  organization  of  any  Masonic 
association  or  organization,  save  and  except  under  and  by  authority  of 
this  M.  W.  Grand  Lodge  or  one  of  her  peers.  We  would  not  be  under- 
stood here  as  in  any  manner  discussing  or  giving  expression  to  an 
opinion  touching  the  ultimate  purpose  sought,  but  do  recommend  that 
this  Grand  Lodge  withhold  all  formal  recognition  of  any  and  all  such 
independent  “Masonic”  organizations  which  seek  to  do  things  without 
the  express  sanction  and  authority  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Lodge. 

As  to  the  present  condition  of  Mexican  Masonry,  the 
Grand  Master  says : 

During  the  year  there  has  been  great  dissension  among  the  lodges 
in  Mexico,  and  as  a result  there  have  been  split  ups,  reorganizations  and 
new  organizations.  I have  placed  the  investigation  of  these  matters  in 
the  hands  of  Past  Grand  Master  George  W.  Tyler,  who  will  offer  suit- 
able recommendations  and  resolutions  with  regard  thereto,  together 
with  such  explanation  as  he  thinks  proper.  I wish  to  thank  him  for  his 
assistance  in  this  matter. 

The  special  committee  named,  George  W.  Tyler,  made 
a lengthy  report  on  these  unhappy  conditions  of  Masonry  in 
the  neighboring  republic,  and  closed  with  this  resolution  in 
favor  of  the  expurgated  Grand  Lodge  Valle  de  Mexico: 

“ Resolved , That  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Texas  continue  its  recognition 
of  and  friendly  Masonic  relations  with  the  Grand  Lodge  Valle  de  Mexico, 
with  its  seat  in  the  City  of  Mexico,  and  of  which  M.  W.  Bro.  Jose  J. 
Reynoso  is  Grand  Master;  and  R.  W.  Bro.  Wm.  Thompson  is  Grand 
Secretary,  and  that  our  Grand  Secretary  furnish  to  said  officials  a copy 
of  this  resolution,  properly  certified  under  the  seal  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Texas.” 

That  the  Fraternity  is  growing  rapidly  in  Texas  is 
shown  by  the  constitution  of  27  chartered  lodges,  and  dis- 
pensations issued  for  the  formation  of  8 new  ones. 
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Numerous  special  dispensations  were  granted  and  a few 
were  refused.  As  to  those  refused,  one  was  to  attend  church 
in  Masonic  trappings,  and  two  for  laying  corner  stones  “be- 
cause no  credit  was  to  be  given  the  M.  W.  Grand  Lodge  on 
the  corner  stone,  not  even  the  usual  emblems  of  the  Craft 
appearing  thereon.”  To  these  rulings  of  the  Grand  Master 
the  Committee  on  Grand  Officers’  Reports  express  a dis- 
senting opinion,  with  which  we  are  in  accord : 

While  we  concede  and  do  not  question  the  prerogative  of  the  M.  W. 
Grand  Master  to  use  his  discretion  in  the  matter  of  laying  corner  stones 
of  proper  buildings,  we  doubt  the  propriety  of  giving  endorsement  to 
the  proposition  that  his  dispensation  should  be  withheld  for  the  sole 
reason  that  “no  credit  was  to  be  given  the  M.  W.  Grand  Lodge  on  the 
corner  stone.”  We  can  imagine  such  stone  might  be  prepared  and 
ready  for  use,  even  before  it  is  decided  to  lay  with  Masonic  ceremonies, 
and  to  demand  changes  to  meet  the  view  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master 
might  defeat  the  pleasure  of  those  seeking  our  ceremonies  at  its  laying. 
Masonry  craves  the  plaudits  of  men  only  as  their  hearts  are  made  to  re- 
joice by  her  beneficent  touch,  and  the  life  constrained  to  show  forth  her 
glory  in  obedience  to  God’s  will.  The  engraver’s  chisel  may  be  appro- 
priately used  as  a Masonic  symbol,  never  as  an  essential  to  her  per- 
petuity or  glory.  Let  us  never  mistake  the  shadow  for  the  substance. 

The  organized  charities  of  the  Grand  Lodge  are  in  a 
healthy  and  useful  condition,  and  the  Fraternity  is  able  and 
willing  to  care  properly  for  all  the  recipients  of  its  bounty. 
It  has  been  found  expedient  in  Texas  as  in  California,  to 
have  a rearrangement  of  the  inmates  of  the  institutions  so 
as  to  have  complete  segregation  of  the  children  from  the  old 
people,  so  that  now  the  boys  and  girls  will  be  housed  in  the 
Orphans’  Home,  and  the  old  men  and  women  at  the  Home 
for  Aged  Masons. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Texas  is  determined  to  suppress 
the  use  of  cipher  rituals. 

The  decisions  of  Grand  Master  Yantis,  twenty-five  in 
number,  met  the  approval  of  the  Jurisprudence  Committee, 
with  some  slight  verbal  modifications. 

• The  subject  of  physical  disqualifications  is  carried  over 
to  the  next  annual  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  for  the 
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purpose  of  approximate  determination  of  these  physical 
defects. 

The  Deputy  Grand  Master  (now  the  Grand  Master-elect), 
Walter  Acker,  also  submitted  a report  of  his  official  doings 
during  the  absence  of  Grand  Master  Yantis,  and  received  the 
unreserved  commendation  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

There  are  824  lodges  in  the  Grand  Jurisdiction  of  Texas, 
with  a total  membership  of  over  50,000,  a net  gain  during 
the  year  of  over  2,326/ 

The  report  on  Correspondence,  109  pages,  is  contributed 
by  the  able  veteran  reviewer,  Past  Grand  Master  Thomas 
M.  Matthews,  Sr.  We  had  hoped  that  there  was  marked 
improvement  in  Brother  Matthews’  health,  but  his  absence 
from  the  Grand  Lodge  and  the  telegram  of  sorrow  on  ac- 
count of  his  continued  physical  disability  lead  us  to  fear  that 
the  improvement  has  not  been  pronounced.  The  physical 
machine. shows  signs  of  weakness,  but  the  mental  activity 
and  lucidity  exhibit  no  diminution  in  this  report. 

To  have  an  idea  of  the  value  of  this  contribution,  the 
whole  of  it  must  be  read.  North  Carolina  for  1910  has  re- 
ceived courteous  and  ample  consideration. 

In  an  attempt  to  refute  the  arguments  of  Brother 
Matthews  against  the  inherent  prerogative  of  a Grand  Master 
to  make  Masons  at  sight,  Bro.  Louis  Block,  the  Committee 
on  Correspondence  of  Iowa,  shoots  this  blank  cartridge  at 
the  Texas  reporter:  “Somehow,  we  cannot  help  wondering 
if  Brother  Matthews  would  have  made  so  much  fuss  about 
it,  if  the  candidate,  instead  of  being  a Northern  Republican 
President,  had  been  some  famous  Southern  Confederate 
veteran.”  Brother  Matthews,  in  his  calm  rejoinder,  makes 
this  conclusive  answer: 

The  fact  that  “Bro.  Taft  is  a Mason  to  stay”  cuts  no  figure  in  the 
principle  involved,  for  which  we  have  always  contended,  as  Bro.  Block 
well  knows,  if  he  has  read  what  we  have  said  whenever  discussing  this 
question.  He  knows,  too,  that  whether  “the  candidate,  instead  of  being 
a Northern  Republican  President  had  been  some  famous  Southern  Con- 
federate veteran”  carried  no  weight  with  us,  or  in  any  way  biased  our 
a — 18 
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opinion.  But  we  would  like  for  him  to  tell  us  if  he  ever  knew,  or  heard 
of,  any  poor  brother  “from  the  forks  of  the  creek,”  without  “a  pull”  of 
any  sort,  being  selected  for  the  special  favor  of  being  “made  a Mason  at 
sight”?  We  venture  to  say  that  neither  he,  nor  anyone  else,  ever  did 
hear  of  such  a monstrosity,  and  we  fear  that  in  Masonry,  as  in  other 
things,  “Kisses,  too  often,  go  by  favor.”  We  wish  also  to  say  that  when 
reading  what  he  says  upon  llie  negro  question  under  M ississippi,  we  could 
come  to  no  other  conclusion  save  that  the  difference  between  Bro.  Block 
and  us  is  but  a minimum.  For  saying  that  our  report  was  “a  fine  one” 
and  for  honoring  us  by  producing  a goodly  part  of  our  Conclusion,  we 
thank  our  brother.

39TH  Annual.  Ogden.  January  18. 

THE  incoming  Grand  Master,  Charles  Bruerton  Jack,  is 
presented  in  a photograph  on  the  fly  leaf. 

In  his  annual  address,  the  retiring  Grand  Master,  Fred. 
Clement  Schramm,  gave  a succinct  account  of  the  condition 
of  the  Craft,  at  the  close  of  the  year  in  which  he  had  super- 
vised the  affairs  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  He  reported  having 
visited  every  lodge  in  the  jurisdiction,  and  as  having  consti- 
tuted one  lodge. 

The  most  notable  event,  perhaps  during  the  year,  is 
thus  reported  by  the  Grand  Master: 

The  past  year  will  be  one  long  to  be  remembered  by  many  of  the 
Brethren  in  this  Jurisdiction,  from  the  opportunity  afforded  them  to  ex- 
change fraternal  greetings  with  many  veteran  Masons  from  all  sections 
of  the  country,  who  attended  the  Annual  Encampment  of  the  G.  A.  R., 
held  in  Salt  Lake  City  from  August  9th  to  14th,  1909. 

It  was  certainly  a happy  thought  of  the  Salt  Lake  Masonic  Bodies 
and  the  Ladies  of  the  Eastern  Star  to  keep  “open  house”  for  the  veteran 
Brethren,  their  wives  and  daughters,  in  our  Temple  where  everything 
was  provided  for  their  comfort  and  rest  after  walking  for  hours  under 
the  sunny  sky  and  through  the  broad  streets  of  the  beautiful  City  of  the 
Saints.  The  visitors  were  received  with  warm  hand-shakes  and  con- 
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ducted  through  the  several  rooms  of  the  Temple  by  the  Reception  Com- 
mittee; the  Ladies  of  the  Eastern  Star,  with  kindly  smiles,  served  cool 
and  refreshing  drinks  and  dainty  eatables,  and  our  venerable  Grand 
Secretary  offered  cigars  and  told  stories  of  the  pioneer  days  of  Utah 
Masonry  and  its  uphill  work  since  1866. 

The  visitor’s  register  kept  for  the  occasion  exhibits  the  names  of 
290  Brethren  and  147  Ladies  of  the  Eastern  Star,  total  437.  The  Breth- 
ren hailed  from  thirty-eight  Grand  Jurisdictions,  from  Arizona  to 
Wyoming,  and  the  Ladies  of  the  Eastern  Star  from  twenty-nine  Grand 
Chapters,  from  Arkansas  to  Wisconsin. 

Having  been  a daily  witness  of  the  fraternal  spirit  that  prevailed  at 
all  times  among  the  guests  and  the  hosts,  I am  convinced  that  the  echoes 
of  the  entertainment  and  the  loving  parting  words  will  linger  in  the 
ears  of  our  brave  sisters  until  it  is  stilled  by  the  last  bugle  call  that  will 
summon  one  by  one  to  the  bivouac  behind  the  clouds. 

From  the  Report  of  the  Grand  Secretary  we  take  this 
brief  extract,  and  heartily  endorse  the  statement ; 

Regarding  the  number  of  Lodges  and  Membership  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Utah  is  the  smallest  in  the  United  States,  but  considering  its  labor 
and  zeal  for  Masonry  it  can  march  in  the  procession  with  the  largest 
Grand  Lodge  and  show  its  colors  without  fear  of  being  treated  coldly. 

The  Grand  Secretary’s  tabular  statement  shows  the 
number  of  lodges  to  be  fourteen,  with  a total  membership 
of  1,638. 

Brother  Diehl  reports  adversely  on  the  applications  of 
the  Grand  Lodges  of  San  Salvador  and  Nicaragua. 

The  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  submitted  this  report, 
which  was  adopted,  and  we  deem  it  of  sufficient  importance 
to  reproduce  it: 

Your  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  to  which  was  referred  a resolu- 
tion presented  by  Bros.  A.  C.  Wherry  and  P.  A.  Simpkin,  prescribing 
the  serving  of  intoxicating  liquors  within  any  Masonic  Hall  or  Temple, 
during  the  hours  of  refreshments,  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows: 

While  the  evident  purport  of  the  resolution  is  highly  commendable, 
and  deserves  the  earnest  consideration  of  each  of  the  constituent 
Lodges,  and  of  all  the  Members  thereof,  nevertheless  we  are  persuaded 
that  the  subject  matter  of  the  resolution  is  one  peculiarly  within  the 
province  of  those  Lodges  to  regulate,  and  we  do  not  think  that  this 
Grand  Lodge  should  undertake  the  control  of  such  a matter  of  Lodge 
regulation. 
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One  of  the  cardinal  tenets  of  Masonry  is  temperance  in  all  tilings, 
and  we  believe  that  this  principle  is  fully  appreciated  by  a large  major- 
ity, if  not  all  of  the  Masons  within  this  Jurisdiction.  Each  Lodge, 
through  its  Master  and  Wardens,  has  the  enforcement  of  this  obligation 
strictly  in  charge,  and  we  think  the  entire  matter  may  safely  and  wisely 
be  left  to  the  Lodges.  Therefore,  we  recommend  that  the  resolution  be 
not  adopted. 

The  photographs  of  three  prominent  deceased  brethren 
in  the  memorial  pages,  Walter  Scott,  G.  M.  1903;  Joseph 
Fry  Newman  and  Charles  Potter,  will  bring  to  the  mind  of 
the  Utah  Craft  the  services  of  those  brothers. 

Just  preceding  the  Correspondence  Report  is  the  like- 
ness of  our  dearly  beloved  brother  and  co-laborer, 
Christopher  Deihl,  who  says  he  is  78  years  young,  but  feels 
less  and  less  disposed  to  be  out  with  the  boys  in  stormy 
weather.  In  obedience  to  the  inexorable  law  that  there  is 
no  continuing  life  on  earth  Brother  Deihl  is  prepared  to  re- 
ceive his  summons,  and  we  hope  it  will  be  deferred  as  long 
as  his  intellect  scintillates. 

The  Proceedings  of  North  Carolina  for  1909  are  kindly 
handled.  He  closes  his  report  in  these  affectionate  words : 

To  our  Brethren  on  the  round  table  whose  friendship  and  love  we 
have  enjoyed,  and  because  of  it  we  shall  be  richer  while  life  lasts,  our 
thanks  are  again  due  for  kind  and  favorable  expression  of  the  work  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Utah,  and  with  the  hope  that  it  may  be  God’s  will 
to  meet  again,  we  bid  each  one  a hearty  farewell.

132ND  Annual.  Richmond.  February  8. 

THE  likeness  of  the  incoming  Grand  Master,  Bro.  W.  B. 

" McChesney,  occupies  the  fly  leaf  of  the  volume.  This 
bulky  contribution  to  Masonic  history  is  of  value  to  the 
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Craft  Universal,  but  should  be  of  special  value  to  Masons  of 
Virginia. 

The  address  of  the  retiring  Grand  Master,  at  the  close 
of  his  second  term  of  service,  is  a paper  of  interest,  and  is 
indicative  of  the  zeal  of  the  Grand  Master. 

Tender  and  eloquent  tribute  to  the  Masonic  dead  of  his 
own  and  other  jurisdictions  is  offered  by  Brother  Eggleston. 

Under  the  head  of  Necrology  he  recites  this  instance  of 
kindly  service  to  a young  Mason  who  died  in  Canada: 

One  case  impressed  me  greatly.  A brilliant  son  of  one  of  our  best 
beloved  Masons  was  taken  ill  and  died  in  far  off  Canada.  His  father 
hastened  to  liis  bedside,  and  though  the  son  was  only  an  Entered  Ap- 
prentice, no  possible  kindliness  was  omitted  by  the  Masons  of  the  town; 
and  when  the  time  came  those  splendid  brethren,  citizens  of  another 
country  as  they  were,  went  so  far  as  to  attend  the  funeral  informally,  and 
they  each  dropped  the  sprig  of  acacia  in  the  grave.  They  deserve  our 
grateful  thanks,  and  I wrote  the  Grand  Master,  thanking  them,  through 
him,  on  behalf  of  the  Masons  of  Virginia.  In  his  reply  to  my  letter  the 
Grand  Master  of  Canada  ended  with  this  sentence:  “It  shows  that  no 
matter  what  imaginary  lines  divide  our  respective  countries,  there  is  no 
dividing  line  in  Masonry.” 

The  account  of  the  official  visits  of  the  Grand  Master  in 

his  own  and  in  other  jurisdictions  occupies,  as  it  deserves, 

« 

ample  space  in  his  report. 

He  reports  twenty-one  decisions,  and  these,  it  seems  to 
us,  are  in  accord  with  Masonic  law  and  good  sense. 

In  speaking  of  the  Masonic  Home  and  its  just  demands 
upon  the  Fraternity,  the  Grand  Master  relates  several  in- 
stances of  kind-hearted  brethren  who  have  made  the  children 
happy,  one  of  which  is  as  follows : 

Among  the  extensive  repairs  necessary  this  year  was  a complete 
overhauling  of  the  plumbing.  The  work  was  given  to  Brother  L.  T. 
Pemberton.  He  did  the  work  well  for  a moderate  charge,  but  fell  so  in 
love  with  the  Home  that  he  has  been  there  every  Sunday  since,  never 
carries  less  than  ten  pounds  of  candy,  and  while  a year  ago  he  was  child- 
less, he  now  has  sixty-one  children  whom  he  dearly  loves,  and  he  is  by 
them  dearly  loved.  He  took  sixteen  of  them  to  the  seashore,  hired  bath- 
ing suits,  fed  them,  made  the  merry-go-round  free  to  them,  and  brought 
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them  home,  all  at  his  own  expense.  But  then,  he  got  more  pleasure  out 
of  doing  these  things  than  the  children  did,  so  that  account  balances. 

The  Grand  Master  had  occasion  to  administer  discipline, 
as  happens  in  nearly  all  jurisdictions,  but  the  operation  was 
conducted  with  so  much  tact  and  kindliness  that  it  accom- 
plished more  lasting  good  than  more  severe  punishment. 

The  Grand  Master  issued  dispensations  for  the  formation 
of  eleven  new  lodges. 

From  the  reports  of  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  and 
the  Standing  Committees  of  Grand  Lodge  it  is  seen  that  the 
Fraternity  is  prosperous  financially  and  numerically. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  is,  as  usual,  the  work  of 
that  able  and  versatile  brother,  Joseph  W.  Eggleston,  who 
has  just  stepped  down  from  the  Grand  East  and  resumed 
“for  keeps”  his  place  at  the  Round  Table,  which  really  he 
has  never  vacated.  North  Carolina  for  1909  receives  ample 
and  kindly  notice  and  more  than  the  average  space.  Brother 
Eggleston  has  never  been  away,  but  from  his  conclusion  we 
know  that  he  has  “come  back"; 

Once  more,  as  for  many  years,  I feel  that  a closing  word  is  due. 
Never  before  was  that  word  to  the  Brother  Scribes  more  due  and  yet  it 
is  harder  to  express  than  ever  before.  Some  twenty  years  ago  a similar 
condition  prevailed  and  for  two  years  the  then  Grand  Master,  Win.  F. 
Drinkard,  continued  this  work,  to  break  the  continuity  of  which  would 
ruin  it.  And  now,  I face  the  difficulty  of  recognizing  favorable  comment 
on  my  own  work  and  yet  maintaining  an  appearance  of  proper  modesty. 
If  reviewers  would  only  criticise,  as  well  they  might,  my  task  would  be 
an  easier  one.  The  compliments  come  too  thick  and  fast.  I can  only 
say  thank  you  and  God  bless  you,  one  and  all.  Let  us  all  hope  that  in 
the  better  land  we  scribes  may  meet  around  a jasper  table  and  know 
each  other  in  the  flesh  as  we  have  done  in  spirit.

THE  likeness  of  the  retiring  Grand  Master,  William  R, 
Baker,  occupies  the  fly  leaf.  In  his  address  Brother 
Baker  gives  a full  account  of  his  stewardship. 

He  reports  the  Craft  to  be  in  a prosperous  and  healthy 
condition.  He  recites  a long  list  of  distinguished  and  use- 
ful brethren  who  have  ceased  from  their  labors. 

He  reports  the  constitution  of  five  lodges,  three  by 
deputies  and  two  by  himself.  He  issued  dispensations  for 
the  creation  of  one  new  lodge  and  other  applications  for 
like  purpose  were  deferred,  because  the  Grand  Master  feared 
that  the  localities  named  were  not  desirable. 

He  rendered  two  decisions,  which  occur  to  us  to  be 
right,  and  which  were  approved  by  the  Jurisprudence  Com- 
mittee. 

He  thus  states  why  he  hurriedly  took  steps  to  incorpo- 
rate the  Grand  Lodge,  and  his  action  was  approved.  He 
says : 

Having  been  advised  that  irregular  Masonic  Lodges  were  being  or- 
ganized in  the  State  of  Washington,  and  that  according  to  the  law  of 
this  State  there  is  nothing  to  prevent  these  Lodges  from  incorporating 
under  onr  law  and  thus  robbing  us  of  the  use  of  the  name  that  has  so 
long  distinguished  the  Craft  (as  the  law  provides  a penalty  for  wearing 
an  emblem  or  using  the  name  of  a society  first  incorporated).  I proceed- 
ed with  the  incorporation  of  this  Grand  Lodge  under  the  law  of  the 
State  of  Washington  on  April  1st,  1910.  I felt  that  it  was  imperative  to 
take  this  step  rather  than  to  wait  for  this  communication  of  the  Grand 
Lodge.  I trust  that  you  will  not  think  I was  too  hasty  in  this  matter,  as 
I felt  that  an  emergency  existed  and  immediate  action  was  necessary. 

The  Grand  Master  reports  having  directed  Masonic  aid 
in  sums  varying  from  $100  to  $300  to  worthy  applicants. 

The  Craft  of  Washington  has  set  itself  seriously  to  work 
to  provide  a Masonic  Home,  suitably  maintained,  and  to 
that  end  adopted  the  following  recommendations  of  the 
Finance  Committee: 
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In  the  matter  of  the  establishment  of  Masonic  Home,  which  lias 
been  referred  to  your  Committee,  we  beg  to  submit  the  following  recom- 
mendations: 

That  the  incoming  Grand  Master  appoint  a Committee  on  Masonic 
Home,  consisting  of  five  members. 

That  such  committee  communicate  with  all  the  Lodges  in  this  juris- 
diction, inviting  proposals  for  location  of  said  Home. 

That  the  Committee  be  empowered  to  investigate  all  sites  offered, 
and  that  the  actual  traveling  expenses  that  are  incurred  in  investigating 
such  sites  shall  be  paid  by  Grand  Lodge. 

That  the  Committee  be  requested  to  submit  their  rpeort  to  the  Grand 
Lodge  convening  in  June,  1911,  together  with  their  recommendations, 
with  a view  to  establishing  such  Home;  and  to  recommend  a complete 
plan  of  organization  and  administration  for  the  government  of  said 
Home. 

And  in  order  to  be  fully  advised  by  the  probable  de- 
mands to  be  made  upon  the  Home  after  its  establishment, 
the  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

Resolved , That  the  Grand  Secretary  be  directed  to  ascertain  from 
each  Lodge  in  this  jurisdiction,  certified  to  by  the  seal  of  the  Lodge,  the 
names,  ages,  conditions,  etc.,  of  such  members  of  their  respective 
Lodges,  or  of  worthy  Masons  residing  in  their  jurisdiction,  whom  they 
recommend  as  suitable  and  deserving  inmates  of  the  proposed  Home, 
and  that  he  furnish  the  information  so  obtained  to  the  Special  Commit- 
tee on  Home  for  its  information  three  months  prior  to  the  next  meeting 
of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

In  a special  report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspond- 
ence, presented  by  Past  Grand  Master,  Stephen  James 
Chadwick,  it  was  shown  that  the  constituents  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  Valle  de  Mexico,  had,  by  agreement,  separated  with 
the  understanding  that  there  be  one  Grand  Lodge  of  the 
York  or  American  rite,  for  the  entire  republic,  working  and 
chartering  only  lodges  in  that  rite,  and  for  the  English  lan- 
guage; and  the  other  to  be  composed  of  Mexicans,  who  work 
the  Scottish  rite  in  the  Spanish  language  as  they  have  here- 
tofore done.  With  this  explanation  of  the  status,  Brother 
Chadwick  recommended  that  if  the  proposed  arrangement 
proved  to  be  satisfactory,  the  Grand  Master  of  Washington 
was  authorized  to  exchange  representatives  with  the  Grand

Lodge,  Valle  de  Mexico,  (York  rite)  and  that  it  be  recog- 
nized as  a Sovereign  Grand  Body. 

In  the  Grand  Jurisdiction  of  Washington  there  are  168 
lodges,  having  a total  membership  of  14,473,  and  an  average 
lodge  membership  of  eighty-six. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence,  152  pages,  is  a review 
of  the  proceedings  of  sixty-one  Grand  Lodges,  in  which 
North  Carolina  for  1909  finds  a place. 

As  to.  the  erection  of  a Masonic  Home  in  North  Carolina 
Brother  Chadwick  makes  this  temperate  comment,  and  we 
hold  exactly  the  same  views : 

The  Grand  Master  is  urgent  in  his  endeavors  to  promote  the  build- 
ing of  a Masonic  Home.  It  is  not  shown  how  many  indigent  Masons  or 
their  widows  or  orphans  are  in  the  jurisdiction.  It  should  be  remem- 
bered that  up  to  a certain  point  a Grand  Lodge  can  better  afford  to  take 
care  of  its  dependents  in  private  institutions  or  in  first  class  hotels  than 
to  undertake  to  build  and  maintain  a Masonic  Home.  Furthermore, 
such  Homes  have  been  maintained  without  burden  to  the  Fraternity 
only  in  those  jurisdictions  where  they  are  built  on  good  farm  land,  with 
enough  area  about  them  to  ensure  a partial  support  from  the  soil. 

Every  topic  of  interest,  handled  by  Brother  Chadwick, 
is  made  clearer  by  his  judicial  and  fraternal  consideration.

THIS  volume  of  proceedings  is  adorned  with  a photograph 
of  the  Grand  Master,  the  Rt.  Rev.  C.  O.  L.  Riley,  Lord 
Bishop  of  Perth,  in  the  regalia  of  his  rank.  This  most 
worshipful  brother  has  been  elected  for  the  sixth  successive 
term,  and  in  his  address  gives  unmistakable  evidence  that 
no  mistake  has  been  made  in  his  continued  retention  in 
office, 
a — 19 
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We  had  marked  many  parts  of  this  volume  for  commen- 
dation or  comment,  but  find  that  we  must  forego  that'  pur- 
pose on  account  of  the  space  that  we  must  give  to  this 
extract  from  the  address  of  the  Grand  Master.  It  is  so 
practical  and  sensible  a cure  for  the  evil  of  which  all  Grand 
Masters  make  complaint  that  we  feel  we  are  doing  a service 
to  the  Masters  of  our  own  lodges  by  quoting  in  full  what  he 
says  of  non-payment  of  dues: 

This  is  a matter  which  is  causing  much  apprehension  and  some  mis- 
giving, and  I would  urge  upon  lodges  the  necessity  of  giving  the  question 
that  careful  consideration  which  its  importance  demands.  This  year  we 
have  received  into  Freemasonry  207  candidates  by  initiation,  and  we  have 
struck  from  our  roll  no  less  a number  than  109  for  non-payment  of  dues. 
This,  to  my  mind,  cannot  be  satisfactorily  explained,  and  indicates  either 
a careless  selection  of  those  who  apply  for  admission  or  a free-and-easy 
method  of  disposing  of  those  who  have  probably  grown  lukewarm  and 
disinterested — in  some  cases  owing  no  doubt  to  the  lax  manner  in 
which  the  affairs  of  the  Podge  are  conducted.  A remedy  must  be  found 
for  this  unsatisfactory  condition  of  things,  which  cannot  be  allowed  to 
continue  without  doing  the  Craft  an  incalculable  injury.  I find  that  one 
Lodge  during  the  past  ten  years  has  excluded  for  non-payment  of  dues 
no  less  than  63  members,  and  quite  a number  of  Lodges  between  30  and 
40.  This  leads  me  to  wonder  what  efforts  were  made  on  the  part  of  the 
Lodge  Officers  to  secure  payment-of  the  arrears  owing.  In  addition  to 
sending  the  usual  registered  letter,  did  the  Master  himself  go,  or  did  he 
send  some  tactful  officer  to  interview  the  delinquent  member  and  to 
urge  him  to  come  to  some  arrangement  with  the  Lodge  to  save  his  name 
being  placed  on  the  Excluded  List?  I am  afraid  not.  The  Master  will 
probably  answer  my  question  by  saying  the  offending  brother  received 
due  notice  to  pay,  which  he  disregarded,  and,  consequently,  the  exclu- 
sion is  his  own  lookout.  Very  likely;  but  the  unfortunate  brother  who 
has  placed  himself  in  this  position  is  not  so  well  acquainted  with  the 
laws  and  regulations  of  the  Craft  as  the  officers  of  the  Lodge  are,  and 
while  he  may  have  neglected  to  discharge  his  duty  to  the  Lodge,  it  is 
no  reason  why  the  Lodge  should  neglect  its  duty  to  him:  for  the  breth- 
ren must  bear  in  mind  that  he  was  received  among  them  as  a member 
after  every  enquiry  had  been  made,  was  well  and  worthily  recommended, 
and  as  one  in  whose  favor  the  tongue  of  good  report  had  been  heard. 
In  addition  to  that  he  had  declared  at  his  initiation  that  he  was  in  a 
position  to  support  the  Craft,  and  that  statement  was  certified  to  by  two 
members  of  the  Lodge — his  proposer  and  seconder.  That  being  so,  how 
is  it  that  109  brethren  have  been  struck  off  for  Non-Payment  of  Dues 
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this  year?  Have  they  been  overtaken  with  disaster,  and  have  the 
Lodges  failed  to  turn  a sympathetic  ear  to  their  misfortunes?  I fear 
not;  rather  do  I think  that  men  are  being  admitted  who  cannot  support 
the  Institution;  and,  on  the  other  hand,  I am  afraid  that  Lodges  are  be- 
coming careless  of  the  membership  of  those  who  have  ceased  to  take  an 
active  interest  in  Masonic  affairs.  I think  before  any  person  is  admitted 
to  Freemasonry  it  should  be  made  clear  to  him  that,  in  addition  to  his 
initiation  fee,  he  is  required  to  pay  an  annual  subscription  of  two  or 
three  guineas,  as  the  case  may  be.  At  all  events,  the  point  which  I desire 
to  impress  011  the  Craft  is,  that  the  striking  of  a member  from  the  roll 
snust  be  regarded  as  a much  more  serious  matter  than  it  is  at  present, 
and  should  only  be  resorted  to  when  all  other  means  have  failed;  and  it 
must  always  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  imposition  of  this  Masonic 
penalty  is  a reflection  on  the  Lodge  as  well  as  the  brother  on  whom  the 
punishment  falls.  Always  remember  that  a personal  interview  is  worth 
half-a-dozen  registered  letters, 

The  Grand  Lodge  funds  are  reported  to  be  ample  and 
steadily  growing,  particularly  those  applied  to  charitable 
purposes.  In  this  connection  we  quote  the  plan  pursued 
when  charitable  allowances  are  made  to  minor  children: 

In  each  case  where  a grant  or  annuity  is  authorized  the  Board  ap- 
points a guardian,  whose  duty  it  is  to  see  that  the  relief  is  being  worthily 
bestowed,  and  who  periodically  reports  to  the  Board, 

There  is  an  excellent  Report  on  Correspondence  fur- 
nished by  the  different  members  of  the  committee.  The 
Proceedings  of  North  Carolina  receive  the  fraternal  notice 
of  Bro.  “A.  C.  McC.,”  which  we  suppose  means  A.  C.  Me- 
Callum,  who  writes  with  fluency,  and  comments  with  dis- 
crimination. We  would  be  glad  to  give  more  extended 
notice  to  this  excellent  report,  but  lack  of  space  forbids. 
We  failed  to  get  the  last  volume  of  proceedings.

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WEST  VIRGINIA— 1909. 

45TH  Annual.  Wheeling.  November  10. 

THE  photograph  of  the  Grand  Master  elect,  Bro.  Frank 
Wells  Clark,  occupies  the  fly  leaf,  and  from  the  short 
biography,  we  take  it  that  he  is  a very  active  man  in  church, 
Masonic  and  secular  affairs. 

There  were  a number  of  special  communications  of  the 
Grand  Lodge,  the  most  notable  being  that  held  at  Point 
Pleasant  October  9,  1909,  for  the  purpose  of  unveiling  and 
dedicating  the  monument  erected  by  the  State  and  United 
States  Governments  in  commemoration  of  the  battle  between 
the  Indians  and  Whites  at  that  place  October  10th,  1774. 
Appropriately,  the  orator  for  the  occasion  was  Judge  George 
W.  Atkinson,  the  Past  Grand  Master  and  Past  Grand  Sec- 
retary of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  West  Virginia. 

The  address  of  Grand  Master,  Emmet  M.  Showalter,  is 
a lengthy  document,  covering  32  pages  of  the  volume,  but 
it  is  in  every  particular  a most  valuable  Masonic  state  paper 
and  indicates  throughout  that  he  is  courageous  and  inde- 
pendent in  the  discharge  of  his  official  duties. 

He  paid  affectionate  tribute  to  the  Masonic  dead  of  his 
own  and  other  jurisdictions. 

He  reports  some  dispensations  granted  and  some  re- 
fused. One  dispensation  was  issued  for  the  formation  of  a 
new  lodge. 

He  reported  having  made  thirty-nine  decisions,  all  of 
which  were  approved  except  this: 

A District  Deputy  Grand  Master,  upon  the  occasion  of  an  official 
visit  to  a Lodge  in  his  district,  has  the  power  to  open  the  Lodge  and 
preside  over  its  deliberations,  whether  the  stationed  officers  be  present 
or  not. 

To  this  the  Committee  answered  correctly: 

Your  committee  is  of  opinion  that  the  District  Deputy  Grand  Mas- 
ter being  the  creature  of  statutory  Masonic  law,  is  not  vested  with  any 
powers  other  than  those  powers  conferred  by  the  Constitution  and  Gen- 
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eral  Laws  of  this  Grand  Jurisdiction,  and  that  a District  Deputy  Grand 
Master  upon  the  occasion  of  an  official  visitation  to  a Lodge  in  his  dis- 
trict has  not  the  power  to  open  the  Lodge  or  preside  over  its  delibera- 
tions in  the  absence  of  all  its  stationed  officers. 

Under  the  head  of  Visitations,  Brother  Showalter  re- 
ports his  being  present  at  the  making  of  President  Taft  a 
Mason  at  sight;  a very  pleasant  visit  to  Richmond,  Va.,  and 
attendance  at  the  Conference  of  Grand  Masters  at  Phila- 
delphia. 

We  said  that  Brother  Showalter  was  a courageous  man, 
and  if  our  statement  needs  confirmation  it  will  be  found  in 
his  expressed  opposition  to  the  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star 
being  recognized  as  being  in  any  way  affiliated  with  the 
Ancient  Craft  of  Masonry.  Of  this  organization  he  says  in 
part: 

This  order  was  never  recognized  by  this  Grand  Lodge  until  1901.  It 
knocked  at  our -doors  for  recognition  long  before  that  time,  and  in  1876 
Grand  Master  K.  D.  Walker  sounded  an  alarm,  declined  to  give  any 
sanction  to  the  propagation  of  the  Rite;  and  in  his  address  very  tersely 
stated  that  he  “could  not  see  any  reason  why  any  plain  Master  Mason’s 
wife  or  daughter  or  widow  should  not  receive  the  same  recognition  and 
respect  as  that  of  the  Chief  of  the  Sisterhood.” 

In  1888  Grand  Master  Collier  decided  that  a question  of  the  organi- 
zation of  a Chapter  of  Eastern  Star  was  not  even  a proper  subject  for 
discussion  in  a Masonic  Lodge,  and  yet  three  years  later  a resolution 
was  adopted  granting  permission  for  Chapters  of  this  order  to  meet  in 
the  Lodge  rooms,  subject  to  the  consent  of  the  subordinate  Lodge;  but 
in  the  preamble  of  the  said  resolution  it  was  carefully  stated  “that  we 
do  not  recognize  the  body  known  as  the  Eastern  Star  in  any  manner  as 
connected  with  ancient  Craft  Masonry.”  And  after  the  lapse  of  six 
years  we -are  informed  by  the  official  report  of  the  Grand  Master,  he 
having  attended  the  Grand  Chapter  of  the  Eastern  Star  of  the  State  for 
that  year,  “that  the  organization  is  making  a marked  advancement  in 
this  Jurisdiction  and  is  closely  related  to  the  Masonic  fraternity,”  and 
commends  the  order  to  our  favorable  consideration  and  encouragement, 
or  words  to  that  effect. 

A great  underlying  basic  principle  of  Masonry  is  found  in  the  plane 
of  equality  upon  which  we  meet,  and  I owe  the  same  consideration  to 
the  wife  and  daughter  of  Brother  A,  who  are  not  members  of  the  Eastern 
Star,  as  I do  the  wife  and  daughter  of  Brother  B,  who  do  belong  to  this 
order.  Do  you  see  in  the  patronage  of  this  order  any  possibility  of  dis- 
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crimination  ? Any  likelihood  of  favoritism  and  jealousy  ? There  are  no 
castes  in  Masonry;  there  is  no  place  or  room  for  social  or  class  distinc- 
tion; but  we  meet  upon  the  level  and  part  upon  the  square;  and  I say 
unto  you  that  in  the  very  nature  of  things  this  condition  is  inherently 
impossible  with  womankind.  So  long  as  society  shall  exist,  so  long  as 
the  styles  in  dress  and  millinery  shall  change  from  year  to  year,  so  long 
will  there  be  social  distinctions  and  castes  and  classes  in  female 
society. 

We  would  be  glad  if  we  had  space  to  quote  in  full  what 
the  Grand  Master  says  at  the  close  of  his  address  on  “moral 
qualifications,”  and  this  particularly,  what  he  says  on 
sumptuary  enactments  by  Grand  Lodges  is  well  worth  con- 
sideration: 

I call  your  attention  in  this  connection  to  a resolution  that  was 
adopted  in  1906,  making  ineligible  for  initiation  any  person  engaged  in 
the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors,  etc.  I would  not  for  a moment  offend 
my  brethren  whose  zeal  in  a popular  reform  prompted  them  to  procure 
the  adoption  of  this  resolution ; I would  not  for  a moment  advocate  or 
consent  to  the  election  of  any  man  engaged  in  this  business;  but  the 
point  I would  make  is,  that  without  this,  our  laws  and  regulations  are 
ample  to  protect  us  against  such  imposition,  and  by  the  adoption  of  this 
and  kindred  resolutions  we  only  mutilate  our  records,  forget  for  the  mo- 
ment that  we  are  Masons,  and  are  weak  enough  to  yield  to  a popular 
clamor. 

The  Report  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  Bro.  Hiram  R. 
Howard,  is  an  intelligent  presentation  of  the  work  of  his 
office  and  supplements  the  report  of  the  Grand  Master. 

The  Committee  on  Correspondence  recommended  the 
fraternal  recognition  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Oklahoma. 
The  renewal  of  the  request  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Chile  for 
recognition  was  declined,  and  the  Grand  Orient  of  Spain 
was  put  in  the  list  of  Masonic  outlaws. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence,  253  pages,  is  again  fur- 
nished by  Past  Grand  Master  and  present  Grand  Secretary, 
Hiram  Reese  Howard,  and  is  a pleasant,  instructive,  and 
fraternal  review  of  sixty  of  the  proceedings  of  Grand 
Lodges,  some  of  them  for  two  years.  The  transactions  of 
North  Carolina  for  1909  receive  the  generous  space  of  five 
pages.  We  and  Brother  Howard  are  not  in  accord  in  our 
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estimates  of  the  regularity  of  Mexican  Masonry,  particularly 
that  division  of  it  known  as  the  Grand  Lodge  Valle  de  Mex- 
ico The  Masonry  of  any  part  of  Mexico  has  not  yet  been 
thoroughly  established,  and  we  think  that  it  is  wise  to  make 
haste  slowly  in  the  matter  of  recognition.  We  take  this  ex- 
tract from  his  criticism  of  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  on 
Scottish  Rite  Masonry: 

A special  committee  was  appointed  “to  stop  the  stalking  and  lay 
the  ghost”  of  Cerneauism,  referred  to  by  the  Grand  Master,  who  con- 
fessed that  he  knew  nothing  of  the  Scottish  Rite  degrees,  government 
or  claims,  which  committee  reported  as  being  according  to  law  that  is 
now  and  has  been  for  years  that  “The  Supreme  Council  of  the  330  A. 
and  A.  Rite  of  the  Northern  and  Southern  Jurisdiction  of  the  United 
States”  are  the  only  true  and  genuine  articles,  “blown  in  the  bottle” — 
Supreme  Councils.  Of  course  the  Master  Masons  of  North  Carolina 
now  know,  if  they  didn’t  know  it  before,  all  about  the  regularity  and 
contentions  of  the  several  rival  bodies  of  Scottish  Rite,  and  no  doubt 
many  of  them  lay  awake  at  nights  thinking  of  what  an  awful  catastro- 
phe and  fate  awaited  Blue  Lodge  Masonry  if  the  question  had  not  been 
settled  as  it  was.  The  two  Rites — Ancient  Craft  or  York  and  Scottish — 
are  separate  and  distinct  each  from  the  other,  and  neither  is  authorized 
to  nor  should  be  allowed  to  intervene  in  the  settlement  of  the  other’s 
family  disputes  and  contentions.

WEST  VIRGINIA— 1910. 

46TH  Annual.  Hinton.  November  16. 

THE  volume  is  adorned  with  portraits  of  the  incoming 
Grand  Master,  Wyndham  Stokes;  and  of  two  deceased 
brethren,  John  D.  Baines,  Senior  Grand  Warden,  and  James 
McCahon,  Past  Grand  Lecturer. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master,  Frank  Welles  Clark, 
gives  a full  accounting  of  his  official  acts  during  the  year. 
In  the  very  first  paragraph  of  his  exordium  he  gives  this 
gratifying  view  of  the  condition  of  the  Craft: 
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Peace,  harmony  and  prosperity  mark  the  condition  of  Freemasonry 
in  West  Virginia,  as  we  come  together  in  the  City  of  Hinton,  in  this 
Forty-sixth  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  The  reports 
which  have  come  up  to  me  from  the  Lodges  and  from  the  officers  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  have  been,  uniformly,  of  the  most  encouraging  and  grati- 
fying nature.  Never  before  was  Freemasonry  such  a great  power  for 
righteousness  in  our  Commonwealth  as  today. 

He  paid  a very  high  encomium  to  the  qualifications  and 
service  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  Past  Grand  Master  Hiram 
R.  Howard. 

Many  special  dispensations  were  granted  and  not  a few 
refused,  one  of  these  latter  being  a refusal  to  permit  a lodge 
to  attend  divine  service  in  Masonic  clothing,  and  this  we 
think  is  correct. 

The  decisions  were  numerous,  having  relation  mostly 
with  local  enactments.  All  were  approved  by  the  Committee 
on  Jurisprudence. 

The  official  visits  of  the  Grand  Master  to  lodges  in  the 
jurisdiction  were  few,  but  he  makes  a very  interesting  story 
of  his  attendance  at  several  conferences  beyond  the  confines 
of  the  State. 

About  six  pages  of  the  close  of  the  address  is  devoted  to 
the  meaning  of  Masonry  and  the  place  which  it  should  and 
does  occupy  in  the  life  of  the  world.  Many  beautiful  thoughts 
clothed  in  choice  diction  make  very  pleasant  and  instructive 
reading. 

In  looking  over  the  report  of  the  able  and  versatile 
Grand  Secretary  we  are  struck  with  this  recommendation  to 
the  Grand  Lodge: 

Your  Grand  Secretary,  by  reason  of  his  official  position,  hears  more 
than  probably  all  of  the  other  Grand  officers  combined,  of  cases  where  a 
little  financial  help  at  the  proper  time  would  make  the  world  seem 
brighter,  mankind  closer  kindred,  Masonic  teaching  a cherished  fact, 
and  sad  and  heavy  hearts  lighter  and  happier.  Grand  Lodge  has  no 
committee  and  provides  no  special  fund  for  this  purpose.  Our  subordi- 
nate Lodges  are  expected  to  and  do  attend  to  the  important  and  funda- 
mental duty  of  relieving  distressed  and  helpless  brethren,  their  widows 
and  orphans,  and  in  no  instance  has  it  come  to  my  knowledge  wherein 
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there  lias  been  a failure  in  the  prompt  performance  of  this  obligation  to 
the  extent  of  the  ability  of  the  Lodge  and  individual  brethren  applied 
to.  This  plan  of  distributing  aid,  however,  bears  heavily  upon  the  small 
Lodges  in  the  poorer  communities,  where  it  frequently  becomes  posi- 
tively burdensome  on  such  Lodges  and  the  individual  members  thereof. 
In  richer  communities,  with  large  membership  in  the  Lodges,  there  is 
but  little  or  no  call  for  assistance,  and  whatever  is  given  on  that  account 
is  never  felt  or  missed.  These  poor  and  struggling  Lodges,  and  all 
Lodges  in  reality  are  but  tlie  almoners  of  Grand  Lodge,  should  be  aided 
in  their  endeavors  to  alleviate  distress  by  the  creation  of  a Grand  Lodge 
charity  fund,  to  be  supervised  by  a committee  of  Grand  Lodge.  It  is 
merely  my  object  in  what  I here  say  upon  this  subject,  to  direct  your 
attention  to  the  necessity  of  providing  a more  adequate,  just  and  equi- 
table system  of  speedy  and  sufficient  relief  for  individual  brethren  or 
their  families  and  remove  in  part  the  burdens  that  now  fall  wholly  upon 
the  poorer  small  Lodge,  leaving  it  for  you  to  work  out  the  details  of  a 
system  whereby  it  can  be  best  done.  That  the  matter  may  be  fully  in- 
vestigated and  analyzed  I suggest  that  a special  committee  be  appointed 
to  take  up  the  subject  and  report  at  the  next  Annual  Communication. 

As  a result  of  this  suggestion  of  Brother  Howard’s,  the 
Finance  Committee  advised  that  the  annual  dues  to  the 
Grand  Lodge  be  increased  to  sixty  cents,  and  that  ten  per 
cent  of  such  receipts  be  set  aside  to  form  a charity  fund,  the 
disbursement  of  which  is  placed  in  the  hands  of  a special 
committee  of  three  yet  to  be  appointed. 

In  a special  report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence, 
Bro.  Hiram  R.  Howard,  the  unhappy  or  chaotic  condition  of 
Masonry  in  Mexico  receives  full  consideration,  but  without 
any  recommendation.  Indeed,  it  would  be  difficult  to 
suggest  any  remedy  for  this  condition  of  affairs. 

In  the  Grand  Jurisdiction  of  West  Virginia  there  are 
142  chartered  lodges  and  1 under  dispensation,  the  total 
membership  of  which  amounts  to  14,079,  showing  a net  gain 
of  872. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence,  215  pages,  is  again  pre- 
pared by  Past  Grand  Master  Hiram  R.  Howard,  being  the 
fifth  report  from  his  prolific  pen.  The  Proceedings  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  North  Cai'olina  for  1910  receive  fraternal 
consideration  and  four  pages  of  his  space.  Adverting  to  the 
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decisions  of  Grand  Master  Hackett,  he  sees,  as  we  all  see, 
how  the  time  of  the  Grand  Master  is  wasted  in  answering 
questions  that  frequently  leave  the  impression  that  the  in- 
quirer is  simply  a fool.  Of  these  experiences  in  every 
Grand  Lodge  he  says : 

But  five  decisions  were  reported,  although  the  Grand  Master  said 
many  questions  were  replied  to,  all  of  which  could  have  been  answered 
by  a reference  to  their  Code  or  Digest  of  Masonic  Law.  And  this  again 
raises  the  question,  why  do  so  many  Worshipful  Masters  and  other 
Lodge  officers  continue  to  vex  and  annoy  Grand  Masters  by  asking  so 
many  simple  questions  that  are  so  easily  answered  and  explained  by  a 
little  patient  study  of  their  Codes  and  Digests  of  Law  ? Is  it  a habit  or 
ignorance  and  stupidity  or  general  laziness  and  negligence?  A reading 
of  the  foreign  correspondence  reports  of  their  several  Grand  Lodges, 
coupled  with  a Masonic  magazine  or  two,  would  cure  the  habit  and  be  an 
efficient  aid  in  eradicating  all  the  other  named  evils.

JUST  preceding  the  memorial  pages  are  the  likenesses  of 
two  prominent  members  of  the  Fraternity  who  have 
passed  over  the  great  divide,  William  Chester  Swain,  Grand 
Master,  1893,  and  William  Brown  Andrews,  Grand  Senior 
Warden,  1893. 

In  the  opening  of  his  address,  Grand  Master  Alvin  T. 
Webb  shows  how  the  assumption  of  responsibility  will  put  a 
man  to  thinking  and  studying.  He  says : 

The  Grand  Master  is  expected  to  be  a teacher  and  standard  bearer. 
To  him  the  brethren  look  for  guidance  and  instruction  during  the  vaca- 
tion of  the  Grand  Lodge.  While  I have  felt  the  weight  of  the  responsi- 
bility  of  the  position,  and  have  endeavored  to  fill  it  to  the  best  of  my 
ability,  I am  free  to  admit  that  I have  found  it  necessary  to  assume  the 
role  of  student,  with  many  hard  problems  before  me,  and  the  lessons 
that  I have  learned  in  this  school  I shall  prize  as  of  utmost  value  in 
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years  to  come.  From  the  day  I first  received  Masonic  light  I have  been 
deeply  impressed  with  the  beauties  of  Masonry,  but  the  past  year’s  ex- 
perience has  given  me  a broader  view  and  a higher  conception  of  what 
it  means  to  be  a Mason  than  I ever  had  before. 

The  whole  of  the  address  indicates  that  Brother  Webb 
gave  painstaking  attention  to  the  duties  of  his  office,  and 
merited  the  commendation  which  his  brethren  gave  him. 
He  had  the  courage  to  refuse  dispensation  for  the  formation 
of  a new  lodge  at  a point  where  he  believed  it  could  not 
grow. 

His  decisions  were  few,  but  such  as  they  are,  they  indi- 
cate that  many  of  those  making  inquiries  of  the  Grand 
Master  are  sadly  in  need  of  instruction.  These  decisions 
were  generally  approved  by  the  Grand  Lodge. 

It  is  a misfortune  which  sometimes  overtakes  the  most 
zealous  Grand  Master  to  be  forced  to  administer  discipline, 
and  this  Brother  Webb  had  to  do  on  account  of  the  miscon- 
duct of  the  Master  of  one  of  the  lodges. 

We  transcribe  this  compliment  to  the  labors  of  Bro. 
Aldro  Jenks,  the  writer  of  the  Wisconsin  Report  on  Corre- 
spondence : 

I wish  at  this  time  to  bring  to  the  attention  of  every  member  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  the  valuable  work  of  our  efficient  Committee  on  Foreign 
Correspondence,  for  the  purpose  of  emphasizing  the  great  benefit  that 
may  be  derived  from  a careful  and  thoughtful  study  of  it.  It  is  a docu- 
ment that  should  be  read  by  every  Mason,  as  he  will  get  information 
there  that  he  would  not  get  from  any  other  source.  Considerable  ex- 
pense on  the  part  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  a vast  amount  of  labor  and 
thought  on  the  part  of  Bro.  Jenks  is  annually  expended  in  the  production 
of  this  report,  but  the  money  and  labor  invested  is  nothing  compared 
with  the  good  that  may  be  accomplished  if  read  as  generally  as  it  should 
be.  I would  strongly  urge  all  present  to  bring  this  to  the  attention  of 
the  members  at  home,  and  encourage  the  reading  of  this  document  by 
every  brother. 

The  membership  of  the  lodges  has  increased  734  during 
the  year,  now  showing  a grand  total  of  25,680. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  is,  as  usual,  prepared  by 
Bro.  Aldro  Jenks,  easily  one  of  the  ablest  members  of  the 
Guild. 
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Touching  the  matter  of  a Supreme  Grand  Lodge  of 
Masons  in  the  United  States,  approved  by  some,  Brother 
Jenks  expresses  himself  thus  forcibly  of  this  subject: 

3.  We  have  commented  in  several  places  throughout  this  report 
concerning  the  danger  existing  through  the  holding  of  conferences  of 
Grand  Masters, — that  a Supreme  Grand  Lodge  for  the  United  States  of 
America  may  be  thereby  brought  into  existence.  We  believe  that  those 
Grand  Masters  attending  these  Conferences  are  sincere  in  declaring  that 
such  was  not  the  object  or  purpose  of  those  calling  such  Conferences  or 
of  those  who  attended  the  same.  We  have,  however,  recently  noticed 
in  the  Masonic  Advocate  a statement  that. a resolution  will  be  introduced 
at  the  next  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Indiana  looking  to  the  forma- 
tion of  a General  Grand  Lodge  for  the  United  States.  Knowing  well 
the  feeling  that  exists  in  regard  to  such  a body  it  proposed  that  such 
General  Grand  Lodge  should  possess  only  very  limited  powers,  its  pur- 
pose merely  being  that  of  a counseling  and  advisory  body  whose  influ- 
ence must  depend  wholly  on  the  wisdom  of  its  recommendations.  Were 
such  a body  established  it  must  be  a menace  to  the  sovereignty  and  in- 
dependent action  of  every  American  Grand  Lodge.  Power  is  always 
aggressive,  arrogating  to  itself  greater  and  still  greater  privileges  and 
prerogatives,  and  it  can  only  do  this  at  the  expense  of  those  now  pos- 
sessed by  the  different  Grand  Lodges  of  the  United  States.  It  would 
remove  the  control  of  the  Craft  further  from  the  membership,  and  in- 
stead of  having,  as  now,  a representative  form  of  government  we  should 
have  a Masonic  government  by  a kind  of  Masonic  aristocracy.  There  is 
a still  further  objection  : — that  is,  that  such  a scheme  constitutes  a radi- 
cal departure  from  the  Masonry  known  to  our  fathers.  Masonry,  as 
originally  constituted,  knew  simply  Lodges  and  Grand  Lodges,  no  less 
and  no  more.  The  organization  of  a still  further  advisory  body  is  an 
innovation  in  the  body  of  Masonry,  something  which  every  Master  of  a 
Lodge  has  solemnly  promised  upon  his  installation  to  discountenance. 
We  sincerely  hope  that  we  have  heard  the  last  of  such  propositions. 

The  transactions  of  North  Carolina  received  the  careful 
and  fraternal  consideration  of  Brother  [enks,  and  like  our- 
self he  does  not  approve  of  the  dogma  of  perpetual  jurisdic- 
tion. Brother  Jenks  approved  the  opinion  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  North  Carolina,,  that  the  actual  bona  fide  place  of 
living  is  not  always  the  Masonic  residence  of  a candidate. 
We  thank  our  brother  for  his  kindly  personal  reference.

THE  portrait  of  the  incoming  Grand  Master,  Hugh 
Hynds,  occupies  the  fly  leaf,  and  that  of  the  Grand 
Secretary,  Bro.  W.  L.  Kuykendall,  is  placed  with  his  report ; 
and  we  are  glad  to  see  that  our  brother  is  complimented  by 
the  adoption  of  this  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  the  picture  of  our  Grand  Secretary  be  inserted  in  all 
the  Grand  bodge  proceedings  for  this  and  all  succeeding  years. 

The  address  of  the  retiring  Grand  Master,  Birney  H. 
Sage,  is  an  excellent  review  of  his  work  of  the  year.  He 
reports  twelve  decisions,  which  seem  to  us  to  be  correct,  and 
the}-  met  the  approval  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Notwithstanding  that  they  fell  short  of  the  number  he 
intended  to  make,  the  Grand  Master’s  visits  were  fairly 
numerous.  He  reports  having  constituted  one  lodge. 

The  Report  of  the  Grand  Secretary  is,  as  usual,  very 
complete. 

We  see  that  the  labors  of  the  Grand  Master  are  to  be  in- 
creased as  appears  by  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolu- 
tion: 

Resolved , That  hereafter  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master  at  the 
time  of  making  his  decisions  furnish  a copy  of  same  to  each  member  of 
the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence. 

The  craze  for  building  Masonic  Homes  has  reached 
Wyoming  with  all  its  virulence,  and  some  of  the  brethren 
have  fallen  victims  to  the  infection.  The  Grand  Lodge 
adopted  a motion  to  appoint  a committee  for  the  purpose  of 
securing  a site,  but  after  a little  more  consideration  agreed 
to  leave  it  off  until  the  Grand  Lodge  meets  in  1914.  It 
strikes  us  that  this  determination  is  eminently  wise. 

There  are  thirty  lodges  in  the  jurisdiction  of  Wyoming, 
having  a total  membership  of  2.556,  a net  gain  of  r.56. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  is,  as  a matter  of  course, 
the  contribution  of  Bro.  W.  L.  Kuykendall,  and  is  marked, 
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like  all  of  his  labors  in  this  field,  with  abundant  evidences  of 
his  fitness  for  the  work.  The  Proceedings  of  North  Caro- 
lina for  1910  receive  fraternal  consideration  and  more  than 
the  average  space.  Brother  Kuykendall  endorses  the  action 
in  insisting  that  there  is  a difference  between  legal  residence 
and  Masonic  residence.  We  copy  his  introduction: 

During  the  past  year  proceedings  and  reports  have  dealt  extensively 
with  the  conferences  of  certain  Grand  Masters  held  in  Boston,  Philadel- 
phia and  Baltimore,  and  with  the  making  of  President  Taft  a Mason  at 
sight  by  the  Grand  Master  of  Ohio.  To  get  at  the  real  facts  connected 
with  said  making,  all  readers  of  this  report  are  requested  to  read  up 
thereon  under  the  head  of  Ohio  and  other  Grand  Lodges  therein  enum- 
erated and  to  get  the  real  drift  of  said  conferences,  especially  relating 
to  perpetual  jurisdiction  as  agreed  upon  therein.  A close  examination 
of  this' report  will  show  that  the  perpetual  Grand  Jurisdictions  have  not, 
so  far  as  discovered,  yielded  anything  in  the  way  of  abandoning  that 
dogma  by  providing  for  the  five-year  limit  and  by  changing  other  vital 
legislation,  as  they  want  all  jurisdictions  to  do  which  oppose  that  intol- 
erant doctrine.  On  the  contrary,  Delaware  and  North  Carolina,  both  of 
the  perpetual  persuasion,  have  since  said  conferences  refused  to  aban- 
don it  for  the  five-year  or  any  other  limit.

My  Dear  Sir  and  Brother: — 

On  December  8th  was  received  the  Proceedings  of  the 
Triennial  Encampment  of  Knight  Templars,  held  in  Chica- 
go, August  9th  to  12th,  1910,  which  the  writer  was  examin- 
ing, when  two  days  later  the  1910  Census  of  the  United 
States  was  announced  by  the  Government.  The  writer’s 
interest  in  Masonry  prompted  him  to  make  some  calculation 
upon  the  number  of  Masons  to  the  100,000  population,  first 
figuring  out  the  same  for  his  own  jurisdiction  of  North 
Carolina,  and  then  later  Masonic  interest  got  the  better  of 
his  judgment,  and  he  began  computing  the  statistics  for  this 
same  information  in  regard  to  the  Master  Masons  and 
Knight  Templars  in  the  several  States.  A good  many  times 
in  going  through  the  unraveled  maze  of  figures  there  was  a 
great  temptation  to  quit  the  work  and  throw  the  accumu- 
lated sheets  containing  the  mass  of  figures  into  the  waste 
basket,  but  “Time,  patience  and  perseverance  accomplish 
all  things,”  and  finally  the  results  were  compiled  in  the 
shape  that  they  are  here  presented. 

Table  No.  1 shows  in  detail  the  population  of  the  several 
States,  together  with  the  number  .of  Master  Masons  and 
Knight  Templars  in  each  State,  which  figures  are  then 
worked  out  to  show  the  number  of  Master  Masons  and 
Knight  Templars  respectively  per  100,000  of  population, 
which  varies  widely  in  both  particulars. 

Table  No.  2 shows  the  1908  figures  for  the  several 
States  as  regards  the  number  of  Royal  Arch  Masons,  and 
Knight  Templars  respectively,  which  is  worked  out  to  show 
the  percentage  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  who  are  Knight  Tem- 
plars in  their  respective  jurisdictions,  the  percentage  for  the 
United  States  being  51.98  per  cent. 

Table  No.  3 shows  the  respective  number  of  Royal 
Arch  Masons  and  Royal  and  Select  Masters  in  the  States  in 
1908,  which  it  was  the  writer’s  intention  to  work  out  the  per- 
centage in  the  same  way  as  the  1908  Knight  Templar  Tables

were  worked  out  above,  but  press  of  work  did  not  allow  the 
completion  of  this  table. 

The  writer  began  the  compiling  of  the  figures  showing 
the  number  of  Templars  and  Royal  Arch  Masons  in  1909, 
the  Templars  being  taken  from  the  Grand  Encampment 
Proceedings  of  1910,  and  the  Royal  Arch  Masons  being 
taken  almost  entirely  (there  being  only  a few  corrections  to 
show  later  increase)  from  the  Report  of  Companion  George 
A.  Kies,  of  Connecticut,  which  appears  in  the  Grand  Chap- 
ter Proceedings  of  that  State  for  1910,  but  that  table  only 
reached  the  listing  of  the  several  members  in  the  several 
States,  the  totaling  of  the  columns  each  show  the  average 
for  the  year  1909  to  be  44.46  per  cent,  and  as  a very  few  of 
the  percentage  of  the  individual  States  were  worked  out  that 
table  was  not  committed  to  print. 

Though  the  statistics  for  the  Royal  Arch  and  Council 
Masons  have  not  been  worked  out  as  was  desired,  still  the 
following  approximations  will  be  of  interest  in  showing  the 
relative  strength  of  these  bodies. 

ROYAL  ARCH  MASONS. 

Figures  are  not  at  hand  to  calculate  the  correct  number 
of  Royal  Arch  Masons  returned  in  1910,  but  an  approxima- 
tion can  easily  be  arrived  at  by  using  the  1908  figures,  which 
totaled  351,145,  and  the  1909  figures  which  totaled  365,853, 
showing  an  increase  of  4.21  per  cent.  If  that  increase  kept 
up  in  1910,  the  number  should  be  381,255,  which  would 
show  408.18  affiliated  Royal  Arch  Masons  for  each  100,000 
of  population. 

COUNCIL  MASONS. 

In  the  same  way  figures  are  not  at  hand  to  calculate  the 
correct  number  of  Council  Masons  in  1910,  but  an  approxi- 
mation can  be  had  by  using  the  1908  figures  of  91,780,  and 
adding  14  per  cent  as  probable  gain  (gain  of  General  Grand 
Council,  in  round  figures,  was  6 per  cent  in  1904  and  1906, 
and  8 per  cent  in  1905,  1907  and  1908),  would  make  the  es- 
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titnated  number  104,629,  which  would  show  112.01  affiliated 
Council  Masons  for  each  100,000  of  population.  If  the  gain 
should  be  figured  at  16  per  cent  (8  per  cent  for  1909  and 
1910),  then  there  would  be  5 additional  per  100,000  over  the 
figures  of  1 12.01. 


CHAPTER  AND  COUNCIL  STATISTICS. 

The  writer  has  not  had  access  to  the  several  Grand 
Chapter  and  Grand  Council  Proceedings  of  the  various  juris- 
dictions so  that  these  figures  can  be  compiled  for  the  year 
1910,  so  that  whatever  is  compiled  on  these  subjects  (in  the 
absence  of  accurate  information  from  the  several  jurisdic- 
tions) can  be  only  an  approximation.  For  his  own  jurisdic- 
tion (North  Carolina)  the  complete  information  is  at  hand: 
Population  (1)  2,206,287,  (2)  Master  Masons  19,118,  (3)  Roy- 
al Arch  Masons  2,414,  (4)  Council  Masons  533,  and  (5) 
Knights  Templars  1,126. 

In  the  United  States  the  information  shows  (1)  Popula- 
tion 93,402,  251,  (2)  Master  Masons  1,358,792,  (3)  Royal 
Arch  Masons  381,255  (estimated),  (4)  Council  Masons  104,- 
629  (estimated),  and  (5)  Knight  Templars  199,090. 

Tabulating  these  figures  to  show  the  strength  of  the 
several  bodies  on  a basis  of  each  100,000  of  population, 
we  have —

SUMMARY. 

Length  of  time  forbids  any  extended  discussion  of  the 
condition  shown  by  the  several  figures  and  percentages  con- 
tained in  these  tables.  Of  interest  is  the  fact  that  the  num- 
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her  of  Masons  per  100,000  in  Maine  is  the  highest  (3,963.51) 
and  is  lowest  in  Utah  (439.26),  likewise  every  Southern 
State  showing  less  than  the  average  for  the  United  States 
emphasizes  the  fact  that  a large  proportion  of  their  inhabi- 
tants are  of  the  negro  race.  As  a general  thing  the  percent- 
age runs  very  high  in  the  Eastern  States,  and  next  to  that 
is  the  Middle  West.  Some  of  the  Western  States  show 
wide  variations,  the  percentage  being  high  in  Nevada,  and 
generally  low  in  the  other  States.  Of  the  Southern  States, 
the  percentage  is  lowest  in  Louisiana  (785.70)  and  highest  in 
Kentucky  (1,571.37). 

The  accurate  figures  are  not  at  hand  to  intelligently  call 
attention  to  the  variations  in  the  number  of  Royal  Arch 
Masons,  or  Council  Masons,  in  the  several  States. 

The  percentage  of  Knight  Templars  to  the  population 
runs  highest  in  Vermont  (711.60),  with  Maine  (702.76)  run- 
ning a close  second,  and  is  lowest  in  the  State  of  Louisiana 
(50.89),  which  is  very  slightly  exceeded  in  North  Carolina 
(51.08).  Recently  the  increase  in  the  number  of  Knight 
Templars  in  the  Southern  States,  which  have  some  three  or 
four  years  averaged  5 per  cent  annually,  has  been  favorably 
commented  upon  by  reviewers.  As  the  percentage  of 
Knight  Templars  to  Royal  Arch  Masons  is  under  40  per 
cent  in  Alabama,  Arkansas,  Georgia,  Louisiana,  Mississippi, 
Tennessee  and  Texas,  it  is  reasonable  to  suppose  that  the 
Templar  gain  in  those  States  will  be  considerable  for  several 
years  to  come.  As  the  percentage  is  above  50  per  cent  in 
Kentucky  and  South  Carolina,  it  is  reasonable  to  foresee 
that  there  can  be  no  great  increase  in  Knight  Templars  in 
those  States  unless  there  be  a correspondingly  great  increase 
in  the  number  of  Royal  Arch  Masons. 

CONCLUSION. 

Several  times  has  the  writer  been  discouraged  in  this 
work,  as  has  been  above  stated,  yet  realizing  the  waste  of 
human  energies,  which  so  many  of  us  spend  in  partially 
going  over  work,  which  is  left  incomplete,  and  is  of  no  benefit 
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to  ourselves  or  others,  by  reason  of  the  temporary  nature  of 
the  information  acquired,  he  has  persisted  in  the  work. 

It  is  stated  that  it  is  the  unvarying  rule  of  trappers  in 
going  through  an.  untrodden  wilderness,  extending  over 
thousands  of  acres  of  ground,  to  always  mark  the  path  pur- 
sued by  them,  not  only  for  the  temporary  service  it  is  to 
themselves,  but  as  a mark  giving  information  to  their  fel- 
low trappers  following  them  in  years  to  come,  so  that  in 
after  years  their  comrades  find  the  trail  blazed  which  great- 
ly facilitates  their  individual  work,  as  well  as  the  success  of 
the  common  undertaking. 

So  it  is  that  the  writer  has  tediously  worked  out  these 
figures  compiling  them  into  accessible  shape,  with  the  sin- 
cere hope  that  they  may  be  of  use  to  Brother  Masons  in  the 
several  grand  jurisdictions  throughout  the  United  States. 
And  for  that  purpose,  he  trusts  that  each  one  may  find  this 
slight  Christmas  remembrance  a matter  of  interest  as  well 
as  a Christmas  greeting.
